6 0 / firmament, 9 of the earth separated from 
the waters, II and made fruitful, 14 of the sun, 
moon, and stars , 20 offish and fowl, 24 of beasts 
and cattle, 26 of man in the image of God. 29 Also 
the appointment of food. 

I N the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth. 

2 And the earth was without form, 
and void; and darkness ivas upon 
the face of the deep. And the Spirit 
of God moved upon the face of the 
waters. 

3 And God said, Let there be light : 
and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that it 
was good : and God divided the light 
from the darkness. " ’ 

5 And God called the light Day, 
and the darkness he called Night. 
And the evening and the morning 
were the first day. 

6 If And God said, Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the waters, 
and let it divide the waters from the 
waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, 
and divided the waters which were 
under the firmament from the waters 
which were above the firmament: and 

it was so. 

8 And God called the firmament 
Heaven. And the evening and the 
morning were the second day. 

9 f And God said, Let the waters 
under the heaven be gathered to- 
gether unto one place, and let the 
dry land appear: and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry land 
Earth; and the gathering together 
of the waters called he Seas: and 
God saw that it was good. 

11 And* God said, Let the earth 
bring focth grass, the herb yielding 
seed, and the fruit tree yielding fruit 
after his kind, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth : and it was so. 

12 An d the earti? brought forth 
grass, and herb yielding s$ed after 


his kind, and the tree yielding fruit, 
whose seed was in itself, after his 
kind: and God saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the third day. 

14 IF And God said, Let there be 
lights in the firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day. from the night; 
and let them be for signs, and for 
seasons, and for days, and years : 

15 And let them be for lights in 
the firmament of the heaven to give 
light upon the earth : and it was so. 

16 And God made two great lights ; 
the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the night : he 
made the stars also. 

17 And God set them in the fir- 
mament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and 
over the night, and to divide the 
light from the darkness: and God 
saw that it was good. 

19 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the fourth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl that 
may fly above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that mov- 
eth, which the waters brought forth 
abundantly, after their kind, and 
every winged fowl after bis kind: 
and God saw that it ivas good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill the 
waters in the seas, and let fowl mul- 

[ tiply in the earth. 

23 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were tire fifth day. 

24 IF And God said, Let the* earth 

bring forth ’Ihe living creature after 
his kmd, cattle, and creeping thing, 
and beast of the earth after his kind : 
and it was so. » 

25 And God made the “beast of the 
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earth 'after his kind, and cattle af- 
ter their kind, and every thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind: and God saw that it was good. 

26 IF And God said, Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness : 
and let them have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and over all 
the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created 
he Mm ; male and female created he 
them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it: and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 

29 IT And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the 
earth, and every tree, in the which 
is the fruit of a tree yielding seed; 
to you it shall be for meat. 

30 And to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
every .thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein there is life, I have 
given every green herb for meat: 
and it was so. 

31 And God saw every thing that 
he had made, and, behold, _ it was 
very good. And the evening and 
the morning were the sixth day. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 The first sabbath. 4 The manner of the creation . 

8 The planting of the garden of Edeiu 10 and the 
river thereof 17 The tree of knowledge only 
forbidden. 19 , 20 The naming of the creatures. 
21 The making of woman, and institution of 
marriage. 

T HUS the heavens and the earth 
were finished, and all the host 
of them. 

2 And on the seventh day God 
ended his work which he had made ; 
and he rested on the seventh dayfrom 
all his- work which lie had made. 

3 And God blessed the seventh 
da^, and sanctified it: because that 
in it he had rested from all Ins work 
which God created and made. r 
4 IF These are the generations of the 


heavens and of the earth when they 
were created, in the day that the Lord 
G od made the earth and the heavens, 

5 And every plant of the field be- 
fore it was in the earth, and every 
herb of the field before it grew: for 
the Lord God had not caused it to 
rain upon the earth, and there was 
not a man to till the ground. 

6 But there went up a mist from the 
earth, and watered the whole face of 
the ground. 

7 And the Lord God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into Ms nostrils the breath of life ; 
and man became a living soul. 

8 IF And the Lord God planted a 
garden eastward in Eden ; and there 
he put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight, and good for 
food; the tree of life also in the 
midst of the garden, and the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. 

10 And a river went out of Eden 
to water the garden ; and from thence 
it was parted, and became into four 
heads. 

11 'Hie name of the first is Pison: 
that is it which compasseth the whole 
land of Havilah, where there is gold ; 

12 And the gold of that land is good: 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 

_ 13 And the name of the second river 
'is Gihon : the same is it that compass- 
eth the whole*3and of Ethiopia. 

^ 14 And the name of the third river 
is Hiddekel: that is it which goeth 
toward the east of Assyria. And the 
fourth river is Euphrates. 

15 And the Lord God took the 
man, and put him into the garden of 
Eden to dress it and to keep it. 

16 And the Lord God commanded 
the man, saying, Of every tree of the 
garden thou mayest freely eat: 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou slialt not eat 
of it: for in the day that tijou eatost 
thereof thou shalt surely die, 

18 If And the Lord God said, It is 

not good that the man should be 
alone ; I will make him an help meet 
for him. 0 # 

lOjAndout of the ground the Lord 
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God formed every beast of the field, 
and every fowl of the air; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he 
would call them: and whatsoever 
Adam called every living creature, 
that was the name thereof. 

20 And Adam gave names to all 
cattle, and to the fowl of the air, and 
to every beast of the field ; but for 
Adam there was not found an help 
meet for him. 

21 And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and he 
slept: and he took one of his ribs, and 
closed up the flesh instead thereof ; 

22 And the rib, which the Lord 
God had taken from man, made he 
a woman, and brought her unto the 
man. 

23 And Adam said, This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of my 
flesh : she shall be called Woman, 
because she was taken out of Man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife: and they shall 
be one flesh. 

• 25 And they were both naked, 
the man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed. 

CHAPTER 3. 

I The serpent- deceiveth Eve. 6 Man's shameful 
fall. 9 God arraigneth them. 14 The serpent is 
cursed. 15 The promised seed. 16 The punish- 
ment of mankind. 21 Their first clothing. 22 
Their casting out of paradise. 

N OW the serpent was more sub- 
til than any beast of the field 
which the Lord God had made. 
And he said unto the woman, Yea, 
hath God said, Ye shall not eat of 
every tree of the garden ? 

2 And the woman said unto the 
serpent, We may eat of the fruit of 
the trees of the garden : 

.3 But of the fruit of the tree which 
is in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said, Ye shall not eat of it, nei- 
ther shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not surely die : 

5 For God doth know that in the 
day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as 
gods, knowing good and evil. 

6 And when the 'vJbman saw that 
the tree was j£oyd for food, and that 


it was pleasant to the eyes, and a 
tree to be desired to 'make one wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat, and gave also unto her husband 
with her ; and he did eat. 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they 
were naked; and they sewed fig 
leaves together, and made them- 
selves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the 
Lord God walking in the garden in 
the cool of the day : and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the pre- 
sence of the Lord God amongst the 
trees of the garden. 

9 And the Lord God called unto 
Adam, and said unto him. Where art 
thou? 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice in 
the garden, and I was afraid, because 
I teas naked ; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said, Who told thee that 
thou mart naked? Hast thou eaten of 
the tree, whereof I commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not eat ? 

12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to he with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

13 And the Lord God said unto the 
woman, What is this that thou hast 
done ? And the woman said, The ser- 
pent beguiled me, and I did eat. 

14 And the Lord God said unto 
the serpent, Because thou hast done 
this, thou art cursed above all cattle, 
and above eveiy beast of the field ; 
upon thy belly shalt thou go, and 
dust shalt thou eat all the days of 
thy life : 

15 And-J will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between 
thy seed and her seed ; it shall bruise 
thy head, and thou shalt bruise his 
heel. 

16 Unto the woman he said, I will 1 

greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children ; and thy desire 
shall be to thy husband, and he shall * 
rule over thee. * 

17 And unto Adam he said, Be- 
cause thou hast hearkened unto the 
voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of 
the tr«e, of which I commanded thee, 
saying, Thou shalt not "eat of it: 
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cursed is the ground for thy sake; 
in sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the 
days of thy life ; 

18 Thoms also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee ; and thou shalt 
eat the herb of the field; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return unto 
the ground : for out of it wast thou 
taken: for dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve ; because she was the mother of 
all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of 
skins, and clothed them. 

22 If And the Lord God said, Be- 
hold, the man is become as one of 
us, to know good and evil: and now, 
lest he put forth his hand, and take 
also of the tree of life, and eat, and 
live for ever: 

23 Therefore the Lord God sent 
Mm forth from the garden of Eden, 
to till the ground from whence he 
was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man ; and 
he placed at the east of the garden 
of Eden Cherubinis, and a flaming 
sword which turned eveiy way, to 
keep the way of the tree of life. 

CHAPTER 4. 

I The birth, trade, and religion of Cain and Abel. 

8 The murder of Abel . 11 The curse of Cain. 
17 Enoch the first city. 19 Lamech and his two 
wives. 25 The birth of Seth, 26 and Enos. 

/tND Adam knew Eve his wife; 
A and she conceived, and bare 
Cain, and said, I have gotten a man 
from the Lord. 

2 And she again bare hi§ brother 
Abel. And Abel was a keeper of 
sheep, but Cain was a tiller of the 
ground. 

3 And in process of time it came to 
pass, that Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground an offering unto the 
Lord. 

4 And Abel, he also brought of the 
% firstlings of his flock aud of the fat 

thereof. And the Lord had respect 
unto Abel and to his offering : 

5 But unto Cain and to his offering 
he had not respect. And Cain was 
very wroth, and his countenance fell. 

6 And tlfe Lord said unto Cain, 


Why art thou wroth? and why is 
thy countenance fallen? 

7 If thou doest well, shalt thou not 
be accepted? and if thou doest not 
well, sin lieth at the door. And unto 
thee shall be his desire, and thou 
shalt rule over him. 

8 And Cain talked with Abel his 
brother: and it came to pass, when 
they were in the field, that Cain 
rose up against Abel his brother, 
and slew him. 

9 f And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel thy brother? And he 
said, I know not : Am I my brother’s 
keeper? 

10 And he said, What hast thou 
done ? the voice of thy brother ’s blood 
crieth unto me from the ground. 

11 And now art thou cursed from 
the earth, which hath opened her 
mouth to receive thy brother’s blood 
from thy hand : 

12 WTien thou tillest the ground, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength ; a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, 
My punishment is greater than I can 
bear. 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of the earth ; 
and from thy face shall I be hid; 
and I shall be a fugitive and a va- 
gabond in the earth; and it shall 
come to pass, that every one that 
findeth me shall slay me. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, 
Therefore whosoever slayetfa Cain, 
vengeance shall be taken on him 
sevenfold. And the Lord set a mark 
upon Cain, lest any finding him 
should kill him. 

16 1 And Cain went out from the 
presence of the Lord, and dwelt iij 
the land of Nod, on the east of Eden. 

17 And Cain knew his wife; and 

she conceived, and bare Enoch : and 
he budded a city, and called the 
name of the city, after the name of 
his son, Enoch. . 

18 And unto Enoch was born Irad: 
and Irad begat Mehujael: and Me- 
hujael begat Methusael ; and Methu- 
sael begat Lamech. • 

191f Ajjd Lamech too^unto him two 
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■wives: the name of the one was Adah, 
and the name of the other Zillah. 

20 And Adah bare Jabal: he ms 
the father of such as dwell in tents, 
and of such as have cattle. 

21 And his brother’s name was Ju- 
bal: he was the father of all such as 
handle the harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal- 
cain,,an instructer of every artificer 
in brass and iron: and the sister of 
Tubal-cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice; ye 
wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
speech: for I have slain a man to 
my wounding, and a young man to 
my hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged se- 
venfold, truly Lamech seventy and 
sevenfold. 

25 f And Adam knew Ms wife a- 
gain; and she bare a son, and called 
his name Seth: For God, said she, 
hath appointed me another seed in- 
stead of Abel, whom Cain slew. 

26 And to Seth, to him also there 
was bom a son; and he called Ms 
name Enos: then began men to call 
upon the name of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 5. 

1 The genealogy , age, and death of the patriarchs 
from Adam unto Noah. 24 The godliness and 
translation gf Enoch. 

T HIS is the book of the genera- 
tions of Adam. la the day that 
God created man, in the likeness of 
God made he him ; 

2 Male and female created he them ; 
and blessed them, and called their 
name Adam, in the day when they 
were created. 

3 1" And Adam lived an hundred 
and tMrty years, and begat a son in 
Ms own likeness, after Ms image; 
and called Ms name Seth: 

4 And the days of Adam after he 
had begotten Seth were eight hun- 
dred years: and he begat sons and 
daughter!! : 

5 And all the days that Adam lived 
were nine hundred and thirty years : 
and he died. 

6 And Seth lived an hundred and 
five years, tod begat Enos : 

7 And Seth lived jfter he begat 


Enos eight hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters: 

8 And all the days of Seth were 
nine hundred and twelve years: and 
he died. 

9 If And Enos lived ninety years, 
and begat Cainan: 

10 And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

11 And all the days of Enos were 
nine hundred and five years: and 
he died. 

12 If And Cainan lived seventyyears, 
and begat Mahalaleel: 

13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

14 And all the days of Cainan were 
nine hundred and ten years: and 
he died. 

15 .f And Mahalaleel lived sixty and 
five years, and begat Jared: 

16 And Mahalaleel lived after he 
begat Jared eight hundred and tMrty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel 
were eight hundred ninety and five 
years : and he died. 

18 1 And Jared lived an hundred 
sixty and two years, and he begat 
Enoch : 

19 And Jared lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and be- 
gat sons and daughters : 

20 And all the days of Jared were 
nine hundred sixty and two years: 
and he died. 

21 IF And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and begat Methuselah: 

22 And Enoch walked with God 
after he begat Methuselah three 
hundred years, and begat sons and 
daughters : 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years : 

24 And Enoch walked with God: 
and he was not ; for God took him. 

25 And Methuselah lived an hun- 

dred eighty'and seven years, and be-' 
gat Lamecly * 

26 And Methuselah lived after he 

begat Lamech seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters: *> 

27 And all tlmdays of Methuselah 
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were nine hundred sixty and nine 
yeara: and he died, 

28 IT And Lamech lived an hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son: 

29 And he called his name Noah, 
saying, This same shall comfort us 
concerning our work and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 
the Lord hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

31 And all the days of Lamech were 
seven hundred seventy and seven 
years : and he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred 
years old: and Noah begat Shem, 
Ham, and Japheth. 

CHAPTER 6. 

1 The wickedness of the world, which provoked God’s 
wrath, and cawed the flood. 8 Noahjindeth grace. 
34 The order, form,, and end of the ark. 

AND it came to pass, when men 
XjL began to multiply on the face of 
the earth, and daughters were bom 
unto them, 

2 That the sons of God saw the 
daughters of men that they were 
fair; and they took them wives of 
all which they chose. 

3 And the Lord said, My spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for that 
he also is flesh : yet his days shall be 
an hundred and twenty years. 

4 There were giants in the earth in 
those days; and also after that, when 
the sons of God came in unto the 
daughters of men, and they bare chil- 
dren to them, the same becamemightj 
menwhichwere of old, men of renown. 

5 f And God saw that the wicked- 
ness of man was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually. 

6 And it repented the Lord that 
he had made man on the earth, and 
it grieved him at his heart. 

7 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
snan whom I have creatad from the 
face of the earth; both man, and 
beast, and the creeping* thing, and 
the fowls of fhe air; for it repgnteth 
me that I have made them. 

8 But Neigh found grace in thaeyes 
of the Lord.* 


9 1 These are the generations of 
Noah: Noah was a just man and 
perfect in his generations, a/nd Noah 
walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt be- 
fore God, and the earth was filled 
with violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, itwas corrupt; foralfflesh 
had corrupted his way upon the earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all flesh is come before me; 
for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will 
destroy them with the earth. 

14 IT Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and 
without with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The length 
of the ark shall be three hundred 
cubits, the breadth of it fifty cubits, 
and the height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou 
finish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side there- 
of; with lower, second, and third 
stories shalt thou make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a 
flood of waters upon the earth, to de- 
stroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven; and every 
tiling that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant; and thou shalt come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive with 
thee; they shall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto 
thee, to keep them alive. • 

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt 
gather it to thee; and it shall be 
for food for thee, and for them. 

22 Thus did NdSh ; according to all 
that God^commanded l\jm, so did he,

CHAPTER 7. 


1 Noah, with hig fwitiAVg, and the living CrecUwes, 
enter into the ark. 17 The beginning^ increase, 
and contimcmce of the flood. 

J ND the Lobd said unto Noah, 
l. Come thou and all thy house 
into the ark; for thee have I seen 
righteous before me in this gene- 
ration. 

2 ©f every clean beast thou shalt 
take to thee by sevens, the male and 
his female : and of beasts that are not 
clean by two, the male and his female. 
3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female ; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 
4 For yet seven days, and I will 
cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
days and forty nights ; and every liv- 
ing substance that I have made will I 
destroy from off the face of the earth. 
5 And Noah did according unto all 
that the Lokd commanded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was 
upon the earth. 

7 ‘'T And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons' wives with 
Mm, into the ark, because of the wa- 
ters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts 
that are not clean, and of fowls, and 
of every tMng that creepeth upon 
the earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, tlite male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
-days, that the waters of the flood 
were upon the earth. 

11 f In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of 
the great deep broken up, and the 
windows of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In # the selfsame day entered 
Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and Ja- 
pheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah’s 
wife, and the three wives of Ms sons 
with them, into the ark ; 

14 They h aad evtsy beast after Ms 
kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creaping thing that 


I creepeth upon the earth after Ms 
kind, and every fowl 5 after Ms kind, 
every bird of every sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah 
into the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life. 

18 And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded Mm: and the Lord 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth ; and the waters in- 
creased, and bare up the ark, and it 
was lift up above the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the 
earth; and the ark went upon the 
face of the waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed ex- 
ceedingly upon the earth; and all 
the Mgh hills, that were under the 
whole heaven, were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains 
were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
I upon the earth, both of fowl, and 
I of cattle, and of beast, and of every 
[ creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth, and every man :

1 He that sirmelh in concealing his knowledge , 2 in 
touching an unclean thing , 4 or in making an oath. 

6 His trespass offering , of the flock, 7 of fowls , 11 or 
of flour, 14 The trespass offering in sacrilege, 17 
and in sms of ignorance. 

AND if a soul sin, and hear the 
X3L voice of swearing, and is a wit- 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of it; if he do not utter it, then he 
shall bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean 
thing, whether it he a carcase of an 
unclean beast, or a carcase of un- 
clean cattle, or the carcase of un- 
clean creeping things, and if it be 
hidden from him; he also shall be 
unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness 
of man, whatsoever uncleanness it he 
that a man shall be defiled withal, 
and it be hid from him ; when he 
knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever it be that a man shall pro- 
nounce with an oath, and it be hid 
from him ; when he knoweth of i£,then 
he shall be guilty in one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall 
be guilty in one of these things, that 
he shall confess that- he hath sinned 
in that thing: 

6 And he shall bring bis trespass 
offering unto the Lord for his sin 
which he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin offering; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
him concerning his sin.

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord, a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass offer- 
ing, unto the priest: 

7 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the Lord : 
and it shall be forgiven him for any 
thing of all that he hath done in 
trespassing therein. 

8 i And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying, This is the law of the burnt 
offering : It is the burnt offering, be- 
cause of the burning upon the altar 
all night unto the morning, and the 
fire of the alter shall be burning in it. 

10 And the' priest shall put on his 
linen garment,and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up the ashes which the fire hath 
consumed with the Jramt offering 
on the altar, and he shall put them 
beside the altar. 


11 And he shall put off his gar- 
ments, and put on other garments, 
and carry forth the ashes without 
the camp unto a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar 
shall be burning in it; it shall not 
be put out: and the priest shall 
burn wood on it every morning, and 
lay the burnt offering in order upon 
it ; and he shall bum thereon the fat 
of the peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ever be burning up- 
on the altar; it shall never go out. 

14 f And this is the law of the meat 
offering: the sons of Aaron shall offer 
it before the Lord, before the alter. 

15 And he shall take of it his hand- 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 
frankincense which is upon the meat 
offering, and shall bum it upon the 
altar for a sweet savour, even the 
memorial of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat: with un- 
leavened bread shall it be eaten in 
the holy place ; in the court of the 
tabernacle of the congregation they 
shall eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with leaven. 
I have given it unto them, for their 
portion of my offerings made by fire ; 
it is most holy, as is the sin offering, 
and as the trespass offering. 

18 All the males among the children 
of Aaron shall eat of it. It shall he 
a statute for ever in your genera- 
tions concerning the offerings of the 
Lord made by fire : every one that 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

19 f And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron and 
of his sons, which they shall offer 
unto the Lord in the day when he is 
anointed ; the tenth part of an ephah 
of fine flour for a meat offering per- 
petual, half of it in the morning, and 
half thereof at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil ; and when it is baken, thou slalt 
bring it in : and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thou offer, for 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

22 And the priest of his sons that 
is anointed in his stead 'shall offer 
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it: it is a statute for ever unto the 
Lord ; it shall be -wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 IT And. the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying,

9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is 
dressed in the fryingpan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest’s that offer- 
eth it.

burnt offering ; ‘ 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for 
peace offerings, to sacrifice before 
the Lord; and a meat offering min- 
gled with oil : for to day the Lord 
will appear unto you. 

I 5 1 And they brought that which 
Moses commanded before the ta- 
! bemaele of the congregation : and 
all the congregation drew near and 
stood before the Lord. 

6 And Moses said. This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded that 
ye should do : and the glory of the 
Lord shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin of- 
fering, and thy burnt offering, and 
make an atonement for thyself, and 
for the people : and offer the offering 
of the people, and make an atonement 
for them ; as the Lord commanded. 

8 IF Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin 
offering, which was for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aaron brought the 
blood unto him: and he dipped his 
finger in the blood, and put it upon 
the horns of the altar, and poured out 
the blood at the bottom of the altar: 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver of the 
sin offering, he burnt upon the altar; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he 
burnt with fire without the camp. 

12 An d he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’I sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof and the head: and he burnt 
them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, and burnt them upon 
the burnt offering on the altar. «? 

15 IF And he brought the people’s 

offering* and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
and slew it, and offered it for sin, 
as the first. * 
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16 And he brought the burnt offer- 
ing, and offered it according to the 
manner. 

17 And he brought the meat offer- 
ing, and took an handful thereof, 
and burnt it upon the altar, beside 
the burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and 
the ram for a sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, which teas for the people : and 
Aaron’s sons presented unto Mm the 
blood, which he sprinkled upon the 
altar round about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and 
of the ram, the rump, and that which 
covereth the inwards, and the kid- 
neys, and the caul above the liver: 

20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon 
the altar: 

21 And the breasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave 
offering before the Loud; as Moses 
commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them, 
and came down from offering of the 
sin offering, and the burnt offering, 
and peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and came out, and blessed the peo- 
ple : and the glory of the Lord ap- 
peared unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the 
fet: which when all the people saw, 
they shouted, and fell on their faces. 

CHAPTER 10. 

1 Naddb mid Abihv, t for offering ofstrangefre > are 
burnt by fire. 6 Aaron and his sons are forbidden 
to mourn for them. 8 The priests are forbidden 
wine when they are to go into the tabernacle. 12 
The law of eating the holy things. 16 AarorCs ex- 
cuse for transgressing thereof. 

AKD Nadab and Abihu, the sons 
_OL of Aaron, took either of them 
Ms censer, and put fire therein, and 
put incense thereon, and offered 
strange fire before, the Lord, wMch 
he Cbmmanded them not. 

2 And there went out *fire from the 
Lord, and devoured them, and they 
died before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, 
This is it that the Lord spake, say- , 


ing, I will be sanctified in them that 
come nigh me, and before all the 
people I will be glorified. And Aaron 
held his peace. 

4 And Moses called Mishael and El- 
zaphan, the sons of Uzziel the uncle 
of Aaron, and said unto them, Come 
near, carry your brethren from before 
the sanctuary out of the camp. 

5 So they went near, and carried 
them in their coats out of the camp; 
as Moses had said. 

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his 
sons, Uncover not your heads, neither 
rend your clothes; lest ye die, and 
lest wrath come upon all the peo- 
ple : but let your brethren, the whole 
house of Israel, bewail the burning 
wMch the Lord hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, lest ye die : for the anointing 
oil of the Lord is upon you. And they 
did according to the word of Moses. 

8 IT And the Lord spake unto Aa- 
ron, saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, 
when ye go into the tabernacle of 
the congregation, lest ye die : it 
shall be a statute for ever through- 
out your generations : 

10 And that ye may put differ- 
ence between holy and unholy, and 
between unclean and clean ; 

11 And .that ye may teach the 
children of Israel all the statutes 
which the Lord hath spoken unto 
them by the hand of Moses. 

12 IT And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, 
Ms sons that were left, Take the 
meat offering that remaineth of the 
offerings of the Lord made by fire, 
and eat it without leaven beside the 
altar : for it is most holy : 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it is thy due, and thy 
sons’ due, of the sacrifices of the Lord 
made by fire: for so I am commanded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean 
place; thou, and thy sons, and thy 
daughters witlf thee: for they be thy 
due, and thy sons’ due, which are 
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deem amd wndean. 


given out of the sacrifices of peace 
offerings of the children of Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the 
wave breast shall they bring with 
the offerings made by fire of the fat, 
to wave it for a wave offering before 
the Lord ; and it shall be tlnne, and 
thy sons’ with thee, by a statute for 
ever; as the Lord hath commanded. 

16 f And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, be- 
hold, it was burnt : and he was angry 
with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons of 
Aaron which were left aline t saying, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten 
the sin offering in the holy place, 
seeing it is most holy, and God hath 
given it you to bear the iniquity of 
the congregation, to make atone- 
ment for them before the Lord? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place: ye 
should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, Be- 
hold, this day have they offered their 
sin offering and their burnt offering 
before the Lord; and such things 
have befallen me : and if I had eaten 
the sin offering to day, should it 
have been accepted in the sight of 
the Lord? 

20 And when Moses heard that, he 
was content. 

CHAPTER 11. 

1 What beasts may, 4 and what may not be eaten, 

9 What fishes. 13 What fowls . The creeping 

IMrigswliM arem 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
-Ol and to Aaron, saying unto them, 

2 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying. These are the beasts 
which ye shall eat among all the 
beasts that are on the earth. 

_ 3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or 
of them that divide the hoof: as 
the camel, because he cheweth the 
cud, but divideth not the hoof; he 
is unclean unto you. 

5 And the coney, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclean unto you. 


6 And the hare, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof ; he is unclean unto yon. 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be elovenfooted, yet he 
cheweth not the cud; he is unclean 
to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, 
and their carcase shall ye not touch ; 
they are unclean to you. 

_ 9 IT These shall ye eat of all that are 
in the waters : whatsoever hath fins 
and scales in the waters, in the seas, 
and in the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, and 
of any living thing which is in the 
waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you : 

11 They shall be even an abomi- 
nation unto you; ye shall not eat 
of their flesh, but ye shall have their 
carcases in abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in the waters, that shall be 
an abomination unto you. 

13 f And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among 
the fowls; they shall not be eaten, 
they are an abomination : the eagle, 
and the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite 
after Ms kind; 

15 Every raven after his kind ; , 

16 And the owl, and the night 
hawk, and the cuckow, and the hawk 
after his kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cor- 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, 
and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon 
all four, shall be an abomination 
unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every fly- 
ing creeping tMng that goeth upon 
all four, wMch have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earfh ; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat; 
the locust after his kind, and the 
bald locust after his kind, and the 
beetle after his kind, and the grass- 
hopper after his kind. * 


The creeping things LEVITICUS, 11. which me undecm. 


23 But all other flying creeping 
things, which have four feet, shall 
he an abomination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be un- 
clean: whosoever toucheth the ear- 
case of them shall be unclean until 
the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them shall wash Ms 
clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

26 The carcases of every beast 
which divideth the hoof, and is not 
dovenfooted, nor cheweth the cud, 
are unclean unto you : every one that 
toucheth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon Ms 
paws, among all manner of beasts 
that go on all four, those are unclean 
unto you : whoso toucheth their car- 
case shall be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcase 
of them shall wash Ms clothes, and 
be unclean until the even : they are 
unclean unto you. 

29. IT These also shall he unclean 
unto you among the creeping things 
that creep upon the earth ; the wea- 
sel, and the mouse, and the tortoise 
after Ms kind, 

30 An d the ferret, and the chame- 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among 
all that creep: whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall be 
unclean until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they are dead, doth fall, 
it shall be unclean; whether it he 
any vessel of wood, or raiment, or 
skm, or sack, whatsoever vessel it 
he, wherein any work is done, it 
must be put into water, and it shall 
be unclean until the even; so it 
shall be cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unclean; and ye 
shall break it. 

34 Of all meat wMch may be eaten, 
theft on which such water cometh 
shall be unclean : and all drink that 
may be drunk in every such vessel 
shall be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall 


be unclean; whether it he oven, or 
ranges for pots, they shall be bro- 
ken down : for they are unclean, and 
shall be unclean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean: but that which toucheth 
their carcase shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcase 
fall upon any sowing seed wMch is 
to be sown, it shall he clean. <■ 

38 But if any water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their car- 
case fall thereon, it shall he unclean 
unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of wMch ye 
may eat, die ; he that toucheth the 
carcase thereof shall be unclean un- 
til the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the car- 
case of it shall wash Ms clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: he also 
that beareth the carcase of it shall 
wash Ms clothes, and be unclean 
until the even. 

41 And every creeping tMng that 
creepeth upon the earth shall he an 
abomination ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon all four, 
or whatsoever hath more feet among 
all creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, them ye shall not eat; for 
they are an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lord your God : ye 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy ; for I am holy : 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with 
any manner of creeping tMng that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the Lord that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to 
be your God : ye shall therefore be 
holy, for I am holy. 

46 TMs is the law of the beasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every living 
creature that moveth in the waters, 
and of every creature that creepeth 
upon the earth : 

47 To make r a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be- 
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tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten. 

CHAPTER 12. 

1 The purification ef women after childbirth. 6J5 ter 
offerings for her purifying. ;* 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
A saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
‘ saying, If a woman have conceived 

seed, and bom a man child : then she 
shall be unclean seven days ; accord- 
ing to the days of the separation for 
her infirmity shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day the flesh 
of Ms foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in 
the blood of her purifying three 
and thirty days ; she shall touch no 
hallowed tMng, nor come into the 
sanctuary, until the days of her 
purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, 
then she shall be unclean two weeks, 
as in her separation: and she shall 
continue in the blood of her purify- 
ing threescore and six days. 

6 And when the days of her purify- 
ing are fulfilled, for a son, or for a 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of 
the first year for a burnt offering, 
and a young pigeon, or a turtledove, 
for a sin offering, unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
unto the priest: 

7 Who shall offer it before the 
Lord, and make an atonement for 
her; and she shall be cleansed from 
the issue of her blood, TMs is the 
law for her that hath bom a male 
or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two tur- 
tles, or two young pigeons ; the one 
for the burnt offering, and the other 
for a sin offering: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for her, 
and she shall be clean. 

CHAPTER. 13. 

1 The laws and plcens whereby the priest is to he 
guided in discerning the leprosy. 

A oSTD the Lord spake unto Moses 
_ and Aaron, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, or 
bright spot, and it be in the skin of 
his flesh like the plague of leprosy ; 


then he shall be brought unto Aaron 
the priest, or unto one of his sons 
the priests: 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh: and 
when the hair in the plague is turn- 
ed white, and the plague in sight he 
deeper than the skin of his flesh, it 
is a plague of leprosy : and the priest 
shall look on Mm, and pronounce 
him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in 
the skin of his flesh, and in sight 
be not deeper than the skin, and the 
hair thereof be not turned white; 
then the priest shall shut up him 
that hath the plague seven days : 

5 And the priest shall look on Mm 
the seventh day: and, behold, if the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
the plague spread not in the sMn; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days more : 

6 And the priest shall look on Mm 
again the seventh day: and, behold, 
if the plague be somewhat dark, and 
the plague spread not in the sMn, 
the priest shall pronounce Mm clean : 
it is but a scab: and he shall wash 
Ms clothes, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much 
abroad in the skin, after that he 
hath been seen of the priest for ' his 
cleansing, he shall be seen of the 
priest again : 

8 And i/the priest see that, behold, 
the scab spreadeth in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce Mm un- 
clean: it is a leprosy. 

9 IT When the plague of leprosy is 

in a man, ijien he shall be brought 
unto the priest ; > 

10 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the rising be white 
in the skin, and it have turned the 
hair wMte, and there be quick raw 
flesh in the rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin 
of his flesh, and the priest shall pro- 
nounce Mm unclean, and shall not 
shut Mm up : for he is unclean. * 

12 And if* a leprosy break out 
abroad in the skin, ana the leprosy 
cover all the skin of him that hath 
the plague from his head even to his 
foot, wheresoever the priest looketh ; 
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1& Then the priest shall consider: 
and, behold, if the leprosy have 
covered all his flesh, he shall pro- 
nounce him clean that hath the 
plague: it is all turned white: he 
ts clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth 
In him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un- 
clean: for the raw flesh is unclean: 
it is a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him: 

and, behold, if the plague be turn- 
ed into white ; then the priest shall 
pronounce him clean that hath the 
plague: he is clean. • 

18 f The flesh also, in which, even 
in the skin thereof, was a boil, and 
is healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil 
there be a white rising, or a bright 
spot, white, and somewhat reddish, 
and it be shewed to the priest; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth 
it, behold, it he in sight lower than 
the skin, and the hair thereof be 
turned white; the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean : it is a plague 
of leprosy broken out of the boiL 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there he no white hairs there- 
in, and if it he not lower than the 
skin, but he somewhat dark ; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

22 And if it spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean : it is a plague. 

23 But if thfe bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not, it is a 
burning boil; and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean. 

24 f Or if there be any flesh, in 
the skin whereof there is a hot burn- 
ing, and the quick flesh that bumeth 
have a white bright spot, somewhat 
reddish, or white ; 

Then the priest shall look up- 
on it: and, behold, if the hair in 
the bright spot be turned white, 
and it be in sight deeper than the 
skin; it is a leprosy broken out of 
the burning; wherefore the priest 


shall pronounce him unclean: it is 
the plague of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there he no white hair in 
the bright spot, and it he no lower 
than the other skin, but he somewhat 
dark ; then the priest shall shut him 
up seven days : 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
Mm the seventh day: and if it be 
spread much abroad in the skin, 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is the plague of leprosy, 

28 And if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not in the 
skin, but it he somewhat dark; it 
is a rising of the burning, and the 
priest shall pronounce Mm clean : for 
it is an inflammation of the burning. 

29 f If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard ; 

30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague : and, behold, if it he in sight 
deeper than the skin ; and there he 
in it a yellow thin hair; then the 
priest shall pronounce Mm unclean: 
it is a dry seall, even a leprosy upon 
the head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it he 
not in sight deeper than the skin, and 
that there is no black hair in it ; theD 
the priest shall shnt up him that hath 
the plague of the scall seven days: 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague : and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the scall be 
not in sight deeper than the skin ; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the scall 
seven days more; 

34 And in the seventh day the 
priest shall look on the scall: and, 
behold, if the scall be not spread 
in the skin, nor he in sight deeper 
than the skin ; then the priest shall 
pronounce Mm clean : and he shall 
wash his clothes, and bfe clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much 
in the sMn after Ms cleansing ; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him: and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the stin, the priest shall not 
seek for yellow hair; he is unclean. 
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37 But if the seal! be in Mb sight 
at a stay, and that there is black 
hair grown up therein; the scail is 
healed, he is clean: and the priest 
shall pronounce him clean. 

38 If If a man also or a woman 
have in the skin of their flesh bright 
spots, even white bright spots; 

* 39 Then the priest shall look: and, 
behold, if the bright spots in the 
skin of their flesh be darkish white ; 
it is a freckled spot that growetli in 
the skin ; he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald; yet is he clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
Ms face, he is forehead bald: yet is 
he clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish 
sore ; it is a leprosy sprung up in 
his bald head, or his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, if the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald 
head, or in his bald forehead, as the 
leprosy appeareth in the skin of the 
flesh ; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is un- 
clean: the priest shall pronounce 
him utterly unclean;' Ms plague is 
in his head. 

45 And the leper in whom the 
; plague is, his clothes shall be rent, 

and his head bare, and he shall put 
a covering upon his upper lip, and 
shall cry, Unclean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; he 
is unclean: he shall dwell alone; with- 
out the camp shall his habitation be. 

47 If The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, 'whether it be a 
woollen garment, or a linen garment; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or 

wo§f; of linen, or of woollen; whe- 
ther in a skin, or in any tMng made 
of skin;, / / 1 .V,',: 

49 And if the plague be greenish 
or reddish in the garment, or in the 
skin, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; it 
is a plague of leprosy, and shall be 
shewed unto the priest : 

50 And the priest shall look upon 


the plague, and shut up it that hdth 
the plague seven days : 

51 And he shall look on the plague 
on the seventh day: if the plague be 
spread in the garment, either in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or 
in any work that is made of skin; 
the plague is a fretting leprosy; it 
is unclean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that 
garment, whether warp or woof, in 
woollen or in linen, or any tMng of 
skin, wherein the plague is: for it is 
a fretting leprosy ; it shall be burnt 
in the fire. 

i 53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
behold, the plague be not spread in 
the garment, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in any thing of skin ; 

54 Then the priest shall command 
that they wash the thing wherein the 
plague is, and he shall shut it up 
seven days more: 

55 And the priest shall look on 
the plague, after that it is washed: 
and, behold, if the plague have not 
changed his colour, and the plague be 
not spread; it is unclean ; thou shaft; 
burn it in the fire ; it is fret inward, 
whether it he bare within or without. 

! 56 And if the priest look, and, be- 
; hold, the plague be somewhat dark 
after the washing of it; then he 
shall rend it out of the garment, or 

I out of the skin, or out of the warp, 
or out of the woof: 
r 57 And if it appear still in the gar- 
i ment, either in the warp, or in the 
| woof, or in any tMng of skin ; it is a 
spreading plague: thou shalt bum 
that wherein the plague is with fire. 

58 And tffe garment, either warp, 

| or woof, or whatsoever thing of skin 
it be, which thou shalt wash, if the 
plague be departed from them, then 
it shall be washed the second time, 
and shall be clean. 

59 TMs is the law of the plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, either in the warp, or woof, or 
any tMng of skins, to pronounce it 
clean, or to pronounce it unclean.

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yOTD the Loeb spake unto Moses* 
XJL saying* 

2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of Ms cleansing: He shall 
be brought unto the priest: 

3 And the priest shall go forth out 
of the camp; and the priest shall 
look, and* behold* if the plague of 
leprosy be healed in the leper ;

2 Speak unto Aaron, and say unto 
him, When thou lightest the lamps, 
the seven lamps shall give light over 
against the candlestick. 

3 And Aaron did so ; he lighted the 
lamps thereof over against the can- 
dlestick, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

4 And.this work of the candlestick 
was of beaten gold, unto the shaft 
thereof, unto the flowers thereof, was 
beaten work: according unto the 
pattern which the Lord had shewed 
Moses, so he made the candlestick.

13 But the man that is clean, and is 
not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the passover, even the same 
soul shall be cut off from among his 
people : because he brought not the 
offering of the Lord in his appointed 
season, that man shall bear his sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord; according to 
the ordinance of the passover, and 
according to the manner thereof, so 
shall he do : ye shall have one ordi- 
nance, both for the stranger, and for 
him that was born in the land. 

15 IT And on the day that the taber- 
nacle was reared up the cloud cover- 
ed the tabernacle, narmly , the tent of 
the testimony : and at even there was 
upon the tabernacle as it were the 
appearance of fire, until the morning. 

16 So it was alway : the cloud co- 
vered it by day, and the appearance 
of fire by night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that the children of Israel journey- 
ed: and in the place where the 
cloud abode, there the children of 
Israel pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the 
Lord the children of Israel jour- 
neyed, and at the commandment 
of the Lord thpy pitched: as long 
as the cloud abode upon the taber- 
nacle they rested in their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
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file children of Israel kept the charge 
of the Lord, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud 
was a few days upon the tabernacle ; 
according to the commandment of 
the Lord they abode in their tents, 
and according to the commandment 
of the Lord they journeyed. 

21 And so it was, when the cloud 
abode from even unto the morning, 
and that the cloud was taken up in 
the morning, then they journeyed: 
whether it was by day or by night 
that the cloud was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or 
a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabernacle, remain- 
ing thereon, the children of Israel 
abode in their tents, and journeyed 
not: but when it was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the 
Lord they rested in the tents, and at 
the commandment of the Lord they 
journeyed: they kept the charge of 
the Lord, at the commandment of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses.

2 And they said, Hath the Lord 
indeed spoken only by Moses? hath 
he not spoken also by us? And the 
Lord heard it. 

3 (Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lord spake suddenly 
unto Moses, and unto Aaron, and 
unto Miriam, Come out ye three 
unto the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. And they three came out. 

5 And the Lord came down in the 

pillar of the cloud, and stood in the 
door of the tabernacle, and called 
Aaron and Miriam: and they both 
came forth. * 

6 And he said. Hear now my words: 


If there be a prophet among you, 1 
the Lord will make myself known 
unto him in a vision, and will speak 
unto him in a dream.

11 And Aaron said unto Moses, 
Alas, my lord, I beseech thee, lay 
not the sin upon us, wherein we 
have done foolishly, and wherein we 
have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed when 
he cometh out of his mother’s womb. 

13 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying, Heal her now, O God, I be- 
seech thee.

6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh. 

7 Of the tribe of Issachar, Igal the 
son of Joseph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea 
the son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Paiti 
the son of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gad- 
diel the son of SodL 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely , 
of the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the 
son of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel the 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur 
the son of Michael.

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the 
son of Machi. 

16 These are the names of the 
men which Moses sent to spy out 
the land. And Moses called Oshea 
the son of Nun Jehoshua. 

17 T And Moses sent them to spy 
out the land of Canaan, and said unto 
them, Get you up this way south- 
ward, and go up into the mountain: 

18 And see the land, what it is; 
and the people that dwelleth there- 
in, whether they he strong or weak, 
few or many; 

19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it he good or bad; 
and what cities they he that they 
dwell in, whether in tents, or in 
strong holds ; 

20 And what the land is, whether 
it he fat or lean, whether there be 
wood therein, or not And be ye of 
good courage, and bring of the fruit 
of the land. Now tke time was the 
time of the firstripe grapes. 

21 f So they went up, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Refiob, as men come to Hamath. 


ERS, 13. Their evil report 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Hebron; where Ahi- 
man, Sheshai, and Talmai, the chil- 
dren of Anak, were . (Now Hebron 
was built seven years before Zoan 
in Egypt.) 

23 And they came unto the brook 
of Eshcol, and cut down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of grapes, 
and they bare it between two upon a 
staff; and they brought of the pome- 
granates, and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook 
Eshcol, because of the cluster of 
grapes which the children of Israel 
cut down from thence. 

25 And they returned from search- 
ing of the land after forty days. 

26 f And they went and came to 
Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the 
congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, unto the wilderness of Paran, 
to Kadesh ; and brought back word 
unto them, and unto all the congre- 
gation, and shewed them the fruit 
of the land. 

27 And they told him, and said, 
We came unto the land whither 
thou sentest us, and surely it flow- 
eth with milk and honey; and this 
is the fruit of it. 

28 Neverthelessthepeople&c strong 
that dwell in the land, and the ci- 
ties are walled, and very great : and 
moreover we saw the children of 
Anak there. 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the 
land of the south : and the Hittites, 
and the Jebusites, and the Amorites, 
dwell in the mountains : and the Ca- 
naanites dwell by the sea, and by 
the coast of Jordan. 

30 And Caleb stilled the people 
before Moses, and said, Let us go 
up at once, and possess it; for we 
are well able to overcome it. 

31 But the men that went up with 
him said, We be not able to go 
up against the people; for they arc 
stronger than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil 
report of the land which they had 
searched unto the children of Israel, 
saying, The land, through which we 
have gone *o search it, is a land 
that eateth up the inhabitants there-

1 The people murmur at the news* 6 Joshua and 
Caleb labour to still them. 11 God threatened them. 
13 Moses permadeth God » and obtained pardon. 
$6 The murmurers are deprived of entering into 
the land. 36 The men who raised the evil report 
die bp a plague. 40 The people that would invade 
the land against the will of God are smitten. 

AND all the congregation lifted 
jLJl up their voice, and cried; and 
the people wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron: and the whole congregation 
said unto them, Would God that we 
had died in the land of Egypt! or 
would God we had died in this wil- 
derness ! 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord 
brought us unto this land, to fall by 
the sword, that our wives and our 
children should be a prey? were it 
not better for us to return into Egypt ? 

4 And they said one to another, 
Let us make a captain, and let us 
return into Egypt. 

5 Then Moses and Aaron fell on 
their faces before all the assembly 
of the congregation of the children 
of Israel. 

6 f And Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
which were of them that searched 
the land, rent their clothes : 

7 And they spake unto all the com- 
pany of the children of Israel, saying, 
The land, which we passed through to 
search it, is an exceeding good land. 

8 If the Lord delight in us, then 
he will bring us into this land, and 
give it us; a land which floweth 
with milk and honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the 
Lord, neither fear ye the people of 
the land ; for they are bread for us : 
their defence is departed from them, 
and the Lord is with us: fear them not. 

10 But all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones. And the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the 


tabernacle of the congregation be- 
fore all the children of Israel. 

Ilf And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, How long will this people pro- 
voke me? and how long will it be 
ere they believe me, for all the signs 
which I have shewed among them? 

12 I will smite them with the pes- 
tilence, and disinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation and 
mightier than they. 

13 f And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear it, (for 
thou broughtest up this people in 
thy might from among them ;) 

14 And they will tell it to the inha- 
bitants of this land: for they have 
heard that thou Lord art among this 
people, that thou Lord art seen face 
to face, and that thy cloud standeth 
over them, and that thou goest be- 
fore them, by day time in a pillar of a 
cloud, and in a pillar of fire by night. 

15 f Now if thou shalt kill all this 
people as one man, then the nations 
which have heard the fame of thee 
will speak, saying, 

16 Because the Lord was not able 
to bring this people into the land

he hath slain them in the wilderness. 

17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
power of my Lord be great, accord- 
ing as thou hast spoken, saying, 

18 The Lord is longsuffering, and 
of great mercy, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression, and by no means clear- 
ing the guilty , visiting the iniquity of 

I the fathers upon the children unto 
j the third and fourth generation. 

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the ini- 
quity of this people according unto 
the greatness of thy mercy, and as

! 20 And the Lord said, I have par-

earth shall be filled with the glory

28 Say unto them, As tndy as I live, 
saith the Lord, as ye have spoken 
in mine ears, so will I do to you : 

29 Your carcases shall fall in this 
wilderness; and all that were num- 
bered of you, according to your 
whole number, from twenty years 
old and upward, which have mur- 
mured against me, 

30 Doubtless ye shall not come 
into the land, concerning which I 
sware to make you dwell therein, 
save Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
and Joshua the son of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye 
said should be a prey, them will I 
bring in, and they shall know the 
land which ye have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcases, 
they shall fall in tMs wilderness. 

_ 33 And your children shall wander 
in the wilderness forty years, and bear 
your whoredoms, until your carcases 
be wasted in the wilderness. 

_ 34 After the number of the days 
in which ye searched the land, even 
forty days, each day for a year, shall 
ye bear your iniquities, even forty

11 T He that toucheth the dead 
body of any man shall be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean : but if he puri- 
fy not himself the third day, then the 
seventh day he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 
purifieth not himself, defileth the ta- 
bernacle of the Lord ; and that soul 
shall be cut off from Israel: because 
the water of separation was not sprin- 
kled upon him, he shall be unclean; 
Ms uncleanness is yet upon him. 

14 This is the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent: all that come into 
the tent, and all that is in the tent, 
shall be unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which 

hath no covering bound upon it, is 
unclean. ' 

16 And whosoever toucheth one 
that is slain with a sword in the 
open fields, or a dead body, or a 


bone of a man, or a grave, shall be 
unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and 
running water shall be put thereto 
in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take 
hyssop, and dip it in the water, and 
sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon 
all the vessels, and upon the per- 
sons that were there, and upon Mm 
that touched a bone, or one slain, or 
one dead, or a grave : 

19 And the clean person shall sprin- 
kle upon the unclean on the third 
day, and on the seventh day : and on 
the seventh day he shall purify him- 
self, and wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and shall be clean 
at even. 

20 But the man that shall be un- 
clean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off from among 
the congregation, because he hath 
defiled the sanctuary of the Lord : the 
water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him ; he is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual sta- 
tute unto them, that he that sprin- 
kleth the water of separation shall 
wash his clothes ; and he that touch- 
eth the water of separation shall be 
unclean until even.

5 But if her father disallow her in 
the day that he heareth; not any of 
her tows, or of her bonds wherewith 
she hath bound her soul, shall stand : 
and the Lord shall forgiTe her, be- 
cause her father disallowed her. 

6 And if she had at all an husband, 
when she Towed, or uttered ought 
out of her lips, wherewith she bound 
her sold ; 

7 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her in the day that 
he heard it: then her tows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heard it; 
then he shall make her vow which 
she Towed, and that which she ut- 
tered with her lips, wherewith she 
bound her soul, of none effect: and 
the Lord shall forgiTe her.. 

9 But eTery tow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced, wherewith 
they haTe bound their souls, shall 
stand against her. 

10 And if she vowed „in her hus- 
band’s house, or bound her soul by 
a bond with an oath ; 


11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disallow- 
ed her not: then all her tows shall 
stand, and eTery bond wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly 
made them Toid on the day he heard 
them; then whatsoeTer proceeded out 
of her lips concerning her tows, or 
concerning the bond of her soul, shall 
not stand: her husband hath made 
them Toid; and the Lord shall for- 
giTe her. 

13 Every tow, and eTery binding 
oath to afflict the soul, her husband 
may establish it, or her husband may 
make it Toid. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
hold his peace at her from day to 
day; then he established all her 
tows, or all her bonds, which are 
upon her: he confirmed them, be- 
cause he held his peace at her in 
the day that he heard them.

4 And the suburbs of the cities, 
which ye shall give unto the Levites, 
shall reach from the wall of the 
city and outward a thousand cubits 
round about. 

5 And ye shall measure from with- 
out the city on the east side two 
thousand cubits, and on the south 
side two thousand cubits, and on 
the west side two thousand cubits, 
and on the north side two thou- 
sand cubits; and the city shall be in 
the midst : this shall be to them the 
suburbs of the cities. 

6 And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Levites there 
shall be six cities for refuge, which 
ye shall appoint for the manslayer, 
that he may flee thither: and to them 
ye shall add forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye shall 
give to the Levites shall be forty and 
eight cities : them shall ye give with 
their suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall give 
shall be of the possession of the chil- 
dren of Israel : from them that have 
many ye shall give many; but from 
them that have few ye shall give few: 
eveiy one shall give of his cities unto 
the Levites according to his inherit- 
ance which he inheriteth. 

9 f And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan; 

11 Then* ye shall appoint you cities 
to be cities of refuge for you ; that 
the slayer may flee thither, which 
killeth any person at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you cities 
for refuge from the avenger; that the 
manslayer die not, until he stand be- 
fore the congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye 
shall give six cities shall ye have for 
refuge. 

14 Ye shall give three cities on this 
side Jordan, and three cities shall ye 
give in .the land of Canaan, which 
shall be cities of refuge. 


15 These six cities shall be a re- 
fuge, both for the children of Israel, 
and for the stranger, and for the 
sojourner among them: that eveiy 
one that killeth any person unawares 
may flee thither. 

16 And if he smite him with an in- 
strument of iron, so that he die, he 
is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

17 And if he smite him with throw- 
ing a stone, wherewith he may die, 
and he die, he is a murderer: the mur- 
derer shall surely be put to death. 

18 Or^he smite him with an hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer: 
the murderer shall surely be put to 
death. 

19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer: when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, 
that he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die : he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death ; for he 
is a murderer: the revenger of blood 
shall slay the murderer, when he 
meeteth him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or have cast upon 
him any thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a 
man may die, seeing him not, and cast 
it upon him, that he die, and was not 
his enemy, neither sought his harm : 

24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the re- 
venger of blood according to these 
judgments: 

25 And the congregation shall de- 
liver the slayer out of the hand of 
the revenger of blood, and the con- 
gregation shall restore him to the 
city of his refuge, whither he was 
fled: and he shall abide in it unto 
the death of the high priest, which 
was anointed with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any time 
come without the border of the city 
of his refuge, whither he was fled; 

2 7 And th§ revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of the city 
of his refuge, and the revenger of 
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blood kill the slayer; he shall not 
be guilty of blood: 

28 Because he should have remain- 
ed in the city of his refuge until the 
death of the high priest: but after 
the death of the high priest the 
slayer shall return into the land of 
his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for a sta- 
tuteofjudgmentuntoyouthroughout 
yourgenefations in all your dwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be put to death by 
the mouth of witnesses : but one wit- 
ness shall not testify against any 
person to cause him to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no sa- 
tisfaction for the life of a murderer, 
which is guilty of death : but he shall 
be surely put to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfac- 
tion for him that is fled to the city 
of his refuge, that he should come 
again to dwell in the land, until the 
death of the priest. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth 
theland: andtheland cannot be clean- 
sed of the blood that is shed therein, 
but by the blood of him that shed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the land 
which ye shall inhabit, wherein I 
dwell : For I the Lord dwell among 
the children of Israel. 

CHAPTER 36. 

1 The inconvenience of the inheritance of daughters 

5 is remedied by marrying in their mm tribes, 

7 lest the inheritance should be removed from the. 

tribe. 10 The daughters of Zelophehad marry their 

father's brothers' sons. 

AND the chief fathers of the fa- 
X 3L milies of the children of Gilead, 
the son of Machir, the son of Ma- 
nasseh, of the families of the sons of 
Joseph, came near, and spake before 
Moses, and before the princes, the 
chief fathers of the children of Israel : 

2 And they said. The Lord com- 
manded my lord to give the land for 
an inheritance by lot to the children 
of Israel: and my lord was com- 
manded by the Lord to give the in- 
heritance of Zelophehad our brother 
unto his daughters. 

3 And if they be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the 
children of Israel, then shall their in- 


heritance be taken from the inherit- 
ance of our fathers, and shall be put 
to the inhei'itance of the tribe where- 
unto they are received : so shall it be 
taken from the lot of our inheritance. 

4 And when the jubile of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be, then shall 
their . inheritance be put unto the 
inheritance of the tribe whereunto 
they are received : so shall their in- 
heritance be taken away from the in- 
heritance of the tribe of our fathers. 

5 And Moses commanded the chil- 
dren of Israel according to the word 
of the Lord, saying, The tribe of the 
sons of Joseph bath said well. 

6 This is the thing which the Lord 
doth command concerning the daugh- 
ters of Zelophehad, saying, Let them 
marry to whom they think best; only 
to the family of the tribe of their 
father shall they marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of the 
children of Israel remove from tribe 
to tribe : for every one of the children 
of Israel shall keep himself to the in- 
heritance of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that possess- 
ed an inheritance in any tribe of the 
children of Israel, shall be wife unto 
one of the family of the tribe of her 
father, that the children of Israel 
may enjoy every man the inheritance 
of his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance re- 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
but every one of the tribes of the 
children of Israel shall keep himself 
to his own inheritance. 

10 Even as the Lord commanded 
Moses, so did the daughters of Ze- 
lophehad : 

11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hoglab, 
and Milcah, and Noah, the daughters 
of Zelophehad, were married’ unto 
their father’s brothers’ sons : 

12 And they were married into the 
families of the sons of Manasseh the 
son of Joseph, and their inheritance 
remained in the tribe of the family 
of their father. 

13 These are Fhe commandments 
and the judgments, which the Lord 
commanded by the hand of Moses un- 
to the children of Israel in the plains 
of Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 


THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSES, 

CALLED 

DEUTERONOMY. 


CHAPTER 1. 

1 Moses* speech in the end of the fortieth year, brief y 
rehearsing the stoi'y 6 of God's promise, 13 of giving 
them officers, 19 ofsending' the spies to search the 
land , 34 of Gods anger for their incredulity, 41 and 
disobedience. 

T HESE be the words which Moses 
spate unto all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over against the Red sea, between 
Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Dizahab. 

2 ( There are eleven days’ journey 
from Horeb by the way of mount 
Seir unto Kadesh-barnea.) 

3 And it came to pass in the for- 
tieth year, in the eleventh month, 
on the first day of the month, that 
Moses spake unto the children of 
Israel, according unto all that the 
Lord had given him in command- 
ment unto them ; 

4 After he had slain Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt in Hesh- 
bon, and Og the king of Bashan, 
which dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei : 

5 On this side Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, began Moses to declare 
this law, saying, 

6 The Lord our God spake unto 
us in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough in this mount: 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amor- 
ites, and unto all the places nigh 
thereunto, in the plain, in the hills, 
and in the vale, and in the south, 
and by the sea side, to the land of 
the Ganaanites, and unto Lebanon, 
unto the great river, the river Eu- 
phrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land be- 
fore you: go in and possess the land 
which the Lord sware unto your fa- 
thers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to 
give unto them aud to their seed 
after them. 

9 f And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone: 


10 The Lord your God hath mul- 
tiplied you, and, behold, ye are this 
day as the stars of heaven for mul- 
titude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you !) 

12 How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, 
and your strife? 

13 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your 
tribes, and I will make them rulers 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken 
is good for us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your 
tribes, wise men, and known, and 
made them heads over you, captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
hundreds, and captains over fifties, 
and captains over tens, and officers 
among your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between your brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that 
is with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment; but ye shall hear the 
small as well as the great; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face of man; 
for the judgment is God’s: and the 
cause that is too hard for you, bring 
it unto me, and I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should 
do. 

19 IT And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, which 
ye saw by the way of the mountain 
of the Amorites, as the Lord our 
God commanded us; and we came 
to Kadesh-barnea. 

20 And I said unto you. Ye are 
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come unto the mountain of the A- 
morites, which the Lord out God 
doth give unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
set the land before thee : go up and 
possess it, as the Lord God of thy 
fathers hath said unto thee ; fear not, 
neither be discouraged. 

22 IT And ye came near unto me 
every one of you, and said, We will 
send men* before us, and they shall 
search us out the land, and bring 
us word again by what way we must 
go up, and into what cities we shall 
come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well : 
and I took twelve men of you, one 
of a tribe : 

24 And they turned and went up 
into the mountain, and came unto 
the valley of Eshcol, and searched 
it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it 
down unto us, and brought us word 
again, and said. It is & good land 
which the Lord our God doth give 
us. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lord your God: 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and said, Because the Lord hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up ? our bre- 
thren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people is greater and 
taller than we; the cities are great 
and walled up to heaven; and more- 
over we have seen the sons of the 
Anakims there. 

29 Then I said untoyou, Dread not, 
neit her be afraid of them. 

30 T he Lord your G od which goeth 
before . y qr, heiHaH~fight foryoU, 
according to all "that he didToFydu 
in Egypt before your eyes ; 

31 And in the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the Lord 
thy God bare thee, as a man doth 
bear his son, in all the way that ye 
went, until ye came into tins place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not be- 
lieve the Lord your God, 


I 33 Who went in the way before 
you, to search you out a place to 
pitch your tents in, in fire by night, 
to shew you by what way ye should 
go, and in a cloud by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and 
sware, saying, 

| 35 Surely there shall not one of 
| these men of this evil generation 
see that good land, which I sware to 
give unto your fathers, 

36 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh ; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because 
he hath wholly followed the Lord. 

3 7 Also the Lord was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying. Thou also 
shalt not go in thither. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
which standeth before thee, he shall 
go in thither: encourage him: for 
he shall cause Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil, 
they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it, and they shall 
possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Red sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the Lord, 
we will go up and fight, according to 
all that the Lord our God command- 
ed us. And when ye had girded on 
eveiy man his weapons of war, ye 
were ready to go up into the hill. 

42 And the Lord said unto me, Say 
unto them. Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
went presumptuously up into the 
hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, 
and destroyed you in Seir, even unto 
Hormah. 

45 And ye returned and wept be- 
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fore the Lord ; but the Lord would 
not hearken to your voice, nor give 
ear unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, according unto the days that 
ye abode there. 

CHAPTER 2. 

X The story is continued , that they were not to 
meddle with the Edomites , 9 nor with the Moab- 
ites, 17 nor with the Ammonites , 24 but Sihon 
the Amoritewas subdued by them . 

T HEN we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
the way of the Red sea, as the Lord 
spake unto me : and we compassed 
mount Seir many days. 

2 And the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

3 Ye have compassed this mountain 
long enough : turn you northward. 

4 And command thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children of 
Esau, which dwell in Seir; and they 
shall be afraid of you : take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore : 

5 Meddle not with them ; for I will 
not give you of their land, no, not so 
much as a foot breadth ; because I 
have given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a possession. 

6 Ye shall buy meat of them for 
money, that ye may eat; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, 
that ye may drink. 

7 Por the Lord thy God hath bless- 
ed thee in all the works of thy hand : 
he knoweth thy walking through this 
great wilderness: these forty years 
the Lord thy God hath been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, Dis- 
tress not the Moabites, neither con- 
tend with them in battle: for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos- 
session ; because I hate given Arunto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 
.10 The Ernims dwelt therein in 
times past, a people great, and many, 
and tall, "as the Anakims ; 


11 Which also were accounted gi- 
ants, as the Anakims ; but the Moab- 
ites call them Emims. 

12 The Horims also dwelt in Seir 
beforetime ; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said I, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadesh-bamea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, was 
thirty and eight years ; until all the 
generation of the men of war were 
wasted out from among the host, as 
the Lord sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was against them, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were 
consumed. 

16 T So it came to pass, when all 
the men of war were consumed and 
dead from among the people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over through 
Ar, the coast of Moab, this day : 

19 And when thou eomest nigh over 
against the children of Ammon, dis- 
tress them not, nor meddle with them : 
for I will not give thee of the land of 
the children of Ammon any posses- 
sion ; because I have given it unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants : giants dwelt therein in old 
time; and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims ; 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakims ; but the Lord 
destroyed them before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of 
Esau, which dwelt in Seir, when he 
destroyed the Horims from before 
them ; and they succeeded them, and 
dwelt in their stead even unto this 
day: 

23 And the Avims which dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torims, which came forth out of 
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Sihon and 
Caphtor, destroyed them, and dwelt 
in their stead.) 

24 f Else ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Amon : be- 
hold, I have given into thine hand 
Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and his land: begin to possess it, 
and contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the'nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee,, and shaE tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 1 And I sent messengers out 
of the wilderness of Kedemoth unto 
Sihon king of Heshbon with words 
of peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land : 
I win go along by the high way, I 
will neither turn unto the right hand 
nor to the left. 

28 Thou shalt seE me meat for 
money, that I may eat; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink: 
only I wiE pass through on my feet; 

29 (As the children of Esau which 
dweE in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan into the land 
which the Lord our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of Heshbon 
would not let us pass by him: for 
the Lord thy God hardened his spi- 
rit, and made his heart obstinate, 
that he might deHver him into thy 
hand, as appeareth this day. 

31 And the Lord said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee : begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against 
us, he and all his people, to fight at 
Jahaz. 

33 And the Lord our God deHver- 
ed him before us ; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and aE his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the Ettle ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain: 

35 Only the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoE of 
the cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which is by the 
brink of the river of Arnon, smdfrom 


Og overcome. 

the city that is by the river, even 
unto Gilead, there was not one city 
too strong for us : the Lord our God 
deEvered all unto us : 

37 Only unto the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, nor 
unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor unto the cities in the mountains, 
nor unto whatsoever the Lord our 
God forbad us. 

CHAPTER 3.

mHEST we turned, and went up 

1 the way to Bashan : and Og the 
king of Bashan came out against us, 
he and aE his people, to battle at 
Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said unto me, Fear 
him not: for I wiE deliver him, and 
aE his people, and his land, into thy 
hand; and thou shalt do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So the Lord our God delivered 
into our hands Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and aE his people : and we 
smote him until none was left to 
him remaining. 

4 And we took aE his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
aE the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bare ; beside 
unwaEed towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
as we did unto Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, utterly destroying the men, wo- 
men, and children, of every city. 

7 But aE the cattle, and the spoil 
of the cities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Joi’dan, from the river of Arnon 
unto mount Hermon ; 

9 ( Which Hermon the Sidonians 
call Sirion; and the Amorites call it 
Shenir ;)

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob unto the coasts 
of Geshuri and Maachathi ; and call- 
ed them after his own name, Bashan- 
havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto the Reubenites and 
onto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
river Jabbok, which is the border of 
the children of Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah 
eastward.

26 I call heaven and earth to wit- 
ness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land whereunto ye go over Jordan 
to possess it; ye shall not prolong 
your days upon it, but shall utterly 
be destroyed. 

27 And the Lord shall scatter you 
amongthe nations, and ye shall be left 
few in number among the heathen, 
whither the Lord shall lead you. 

28 And there ye shall serve gods, 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the Lord thy God, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the Lord thy God, and shalt 
be obedient unto his voice ; 

31 (For the Lord thy God is a mer- 
ciful God ;) he will not forsake thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
covenant of thy fathers which he 
sw r are unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since the 
day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ash from the one side of 
heaven unto the other, whether there 
hath been any such thing as this great 
thing is, or hath been heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live?

39 Know therefore this day, and con- 
sider it in thine heart, that the Lord 
he is God in heaven above, and upon 
the earth beneath : there is none else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, that 
it may go well with thee, and with 
thy children after thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days upon the 
earth, which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, for ever. 

41 IT Then Moses severed three 
cities on this side Jordan toward 
the sunrising ; 

42 That the slayer might flee thi- 
ther, which should kill his neigh- 
bour unawares, and hated him not 
in times past; and that fleeing unto 
one of these cities he might live: 

43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain country, of the Reuben- 
ites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the 
Gadites; and Golan in Bashan, of 
the Manassites. 

44 If And this is the law which Moses 
set before the children of Israel : 

45 These are the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and thejudgments, which 
Moses spake unto the children of 
Israel, after they came forth out of 
Egypt, 

46 On this side Jordan, in the valley 
over against Beth-peor, in the land 
of Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses and 
the children of Israel smote, after 
they were come forth out of Egypt: 

47 And they possessed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings of the Amorites, which were 
on this side Jordan toward the sun- 
nsing; 

48 From Aroer, which is by the 
bank of the river Amon, even unto 
mount Sion, which is Hermon, 
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49 And all the plain on this side Jor- 
dan eastward, even nnto the sea of the 
plain, under the springs of Pisgahu 

CHAPTER 5. 

1 The covenant in Moreb. 6 Thetm commandments, 
22 At the peoples request Moses receiveth the law 
from Bod 

AND Moses called all Israel, and 
XjL said unto them, Hear, O Israel, 
the statutes and judgments which I 
speak in’ your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep, and do 
them. 

2 The Lord our God made a co- 
venant with us in Horeb. 

3 The Lord made not this covenant 
with our fathers, but with us, even us, 
who are all of us here alive this day. 

4 The Lord talked with you face to 
face in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lord and 
you at that time, to shew you the 
word of the Lord: for ye were afraid 
by reason of the fire, and went not 
up into the mount ;) saying, 

611 am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of E- 
gypt, from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in 
the waters beneath the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
unto them, nor serve them: for I the 
Lord thy God ama jealous God, visit- 
ing the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third andfourth 
generation of them that hate me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thou- 
sands of them that love me and keep 
my commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain: for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanc- 
tify it, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee. 

13 Six days thou shalt labour, and 
do all thy work: 

14 But the seventh day is the sab- 
bath of the Lord thy Goa : in it thou 


shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, northy maidservant, nor thine 
ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy cat- 
tle, nor thy stranger that is within thy 
gates ; that thy manservant and thy 
maidservant may rest as well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a 
servant in the land of Egypt, and that 
the Lord thy God brought thee out 
thence through a mighty hand and 
by a stretched out arm : therefore 
the Lord thy God commanded thee 
to keep the sabbath day. 

16 IF Honour thy father and thy 
mother, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee ; that thy days may 
be prolonged, and that it may go 
well with thee, in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adul- 
tery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour’s wife, neither shalt thou 
covet thy neighbour’s house, his field, 
or his manservant, or his maidser- 
vant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that is thy neighbour’s. 

22 f These words the Lord spake 
unto all your assembly in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire, of the 
cloud, and of the thick darkness, with 
a great voice : and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two fables of 
stone, and delivered them unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye 
heard the voice out of the midst of 
the darkness, (for the mountain did 
bum with fire,) that ye came near 
unto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders ; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the Lord 
our God hath shewed us his glory 
and his greatness, and we have heard 
his voice out of the midst of the fire : 
we have seen this day that God doth 
talk with man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we 
die? for this great fire will consume 
us : if we hear the voice of the Lord 
our God any more, then we shall die. 

26 For who is there of all flesh, that

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hath heard the voice of the living 
God speaking out of the midst of 
the fire, as we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that 
the Lord our God shall say: and 
speak thou unto us all that the Lord 
our God shall speak unto thee; and 
we will hear it, and do it. 

28 And the Lord heard the voice 
of your words, when ye spake unto 
me; and the Lord said unto me, I 
have heai’d the voice of the words 
of this people, which they have spo- 
ken unto thee: they have well said 
all that they have spoken. 

29 0 that there were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and 
keep all my commandments always, 
that it might be well with them, and 
with their children for ever ! 

30 Go say to them, Get you into 
your tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thouhereby 
me, and I will speak unto thee all the 
commandments, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, whichthoushalt teach 
them, that they may do them in the 
land which I give them to possess it. 

32 Ye shall observe to do therefore 
as the Lord your God hath com- 
manded you: ye shall not turn aside 
to the right hand or to the left.

CHAPTER 6.

N OW these are the command- 
ments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord your 
God commanded to teach you, that 
ye might do them in the land whi- 
ther ye go to possess it: 

2 That thou mightest fear the Lord 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I command 
thee, thou, and thy son, and thy son’s 
son, all the days of *thy life ; and 
that thy days may be prolonged. 

3 f Hear therefore, 0 Israel, and 
observe to do it; that it may be well 
with theS, and that ye may increase

mightily, as the Lord God of thy fa- 
thers hath promised thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, 0 Israel : The Lord our 
God is one Lord: 

5 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words, whichlcommand 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart : 

7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in 
thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 

9 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the Lord 
thy God shall have brought thee into 
the land which he sware unto thy far 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedst not, 

11 And houses full of all good 
things, which thou filledst not, and 
wells digged, which thou diggedst 
not, vineyards and olive trees, which 
thou plantedst not; when thou shalt 
have eaten and be fall ; 

12 Then beware lest thou forget 
the Lord, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
God, and serve him, and shalt swear 
by his name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people which me 
round about you ; 

15 (For the Lord thy God is a jea- 
lous God among you) lest the anger 
of the Lord thy God be kindled a- 
gainst thee, and destroy thee from 
off the face of the earth. 

16 IF Ye shall not tempt the Lord 
your God, as ye tempted him in 
Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God, 
and his testimonies, and his statutes, 
which he hath commanded thee. 
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18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
Lord: that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and pos- 
sess the good land which the Lord 
sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

_ 20 And when thy son asketh thee 
in time to come, saying, What mean 
the testimonies, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which the Lord our 
God hath commanded you? j 

21 Then thou shalt say unto thy 
son, We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in 
Egypt ; and the Lord brought us out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand-: 

22 And the Lord shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and uponall his house- 
hold, before our eyes : 

23 And he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us in, 
to give us the land which he sware 
unto our fathers. 

24 And the Lord commanded us to 
do all these statutes, to fear the Lord 
our God, for our good always, that 
he might preserve us alive, as it is 
at this day. 

25 And it shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
commandments before the Lord our 
God, as he hath commanded us. 

CHAPTER 7. 

X All communion with the nations is forbidden , 

4 for fear of idolatry, 6 for the holiness of the 
people , 9 for the nature of God m his mercy 
and justice, IT for the assuredness of victory 
which God will give over them. 

TYT'HExS the Lord thy God shall 
Y V bring thee into the land whi- 
ther thou goest to possess it, and hath 
cast out many nations before thee, 
the Hittites, and the Girgashites, and 
the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, seven nations greater 
and mightier than thou; 

2 And when the Lord thy God shall 
deliver them before thee ; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy them; 
thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor shew mercy. unto them: 

3 Neither shaitthou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou shalt 


not give unto his son, nor his daugh- 
ter shalt thou take unto thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may 
serve other gods: so will the anger 
of the Lord be kindled against you, 
and destroy thee suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them ; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and 
break down their images, and cut 
down their groves, and bum their 
graven images with fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God : the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special 
people unto himself, above all people 
that are upon the face of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people ; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: 

8 But because the Lord loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fa- 
thers, hath the Lord brought you out 
with a mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondmen, from 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 

9 Know therefore that the Lord 
thy God, he is God, the faithful God, 
which keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep 
his commandments to a thousand 
generations ; 

10 And repayeth them that hate 
him to their free, to destroy them: 
he will not be slack to him thathateth 
him, he will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou shalt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to do them. 

12 IF Wherefore it shall come to 
pass, if ye hearken to these judg- 
ments, and keep, and do them, that 
the Lord thy God shall keep unto 
thee the covenant and the mercy 
which he sware unto thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy ISnd, thy com, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, • 
in the land which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee.

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of 
them: but shalt well remember what 
the Lord thy God did unto Pharaoh, 
and unto all Egypt ; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and 
the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
and the stretched out arm, whereby 
the Lord thy God brought thee out: 
so shall the Lord thy God do unto all 
the people of whom thou art afraid. 

20 Moreover the Lord thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until 
they that are left, and hide them- 
selves from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them : for the Lord thy God is among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lord thy God will put 
out those nations before thee by little 
and little : thou mayest not consume 
them at once, lest the beasts of the 
field increase upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God shall 
deliver them unto thee, and shall 
destroy them with a mighty destruc- 
tion, until they be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy 
their name from under heaven : there 
shall no man be able to stand before 
thee, until thou have destroyed them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye bum with fire :»thou shalt not 
desire the silver or gold that is on 
.them, nor take it unto thee, lest thou 
be snared therein : for it is an abo- 
mination lo the Lord thy God.

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with Ms brethren; the 
Lord is Ms inheritance, according as 
the Lord thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac- 
cording to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the Lord heark- 
ened unto me at that time also, and 
the Lord would not destroy thee. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the 
people, that they may go in and pos- 
sess the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give unto them. 

12 If And now, Israel, what doth the 
Lord thy God require of thee, but 
to fear the Lord thy God, to walk in 
all his ways, and to love him, and to 
serve the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and Ms statutes, wMch I 
command thee this day for thy good? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the hea- 
ven of heavens is the Lord’s thy God, 
the earth also , with all that therein is. 

15 Only the Lord had a delight in 
thy fathers to love them, and he chose 
their seed after them, even you above 
all people, as it is tMs day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore- 


skin of your heart, and be no more 
stifihecked. 

17 For the Lord your Godis God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regard- 
eth not persons, nor taketh reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and lov- 
eth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 

20 Thoushalt fear the LoEDthyGod; 
Mm shaft thou serve, and to him shaft 
thou cleave, and swear by Ms name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into 
Egypt with threescore and ten per- 
sons; and now the Lord thy God 
hath made thee as the stars of hea- 
ven for multitude. 

CHAPTER 11.

r | THEREFORE thou shaft love the 
JL Lord thy God, andkeepMs charge, 
and Ms statutes, and his judgments, 
and his commandments, alway. 

2 And know ye tMs day : for I speak 
not with your children wMeh have 
not known, and Which have not seen 
the chastisement of the Lord your 
God, his greatness, Ms mighty hand, 
and his stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
wMch he did in the midst of Egypt 
unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all Ms land ; 

4 And what he did unto the army of 
Egy^t, unto their horses, and to their 
chariots ; how he made the water of 
the Red sea to overflow them as they 
pursued after you, and how the Lord 
hath destroyed them unto this day ; 

5 And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, iSatil ye came into this 
place ; 

6 And what he did unto Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab,jhe son of 
Reuben: how the earth opened Tier

mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their households, and their tents, and 
all the substance that was in their 
possession, in the midst of all Israel: 

7 But your eyes have seen all the 
great acts of the Lord which he did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command 
you this day, that ye may be strong, 
and go in and possess the land, whi- 
ther ye go to possess it ; 

9 And that ye may prolong your 
days in the kind, which the Lord 
sware unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed, a land that 
floweth with milk and honey. 

10 IT For the land, whither thou 
goest in to possess it, is not as the 
land of Egypt, from whence ye came 
out, where thou sowedst thy seed, 
and wateredst it with thy foot, as a 
garden of herbs: 

11 But the land, whither ye go to 

{ jossess it, is a land of hills and val- 
eys, and drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven: 

12 A land which the Lord thy God j 
careth for: the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the 
beginning of the year even unto the 
end of the year. 

13 f And it shall com© to pass, if 
ye shall hearken diligently unto my 
commandments which I command 
you this day, to love the Lord your 
God, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of 
your land in his due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou 
mayest gather in thy com, and thy 
wine, and thine oil 
15 And I will send glass .in thy 
fields for thy cattle, that thou may- 
est eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and ye 
turn aside, and serve other gods, and 
worship them; 

17 And then the Lord’s wrath be 
kindled against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain, and 
that the land yield not her fruit ; and 
feZyeperish quickly from off the good 
land which the Lord giveth you. 

18 f Therefore shall ye lay up these

my words in your heart and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
your hand, that they may be as front- 
lets between your eyes.

22 IT For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love 
the Lord your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him ; 

23 Then will the Lord drive out all 
these nations from before you, and 
ye shall possess greater nations and 
mightier than yourselves. 

24 Every place whereon the soles 
of your feet shall tread shall be 
yours: from the wilderness and Le-

25 There shall no man be able to 
stand before you : for the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you and 
the dread of you upon all the land 
that ye shall tread upon, as he hath 
said unto you.

3 And ye shall overthrow their 
altars, and break their pillars, and 
burn their groves with fire ; and ye 
shall hew down the graven images 
of their gods, and destroy the names 
of them out of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the Lord 
your God. 

5 Rut unto the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose out of 
all your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye 
seek, and thither thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings 
of your hand, and your vows, and your 
freewill offerings, and the firstlings 
of your herds and of your flocks : 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
Lord your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto, 
ye and your households, wherein the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 


9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, which 
the Lord your God giveth you. 

10 But when ye go over J ordan, and 
dwell in the land which the Lord 
your God giveth you to inherit, and 
when he giveth you rest from all 
your enemies round about, so that 
ye dwell in safety ;

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the 
Lord shall choose in one of thy 
tribes, there thou shalt offer thybumt 
offerings, and there thou shalt do all 
that I command thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, what- 
soever thy soul lusteth after, accord- 
ing to the blessing of the Lord thy 
God which he hath given thee: the 
unclean and the cleanmay eat thereof, 
as of the roebuck, and as of the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood ; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 IT Thou mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy com, or of 
thy wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings 
of' thy herds or of thy flock, nor any 
of thy vows which thou vowest, nor 
thy freewill offerings, or heave offer- 
ing of thine hand:

20 If When the Lord thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath pro- 
mised thee, and thou shalt say, I will 
eat flesh, because thy soul longeth 
to eat flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. 

21 If the place which the Lord thy 
God hath chosen to put his name 
there be too far from thee, then 
thou shalt kill of thy herd and of 
thy flock, which the Lord hath given 
thee, as I have commanded thee, and 
thou shalt eat in thy gates whatso- 
ever thy soul lusteth after. 

22 Even as the roebuck and the 
hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat them : 
the unclean and the clean shall eat 
o/them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not 
the blood: for the blood is the life; 
and thou mayest not eat the life 
with the flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it ; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it 
may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, when thou shalt 
do that which is right in the sight 
of the Lord. 

26 Only thy holy tilings which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place which the 
Lord shall choose : 

27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, theflesh and the blood, upon 
the altar of the Lord thy God: and 
the blood of thy sacrifices shall be 
poured out upon the altar of the Lord 
thy God, and thou shalt eat the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for ever, when thou doest 
that which is good and right in the 
sight of the Lord thy God. 

29 f When the Lord thy God shall 
cut off the nations from before thee, 
whither thou goest to possess them, 
and thou succeedest them, and dwell- 
est in their land ;

18 Joshua made war a long time 
with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, 
save the Hivites the inhabitants of 
Gibeon: all other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the Lord to 
harden their hearts, that they should 
come against Israel in battle, that 
he might destroy them utterly, and 
that they might have no favour, but 
that he might destroy them, as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

21 IT And at that time came Jo- 
shua, and cut off the AnaMms from 
the mountains, from Hebron, from 
Debir, from Anab, and from all the 
mountains of Judah, and from all the 
mountains of Israel: Joshua destroy- 
ed them utterly with their cities. 

22 There was none of the AnaMms 
left in the land of the children of 
Israel: only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, there remained. 

23 So Joshua took the whole land, 
according to all that the Lord said 
unto Moses ; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel accord- 
ing to their divisions by their tribes. 
And the land rested from war.

der Ashdoth-pisgah : 

4 T And the coast of Og king of 
Bashan, which was of the remnant 
of the giants, that dwelt at Ashta- 
roth ana at Edrei, 

5 And reigned in mount Hermon, 
and in Salcah, and in all Bashan, un- 
to the border of the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites, and half Gilead, the 
border of Sihon king of Heshbon. 

6 Them did Moses the servant of 
the Lord and the children of Israel 
smite : and Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave it for a possession unto 
the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and 
the half tribe of Manasseh. 

7 T And these cure the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the chil- 
dren of Israel smote on this side 
Jordan on the west, from Baal-gad 
in the valley of Lebanon even unto 
the mount Halak, that goeth up to 
Seir; which Joshua gave unto the 
tribes of Israel for a possession ac- 
cording to their divisions ; 

8 In the mountains, and in the val- 
leys, and in the plains, and in the 
springs, and in the wilderness, and 
in the south country ; the Hittites, 
the Amorites, and the Canaanites, 
the Perizzites, the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites :

4 From the south, all the land of 
the Canaanites, and Mearah that is 
beside the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to 
the borders of the Amorites : 

5 And the land of the Giblites, and 
all Lebanon, toward the sunrising, 
from Baal-gad under mount Hermon 
unto the entering into Hamath. 

6 All the inhabitants of the hill 
country from Lebanon unto Misre- 
photh-maim, and all the Sidonians, 
them will I drive out from before 
the children of Israel: only divide 
thou it by lot unto the Israelites for 
an inheritance, as I have command- 
ed thee.

3 And when I saw that ye deliver- 
ed me not, I put my life in my hands, 
and passed over against the children 
of Ammon, and the Loud delivered 
them into my hand : wherefore then 
are ye come up unto me this day, to 
fight against me? 

4 Then Jephthah gathered together 
all the men of Gilead, and fought 
with Ephraim : and the men of Gi- 
lead smote Ephraim, because they 
said, Ye Gileadites are fugitives of 
Ephraim among the Ephraimites, 
and among the Manassites. 

5 And the Gileadites took the pas- 
sages of Jordan before the Ephraim- 
ites : and it was so, that when those 
Ephraimites which wereescapedsaid, 
Let me go over; that the men of 
Gilead said unto him, Art thou an 
Ephraimite ? If he said, Nay ; 

"6 Then said they unto him. Say 


now Shibboleth: and he said Sib- 
boleth: for he could not frame to 

E iounce it right. Then they took 
, and slew him at the passages 
of Jordan: and there fell at that 
time of the Ephraimites forty and 
two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six 
years. Then died Jephthah the Gi- 
leadite, and was buried in one of 
the cities of Gilead. 

8 f And after him Ibzan of Beth- 
lehem judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, 
and took in thirty daughters from 
abroad for his sons. And he judged 
Israel seven years. * 

10 Then died Ibzan, and was bu- 
ried at Beth-lehem. 

11 f And after him Elon, a Zebu- 
Ionite, judged Israel; and he judged 
Israel ten years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, 
and was buried in Aijalon in the 
country of Zebulun. 

13 f And after him Abdon the 
son of Hillel, a Pirathonite, judged 
Israel. 

14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on threescore and 
ten ass colts: and he judged Israel 
eight years. 

15 And Abdon the son of Hillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried in 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the AmaJekites. 

CHAPTER 13.

AND the children of Israel did

5 And the man Micah had an house 
of gods, and made an ephod, and 
teraphim, and consecrated one of 
his sons, who became his priest.

8 And the man departed out of 
the city from Beth-lehem-judah to 
sojourn where he could find a 
place: and he came to mount Eph- 
raim to the house of Micah, as he 
journeyed. 

9 And Micah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou ? And he said unto him, 
l am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
and I go to sojourn where I may 
find a place. 

10 And Micah said unto him, Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father 
and a priest, and I will give thee ten 
shekels of silver by the year, and a 
suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 
the Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man ; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his 
sons.

r t those days there was no king 
in Israel: and in those days the 
tribe of the Danites sought them 
an inheritance to dwell in ; for unto 
that day all their inheritance had 
not fallen unto them among the 
tribes of Israel. 

2 And the children of Dan sent 
of their family five men from their 
coasts, men of valour, from Zorah, 
and from Eshtaol, to spy out the 
land, and to search it ; and they said 
unto them, Go, search the land: who 
when they came to mount Ephraim, 
to the house of Micah, they lodged 
•there. 

3 When they were by the house of 


Micah, they knew the voice of the 
young man the Levite: and they 
turned in thither, and said unto him, 
Who brought thee hither? and what 
makest thou in tins, place? and what 
hast thou here? 

4 And he said unto them, Thus 
and thus dealeth Micah with me, 
and hath hired me, and I am his 
priest. 

5 And they said unto him, Ask 
counsel, we pray thee, of God, that 
we may know whether our way 
which we go shall be prosperous. 

6 And the priest said unto them. 
Go in peace: before the Lord is 
your way wherein ye go. 

7 IF Then the five men departed, 
and came to Laish, and saw the 
people that were therein, how they 
dwelt careless, after the manner of 
the Zidonians, quiet and secure; 
and there was no magistrate in the 
land, that might put them to shame 
in any thing ; and they were far from 
the Zidonians, and had no business 
with any man. 

8 And they came unto their bre- 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol: and 
their brethren said unto them, What 
say ye? 

9 And they said, Arise, that we 
may go up against them: for we 
have seen the land, and, behold, it 
is very good: and are ye still? be 
not slothful to go, and to enter to 
possess the land.

8 And Naomi said unto her two 
daughters in law, Go, return each to 
her mother’s house : the Lord deal 
kindly with you, as ye have dealt 
with the dead, and with me. 

9 The Lord grant you that ye 
may find rest, each of you in the 
house of her husband. Then she 
kissed them; and they lifted up 
their voice, and wept.

CHAPTER 1. 

1 Elkanah a Levite , having two wives , worship- 
ped yearly at Shiloh . 4 He cherished Han- 

nah, though barren , and provoked by Peninnah . 
9 Hannah in grief prayeth for a child. 12 Eli 
first rebuking her , afterzvards blesseth her. 19 
Hannah having bom Samuel , stayed at home 
till he be weaned. 24 presented him, ac- 
cording to h%r vow, to the Lord. 

“VTOW there was a certain man of 
JlM Ramathaim - zophim, of mount 
Ephraim, and his name was Elka- 
nah, the son of Jeroham, the son of 
Elihu, the son of Tohu, the son of 
Zuph, an Ephrathite : 

2 And he had two wives ; the name 
of the one was Hannah, and the name 
of the other Peninnah: and Penin- 
nah had children, hut Hannah had 
no children. 

3 And this man went up out of 
Ms city yearly to worsMp and to 
sacrifice unto the Lord of hosts in 
Shiloh. And the two sons of Eli, 
Hophni and Phinehas, the priests of 
the Lord, were there. 

4 1 And when the time was that 
Elkanah offered, he gave to Penin- 
nah his wife, and to all her sons 
and her daughters, portions : 

5 But unto Hannah he gave a wor- 
thy portion; for he loved Hannah: 

4 but the Lord had shut up her womb. 

6 And her adversary also provok- 
ed her sore, for to make her fret, 
because the Lord had shut up her 
womb. 

7 And as he did so year by year, 
when she went up to the house of the 
Lord, so she provoked her; there- 
fore she wept, and did not eat. 

8 Then said Elkanah her husband 
to her, Hannah, why weepest thou ? 
and why eatest thou not ? and why 
is thy heart grieved? cm not I 
better to thee than ten sons ? 

9 1 So Hannah rose up after they 
had eaten in Shiloh, and after they 
had drunk. How Eli the priest sat 


upon a seat by a post of the temple 
of the Lord. 

10 And she was in bitterness of 

soul, and prayed unto the Lord, and 
wept sore. j 

11 And she vowed a vow, and said, 

O Lord of hosts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thine hand- 
maid, and remember me, and not 
forget thine handmaid, but wilt give 
unto thine handmaid a man child, 
then I will give him unto the Lord 
all the days of his life, and there 
shall no rasor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she 
continued praying before the Lord, 
that Eli marked her mouth. 

13 How Hannah, she spake in her 
heart ; only her lips moved, but her 
voice was not heard: therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. 

14 And Eli said unto her, How 
long wilt thou be drunken? put 
away thy wine from thee. 

15 And Hannah answered and said, 

Ho, my lord, I am a woman of a sor- 
rowful spirit: I have drunk neither 
wine nor strong drink, but have pour- 
ed out my soid before the Lord. 

16 Count not tMne handmaid for 
a daughter of Belial: for out of the 
abundance of my complaint and grief 
have I spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli answered and said, 

Go in peace: and the God of Is- 
rael grant thee thy petition that thou 
hast asked of Mm. 

18 And she said, Let thine hand- 
maid find grace in thy sight. So the 
woman went her way, and did eat, and 
her countenance was no more sad. 

19 IT And they rose up in the 
morning early, and worshipped be- 
fore the Lord, and returned, and 
came to their house to Hamah : and 
Elkanah knew Hannah his wife ; and 
the Lord remembered her.

5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into Dar 
gon’s house, tread on the threshold 
of Dagon in Ashdod unto tMs day, 

6 But the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and 
he destroyed them, and smote them 
with emerods, even Ashdod and the 
coasts thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod 
saw that it was so, they said, The ark 
of the God of Israel shall not abide 
with us : for Ms hand is sore upon 
us, and upon Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines unto 
them, and said. What shall we do with 
the ark of the God of Israel? And 
they answered, Let the ark of the 
God of Israel be carried about unto 
Gath. And they carried the ark of 
the God of Israel about thither. 

9 And it was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the Lord 
was against the city with a very great 
destruction : and he smote the men of 
the city, both small andgreat, and they 
had emerods in their secret parts.

If ye send away 
the ark of the God of Israel, send 
it not empty ; but in any wise re- 
turn him a trespass offering : then 
ye shall be healed, and it shall be 
known to you why Ms hand is not 
removed from you. 

4 Then said they. What shall be the 
trespass offering which we shall re- 
turn to him? They answered, Five 
golden emerods, and five golden 
mice, according to the number of 
the lords of the Philistines : for one 

i fiague was on you all, and on your 
ords. 

5 Wherefore ye shall make images 
of your emerods, and images of your 
mice that mar the land ; and ye shall 
give glory unto the God of Israel: 
peradventure he will lighten his hand 
from off you, and from off your gods, 
and from off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians and 
Pharaohhardened their hearts ? when 
he had wrought wonderfully among 
them, did they not let the people go, 
and they departed? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on wMch 
there hath come no yoke, and tie 
the kine to the cart, and bring their 
calves home from them: 

8 And take the ark of the Lord, 
and lay it upon the cart ; and put 
the jewels of gold, wMch ye re- 
turn Mm for a trespass offering, in 
a coffer by the side thereof; and 
send it away, that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the 
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•way of his own coast to Beth-she- 
mesh, then he hath done us this great 
evil : but if not, then we shall know 
that it is not his hand that smote 
us ; it was a chance that happened 
to us. 

10 f And the men did so ; and 
took two milch kine, and tied them 
to the cart, and shut up their calves 
at home : 

11 And they laid the ark of the 
Lord upon the cart, and the coffer 
with the mice of gold and the im- 
ages of their emerods. 

12 And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Beth-shemesh, 
and went along the highway, lowing 
as they went, and turned not aside 
to the right hand or to the left; and 
the lords of the Philistines went af- 
ter them unto the border of Beth- 
shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh vsere 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley: and they lifted up their 
eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced 
to see it. 

14 And the cart came into the 
field of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and 
stood there, where there was a great 
stone: and they clave the wood of 
the cart, and offered the kine a 
burnt offering unto the Lord. 

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Lord, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of gold 
were, and put them on the great stone : 
and the men of Beth-shemesh ofl|r- 
ed burnt offerings and sacrificed Sa- 
crifices the same day unto the Lord. 

16 And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, they returned 
to Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden eme- 
rods which the Philistines return- 
ed for a trespass offering unto the 
Lord; for Ashdod one, for Gaza 
one, for Askelon one, for Gath one, 
for Ekron one ; 

18 And the golden mice, according 
to the number of all the cities of 
the Philistines belonging to the five 
lords, both of fenced, cities, and of 
country villages, even unto the great 
stone of Abel, whereon they set down 
the ark of the Lord: which stone. 


remaineth unto this day in the field 
of Joshua, the Beth-shemite. 

19 f And he smote the men of 
Beth-shemesh, because they had 
looked into the ark of the Lord, 
even he smote of the people fifty 
thousand and threescore and ten 
men: and the people lamented, be- 
cause the Lord had smitten many of 
the people with a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Beth-shemesh 
said, Who is able to stand before 
this holy Lord God ? and to whom 
shall he go up from us? 

21 f And they sent messengers to 
the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, 
saying, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the Lord; come 
ye down, and fetch it up to you. 

CHAPTER 7. 

1 They of Kirjath-jearim, bring the ark into the 
house of Abinadab , and sanctify Meazar Ms 
son to keep it . 2 After twenty yecvrs 3 the Is t- 
raelites, by SamueVs means, solemnly repent at 
Mizpeh. 7 While Samuel pray eth and sacri* 
Jlceth, the Lord discomfiteth the Philistines by 
thunder at Eben-ezer. 13 The Philistines are 
subdued. 15 Samuel peaceably and religiously 
judgeth Israel. 

AND the men of Kirjath-jearim 
XjL caMe, and fetched up the ark 
of the Lord, and brought it into the 
house of Abinadab in the hill, and 
sanctified Eleazar his son to keep 
the ark of the Lord. 

2 And it came to pass, while the 
ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, that the 
time was long; for it was twenty 
years: and all the house of Israel 
lamented after the Lord. 

3 f And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do re- 
turn unto the Lord with all your 
hearts, then put away the strange 
gods and Ashtaroth from among 
yon, and prepare your hearts unto 
the Lord, and serve him only: and 
he will deliver yon out of the hand 
of the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did 
put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and 
served the Lord only. 

5 And Samuel said, Gather all Is- 
rael to Mizpeh, and I will pray for 
yon unto the Lord. 

6 And they gathered together to 
Mizpeh, and drew water, and poured 
it out before the Lord, and fasted 
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on that day, and said there, We 
have sinned against the Lord. And 
Samuel judged the children of Is- 
rael in Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard 
that the children of Israel were ga- 
thered together to Mizpeh, the lords 
of the Philistines went up against 
Israel. And when the children of 
Israel heard it, they were afraid of 
the Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said 
to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto 
the Lord our God for us, that he 
will save us out of the hand of the 
Philistines. 

9 f And Samuel took a sucking 
lamb, and offered it for a burnt of- 
fering wholly unto the Lord: and 
Samuel cried unto the Lord for Is- 
rael; and the Lord heard him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering up 
the burnt offering, the Philistines 
drew near to battle against Israel: 
but the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Phi- 
listines, and discomfited them; and 
they were smitten before Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel “went out 
of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philis- 
tines, and smote them, untfi they 
came under Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set it between Mizpeh and Shen, 
and called the name of it Eben- 
ezer, saying, Hitherto hath the Lord 
helped us. 

13 II So the Philistines were sub- 
dued, and they came no more into 
the coast of Israel: and the hand 
of the Lord was against the Philis- 
tines all the days of Samuel. 

“ 14 And the cities which the Phi- 
listines had taken from Israel were 
restored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof 
did Israel deliver out of the hands 
of the Philistines. And there was 
peace between Israel and the A- 
morites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all 
the days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, 
and Mizpeh, and judged Israel in 
all those places. 


17 And his return was to Ramah ; 
for there was his house; and there 
he judged Israel; and there he 
built an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER 8. 

1 By occasion of the ill government of Samuels 
sons, the Israelites ask a king. 6 Samuel pray* 
ing %n grief is comforted by God 10 Me telleth 
the manner of a king. 19 God willeth Samuel 
to yield unto the importunity of the people. 

AND it came to pass, when Sa- 
Xl_ muel was old, that he made 
his sons judges over Israel. 

2 Now the name of his firstborn was 
Joel; and the name of his second, A- 
biah: they were judges in Beer-sheba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his 
ways, but turned aside after lucre, and 
took bribes, and perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel 
gathered themselves together, and 
came to Samuel unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in 
thy ways: now make us a king to 
judge us like all the nations. 

6 II But the thing displeased Sa- 
muel, .when they said, Give us a 
king to judge us. And Samuel pray- 
ed unto the Lord. 

7 And the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the peo- 
ple in all that they say unto thee: 
for they have not rejected thee, but 
they have rejected me, that I should 
not reign over them. 

8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that 
I .brought them up out of Egypt 
even unto this day, wherewith they 
have forsaken me, and served other 
gods, so do they also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice : howbeit yet protest solemnly 
unto them,andshewthem themanner 
of the king that shall reign over them. 

10 f And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that 
asked of him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take your sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for his 
chariots, and to he his horsemen ; and 
some shall run before his chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains

over fifties ; and will set them to ear 
his ground, and to reap his harvest, 
and to make his instruments of war, 
and instruments of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daugh- 
ters to he confectionaries, and to be 
cooks, and to he bakers. 

14 And he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
even the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, 
and give to his officers, and to his 
servants. 

16 And he will take your menser- 
vants, and your maidservants, and 
your goodliest young men, and your 
asses, and put them to his work. 

17 He will take the tenth of your 
sheep: and ye shall be his servants. 

18 And ye shall cry out in that day 
because of your king which ye shall 
have chosen you ; and the Iord will 
not hear you in that day. 

19 1 Nevertheless the people re- 
fused to obey the voice of Samuel; 
and they said. Nay ; but we will have 
a king over us; 

20 That we also may be like all 
the nations ; and that our king may 
judge us, and go out before us, and 
fight our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words 
of the people, and he rehearsed them 
in the ears of the Lord. 

22 And the Lord said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
unto his city. 

CHAPTER 9. 

I Saul despairing to find his father’s asses, 6 by 
the counsel of his servant, 11 and direction of 
young maidens » 15 according to God’s rerelation , 
18 cometh to Saimiel. 19 Samuel entertaineth 
Saul at the feast. 25 Samuel , after secret com-

TVTOW there was a man of Benja-

of Bechorath, the son of Aphiah, a 
Benjamite, a mighty man of power. 
2 And he had a son, whose name was 
Saul, a choice young man, and a good- 
ip : and there was not among the chil- 
dren of Israel a goodlier person than 


he : from his shoulders and upward he 
was higher than any of the people. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s fa- 
ther were lost. And Kish said to Saul 
his son, Take now one of the servants 
with thee, and arise, go seekthe asses. 

4 And he passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through theland 
of Shalisha, but they found them not : 
then they passed through the land of 
Shalim, and there they were not : and 
he passed through the land of theBen- 
jamites, but they found them not. 

5 And when they were come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his servant 
that was with him, Come, and let ns 
return; lest my father leave caring 
for the asses, and take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold 
now, there is in this city a man of God, 
and he is an honourable man ; all that 
he saith cometh surely to pass : now 
let us go thither; peradventure he can 
shew us our way that we should go. 

7 Then said Saul to his servant, 
But, behold, if we go, what shall we 
bring the man ? for the bread is spent 
in our vessels, and there is not a pre- 
j sent to bring to the man of God: 
what have we? 

8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have here 
at hand the fourth part of a shekel 
of silver : that will I give to the man 
| of God, to tell us our way. 

I 9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
I went to inquire of God, thus he spake, 

| Come, and let us go to the seer: for 
he that is now called a Prophet was 
beforetime called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, 
Well said ; come, let us go. So they 
went unto the city where the man of 
God was.

16 To morrow about this time I 
will send thee a man out of the land 
of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint 
him to be captain over my people Is- 
rael, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of the Philistines : for I 
have looked upon my people, because 
their cry is come unto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same 
shall reign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel 
in the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray 
thee, where the seer’s house is. 

19 And Samuel answered Saul, and 
said, I ami the seer: go up before me 
unto the high place ; for ye shall eat 
with me to day, and to morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
is in thine heart. 

20 And as for thine asses that were 
lost three days ago, set not thy mind 
on them ; for they are found. And 
on whom is all the desire of Israel? 
Is it not on thee, and on all thy fa- 
ther’s house? 

21 And Saul answered and said, 
Am not I a Benjamite, of the small- 
est of the tribes of Israel? and my 
family the least of all the families 
of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore 
then speakest thou so to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul and his ser- 
vant, and brought them into the par- 
lour, and made them sit in the chiefest 
place among them that were bidden, 
which were about thirty persons. 

23 And Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring the portion which Igave thee, of 
which I said unto thee, Set it by thee. 

24 And the cook took up the shoul- 
der, and that which was upon it, and 
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set it before Saul And Samuel said, 
Behold that which is left! set it be- 
fore thee, omd eat : for unto this time 
hath it been kept for thee since I said, 
I have invited the people. So Saul 
did eat with Samuel that day.

4 And all Israel heard say that 
Saul had smitten a garrison of the 
Philistines, and that Israel also was 
had in abomination with the Philis- 
tines. And the people were called 
together after Saul to Gilgal.

2 And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched 
by the valley of Elah, and set the bat- 
tle in array against the Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a 
mountain on the one side, and Is- 
rael stood on a mountain on the 
other side: and there was a valley 
between them. 

4 IT And there went out a cham- 
pion out of the camp of the Fhilis- 
tines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass 
upon his head, and he was armed 
with a coat of mail ; and the weight 
of the coat was five thousand she- 
kels of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of brass be- 
tween his shoulders. 

7 And the staff of his spear was 
like a weaver’s beam ; and his spear’s 
head weighed six hundred shekels of 
iron: and one bearing a shield went 
before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in array? am not I a Philis- 
tine, and ye servants to Saul? choose 
you a man for you, and let him come 
down to me.

17 And Saul said unto Michal, 
Why hast thou deceived me so, 
and sent away mine enemy, that he 
is escaped? And Michal answered 
Saul, He said unto me, Let me go; 
why should I kill thee? 

18 IF So David fled, and escaped, 
and came to Samuel to Ramah, and 
told him all that Saul had done to 
him. And he and Samuel went and 
dwelt in Naioth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying, Be- 
hold, David is at Naioth in Ramah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to 
take David: and when they saw 
the company of the prophets pro- 
phesying, and Samuel standing as 
appointed over them, the Spirit of 
God was upon the messengers of 
Saul, and they also prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he 
sent other messengers, and they 
prophesied likewise. And Saul sent 
messengers - again the third time, 
and they prophesied also. 

22 Then went he also to Ramah, 
and came to a great well that is 
in Sechu: and he asked and said, 
Where are Samuel and David? And 
one said, Behold, they he at Naioth 
in Ramah.

A ]STD it came to pass, when Saul 
jlx. was returned from following 
the Philistines, that it was told 
him, saying, Behold, David is in 
the wilderness of En-gedi. 

2 Then Saul took three thousand 
chosen men out of all Israel, and 
went to seek David and his men 
upon the rocks of the wild goats. 

3 And he came to the sheepcotes 
by the way, where was a cave ; and 
Saul went in to cover his feet : and 
David and his men remained in the 
sides of the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto 
him, Behold the day of which the 
Lord said unto thee, Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine hand, 
that thou mayest do to him as it 
shall seem good unto thee. Then 
David arose, and cut off the skirt 
of Saul’s robe privily. 

5 And it came to pass afterward, 
that David’s heart smote him, be- 
cause he had cut off Saul’s skirt. 

6 And he said unto his men, The 
Lord forbid that I should do this 
thing unto my master, the Lord’s 
anointed, to stretch forth mine hand 
against him, seeing he is the an- 
ointed of the Lord.

9 1 And David said to Saul, Where- 
fore hearest thou men’s words, say- 
ing, Behold, David seeketh thy hurt? 

10 Behold, this day thine eyes have 
seen how that the Lord had deli- 
vered thee to day into mine hand 
in the cave: and some bade me kill 
thee : but mine eye spared thee ; and 
I said, I will not put forth mine 
hand against my lord; for he is the 
Lord’s anointed. 

11 Moreover, my father, see, yea, 
see the skirt of thy robe in my hand : 
for in that I cut off the skirt of thy 
robe, and killed thee not, know thou 
and see that there is neither evil nor 
transgression in mine hand, and I 
have not sinned against thee; yet 
thou huntest my soul to take it. 

12 The Lord judge between me 
and thee, and the Lord avenge me 
of thee.: but mine hand shaft not 
be upon thee. 

13 As saith the proverb of the an- 
cients, Wickedness proceedeth from 
the wicked: but mine hand shall 
not be upon thee. 

14 After whom is the king of Israel 
come out? after whom dost thou pur- 
sue? after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be judge, 
and judge between me and thee, 
and see, and plead my cause, and 
deliver me out of thine hand. 

16 IF And it came to pass, when 
David had made an end of speaking 
these words unto Saul, that Saul said, 
Is this thy voice, my son David? And 
Saul lifted up his voice, and wept. 

17 And he said to David, Thou 
art more righteous than I : for thou 
hast rewarded me good, whereas I 
have rewarded thee evil. 

18 And thou hast shewed this day 
how that thou hast dealt well with 
me: forasmuch as when the Lord 
had delivered me into thine hand, 
thou killedst me not.

N OW the Philistines fought a r 
gainst Israel: and the men of 
Israelfled from before the Philistines, 
and fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 
2 And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Sanl and upon his sons ; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abi- 
nadab, and Melchi-shua, Saul’s sons. 
3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him; and 
he was sore wounded of the archers. 
4 Then said Sanl unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith; lest these 
uncircumcised come ana thrust me 
through, and abuse me. But his ar- 
mourbearer would not; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three 
sons, and his armourbearer, and all 
Ms men, that same day together. 

7 f And when the men of Israel 
that were on the other side of the 
valley, and they that were oil the 
other side Jordan, saw that the men 
of Israel fled, and that Saul and Ms 
sons were dead, they forsook the 
cities, and fled; and the Philistines 
came and dwelt in them.

41 f And, behold, all the men of 
Israel came to the Mng, and said un- 
to the king, Why have our brethren 
the men of Judah stolen thee away, 
and have brought the king, and his 
household, and all David’s men with 
him, over Jordan? 

42 And all the men of Judah an- 
swered the men of Israel, Because 
the king is near of kin to us : where- 
fore then be ye angry for this matter? 
have we eaten at all of the king’s cost? 
or hath he given us any gift? 

43 And the men of Israel answered 
the men of Judah, and said, We have 
ten parts in the king, and we have 
also more right in David than ye: 
why then did ye despise us, that our 
advice should not be first had in 
bringing back our king? And the 
words of the men of Judah were 
fiercer than the words of the men of 
Israel. 

CHAPTER 20.

AND there happened to be there 
jljL a man of Belial, whose name 
was Sheba, the son of Bichri, a 
Benjamite: and he blew a trumpet, 
and said, We have no part in David, 
neither have we inheritance in the 
son of Jesse: every man to his tents, 
0 Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went up 
from after David, and followed Sheba 
the son of Bichri: but the men of 
Judah clave unto their king, from 
Jordan even to Jerusalem. 

3 f And David came to his house 
at Jerusalem ; and the king took the 
ten women Ms concubines, whom he 
had left to keep the house, and put 
them in ward, and fed them, but 
went not in unto them. So they were 
shut up unto the day of their death, 
living in widowhood. 

4 IT Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me themenof J udah within 
three days, and be thou here present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the 


men of Judah : but he tarried longer 
than the set time which he had ap- 
pointed him. 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Bichri do us 
more harm than did Absalom: take 
thou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 
after him, lest he get him fenced 
cities, and escape us. 

7 And there went out after him 
Joab’s men, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, and all the mighty 
men: and they went out of Jerusa- 
lem, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which is in Gibeon, Amasa went be- 
fore them. And Joab’s garment that 
he had put on was girded unto him, 
and upon it a girdle with a sword 
fastened upon his loins in the sheath 
thereof; and as he went forth it fell 
out. 

9 And Joab said to Amasa, Art 
thou in health, my brother? And 
Joab took Amasa by the beard with 
the right hand to kiss him. 

10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so 
he smote him therewith in the fifth 
rib, and shed out his bowels to the 
ground, and struck him not again ; 
and he died. So Joab and Abishai 
Ms brother pursued after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab’s men stood 
by him, and said, He that favoureth 
Joab, and he that is for David, let 
Mm go after Joab. 

# 12 And Amasa wallowed in blood 
in the midst of the highway. And 
when the man saw that all the peo- 
ple stood still, he removed Amasa 
out of the highway into the field, 
and cast a cloth upon him, when he 
saw that every one that came by 
him stood still. 

13 When he was removed out of 
the highway, all the people went 
on after Joab, to pursue after Sheba 
the son of Bichri.

17 And when he was come near 
unto her, the woman said, Art thou 
'Joab? And he answered, I am he . 
Then she said unto him, Hear the 
words of thine handmaid And he 
answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They 
were wont to speak in old time, say- 
ing, They shall surely ask counsel at 
Abel : and so they ended the matter . 

19 I am one of them that are peace- 
able and faithful in Israel: thou 
seekest to destroy a city and a mo- 
ther in Israel : why wilt thou swallow 
up the inheritance of the Lord? 

20 And Joab answered and said, 
Far be it, far be it from me, that I 
should swallow up or destroy, 

21 The matter is not so : but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri by name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David: deliver Mm only, and I will 
depart from the city.

T HEN there was a famine in the 
days of David three years,, year 
after year; and David Inquired of 
the Lord. And the Lord answered, 
It is for Saul, and for his bloody house, 
because he slew the Gibeonites. 

2 And the king called the Gibeon- 
ites, and said unto them ; (now the 
Gibeonites were not of the children 
of Israel, but of the remnant of the 
Amorites; and the children of Is- 
rael had sworn unto them: and Saul 
sought to slay them in his zeal to the 
children of Israel and Judah.) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the 
Gibeonites, What shall I do for you? 
and wherewith shall I make the 
atonement, that ye may bless the 
inheritance of the Lord? 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto 
him, We will have no silver nor gold 
of Saul, nor of his house ; neither for 
us shaft thou kill any man in Israel. 
And he said, What ye shall say, that 
will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
man that consumed us, and that de- 
vised against us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in any of 
the coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be 
delivered unto us, and we will hang 
them up unto the Lord in Gibeah 
of Saul, whom the Lord did choose. 
And the king said, I will give them* 
7 But the king spared Mephibo- 
sheth, the son of Jonathan the son of 
Saul, because of the Lord’s oath that 
was between them, between David 
and Jonathan the son of Saul.

have transgressed against thee, and 
give them compassion before them

51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst 
of the furnace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto the supplication of thy peo- 
ple Israel, to hearken unto them in 
all that they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou 
spakest by the hand of Moses thy 
servant, when thou broughtest our 
fathers out of Egypt, 0 Lord God. 

54 And it was so, that when Solo- 
mon had made an end of praying 
all this prayer and supplication un- 
to the Lord, he arose from before 
the altar of the Lord, from kneeling 
on his knees with Ms hands spread 
up to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all 
the congregation of Israel with a 
loud voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the Lord, that hath 
given rest unto Ms people Israel, ac- 
cordingto all that he promised : there

65 And at that time Solomon held a 
I feast, and all Israel with him, a great 

congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, be- 
fore the Lord our God, seven days 
and seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the 
people away : and they blessed the 
king, and went unto their tents joyftd 
and glad of heart for all the goodness 
that the Lord had done for David his 
servant, and for Israel Ms people.

AND it came to pass, -when Solo- 
IX mon had finished the building 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s de- 
sire which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to So- 
lomon the second time, as he had 
appeared unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup- 
plication, that thou hast made before 
me : Ihave hallowed this house, which 
thou hast built, to put my name there 
for ever; and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall be there perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in inte- 
grity of heart, and in uprightness, 
to do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments : 

5 Then I will establish the throne 
of thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, 
as I promised to David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which I have set 
before you, but go and serve other 
gods, and worship them : 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of 
the land which I have given them; 
and this house, which I have hallow- 
ed for my name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a proverb 
and a byword among all people : 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall 
bo astonished, and shall hiss; and 
they shall say, Why hath the Lord 
done thus unto this land, and to this 
house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the Lord tlieir God, 
who brought forth their fathers out 
of the land of Egypt, and have taken 
hold upon other gods, and have 
worshipped them, and served them : 


therefore hath the Lord brought 
upon them all this evil. 

10 f And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of 
the Lord, and the king’s house, 

11 {Now Hiram the king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with cedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, ac- 
cording to all Ms desire,) that then 
king Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre 
to see the cities wMch Solomon had 
given him ; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are 
these which thou hast given me, my 
brother? And he called them the 
land of Cabul unto this day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 f And tMs is the reason of the 
levy which Mng Solomon raised; for 
to build the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, and Millo, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gone up, and taken Gezer, and 
burnt it with fire, and slain the 
Canaanites that dwelt in the city, 
and given it for a present unto his 
daughter, Solomon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his cha- 
riots, and cities for his horsemen, 
and that wMch Solomon desired to 
build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, 
and in all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were 
left of the Amorites, Hittites, Periz- 
zites, Hivites, and Jebusites, which 
were not of the cMldren of Israel, 

21 Their cMldren that were left 
after them in the land, whom the 
cMldren of Israel also were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon those did 
Solomon levy a tribute of bondser- 
vice unto tMs day. 

22 But of the children of Israel 
did Solomon make no bondmen: 
but they were men of war, and his

servants, and his princes, and his 
captains, and rulers of his chariots, 
and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the offi- 
cers that were over Solomon’s work, 
five hundred and fifty, which bare 
rule over the people that wrought 
in the work. 

24 f But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house which Solomon had built for 
her: then did he build Millo. 

25 IT And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and 


incense upon the altarthat wasbefore 
the Lom So he finished the house. 

26 IF And king Solomon made a 
navy of ships in Ezion-geber, which 
is beside Eloth, on the shore of the 
Bed sea, in the land of Edom. 

2 7 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had know- 
ledge of the sea, with the servants 
of Solomon. 

28 And they came to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun- 
dred and twenty talents, and brought 
it to king Solomon. 

CHAPTER 10.

AND when the queen of Sheba 
XjL heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the Lord, 
she came to prove him with hard 
questions. 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great traih, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones: and when she was 
come to Solomon, she communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her 
questions: there was not any thing 
hid from the king, which he told her 
not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba 
had seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and 
the house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and their 


apparel, and his cupbearers, and his 
ascent by which he went up unto 
the house of the Lord; there was 
no more spirit in her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was a 
true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy acts and of thy wisdom. 

7 Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen 
it: and, behold, the half was not told 
me : thy wisdom and prosperity ex- 
ceedeth the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are 
these thy servants, which stand con- 
tinually before thee, and that hear 
thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the Lord thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee 
on the throne of Israel : because the 
Lord loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice. 

10 And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices very great store, and pre- 
cious stones: there came no more 
such abundance of spices as these 
which the queen of Sheba gave to 
king Solomon. 

11 And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought gold from Ophir, brought in 
from Ophir great plenty of almug 
trees, and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the almug 
trees pillars for the house of the Lord, 
and for the king’s house, harps also 
and psalteries for singers : there came 
no such almug trees, nor were seen 
unto this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave unto the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
Solomon gave her ofhis royal bounty. 
So she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 

14 IF Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred threescore and six talents 
of gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the mer- 
chantmen, and of the traffick of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of 
the country. 

16 IF And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six

hundred shelcels of gold went to one 

target. 

17 And he made three hundred 
shields (/beaten gold; three pound 
of gold went to one shield: and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

18 IF Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and overlaid 
it with the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and 
the top of the throne was round be- 
hind: and there were stays on either 
side on the place of the seat, and 
two lions stood beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps : there was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 

21 f And all king Solomon’s drink- 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of pure gold; none 
were of silver: it was nothing ac- 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy 
of Tharshish with the navy of Hiram : 
once in three years came the navy of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all 
the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 

24 IF And all the earth sought to 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 
God had put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and garments, and armour, 
and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by year. 

26 IF And Solomon gathered to- 
gether chariots and horsemen: and 
he had a thousand and four hundred 
chariots, and twelve thousand horse- 
men, whom he bestowed in the cities 
for chariots, and with the king at 
Jerusalem. 

. 27 And the king made silver to he 
in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars 
made he to he as the sycomore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 

28 IF And Solomon had horses 
brought out of Egypt, and linen 
yam: the king’s merchants receiv- 
ed the linen yam at a price. 


29 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hundred 
and fifty: and so for all the kings of 
the Hittites, and for the kings of 
Syria, did they bring them out by 
their means. 

CHAPTER 11.

4 For it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon was old, that his wives turned 
away Ms heart after other gods : and 
his heart was not perfect with the 
Lord Ms God, as was the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashto- 
reth the goddess of the Zidonians, 
and after Milcom the abomination 
of the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David Ms father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before Je- 
rusalem, and for Molech, the abomi- 
nation of the children of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods.

And his hand, which 
he put forth against him, dried up, 
so that he could not pull it in again 
to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac- 
cording to the sign which the man 
of God had given by the word of the 
Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now 
the face of the Lord thy God, and 
pray for me, that my hand may be 
restored me again. And the man 
of God besought the Lord, and the 
king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as it was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and 


refresh thyself, and I will give thee 
a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto 
the king, If thou wilt give me half 
thine house, I will not go in with 
thee, neither will I eat bread nor 
drink water in this place : 

9 For so was it charged me by 
the word of the Lord, saying, Eat 
no bread, nor drink water, nor turn 
again by the same way that thou 
earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Betb-el.

18 He said unto him, I am a pro- 
phet also as thou art; and an angel 
spake unto me by the word of the 
Lord, saying, Bring him back with 
thee into thine house, that he may 
eat bread and drink water. But he 
lied unto him. 

19 So he went back with him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and 
drank water. 

20 f And it came to pass, as they

22 As the prophet 
forewarned Ahdb, the Syrians, trusting in the 
valleys, come against him in ApheJc . 28 By the 
word of the prophet , and God’s judgment, the 
Syrians are smitten- again. 31 The Syrians sub- 
mitting themselves, Ahab sendeth Ben-hadad away 
with a covenant. 35 The prophet, under the para- 
ble of a prisoner, making Ahab to judge himself, 
denmnceth Gods judgment against him. 

AND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
A gathered all his host together: 
and there were thirty and two kings 
with him, and horses, and chariots: 
and he went up and besieged Samar 
ria, and warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him, Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, My lord, 0 king, accord- 
ing to thy saying, I am thine, and all 
that I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, 
and said, Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy 
wives, and thy children; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine house, and the 
houses of thy servants; and it shall 
be, that whatsoever is pleasant in 


thine eyes, they shall put it in their 
hand, and take it away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, 
I pray you, and see how this mam 
seeketh mischief: for he sent unto 
me for my wives, and for my chil- 
dren, and for my silver, and for my 
gold; and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the 
people said unto him, Hearken not 
unto him, nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes- 
sengers of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord 
the king, All that thou didst send for 
to thy servant at the first I will do: 
but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought 
him word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, 
and more also, if the dust of Sama- 
ria shall suffice for handfuls for all 
the people that follow me.

13 IF And, behold, there came a pro- 
phet unto Ahab king of Israel, say- 
ing, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou

14 And Ahab said, By whom? And 
he said, Thus saith the Lord, Even 
by the young men of the princes of 
the provinces. Then he said. Who 
shall order the battle? And he an- 
swered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the provinces, 
and they were two hundred and thirty 
two: and after them he numbered 
all the people, even all the children 
of Israel, being seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. 
But Ben-hadad was drinking himself 
drunk in the pavilions, he and the

kings, the thirty and two kings that 
helped him. 

17 And the young men of the 
princes of the provinces went out 
first; and Ben-hadad sent out, and 
they told him, saying, There are men 
come out of Samaria.

take them alive. 

19 So these young menof the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew every one his 
man: and the Syrians fled; and Is- 
rael pursued them : and Ben-hadad 
the king of Syria escaped on an 
horse with the horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, 
and slew the Syrians with a great 
slaughter. 

22 IT And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, 
Go, strengthen thyself, and mark, 
and see what thou doest: for at the 
return of the year the king of Syria 
will come up against thee. 

23 And the servants of the kin g of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills ; therefore they were 
stronger than we; but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, 
and put captains in their rooms: 

25 And number thee an army, like 
the army that thou hast lost, horse 
for horse, and chariot for chariot: 
and we will fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. And he heark- 
ened unto their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the re- 
turn of the year, that Ben-hadad 
numbered the Syrians, and went up 
to Aphek, to fight against Israel. 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like 
two little flocks of kids; but the 
Syrians filled the country. 

28 f And there came a man of God, 


and spake unto the king of Israel, 
and said, Thus saith the Lord, Be- 
cause the Syrians have said, The 
Lord is God of the hills, but he is 
not God of the valleys, therefore 
will I deliver all this great multi- 
tude into thine hand, and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

29 And they pitched one over a- 
gainst the other seven days. And so 
it was, that in the seventh day the 
battle was joined : and the children 
of Israel slew of the Syrians an hun- 
dred thousand footmen in one day. 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city ; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the 
men that were left. And Ben-hadad 
fled, and came into the city, into an 
inner chamber. 

31 f And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are mer- 
ciful kings : let us, I pray thee, put 
sackcloth on our loins, and ropes 
upon our heads, and go out to the 
king of Israel: peradventure he will 
save thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
and came to the king of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, I 
pray thee, let me live. And he said, 
Is he yet alive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently ob- 
serve whether any thing would come 
from him, and did hastily catch it:

AND it came to pass after these ! 
jlJL things, that Naboth the Jez- I 
reelite had a vineyard, which was in j 
Jezreel, hard by the palace of Ahab 
king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
saying, Give me thy vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of herbs, 


Jezebel promreth 

because it is near unto my house: 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it ; or, if it seem good 
to thee, I will give thee the worth of 
it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should give 
the inheritance of my fathers unto 
thee. 

4 And Ahab came into Ms house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite 
had spoken to him: for he had said, 

I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And he laid him down 
upon his bed, and turned away his 
face, and would eat no bread. 

5 1 But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, 
and said unto him, Give me thy vine- 
yard for money; or else, if it please 
thee, I will give thee another vine- 
yard for it: and he answered, I will 
not give thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel Ms wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king- 
dom of Israel? arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry : I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, and sealed them with his seal, 
and sent the letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 
city, dwelling with Naboth. 

9 And she wrote in the letters, say- 
ing, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people : 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And them carry 
him out, and stone Mm, that he may 
die. 

11 And the men of his city, even 
the elders and the nobles who were 
the inhabitants in his city, did as 
Jezebel had sent unto them, and as 
ii was written in the letters wMch 
she had sent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, chil-

15 f And it came to pass, when Jeze- 
bel heard thatNabothwas stoned, and 
was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, 
Arise, take possession of the vineyard 
of Naboth the Jezreelite, which he 
refused to give thee for money: for 
Naboth is not alive, but dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
to take possession of it. 

17 1 And the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab 
king of Israel, which is in Samaria: 
behold, he is in the vineyard of Na- 
both, whither he is gone down to 
possess it. 

19' And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken posses- 
sion? And thou shalt speak unto 
him, saying, Thus saith the Lord, In 
the place where dogs licked the 
blood of Naboth shall dogs lick thy 
blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, 0 mine enemy? And 
he answered, I have found thee: be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to work 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy poste- 
rity, and will cut off from Ahab him

AND they continued three years 
jCx. without war between Syria and 
Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third 
year, that JehoshaphattheMng of Ju- 
dah came dovm to the king of Israel. 

3 And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know ye that Ramoth . 
in Gilead is ours, and we be still, 
a/nd take it not out of the hand of 
the king of Syria? 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle to 
Ramoth-gilead? And Jehoshaphat 
said to the king of Israel, I am as 
thou rnt, my people as thy people, 
my horses as thy horses. 

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to day. 

6 Then the king of Israel gathered 
the prophets together, about four 
hundred men, and said unto them, 
Shall I go against Ramoth-gilead to

said. Go up ; for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into the hand of the king. 

7 And Jehoshaphat said, 7s there not 
here a prophet of the Lord besides, 
that we might inquire of him?

Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom 
we may inquire of the Lord : but I 
hate him ; for he doth not prophesy 
good concerning me, but evil. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king 
say so. 

9 Then the king of Israel called an 
officer, and said, Hasten hither Mi- 
caiah the son of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah sat each 
on his throne, having put on their 
robes, in a void place in the entrance 
of the gate of Samaria ; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

11 And Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah made him horns of iron : and 
he said, Thus saith the Lord, With 
these shalt thou push the Syrians, 
until thou have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper: for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into the king’s hand. 

13 And the messenger that was 
gone to call Micaiah spake unto him, 
saying, Behold now, the words of the 
prophets declare good unto the king 
with one mouth : let thy word, I pray 
thee, be like the word of one of them, 
and speak that which is good. 

14 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

15 f So he came to the king. And 
the king said unto 1dm, Micaiah, 
shall we go against Ramoth-gilead 
to battle, or shall we forbear? And 
he answered him, Go, and prosper : 
for the Lord shall deliver it into the 
hand of the king. 

16 And the king said unto him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou tell me nothing but that which 
is true in the name of the Lord? 

17 And he said, I saw all Israel 
scattered upon the hills, as sheep 
that have not a shepherd: and the 


Lord said, These have no master: 
let them return every man to his 
house in peace. 

18 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that 
he would prophesy no good concern- 
ing me, but evil? 

19 And he said, Hear thou there- 
fore the word of the Lord : I saw the 
Lord sitting on his throne, and all 
the host of heaven standing by him 
on his right hand and on his left. 

20 And the Lord said. Who shall 
persuade Ahab, that he may go up 
and fall at Ramoth-gilead? And one 
said on this manner, and another 
said on that manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, 
and stood before the Lord, and said, 
I will persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto him, 
Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, and I will be a lying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets. And 
he said, Thou shalt persuade him, and 
prevail also : go forth, and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all these thy prophets, and the Lord 
hath spoken evil concerning thee. 

24 But Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah went near, and smote Mi- 
caiah on the cheek, and said, Which 
way went the Spirit of the Lord 
from me to speak unto thee? 

25 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou 
shalt go into an inner chamber to 
hide thyself. 

26 And the king of Israel said. Take 
Micaiah, and carry him back unto 
Amon the governor of the city, and 
to Joash the king’s son ; 

2 7 And say, Thus saith the king, 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction 
and with water of affliction, until I 
come in peace. 

28 And Micaiah said, If thou return 
at all in peace, the Lord hath not 
spoken by me. And he said, Heark- 
en, 0 people, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and Je- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah went 
up to Ramoth-gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto

Jehoshaphat, I -will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle ; but put 
thou on thy robes. _ And the king of 
Israel disguised himself, and went 
into the battle. 

31 But the king of Syria command- 
ed his thirty and two captains that 
had rule over his chariots, saying, 
Fight neither with small nor great, 
save only with the king of Israel. 

32 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jeho- 
shaphat, that they said, Surely it is 
the king of Israel. And they turned 
aside to fight against him : and Je- 
hoshaphat cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, 
that they turned back from pursu- 
ing him. 

34 And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king 
of Israel between the joints of the 
harness: wherefore he said unto the 
driver of his chariot, Turn thine 
hand, and carry me out of the host ; 
for I am wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that 
day: and the king was stayed up in 
his chariot against the Syrians, and 
died at even : and the blood ran out 
of the wound into the midst of the 
chariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man 
to his city, and every man to his own 
country. 

37 f So the king died, and was 
brought to Samaria ; and they bu- 
ried the king in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot in 
the pool of Samaria; and the dogs 
licked up his blood; and they wash- 
ed his armour ; according unto the 
word of the Lord which he spake. 

39 Now the rest of the acts of A- 
hab, and all that he did, and the 
ivory house which he made, and all 
the cities that he built, cure they not 
written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Israel? 

40 So Ahab slept with his fathers; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his 
stead. 


41 IT And Jehoshaphat the son of 
Asa began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned twenty and five years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways 
of Asa his father ; he turned not aside 
from it, doing that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord: nevertheless 
the high places were not taken away ; 
for the people offered and burnt in- 
cense yet in the high places. 

44 And Jehoshaphat made peace 
with the king of Israel. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoshaphat, and his might that he 
shewed, and how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Judah? 

46 And the remnant of the so- 
domites, which remained in the days 
of his father Asa, he took out of the 
land. 

47 There was then no king in 
Edom : a deputy was king. 

48 Jehoshaphat made ships of 
Tharshish to go to Ophir for gold: 
but they went not; for the ships 
were broken at Ezion-geber. 

49 Then said Ahaziah the son of 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let my ser- 
vants go with thy servants in the 
ships. But Jehoshaphat would not. 

50 IT And Jehoshaphat slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David his fa- 
ther: and Jehoram his son reigned 
in his stead. 

51 IT Ahaziah the son of Ahab be- 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria 
the seventeenth year of Jehosha- 
phat king of Judah, and reigned two 
years over Israel. 

52 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in the way of his 
mother, and in the way of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel 
to sin: 

53 For he served Baal, and wor- 
shipped him, and provoked to anger 
the Lord God of Israel, according to 
all that his father had done.

T HEN - spake Elisha unto the 
woman, whose son he had re- 
stored to life, saying, Arise, and go 
thou and thine household, and so- 
journ wheresoever thou canst so- 
journ: for the Lord hath called for 
a famine; and it shall also come 
upon the land seven years. 

2 And the woitfan arose, and did 
after the saying of the man of God : 
and she went with her household, 
and sojourned in the land of the 
Philistines seven years. 

3 And it came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines:

N OW it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 
2 Twenty and five years old was 
he when he began to reign ; and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in 
Jerusalem. His mother’s name also 
was Abi, the daughter of Zachariah. 
3 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that David his father did. 


4 1 He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut down 
the groves, and brake in pieces 
the brasen serpent that Moses had 
made : for unto those days the chil- 
dren of Israel did bum incense to 
it: and he called it Nehushtan. 

5 He trusted in the Lord God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju- 
dah, nor any that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lord, and 
departed not from following him, 
but kept his commandments, which 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lord was with him ; and 
he prospered whithersoever he went 
forth: and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, even 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city. 

9 IF And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of king Hezekiah, which 
was the seventh year of Hoshea son 
of Elah king of Israel, that Shal- 
maneser king of Assyria came up 
against Samaria, and besieged it.

18 And when they had called to 
the king, there came out to them 
Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which 
was over the household, and Sheb- 
na the scribe, and Joah the son of 
Asaph the recorder. 

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto 
them, Speak ye now to Hezekiah, 
Thus saith the great king, the king 
of Assyria, What confidence is this 
wherein thou trustest? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but 
vain words,) I have counsel and 
strength for the war. Now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce 
it: so is Pharaoh king of Egypt 
unto all that trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
in the Lord our God: is not that 
he, whose high places and whose 
altars Hezekiah hath taken away, 
and hath said to Judah and Jeru- 
salem, Ye shall worship before this 
altar in Jerusalem? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of Assy- 
ria, and I will deliver thee two thou- 
sand horses, if thou be able on thy 
part to set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 


the face of one captain of the least 
of my master’s servants, and put 
thy trust on Egypt for chariots and 
for horsemen? 

25 Am I now come up without the 
Lord against this place to destroy 
it? The Lord said to me, Go up 
against this land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian language; 
for we understand it: and talk not 
with us in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the 
wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy 
master, and to thee, to speak these 
words? hath he not sent me to the 
men which sit on the wall, that they 
may eat their own dung, and drink 
their own piss with you? 

28 Then Rab-shakeh stood and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ 
language, and spake, saying, Hear 
the word of the great king, the king 
of Assyria: 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive you: for he shall 
not be able to deliver you out of 
his hand: 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand 
of the king of -Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for 
thus saith the king of Assyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me, and then eat 
ye every man of his own vine, and 
every one of his fig tree, and drink 
ye every one the waters of his 
cistern : 

32 Until I come and take you 
away to a land like your own land, 
a land of com and wine, a land of 
bread and vineyards, a land of oil 
olive and of honey, that ye may live, 
and not die ; and hearken not unto 
Hezekiah, when he persuadeth you, 
saying, The Lord will deliver us. 

33 Hath any of the gods of the 
nations delivered at all his land out 
of the hand of the king of Assyria? 
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34 Where are the gods of Ha- 
math, and of Arpad? where are the 
gods of Sepharvaim, Hena, and 
Ivah? have they delivered Samaria 
out of mine hand? 

35 Who are they among all the 
gods of the countries, that have 
delivered their country out of mine 
hand, that the Lord should deliver 
Jerusalem out of mine hand? 

36 But the people held their peace, 
and answered him not a word: for 
the king’s commandment was, say- 
ing, Answer him not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, which was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph the recorder, 
to Hezekiah with their clothes rent, 
and told him the words of Rab- 
shakeh.

I N those days was Hezekiah sick 
unto death. And the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz came to him, 
and said unto him, Thus saith the 
Lord, Set thine house in order; for 
thou shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the 
wall, and prayed unto the Lord, 
saying, 

3 I beseech thee, 0 Lord, remem- 
ber now how I have walked before 
thee in truth and with a perfect 
heart, and have done that which is 
good in thy sight. And Hezekiah 
wept sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the Lord came to 
him, saying, 

5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the 
captain of my people, Thus saith 
the Lord, the God of David thy fa- 
ther, I have heard thy prayer, I have 
seen thy tears : behold, I will heal 
thee: on the third day thou shalt 
go up unto the house of the Lord. 

6 And I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years ; and I will deliver thee 
and this city out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria; and I will defend 
this city for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sake.

M ANASSEH was twelve years 
old when he began to reign, 
and reigned fifty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Hephzi-bah. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, after the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord cast out before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

3 For he built up again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father 
had destroyed; and he reared up 
altars for Baal, and made a grove, 
as did Ahab king of Israel; and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. 

4 And he built altars in the house 
of the Lord, of which the Lord said, 

In Jerusalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the 
host of heaven in the two courts of 
the house of the Lord. 

6 A nd he made his son pass through 
the fire, and observed times, and used 
enchantments, and dealt with fami- 
liar spirits and wizards : he wrought 
much wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, 
of which the Lord said to David, 
and to Solomon his son, In this 
house, and in Jerusalem, which I 
have chosen out of all tribes of Is- 
rael, will I put my name for ever: 

8 Neither will I make the feet of 
Israel move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if 
they will observe to do according to 
all that I have commanded them, 
and according to all the law that my 
servant Moses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and 
Manasseh seduced them to do more

of Egypt, even unto this day. j 

16 Moreover Manasseh shed inno- | 
cent blood very much, till he had j 
filled Jerusalem from one end to an- 
other; beside his sin wherewith he j 
made Judah to sin, in doing that j 
which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 

17 ! Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and all that he did, and 

his sin that he sinned, are they not j 

written in the book of the chroni- . 

cles of the kings of Judah? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the gar- 
den of his own house, in the garden 

of Uzza : and Amon his son reigned \ 
in his stead. 

19 IT Amon was twenty and two 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned two years in Je- 
rusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Meshullemeth, the daughter of 
Haruz of Jotbah. 

20 And he did that which was 
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evil in the sight of the Lord, as his 
•father Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way 
that his father walked in, and serv- 
ed the idols that his father served, 
and worshipped them: 

22 And he forsook the Lord God 
of his fathers, and walked not in the 
way of the Lord. 

23 If And the servants of Amon 
conspired against him, and slew the 
king in his own house. 

24 And the people of the land 
slew all them that had conspired 
against king Amon; and the peo- 
ple of the land made Josiah his son 
king in his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of 
Amon which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Judah? 

26 And he was buried in his sepul- 
chre in the garden of Uzza: and 
Josiah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 22. 

1 Josiah’s good reign. 3 He taketk care for the 
repair of the temple, 8 Hilkidh having found 
a book of the law , Josiah sendeth to Huldah 
to inquire of the Lord. 15 Huldah prophe- 
sieth the destruction of Jerusalem , but respite 
thereof in Josiah' $ time. 

J OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed thirty and one years in Jerusa- 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Jedidah, the daughter of Adaiah of 
Boscath. 

2 And he did that ivhich was 
right in the sight of the Lord, and 
walked in all the way of David his 
father, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or to the left. 

3 f And it came to pass in the eigh- 
teenth year of king Josiah, that the 
king sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, 
the son of Meshullam, the scribe, to 
the house of the Lord, saying, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house of the Lord, 
which the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people: 

5 And let them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of 
the Lord: and let them give it to 
the doers of the work which is in

the house of the Lord, to repair the 
breaches of the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and masons, and to buy timber and 
hewn stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, be- 
cause they dealt faithfully. 

8 IT And Hilkiah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the Lord. And Hilkiah gave the 
book to Shaphan, and he read it. 

9 And Shaphan the scribe came 
to the king, and brought the king 
word again, and said. Thy servants 
have gathered the money that was 
found in the house, and have deli- 
vered it into the hand of them that 
do the work, that have the over- 
sight of the house of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the scribe shewed 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath delivered me a book. And 
Shaphan read it before the king. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the book 
of the law, that he rent his clothes. 

12 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah the priest, and Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Achbor the son of 
Michaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, 
and Asahiah a servant of the king’s, 
saying, 

13 Go ye, inquire of the Lord for 
me, and for the people, and for all 
Judah, concerning the words of this 
book that is found: for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled 
against us, because our fathers have 
not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according unto all that 
which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahi- 
kam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and 
Asahiah, went unto Huldah the pro- 
phetess, the wife of Shallum the son 
of Tikvah, the son of Harhas, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in 
Jerusalem in the college;) and they 
communed with her. 

15 IT And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Tell 
the man that sent you to me,

4 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah the high priest, and the priests 
of the second order, and the keepers 
of the door, to bring forth out of the 
temple of the Lord all the vessels 
that were made for Baal, and for the 
grove, and for all the host of heaven : 
and he burned them without Jerusa- 
lem in the fields of Kidron, and car- 
ried the ashes of them unto Beth-eL 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah 
had ordained to bum incense in the 
high places in the cities of Judah, 
and in the places round about Je- 
rusalem ; them also that burned in- 
cense unto Baal, to the sun, and to 
the moon, and to the planets, and 
to all the host of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove 
from the house of the Lord, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, 
and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped it small to powder, and 
cast the powder thereof upon the 
graves of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses 
of the sodomites, that were by the 
house of the Lord, where the wo- 
men wove hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests 
out of the cities of Judah, and 
defiled the high places where the 
priests had burned incense, from 
Geba to Beer-sheba, and brake down 
the high places of the gates that 
were in the entering in of the gate 
of Joshua the governor of the city, 
which were on a man’s left hand at 
the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up to the altar 
of the Lord in Jerusalem, but they 
did eat of the unleavened bread 
among their brethren. 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of 
Hinnom, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire to Molech. 
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Josiah heepeth ~~ II. KINGS, 23. a solemn passover. 


11 And he took away the horses 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the Lord, by the chamber 
of Nathan-melech the chamberlain, 
which was in the suburbs, and burn- 
ed the chariots of the sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
top of the upper chamber of Ahaz, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the Lord, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on 
the right hand of the mount of cor- 
ruption, which Solomon the king 
of Israel had builded for Ashtoreth 
the abomination of the Zidonians, 
and for Chemosh the abomination 
of the Moabites, and for Milcom the 
abomination of the children of Am- 
mon, did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the im- 
ages, and cut down the groves, and 
filled their places with the bones of 
men. 

15 IT Moreover the altar that was 
at Beth-el, and the high place 
which Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin, had made, 
both that altar and the high place 
he brake down, and burned the high 
place, and stamped it small to pow- 
der, and burned the grove. 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, 
he spied the sepulchres that were 
there in the mount, and sent, and 
took the bones out of the sepul- 
chres, and burned them upon the 
altar, and polluted it, according to 
the word of the Lord which the 
man of God proclaimed, who pro- 
claimed these words. 

17 Then he said, What title is that 
that I see? And the men of the city 
told him, It is the sepulchre of 
the man of God, which came from 
Judah, and proclaimed these things 
that thou hast done against the 
altar of Beth-eL 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let 
no man move his bones. So they let 


his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 

19 An d all the houses also of the 
high places that were in the cities 
of Samaria, which the kings of Is- 
rael had made to provoke the Lord 
to anger, Josiah took away, and did 
to them according to all the acts 
that he had done in Beth-el. 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 1 And the king commanded all 
the people, saying, Keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord your God, as it is 
written in the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden 
such a passover from the days of 
the judges that judged Israel, nor in 
all the days of the kings of Israel, 
nor of the kings of Judah ; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king Josiah, wherein this passover 
was holden to the Lord in Jeru- 
salem. 

24 IT Moreover the worJcers with 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, and 
the images, and the idols, and all 
the abominations that were spied in 
the land of Judah and in Jerusalem, 
did Josiah put away, that he might 
perform the words of the law which 
were written in the book that Hil- 
kiah the priest found in the house of 
the Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there 
no king before him, that turned to 
the Lord with all his heart, and 
with all his soul, and with all Ms 
might, according to all the law of 
Moses ; neither after him arose there 
any like him. 

26 IT Notwithstanding the Lord 
turned not from the fierceness of 
Ms great wrath, wherewith his an- 
ger was Mndled against Judah, be- 
cause of all the provocations that 
Manasseh had provoked him withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I will re- 
move Judah also out of my sight, 
as I have removed Israel, and will 
cast off this city Jerusalem which I 
have chosen, and the house of wMch 
I said, My name shall be there. 

28 Now the rest of the acta of 
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Josiah is slain.

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him 
in bands at Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, that he might not reign 
in Jerusalem; and put the land to 
a tribute of an hundred talents of 
silver, and a talent of gold. 

34 An d Pharaoh-nechoh made Eli- 
akim the son of Josiah king in the 
room of Josiah his father, and turn- 
ed his name to Jehoiakim, and took 
Jehoahaz away: and he came to 
Egypt, and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver 
and the gold to Pharaoh; but he 
taxed the land to give the money 
according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh: he exacted the silver and 
the gold of the people of the land, of 
every one according to his taxation, 
to give it unto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 IT Jehoiakim was twenty and 
five years old when he began to 
reign ; and he reigned eleven years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Zebudah, the daughter 
of Pedaiah of Rumah.

4 Go and tell David my servant, 
Thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not 
build me an house to dwell in: 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 
since the day that I brought up Is- 
rael unto this day; but have gone 
from tent to tent, and from one ta- 
bernacle to another. 

6 Wheresoever I have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word to any of 
the judges of Israel, whom I com- 
manded to feed my people, saying, 
Why have ye not built me an house 
of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, even from following 
the sheep, that thou shouldest be 
ruler over my people Israel :

13 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son: and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took it .

for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, so 
did Nathan speak unto David. 

16 IF And David the king came and 
sat before the Lord, and said, Who 
am I, O Lord God, and what is 
mine house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto? 

17 And yet this was a small thing in 
thine eyes, 0 God ; for thou hast also 
spoken of thy servant’s house for a 
great while to come, and hast regard- 
ed me according to the estate of a 
man of high degree, 0 Lord God. 

18 What can David speak more to 
thee for the honour of thy servant? 
for thou knowest thy servant. 

19 0 Lord, for thy servants sake, 
and according to thine own heart, 
hast thou done all this greatness, in 
making known all these great things.

CHAPTER 19. 

1 David’s messengers, sent to comfort Hamm the 
son of JSfahash, are villainously entreated. 6 The 
Ammonites , strengthened by the Syrians, are 
overcome by Joab and AUshai. 16 Skophach , 
making a new supply of the Syrians , is slain by 
David. 

N OW it came to pass after this, 
that Nahash the king of the 
children of Ammon died, and his son 
reigned in his stead. 

2 And David said, I -will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
because his father shewed kindness 
to me. And David sent messengers 
to comfort him concerning his father. 
So the servants of David came into 
the land of the children of Ammon 
to Hamm, to comfort Mm. 

3 But the princes of the children 
of Ammon said to Hanun, Thinkest 
thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he hath sent comforters 
unto thee? are not his servants come 
unto thee for to search, and to over- 
throw, and to spy out the land? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s 
servants, and shaved them, and cut 
off their garments in the midst hard 
by their buttocks, and sent them 
away. 

5 Then there went certain, and told 
David how the men were served. 
And he sent to meet them : for the 
men were greatly ashamed. And the 
king said, Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 

6 IF And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that they had made them- 
selves odious to David, Hanun and 
the children of Ammon sent a thou- 
sand talents of silver to hire them 
chariots and horsemen out of Meso- 
potamia, and out of Syria-maachah, 
and out of Zobah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
sand chariots, and the king of Maa- 
chah and his people ; who came and 
pitched before Medeba. And the 
children of Ammon gathered them- 
selves together from their cities, and 
came to battle. 

8 And when David heard of it, he 


sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

9 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array be- 
fore the gate of the city: and the 
kings that were come were by them- 
selves in the field. 

10 Now when Joab saw that the 
battle was set against him before 
and behind, he chose out of all the 
choice of Israel, and put them in 
array against the Syrians. 

11 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered unto the hand of Abishai his 
brother, and they set themselves in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt 
help me: but if the children of Am- 
mon be too strong for thee, then I 
will help thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us 
behave ourselves valiantly for our 
people, and for the cities of our 
God: and let the Lord do that 
which is good in his sight. 

14 So Joab and the people that 
were with him drew nigh before the 
Syrians unto the battle; and they 
fled before him. 

15 And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
they likewise fled before Abishai his 
brother, and entered into the city. 
Then Joab came to Jerusalem. 

16 f And when the Syrians saw 
that they were put to the worse 
before Israel, they sent messengers, 
and drew forth the Syrians that were 
beyond the river: and Shopbach the 
captain of the host of Hadarezer 
went before them. 

17 And it was told David ; and he 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and came upon them, and 
set the battle in array against them. 
So when David had put the battle 
in array against the Syrians, they 
fought with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Is- 
rael ; and David slew of the Syrians 
seven thousand men which fought 
in chariots, and forty thousand foot- 
men, and killed Shophach the cap- 
tain of the host.

CHAPTER 20. 

1 Mabhah is besieged by Joab , spoiled by David, 
and the people thereof tortured. 4 Three giants 
are slain in three several overthrows of the 
: Philistines. 

A ND it came to pass, that after 
u. the year was expired, at the 
time that kings go out to battle , Joab 
led forth the power of the army, and 
wasted the country of the children 
of Ammon, and came and besieged 
Rabbah. But David tarried at Jeru- 
salem. And Joab smote Rabbah, and 
destroyed it. 

2 And David took the crown of 
their king from off his head, and 
found it to weigh a talent of gold, 
and there were precious stones in it; 
and it was set upon David’s head: 
and he brought also exceeding much 
spoil out of the city. 

3 And he brought out the people 
that were in it, and cut them with 
saws, and with harrows of iron, and 
with axes. Even so dealt David with 
all the cities of the children of Am- 
mon. And David and all the people 
returned to Jerusalem. 

4 f And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with 
the Philistines ; at which time Sib- 
bechai the Husliathite slew Sippai, 
that was of the children of the giant : 
and they were subdued. 

5 And there was war again with 
the Philistines; and Elhanan the 
son of Jair slew Lahmi the brother 
of Goliath the Gittite, whose spear 
staff was like a weaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great 
stature, whose fingers and toes were 
four and twenty, six on each hand, 
and six on each foot: and he also 
was the son of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jo- 
nathan the son of Shimea David’s 
brother slew him. 

_ 8 These were bom unto the giant 
in Gath ; and they fell by the hand 
of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. ' . . : ; 


CHAPTER 21. 

".1 David, tempted by Satan, forceth Joab to number ; 
the people. ■■ 5 The number of the people being 
brought, David repent eth of it. 9 David having 
three plagues propounded by Gad chooseth the 
pestilence. 14 After the death of seventy thou, 
sand, David by repentance preventeth the de- 
struction of Jerusalem. 18 David, by Gad's 
direction, ptirchaselh Oman's threshingfioor; 
where having built an altar, God giveth a sign 
of his favour by fire , and sfayeth the plague, 
28 David sacrificeth there,: being restrained from 
Gibeon by fear of the angel. 

AND Satan stood np against Is- 
il rael, and provoked David to 
number Israel. 

2 And David said to Joab and to 
the rulers of the people, Go, num- 
ber Israel from Beer-sheba even to 
Dan ; and bring the number of them 
to me, that I may know it. 

3 And Joab answered, The Lord 
make his people an hundred times 
so many more as they be : but, my 
lord the king, are they not all my 
lord’s servants? why then doth my 
lord require this thing? why will he 
be a cause of trespass to Israel? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word pre- 
vailed against Joab. Wherefore Joab 
departed, and went throughout all 
Israel, and came to Jerusalem. 

5 f And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. 
And all they of Israel were a thou- 
sand thousand and an hundred thou- 
sand men that drew sword: and Ju- 
dah was four hundred threescore and 
ten thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin counted 
he not among them : for the king’s 
word was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
tiling; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this thing: but now, I beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thy servant; 
for I have done veiy foolishly. 

9 IT And the Lord spake unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things: choose thee one of them, 
that I may do it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and 

said unto him, Thus saith the Lord, 
Choose thee . ■ ■ . 

12 Either three years’ famine ; or 
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Three days' pestilence. 

three months to be destroyed before 
thy foes, while that the sword of thine 
enemies overtaketh thee; or else three 
days the sword of the Lord, even the 
pestilence, in the land, and the angel 
of the Lord destroying throughout 
all the coasts of Israel. Now there- 
fore advise thyself what word I shall 
bring again to him that sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait : let me fall now into 
the hand of the Lord ; for very great 
are his mercies : but let me not fall 
into the hand of man. 

14 I So the Lord sent pestilence 
upon Israel : and there fell of Israel 
seventy thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto Je- 
rusalem to destroy it : and as he was 
destroying, the Lord beheld, and he 
repented him of the evil, and said to 
the angel that destroyed, It is enough, 
stay now thine hand. And the angel 
of the Lord stood by the threshing- 
floor of Oman the Jebusite. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the angel of the Lord stand 
between the earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
stretched out over Jerusalem. Then 
David and the elders of Israel, who 
were clothed in sackcloth, fell upon 
their faces. 

17 And David said unto God, Is it 
not I that commanded the people to 
be numbered? even I it is that have 
sinned and done evil indeed ; but as 
for these sheep, what have they done ? 
let thine hand, I pray thee, 0 Lord 
my God, be on me, and on my fa- 
ther’s house ; but not on thy people, 
that they should be plagued. 

18 IF Then the angel of the Lord 
commanded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up, and set up an 
altar unto the Lord in the thresh- 
ingfloor of Oman the Jebusite. 

19 And David went up at the say- 
ing of Gad, which he spake in the 
name of the Lord. 

20 And Oman turned back, and saw 
the angel ; and his four sons with 
him hid themselves. Now Oman was 
threshing wheat. 

21 And as David came to Oman, 
Oman looked and saw David, and 



The plague stayed, 

went out of the threshingfloor, and 
bowed himself to David with his face 
to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, Grant 
me the place of this threshingfloor, 
that I may build an altar therein un- 
to the Lord; thou shalt grant it me 
for the full price: that the plague 
may be stayed from the people. 

_ 23 And Oman said unto David, Take 
it to thee, and let my lord the king 
do that which is good in his eyes: 
lo; I give thee the oxen also for burnt 
offerings, and the threshing instru- 
ments for wood, and the wheat for 
the meat offering; I give it all. 

24 And king David said to Oman, 
Nay ; but I will verily buy it for the 
full price: for I will not take that 
which is thine for the Lord, nor offer 
burnt offerings without cost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the 
place six hundred shekels of gold by 
weight. 

26 And David built there an altar 
unto the Lord, and offered burnt of- 
ferings and peace offerings, and call- 
ed upon the Lord ; and he answered 
him from heaven by fire upon the 
altar of burnt offering. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword 
again into the sheath thereof. 

28 T At that time when David saw 
that the Lord had answered him in 
the threshingfloor of Oman the Je- 
busite, then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tabernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, 
were at that season in the high place 
at Gibeon. 

30 But David could not go before 
it to inquire of God: for he was 
afraid because of the sword of the 
angel of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 22. 

1 JDavid> forebioioing the place of the temple, pre- 
pared abundance for the building of it 6 He 
instructed Solomon in Gods promises * and Ms 
duty in building the temple . 17 He charged the 
princes to assist his son . 

T HEN David said, This is the 
house of the Lord God, and 
this is the altar of the burnt offer- 
ing for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
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David's charge 
together the strangers that were in 
the land of Israel ; and he set ma- 
sons to hew wrought stones to build 
the house of God. 

3 Anri David prepared iron in abun- 
dance for the nails for the doors of 
the gates, and for the joinings ; and 
brass in abundance without weight ; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance: 
for the Zidonians and they of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to David. 

5 An ri David said, Solomon my son 
is young and tender, and the house 
that is to be builded for the Lord 
must he exceeding magnificat, of fame 
and of glory throughout all countries: 
I will therefore now make prepara- 
tion for it. So David prepared abun- 
dantly before his death. 

6 IF Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and charged him to build an 
house for the Loed God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, it was in my mind to 
build an house unto the name of the 
Loed my God : 

8 But the word of the Loed came 
to me, saying, Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great 
wars : thou shalt not build an house 
unto my name, because thou hast 
shed much blood upon the earth in 
my sight. 

9 Behold, a son shall be bom to 
thee, who shall be a man of rest; and 

' I will give him rest from all his ene- 
mies roundabout: for his name shall 
be Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build an house for my 
name ; and he shall be my son, and 
I will he his father ; and I will esta- 
blish the throne of his kingdom over 
Israel for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Loed be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build 
the house of the Loed thy God, as 
he hath said of thee. 

12 Only the Loed give thee wisdom 
and understanding, and give thee 
charge concerning Israel, that thou 
mayest keep the law of the Loed thy 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
judgments which the Loed charged 
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Moses with concerning Israel: be

strong, and of good courage ; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I 
have prepared for the house of the 
Loed an hundred thousand talents of 
gold, and a thousand thousand talents 
of silver ; and of brass and iron with- 
out weight; for it is in abundance : 
timber also and stone have I prepar- 
ed ; and thou mayest add thereto. 

15 Moreover there me workmen 
with thee in abundance, hewers and 
workers of stone and timber, and all 
manner of cunning men for every 
manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the 
brass, and the iron, there is no num- 
ber. Arise therefore, and be doing, 
and the Loed be with thee. 

17 IF David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Is not the Loed your God with 
you? and hath he not given you rest 
on every side? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of the land into mine 
hand; and the land is subdued be- 
fore the Loed, and before his people. 

19 Now set your heart and your soul 
to seek the Loed your God; arise 
therefore, and build ye the sanctuary 
of the Loed God, to bring the ark of 
the covenant of the Loed, and the holy 
vessels of God, into the house that is 
to be built to the name of the Loed. 

CHAPTER 23. 

1 David in his old age maketh Solomon king. 2 The 

number and distribution of the Levitts. 7 The 

families of the Gershonites. 12 The sons of Kohath. 

21 The sons of Merari . 24 The office of the Le- 

vites. 

S O when David was old and full 
of days, he made Solomon his 
son king over Israel. 

2 IF And he gathered together all 
the princes of Israel, with the priests 
and the Levites. 

3 Now the Levites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and 
upward : and their number by their 
polls, man by man, was thirty and 
eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thou- 
sand were to set forward the work of 
the house of the Loed : and six thou- 
sand were offii 
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6 Moreover four thousand were por- 
ters ; and four thousand praised the 
Lord with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise therewith. 

6 And David divided them into 
courses among the sons of Levi, 
warned, Gershon, Kohath,andMerari. 

7 f Of the Gershonites were, Laa- 
dan, and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Laadan ; the chief teas 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, 
and Haziel, and Haran, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of Laa- 
dan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, Ja- 
hath, Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. 
These four were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second: but Jeush and 
Beriah had not many sons ; therefore 
they were in one reckoning, accord- 
ing to their father’s house. 

12 f The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

13 The sons of Amram ; Aaron and 
Moses: and Aaron was separated, 
that he should sanctify the most 
holy things, he and his sons for ever, 
to bum incense before the Lord, to 
minister unto him, and to bless in 
his name for ever. 

14 How concerning Moses the man 
of God, his sons were named of the 
tribe of Levi. 

15 The sons of Moses were, Ger- 
shom, and Eliezer. 

16 Of the sons of Gershom, Shebuel 
was the chief. 

17 And the sons of Eliezer were, 
Rehabiah the chief. And Eliezer had 
none other sons; but the sons of 
Rehabiah were very many. 

18 Of the sons of Izhar ; Shelomith 
the chief. 

19 Of the sons of Hebron; Jeriah the 
first, Amariah the second, Jahaziel 
the third, and Jekameam the fourth. 

20 Of the sons of XTzziel; Micah 
the first, and Jesiah the second. 

21 f The sons of Merari; Mahli, 
and Mushi. The sons of Mahli ; Ele- 
azar, and Kish. 

22 And Eleazar died, and had no 
sons, but daughters: and their bre- 
thren the sons of Kish took them.

23 The sons of Mushi ; Mahli, and 
Eder, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 IF These were the sons of Levi 
after the house of their fathers ; even 
the chief of the fathers, as they were 
counted by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for the ser- 
vice of the house of the Lord, from 
the age of twenty years and upward. 

25 For David said, The Lord God 
of Israel hath given rest unto his 
people, that they may dwell in Jeru- 
salem for ever: 

26 And also unto the Levites ; they 
shall no more carry the tabernacle, 
nor any vessels of it for the service 
thereof. 

27 For by the last words of Da- 
vid the Levites were numbered from 
twenty years old and above : 

28 Because their office was to wait 
on the sons of Aaron for the service 
of the house of the Lord, in the 
courts, and in the chambers, and in 
the purifying of all holy things, and 
the work of the service of the house 
of God ; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for 
the fine flour for meat offering, and 
for the unleavened cakes, and for that 
which is baked in the pan, and for 
that which is fried, and for all man- 
ner of measure and size; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and like- 
wise at even ; 

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices 
unto the Lord in the sabbaths, in the 
new moons, and on the set feasts, by 
number, according to the order com- 
manded unto them, continually be- 
fore the Lord : 

32 And that they should keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and the charge of the holy 
'place, and the charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, in the service 
of the house of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 24. 

1 The divisions of the sons of Aaron by lot into four 

and twenty orders. 20 The Kohathites , 27 and the 

Merarites divided by lot . 

N OW these are the divisions of 
the sons of Aaron. The sons 
of Aaron ; Nadab, and Abihu, Elear 
zar, and Ithamar,

2 But Nadab and Abihu died be- 
fore their father, and had no chil- 
dren : therefore Eleazar and Ithamar 
executed the priest’s office. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
AMmelech of the sons of Ithamar, 
according to their offices in their 
service. 

4 And there were more chief men 
found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar ; and thus were 
they divided. Among the sons of Ele- 
azar there were sixteen chief men of 
the house of their fathers, and eight 
among the sons of Ithamar accord- 
ing to the house of their fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another ; for the governors 
of the sanctuary, and governors of 
the house of God, were of the sons of 
Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And Shemaiah the son of Netha- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and 
Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, and 
before the chief of the fathers of the 
priests and Levites: one principal 
household being taken for Eleazar, 
and one taken for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot came forth to 
Jehoiarib, the second to Jedaiah, 

8 The third to Harim, the fourth to 
Seorim, 

9 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth 
to Mijamin, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the 
eighth to Abijah, 

11 The ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth 
to Shecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Huppah, the 
fourteenth to Jeshebeab, 

14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the six- 
teenth to Immer,

AND Solomon the son of David 
XTL was strengthened in his king- 
dom, and the Lord Ms God was with 
him, and magnified him exceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake nnto all 
Israel, to the captains of thousands 
and of hundreds, and to the judges, 
and to every governor in all Israel, 
the chief of the fathers. 

3 So .Solomon, and all the congre- 
gation with him, went to the high 
place that was at Gibeon; for there 
was the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion of God, which Moses the ser- 
vant of the Lord had made in the 
wilderness.

8 And Solomon said unto God, 
Thou hast shewed great mercy un- 
to David my father, and hast made 
me to reign in his stead. 

9 Now, 0 Lord God, let thy pro- 

mise unto David my father be esta- 
blished: for thou hast made me king j 
over a people like the dust of the 
earth in multitude. \ 

10 Give me now wisdom and know- 
ledge, that I may go out and come in 
before this people : for who can judge 
this thy people, that is so great ? 


11 And God said to Solomon, Be-

1 God having given testimony to Solomon's prayer 
by fire from heaven , and glory in the temple , the 
people worship him. 4 Solomon's solemn sacrifice. 
8 Solomm having kept the feast of tabernacles , and 
the feast of the dedication of the altar , dismisseth 
the people. 12 God appearing to Solomon giveth 
Mm promises upon condition. 

VTOW when Solomon had made 
1M an end of praying, the fire 
came down from heaven, and con- 
sumed the burnt offering and the 
sacrifices; and the glory of the 
Lord filled the house. 

. 2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
Lord’s house. 


3 And when all the children of Is- 
rael saw how the fire came down, 
and the glory of the Lord upon 
the house, they bowed themselves 
with their faces to the ground upon 
the pavement, and worshipped, and. 
praised the Lord, saying, For he is 
good; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 f Then the king and all the peo- 
ple offered sacrifices before the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacri- 
fice of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thou- 
sand sheep : so the king and all the 
people dedicated the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Levites also with in- 
struments of musick of the Lord, 
which David the king had made to 
praise the Lord, because his mercy 
endureth for ever, when David prais- 
ed by their ministry ; and the priests 
sounded trumpets before them, and 
all Israel stood 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings, because the 
brasen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the 
burnt offerings, and the meat offer- 
ings, and the fat. 

8 f Also at the same time Solo- 
mon kept the feast seven days, and 
all Israel with him, a veiy great con- 
gregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly: for they kept 
the dedication of the altar seven 
days, and the feast seven days.' 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent 
the people away into their tents, 
glad and merry in heart for the 
goodness that the Lord had shewed 
unto David, and to Solomon, and to 
Israel his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king’s house: 
and all that came into Solomon’s 
heart to make in the house of the 
Lord, and in his own house, he 
prosperously effected.

4 And commanded Judah to seek 
the Lord God of their fathers, and to 
do the law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and 
the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. 

6 IT And he built fenced cities in 
Judah: for the land had rest, and 
he had no war in those years; be- 
cause the Lord had given him rest 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, 
Let us build these cities, and make 
about them walls, and towers, gates, 
and bars, while the land is yet be- 
fore us ; because we have sought the 
Lord our God, we have sought him, 
and he hath given us rest on every 
side. So they built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men 
that bare targets and spears, out 
of Judah three hundred thousand; 
and out of Benjamin, that bare 
shields and drew bows, two hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand: all 
these were mighty men of valour. 

9 IF And there came out against 
them Zerah the Ethiopian with an 
host of a thousand thousand, and 
three hundred chariots; and came 
unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against Mm, 
and they set the battle in array 
in the valley of Zephathah at Ma- 
reshah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Lord 
his God, and said. Lord, it is no- 
thing with thee to help, whetheF 
with many, or with them that have 
no power: help us, O Lord out 
God; for we rest on thee, and in 
thy name we go against this mul- 
titude. O Lord, thou art our God; 
let not man prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethio- 
pians before Asa, and before Judah; 
and the Ethiopians fled.

13 And Asa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar: and the Ethiopians were 
overthrown, that they could not re- 
cover themselves; for they were de- 
stroyed before the Lord, and before 
his host ; and they carried away very 
much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities 
round about Gerar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them: and they 
spoiled all the cities ; for there was 
exceeding much spoil in them.

CHAPTER 15. 

1 Asa with Judah and many of Israel , moved by 
the prophecy of Asariah the son of Oded , make 
a solemn covenant with God. 16 Me putteth 
down Maachah his mother for her idolatry . IS 
He bringeth dedicate things into the house of 
God* and enjoyeth a long peace. 

AND the Spirit of God came upon 
XJl Azariah the son of Oded: 

2 And he went out to meet Asa, 
and said unto him, Hear ye me, 
Asa, and all Judah and Benjamin; 
The Lord is with you, while ye be 
with him; and if ye seek him, he 
will be found of you; but if ye for- 
sake him, he will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel 
hath been without the true God, 
and without a teaching priest, and 
without law. 

4 But when they in their trouble 
did turn unto the Lord God of Is- 
rael, and sought him, he was found 
of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 
him that came in, but great vexa- 
tions were upon all the inhabitants 
of the countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of na- 
tion, and city of city: for God did 
vex them with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let 
not your hands be weak: for your 
work shall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the pro- 
phet, he took courage, and put away 
the abominable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and 


away idolatry.

13 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be 
put to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shout- 
ing, and with trumpets, and with 
comets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath: for they had sworn With all 
their heart, and sought him with 
their whole desire; and he was 
found of them : and the Lord gave 
them rest round about. 

16 1 And also concerning Maachah 
the mother of Asa the king, he re- 
moved her from being queen, be- 
cause she had made an idol in a 
grove: and Asa cut down her idol, 
and stamped it, and burnt it at the 
brook Kidron. 

17 But the high places were not 
taken away out of Israel : neverthe- 
less the heart of Asa was perfect all 
his days.

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives ; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. 

18 f A nd after all this the Lord 
smote him in his bowels with an 
incurable disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in 
process of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason 
of Ms sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no 
burning for Mm, like the burning of 
his fathers.

10 Also he built towers in the 
desert, and digged many wells: for 
he had much cattle, both in the 
low country, and in the plains : hus- 
bandmen also, and vine dressers in 
the mountains, and in Carmel: for 
he loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war 
by bands, according to the number 
of their account by the hand of 
Jeiel the scribe and Maaseiah the 
ruler, trader the hand of Hananiah, 
one of the king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief 
of the fathers of the mighty men 
of valour were two thousand and 
six hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, 
to help the king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and haber- 
geons, and bows, and slings to cast 
stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en- 
gines, invented by cunning men, to 
be on the towers and upon the bul- 
warks, to shoot arrows and great 
stones withal. And his name spread 
far abroad ; for he was marvellously 
helped, till he was strong. 

16 H But when he was strong, his

20 And Azariah the chief priest, 
and all the priests, looked upon 
him, and, behold, he was leprous 
in his forehead, and they thrust 
him out from thence; yea, himself 
hasted also to go out, because the 
Lord had smitten him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house, being a 
leper; for he was cut off from the 
house of the Lord: and Jotham 
his son was over the king’s house, 
judging the people of the land.

II /T OREOVER Josiah kept a pass- 
JLVA over unto the Lord in Jeru- 
salem : and they killed the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the first 
month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the Lord, 

3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the Lord, Put the holy ark in 
the house which Solomon the son of 


David king of Israel did build; it 
shall not he a burden upon your 
shoulders : serve now the Lord your 
God, and his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place ac- 
cording to the divisions of the fami- 
lies of the fathers of your brethren 
the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your bre- 
thren, that they may do according 
to the word of the Lord by the hand 
of Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, of 
the flock, lambs and kids, all for the 
passover offerings, for all that were 
present, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and three thousand bullocks : 
these were of the king’s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, and 
to the Levites: Hilkiah and Zecha- 
riah and Jehiel, rulers of the house 
of God, gave unto the priests for 
the passover offerings two thousand 
and six hundred small cattle, and 
three hundred oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites 
for passover offerings five thousand 
small cattle, and five hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, accord- 
ing to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, 
and the priests sprinkled the blood 
from their hands, and the Levites 
flayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt 
offerings, that they might give ac- 
cording to the divisions of the fa- 
milies of the people, to offer unto 
the Lord, as it is written in the 
book of Moses. And so did they 
with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance:

but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests : 
because the priests the sons of Aa- 
ron were busied in offering of burnt 
offerings and the fat until night; 
therefore the Levites prepared for 
themselves, and for the priests the 
sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place, accord- 
ing to the commandment of David, 
and Asaph, and Heman, and Jedu- 
thun the king’s seer ; and the porters 
waited at every gate; they might 
not depart from their service; for 
their brethren the Levites prepared 
for them. 

16 So all the service of the Lord 
was prepared the same day, to keep 
the passover, and to offer burnt of- 
ferings upon the altar of the Lord, 
according to the commandment of 
king Josiah. 

17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at 
that time, and the feast of unlea- 
vened bread seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like 
to that kept in Israel from the days 
of Samuel the prophet; neither did 
all the kings of Israel keep such a 
passover as Josiah kept, and the 
priests, and the Levites, and all Ju- 
dah and Israel that were present, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the 
reign of Josiah was this passover 
kept. 

20 IT After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Neeho king of 
Egypt came up to fight against Char- 
chemish by Euphrates: and Josiah 
went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? I come not 
against thee this day, but against 
the house wherewith I have war: for 
God commanded me to make haste: 
forbear thee from meddling with 
God, who is with me, that he de- 
stroy thee not.

N OW in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word 
of the Lord by the mouth of Jere- 
miah might be fulfilled, the Lord 
stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of 
Persia, that he made a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom, and put 
it also in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
The Lord God of heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth; 
and he hath charged me to build 
him an house at Jerusalem, which 
is in Judah. 

3 Who is there among you of all his 
people? his God be with him, and 
let him go up to Jerusalem, which 
is in Judah, and build the house of 
the Lord God of Israel, (he is the 
God,) which is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remaineth in any 
place where he sojourneth, let the 
men of his place help him with sil- 
ver, and with gold, and with goods, 
and with beasts, beside the freewill 
offering for the house of God that 
is in Jerusalem. 

5 f Then rose up the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, with all 
them whose spirit God had raised, to 
go up to build the house of the Lord 
which is in Jerusalem.

64 IF The whole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and 
seven: and there were among them 
two hundred singing men and sing- 
ing women. 

66 Their horses were seven hun- 
dred thirty and six; their mules, 
two hundred forty and five ; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thir- 
ty and five; their asses, six thou- 
sand seven hundred and twenty. 

68 IF And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the Lord which is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God 
to set it up in his place: 

69 They gave after their ability unto 
the treasure of the work threescore 
and one thousand drams of gold, and 
five thousand pound of silver, and 
one hundred priests’ garments. 


70 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and some of the people, and the 
singers, and the porters, and the 
Nethinims, dwelt in their cities, and 
all Israel in their cities. 

CHAPTER 3.

8 The foundations of the 
temple are laid in great joy and moumi/ng. 

J ND when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel 
were in the cities, the people gather- 
ed themselves together as one man 
to Jerusalem. 

2 Then stood up Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren the priests, 
and Zerubbabel the son of Sheal- 
tiel, and his brethren, and builded 
the altar of the God of Israel, to 
offer burnt offerings thereon, as it is 
written in the law of Moses the man 
of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his 
bases; for fear was upon them be- 
cause of the people of those coun- 
tries: and they offered burnt offer- 
ings thereon unto the Lord, even 
burnt offerings morning and evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
nacles, as it is written, and offered 
the daily burnt offerings by number, 
according to the custom, as the duty 
of every day required ; 

5 And afterward offered the conti- 
nual burnt offering, both of the new 
moons, and of all the set feasts of 
the Lord that were consecrated, and 
of every one that willingly offered a 
freewill offering unto the Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt of- 
ferings unto the Lord. But the foun- 
dation of the temple of the Lord 
was not yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters ; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, unto them of 
Zidon, and to them of Type, to bring 
cedar trees from Lebanon to the sea 
of Joppa, according to the grant that 
they had of Cyrus king of Persia. 

8 IF Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, in the second month, began 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the

remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Levites, and all they that 
were come out of the captivity unto 
Jerusalem; and appointed the Le- 
vites, from twenty years old and up- 
ward, to set forward the work of the 
house of the Lord. 

9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons 
and his brethren, Kadmiel and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, 
to set forward the workmen in the 
house of God: the sons of Henadad, 
with their sons and their brethren 
the Levites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance of Da- 
vid king of Israel. 

11 And they sang together by course 
in praising and giving thanks unto 
the Lord; because he is good, for 
his mercy endureth for ever toward 
Israel. And all the people shouted 
with a great shout, when they praised 
the Lord, because the foundation of 
the house of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who 
were ancient men, that had seen the 
first house, when the foundation of 
this house was laid before their eyes, 
wept with a loud voice; and many 
shouted aloud for joy: 

13 So that the people could not 
discern the noise of the shout of joy 
from the noise of the weeping of the 
people: for the people shouted with 
a loud shout, and the noise was heard 
afar off. 

CHAPTER 4-

16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou eanst find in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offering of 
the people, and of the priests, offer- 
ing willingly for the house of their 
God which is in Jerusalem : 

_ 17 That thou mayest buy speed- 
ily with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their meat offerings and 
their drink offerings, and offer them 
upon the altar of the house of your 
God which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do 
with the rest of the silver and the 
gold, that do after the will of your 
God. 

19 The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before 
the God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 


needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shaft have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Artaxerxes the 
king, do make a decree to all the 
treasurers which are beyond the ri- 
ver, that whatsoever Ezra the priest 
the scribe of the law of the God of 
heaven, shall require of you, it be 
done speedily, 

22 Unto an hundred talents of sil- 
ver, and to an hundred measures of 
wheat, and to an hundred baths of 
wine, and to an hundred baths of 
oil, and salt without prescribing how 

much. 

23 Whatsoever is commanded by 
the God of heaven, let it be dili- 
gently done for the house of the 
God of heaven : for why should there 
be wrath against the realm of the 
king and his sons? 

24 Also we certify you, that touch- 
ing any of the priests and Levites, 
singers, porters, Nethinims, or mi- 
nisters of this house of God, it shall 
not bo lawful to impose toll, tribute, 
or custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
the river, all such as know the laws 
of thy God; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do 
the few of thy God, and the few of 
the king, let judgment be executed 
speedily upon him, whether it be 
unto death, or to banishment, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to impri- 
sonment. 

27 IF Blessed be the Lord God of 
our fathers, which hath put such 
a thing as this in the king’s heart, 
to beautify the house of the Lord 
which is in Jerusalem : 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his counsel- 
lers, and before all the king’s mighty 
princes.

T HE words of Nehemiah the son 
of Hachaliah. And it came to 
pass in the month Chisleu, in the 
twentieth year, as I was in Shushan 
the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah ; 
and I asked them concerning the 
Jews that had escaped, which were 
left of the captivity, and concerning 
Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto me, The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity 
there in the province are in great 
affliction and reproach : the wall of 
Jerusalem also is broken down, and 
the gates thereof are burned with 
fire. 

4 IT And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the 
God of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, 0 Lord 
God of heaven, the great and terri- 
ble God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments : 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes open, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now, day 
and night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess the sins of 
the children of Israel, which we have 
sinned against thee: both I and my 
father’s house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly a- 
gainst thee, and have not kept the 
commandments, nor the statutes, nor 
the judgments, which thou command- 
edst thy servant Moses. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy 
servant Moses, saying, If ye trans- 
gress, I will scatter you abroad a- 
mong the nations : 


9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out 
unto the uttermost part of the hea- 
ven, yet will I gather them from 
thence, and will bring them unto 
the place that I have chosen to set 
my name there. 

10 How these are thy servants and 
thy people, w r hom thou hast redeem- 
ed by thy great power, and by thy 
strong hand. 

110 Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to the prayer 
of thy servants, who desire to fear 
thy name : and prosper, I pray thee, 
thy servant this day, and grant him 
mercy in the sight of this man. For 
I was the king’s cupbearer. 

CHAPTER 2.

AND it came to pass in the month 
jLJL Nisan, in the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, that wine was 
before him : and I took up the wine, 
and gave it unto the king. Now I 
had not been beforetime sad in his 
presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me, 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick? this is nothing 
else but sorrow of heart. Then I was 
very sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, Let the 
king live for ever: why should not 
my countenance be sad, when the 
city, the place of my fathers’ sepul- 
chres, lieth waste, and the gates there- 
of are consumed with fire? 

4 Then the king said unto me, For 
what dost thou make request? So I 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy sight, that 
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thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers’ sepul- 
chres, that I may build it. 

6 And the king said unto me, (the 

queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be? and when 
wilt thou return? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and I set him a 
time. . ' /. ■ ■ 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, 
If it please the king, let letters be 
given me to the governors beyond 
the river, that they may convey me 
over till I come into Judah ; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the 
keeper of the king’s forest, that he 
may give me timber to make beams 
for toe gates of the palace which ap- 
pertained to the house, and for the 
wall of the city; and for the house 
that I shall enter into. And the king 
granted me, according to the good 
hand of my God upon me. 

9 f Then I came to toe governors 
beyond the river, and gave them, the 
king’s letters. Now toe king had sent 
captains of toe army and horsemen 
with me. 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Am- 
monite, heard of it, it grieved them 
exceedingly that there was come a 
man to seek the welfare of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

11 So I came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 f And I arose in the night, I 
and some few men with me; nei- 
ther told I any man what my God 
had put in my heart to do at Jeru- 
salem: neither was there any beast 
with me, save the beast that I rode 
upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even before the 
dragon well, and to the dung port, 
and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, 
which were broken down, and the 
gates thereof were consumed with 
fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king’s pool : 
but there was no place for the beast 
that was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed toe wall, and 


turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 

1 went, or what I did; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the 
work. 

17 If Then said I unto them, Ye see 
the distress that we are in, how Je- 
rusalem Ueth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire : come, 
and let us build up the wall of Je- 
rusalem, that we be no more a re- 
proach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
my God which was good upon me ; as 
also the king’s words that he had spo- 
ken unto me. And they said, Let us 
rise up and build.

22 Wondrous works in the land of 
Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses his cho- 
sen stood before him in the breach, 
to turn away his wrath, lest he should 
destroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant 
land, they believed not his word: 

25 But murmured in their tents, 
and hearkened not unto the voice 
of the Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand 
against them, to overthrow them in 
the wilderness : 

27 To overthrow their seed also

34 They did not destroy the na- 
tions, concerning whom the Lord 
commanded them : 

35 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

36 And they served their idols: 
which were a snare unto them. 

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters unto devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, even 
the blood of their sons and of their 
daughters, whom they sacrificed un- 
to the idols of Canaan : and the land 
was polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with 
their own works, and went a whoring 
with their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the 
Lord kindled against his people, in- 
somuch that he abhorred his own 
inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand 
of the heathen; and they that hated 
them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them, and they were brought into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them; 
but they provoked him with their 
counsel, and were brought low for 
their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when he heard their cry:

OR, 

THE PREACHER. 


CHAPTER 1. 

1 The preacher sheweth that all human courses are 
vain : 4 because the creatures are restless in their 
courses, 9 they bring forth nothing new # and all 
old things are forgotten, 12 and because he hath 
found it so in the studies of wisdom. 

T HE words of the Preacher, the son 
of David, king in Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 
vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all 
his labour which he taketh under 
the sun? 

4 One generation passeth away, 
and another generation cometh : but 
the earth abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and hasteth to his place 
where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the south, 
and tumeth about unto the north; 
it whirleth about continually, and 
the wind retumeth again according 
to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea ; yet 
the sea is not full; unto the place 
from whence the rivers come, thither 
they return again. 

8 All things are full of labour ; man 
cannot utter it: the eye is not satis- 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled 
with hearing. 

9 The thing that hath been, it is 
that which shall be ; and that which 
is done is that which shall be done; 
and there is no new thing under the 
sun. , 

10 Is there any thing whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? it hath 
been already of old time, which was 
before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there be 
any remembrance of things that are 
to come with those that s hall come 
after. 

12 f_I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

13 And I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom concerning 
all things that ar© don© under heaven: 


this sore travail hath God given to the 
sons of man to be exercised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that 
are done under the sun; and, behold, 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is crooked cannot 
be made straight: and that which is 
wanting cannot be numbered. 

16 I co m muned with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to great 
estate, and have gotten more wisdom 
than all they that have been before 
me in Jerusalem : yea, my heart had 
great experience of wisdom and 
knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly; I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much 
grief: and he that increaseth know- 
ledge increaseth sorrow. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 The vamity of human courses in the works of 
pleasure.

24 Nothing better than joy in mr 
labour; but that is God’s gift 

I SAID in mine heart, Go to now, 
I will prove thee with mirth, 
therefore enjoy pleasure: and, be- 
hold, this also is vanity.

3 I sought in mine heart to give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom ; and to lay 
hold on folly, till I might see what 
was that good for the sons of men, 
which they should do under the 
heaven all the days of their life.

8 1 gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and 
of the provinces : I gat me men singers 
and women singers, and the delights 
of the sons of men, as musical instru- 
ments, and that of all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me in 
Jerusalem : also my wisdom remain- 
ed with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes de- 
sired I kept not from them, I withheld 
not my heart from any joy; for my 
heart rejoiced in all my labour: and 
this was my portion of all my labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour that I had laboured to 
do: and, behold, all was vanity and 
vexation of spirit, and there was no 
profit under the sun. 

12 If And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: for 
what can the man do that cometh 
after the king? even that which hath 
been already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excel- 
leth folly, as far as light exeelleth 
darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness: and I myself perceived also 
that one event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happen- j 
eth even to me; and why was I then 
more wise? Then I said in my heart, 
that this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever; seeing that which now is in 
the days to come shall all be forgot- 
ten. And how dieth the wise mam,? 
as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun is grievous unto me : for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 f Yea, I hated all my labour 
which I had taken under the sun : be- 
cause I should leave it unto the man 
that shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 


shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and where- 
in I have shewed myself wise under 
the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which I took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity ; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein shall he leave it for 
his portion. This also is vanity and 
a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured un- 
der the sun? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, 
and Ms travail grief; yea, his heart 
taketh not rest in the night. This 
is also vanity. 

24 IT There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he should make his 
soul enjoy good in Ms labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the hand 
of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than I? 

26 For God giveth to a man that is 
good in Ms sight wisdom, and know- 
ledge, and joy: but to the sinner he 
giveth travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him that is 
good before God. This also is vanity 
and vexation of spirit.

“IT FOE to Ariel, to Ariel, the city 
YV where David dwelt! add ye 
year to year; let them kill sacrifices. 

2 Yet I will distress Ariel, and there 
shall be heaviness and sorrow: and 
it shall be unto me as Ariel. 

3 And I will camp against thee 
round about, and will lay siege a- 
gainst thee with a mount, and I trill 
raise forts against thee. 

4 And thou shalt be brought down, 
and shalt speak out of the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out of 
the dust, and thy voice shall be, as 
of one that hath a familiar spirit, 
out of the ground, and thy speech 
shall whisper out of the dust. 

5 Moreover the multitude of thy 
strangers shall be like small dust, and 
the multitude of the terrible ones 
shall be as chaff that passeth away: 
yea, it shall be at an instant suddenly. 

6 Thou shalt be visited of the Lord 
of hosts with thunder, and with 
earthquake, and great noise, with 
storm and tempest, and the flame of 
devouring fire. 

7 IT And the multitude of all the 
nations that fight against Ariel, even 
all that fight against her and her 
munition, and that distress her, shall 
be as a dream of a night vision. 

8 It shall even be as when an hungry 


man dreameth, and, behold, he eat- 
eth; but he awaketh, and his soul 
is empty: or as when a thirsty man 
dreameth, and, behold, he drmketh ; 
but he awaketh, and, behold, he is 
feint, and his soul hath appetite : so 
shall the multitude of all the nations 
be, that fight against mount Zion.

11 And the vision of all is become 
unto you as the words of a book that 
is sealed, which men deliver to one 
that is learned, saying, Read this, I 
pray thee: and he saith, I cannot; 
for it is sealed: 

12 And the book is delivered to 
him that is not learned, saying, Read 
this, I pray thee: and he saith, I am 
not learned. 

13 f Wherefore the Lord said, 
Forasmuch as this people draw near 
me with their mouth, and with their 
lips do honour me, but have remov- 
ed their heart far from me, and their 
fear toward me is taught by the pre- 
cept of men: 

14 Therefore, behold, I will proceed 
to do a marvellous work among this 
people, even a marvellous work and 
a wonder: for the wisdom of their 
wise men shall perish, and the under- 
standing of their prudent men shall 
be hid. 

16 Woe unto them that seek deep 
to hide their counsel from the Lord, 
and their works are in the dark, and 
they say, Who seeth us? and who 
knoweth us? 

16 Surely your turning of things 
upside down shall be esteemed as the 
potter’s clay : for shall the work say of 
him that made it. He made me not? or 
shall the thing framed say of him that 
framed it, He had no understanding? 

17 Is it not yet a very little while, 
and Lebanon shall be turned into 
a fruitful field, and the fruitful field 
shall be esteemed as a forest? 
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18 IT And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the 
eyes of the blind shall see out of 
obscurity, and out of darkness. 

19 The meek also shall increase 
their joy in the Lord, and the poor 
among men shall rejoice in the Holy 
One of Israel. 

20 For the terrible one is brought 
to nought, and the scomer is con- 
sumed, and all that watch for ini- 
quity are cut off: 

21 That make a man an offender 
for a word, and lay a snare for him 
that reproveth in the gate, and turn 
aside the just for a thing of nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
who redeemed Abraham, concerning 
the house of Jacob, Jacob shall not 
now be ashamed, neither shall his 
face now wax pale. 

23 But when he seeth his children, 
the work of mine hands, in the midst 
of him, they shall sanctify my name, 
and sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, 
and shall fear the God of Israel.

4 IF And Rabshakeh said unto them, 
Say ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest? 

5 1 say, sayest thou, (but they are 
but vain words) I have counsel and 
strength for war: now on whom dost 
thou trust, that thou rebellest a- 
gainst me? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in the staff of 
this broken reed, on Egypt; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his hand, 
and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of 
Egypt to all that trust in Mm. 

7 But if thou say to me, We trust 
in the Lord our God: is it not he, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and said 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar?

5 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; Like these good figs, so will 
I acknowledge them that are earned 
away captive of Judah, whom I have 
sent out of this place into the land 
of the Chaldeans for their good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon them 
for good, and I will, bring them again 
to this land: and I will build them, 
and not pull them down ; and I will 
plant them, and not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them an heart to 
know me, that I am the Lord: and 
they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God: for they shall return 
unto me with their whole heart. 
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8 IF And as the evil figs, which 
cannot be eaten, they are so evil; 
surely thus saith the Lobd, So will 
I give ZedeMah the king of Judah, 
and his princes, and the residue of 
Jerusalem, that remain in this land, 
and them that dwell in the land of 
Egypt: 

9 And I will deliver them to be re- 
moved into all the kingdoms of the 
earth for their hurt, to he a reproach 
and a proverb, a taunt and a curse, 
in all places whither I shall drive 
them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, among 
them, till they be consumed from off 
the land that I gave unto them and 
to their fathers. 

CHAPTER 25. 

1 Jeremiah reproving the Jews' disobedience to the 
prophets » 8 foretelkth the seventy years' capti- 
vity * 12 and after that, the destruction of Baby- 
lon. 15 Under the type of a cup of wine he 
foresheweth the destruction of all natiom. 84 The 
howling of the shepherds . ■ 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the people of Ju- 
dah in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, that 
was the first year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon ; 

2 The which Jeremiah the prophet 
spake unto all the people of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, saying, 

3 From the thirteenth year of Jo- 
siah the son of Amon king of Judah, 
even unto this day, that is the three 
and twentieth year, the word of the 
Lord hath come unto me, and I have 
spoken unto you, rising early and 
speaking; but ye have not heark- 
ened. 

4 And the Lord hath sent unto you 
all his servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them; but ye have 
not hearkened, nor inclined your ear 
to hear. 

6 They said, Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and 
from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land that the Lord hath 
given unto you and to your fathers 
for ever and ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, 
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and provoke me not to anger with 
the works of your hands ; and I will 
do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saitli the Lord; that ye might 
provoke me to anger with the works 
of your hands to your own hurt. 

8 IF Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts ; Because ye have not heard 
my words, 

9 Behold, I will send and take all 
the families of the north, saith the 
Lord, and Nebuchadrezzar the king 
of Babylon, my servant, and will 
bring them against this land, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and 
against all these nations round about, 
and will utterly destroy them, and 
make them an astonishment, and an 
hissing, and perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover I will take from them 
the voice of mirth, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride, 
the sound of the millstones, and the 
light of the candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; 
and these nations shall serve the 
king of Babylon seventy years. 

12 If And it shall come to pass, 
when seventy years are accomplish- 
ed, that I vrill punish the king of 
Babylon, and that nation, saith the 
Lord, for their iniquity, and the land 
of the Chaldeans, and will make it 
perpetual desolations. 

13 And I will bring upon that land 
all my words which I have pronounc- 
ed against it, even all that is written 
in this book, which Jeremiah hath 
prophesied against all the nations. 

14 For many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of them also: 
and I will recompense them accord- 
ing to their deeds, and according to 
the works of their own hands. 

15 IF For thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel unto me ; Take the wine 
cup of this firry at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I send 
thee, to drink it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be 
moved, and be mad, because of the 
sword that I will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the 
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Lord’s hand, and made all the na- 
tions to drink, unto whom the Lord 
had sent me: 

18 To wit, Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, an hiss- 
ing, and a curse; as it is this day; 

19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
servants, and his princes, and all his 
people ; 

20 And all the mingled people, and 
all the kings of the land of Uz, and 
all the kings of the land of the Philis- 
tines, and Ashkelon, and Azzah, and 
Ekron, and the remnant of Ashdod, 

21 Edom, and Moab, and the chil- 
dren of Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of Tyrus, 
and all the kings of Zidon, and the 
kings of the isles which are beyond 
the sea, 

23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and 
all that are in the utmost corners, 

24 And all the kings of Arabia, and 
all the kings of the mingled people 
that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and 
all the kings of Elam, and all the 
kings of the Medes, 

26 And all the kings of the north, 
for and near, one with another, and 
all the kingdoms of the world, which 
are upon the face of the earth: and 
the king of Sheshach shall drink after 
them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Drink ye, and be 
drunken, and spue, and fall, and rise 
no more, because of the sword which 
I will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refiise to 
take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
then shalt thou say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall 
certainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
the city which is called by my name, 
and should ye be utterly unpunish- 
ed? Ye shall not be unpunished : 
for I will call for a sword upon all 
the inhabitants of the earth, saith 
the Lord of hosts. 


divers nations foretold. 

them, The Lord shall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his 
holy habitation; he shall mightily 
roar upon his habitation; he shaft 
give a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants of 
the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the nations, 
he will plead with all flesh ; he will 
give them that are wicked to the 
sword, saith the Lord. 

32 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Behold, evil shall go forth from na- 
tion to nation, and a great whirlwind 
shall be raised up from the coasts of 
the earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lord shall 
be at that day from one end of the 
earth even unto the other end of the 
earth: they shall not be lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried; they 
shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 IF Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the flock: for the 
days of your slaughter and of your 
dispersions are accomplished; and 
ye shall fall like a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have 
no way to flee, nor the principal of 
the flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shep- 
herds, and an howling of the prin- 
cipal of the flock, shall be heard: 
for the Lord hath spoiled their pas- 
ture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fierce 
anger of the Lord. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is desolate 
because of the fierceness of the op- 
pressor, and because of his fierce 
anger. 

CHAPTER 26. 

1 Jeremiah bp promisee and threatening® exhort- 
eth to repentance, 8 Bt is therefore appre* 
kended, 10 and arraigned . 12 B is apology , 
16 Be is quit m judgment, by the example of 
Micah , 20 and of Urijah, 24 and by the cam if 
Ahikam. 

TN the beginning of the reign of 
X Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word from the 
Lord, saying, 
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30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
bem aft these words, and say unto 
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Jeremiah is arraigned, JEREMIAH, 26. hut acquitted. 


2 Thus saith the Lord; Stand in 
the court of the Lord’s house, and 
speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the Lord’s 
house, all the words that I command 
thee to speak unto them; diminish 
not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way, 
that I may repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do unto them 
because of the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou sbalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord ; If ye will not 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, 
which I haye set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my 
servants the prophets, whom I sent 
unto you, both rising up early, and 
sending them, but ye have not heark- 
ened; 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a 
curse to all the nations of the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets 
and all the people heard Jeremiah 
speaking these words in the house 
of the Lord. 

§ IF Now it came to pass, when 
Jeremiah had made an end of speak- 
ing all that the Lord had command- 
ed him to speak unto all the people, 
that the priests and the prophets 
and all the people took Mm, saying, 
Thou slxalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lord, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city 
shall be desolate without an inhabit- 
ant? And all the people were gather- 
ed against Jeremiah in the house of 
the Lord. 

10 f When the princes of Judah 
heard these things, then they came 
up from the king’s house unto the 
house of the Lord, and sat down in 
the entry of the new gate of the 
Lord’s house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets mi to the princes and to 
all the people, saying, This man is 
worthy to die; for he hath prophe- 
sied against this city, as ye have 
heard with your ears. 

12 IF Then spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, 


saying, The Lord sent me to pro- 
phesy against this house and against 
this city all the words that ye have 
heard. 

13 Therefore now amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice 
of the Lord your God ; and the 
Lord will repent him of the evil that 
he hath pronounced against you. 

14 As for me, behold, I am in your 
hand: do with me as seemeth good 
and meet unto you. 

15 But know ye for certain, that If 
ye put me to death, ye shall surely 
bring innocent blood upon your- 
selves, and upon tMs city, and upon 
the inhabitants thereof: for of a 
truth the Lord hath sent me unto 
you to speak all these words in your 
ears. 

16 IT Then said the princes and 
all the people unto the priests and 
to the prophets; This man is not 
worthy to die: for he hath spoken 
to us in the name of the Lord our 
God. 

17 Then rose up certain of the eld- 
ers of the land, and spake to all the 
assembly of the people, saying, 

18 Micah the Morasthite prophe- 
sied in the days of Hezekiah king 
of Judah, and spake to all the peo- 
ple of Judah, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts ; Zion shall be plow- 
ed like a field, and Jerusalem shall 
become heaps, and the mountain of 
the house as the high places of a 
forest. 

19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah 
and all Judah put him at all to 
death? did he not fear the Lord, 
and besought the Lord, and the 
Lord repented Mm of the evil which 
he had pronounced against them? 
Thus might we procure great evil 
against our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, 
Urijah the son of Shemaiah of Kir- 
jath-jearim, who prophesied against 
tMs city and against this land ac- 
cording to all the words of Jere- 
miah: 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
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sought to put Mm to death: but 
■when TJrijah heard it, he was afraid, 
and fled, and went into Egypt ; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and- certain men 
with Mm into Egypt. 

23 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him unto 
JehoiaMm the king ; who slew him 
with the sword, and cast his dead 
body into the graves of the common 
people. 

24 Nevertheless the hand of Ahi- 
kam the son of Shaphan was with 
Jeremiah, that they should not give 
him into the hand of the people to 
put him to death. 

CHAPTER 27. 

1 Under the type of bonds and yokes he prophesieth 
the subduing of the neighbour kings unto Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 8 Me exhorteth them to yield , and 
not to believe the false prophets. 12 The like he 
doeth to JZedekiah. 19 He foretelleth, the remnant 
of the vessels shall be carried to Babylon » and there 
continue until the day of visitation. 

I N the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word unto Jere- 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord to me ; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and put them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And send them to the king of 
Edom, and to the king of Moab, and 
to the king of the Ammonites, and 
to the king of Tyrus, and to the 
king of Zidon, by the hand of the 
messengers which come to Jerusa- 
lem unto Zedekiah king of Judah ; 

4 And command them to say unto 
their masters, Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Thus 
shall ye say unto your masters ; 

5 I have made the earth, the man 
and the beast that are upon the 
ground, by my great power and by 
my outstretched arm, and have given 
it unto whom it seemed meet unto 
me. 

6 And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon, my ser- 
vant; and the beasts of the field 
have I given him also to serve him. 

7 And all nations shall serve him, 
and his son, and his son’s son, until 
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the very time of his land come : and 
then many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
the nation and kingdom which will 
not serve the same Nebuchadnezzar 
the Mng of Babylon, and that will 
not put their neck under the yoke 
of the Mng of Babylon, that nation 
will I punish, saith the Lord, with 
the sword, and with the famine, and 
with the pestilence, until I have con- 
sumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to your diviners, nor 
to your dreamers, nor to your en- 
chanters, nor to your sorcerers, which 
speak unto you, saying, Ye shall not 
serve the king of Babylon : 

10 For they prophesy a lie unto 
you, to remove you far from your 
land ; and that I should drive you 
out, and ye should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, those will I 
let remain still in their own land, 
saith the Lord; and they shall till 
it, and dwell therein. 

12 1 1 spake also to Zedekiah Mng 
of Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your necks under the 
yoke of the Mng of Babylon, and 
serve him and his people, and live. 

13 Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, as the Lord 
hath spoken against the nation that 
will not serve the king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not serve 
the king of Babylon: for they pro- 
phesy a lie unto you. 

15 For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a lie 
in my name; that I might drive 
you out, and that ye might perish, 
ye, and the prophets that prophesy 
unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and 
to all this people, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord ; Hearken not to the words 
of your prophets that prophesy unto 
you, saying, Behold, the vessels of 
the Lord’s house shall now shortly 
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be brought again from Babylon: for 
they prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them ; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live: 
wherefore should this city be laid 
waste? 

18 But if they he prophets, and if 
the word of the Lord be with them, 
let them now make intercession to 
the Lord of hosts, that the vessels 
which are left in the house of the 
Lord, and in the house of the king 
of Judah, and at Jerusalem, go not 
to Babylon. 

19 If For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the pillars, and 
concerning the sea, and concerning 
the bases, and concerning the resi- 
due of the vessels that remain in this 
city, 

20 Which Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took not, when he carried 
away captive Jeeoniah the son of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah from Jeru- 
salem to Babylon, and all the nobles 
of Judah and Jerusalem ; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel, concerning 
the vessels that remain in the house 
of the Lord, and in the house of the 
king of Judah and of Jerusalem; 

22 They shall be carried to Baby- 
lon, and there shall they be until the 
day that I visit them, saith the Lord ; 
then will I bring them up, and re- 
store them to this place. 

CHAPTER 28. 

I Eananiah propkemth falsely the return of the 
vessels, and of Jeeoniah. 5 Jeremiah, wishing it 
to be true, shewed i that the event will declare who 
v : are .prophets, ' 10 Hananiah breaketh Jere- 

miads yoke, 12 Jeremiah teUefh of an iron yoke, 
15 amlforetdkth Hanamads death 

AND it came to pass the same 
XA_ year, in the beginning of the 
reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, 
in the fourth year, and in the fifth 
month, that Hananiah the son of 
Azur the prophet, which was of Gi- 
beon, spake unto me in the house 
of the Lord, in the presence of the 
priests and of all the people, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, I have 
broken the yoke of the king of Ba- 
bylon. 

3 Within two fill years wil I bring 


again into this place all the vessels 
of the Lord’s house, that Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon took away 
from this place, and carried them to 
Babylon : 

4 And I will bring again to this 
place Jeeoniah the son of Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, with all the captives 
of Judah, that went into Babylon, 
saith the Lord: for I wil break the 
yoke of the king of Babylon. 

5 IF Then the prophet Jeremiah 
said unto the prophet Hananiah in 
the presence of the priests, and in 
the presence of all the people that 
stood in the house of the Lord, 

6 Even the prophet Jeremiah said, 
Amen : the Lord do so : the Lord 
perform thy words which thou hast 
prophesied, to bring again the ves- 
sels of the Lord’s house, and all that 
is carried away captive, from Baby- 
lon into this place. 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears, and 
in the ears of all the people ; 

8 The prophets that have been be- 
fore me and before thee of old pro- 
phesied both against many countries, 
and against great kingdoms, of war, 
and of evil, and of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesieth 
of peace, when the word of the pro- 
phet shall come to pass, then shall 
the prophet be known, that the Lord 
hath truly sent him. 

10 IF Then Hananiah the prophet 
took the yoke from off the prophet 
Jeremiah s neckband brake it. 

1 1 And Hananiah spake in the pre- 
sence of all the people, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord; Even so will 1 break 
the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon from the neck of all nations 
within the space of two full years. 
And the prophet Jeremiah went his 
way. 

12 IF Then the word of the Lord 
came unto Jeremiah the prophet, af- 
ter that Hananiah the prophet had 
broken the yoke from off the neck 
of the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Go and tell Hananiah, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord; Thou hast 
broken the yokes of wood; but thou 
shalt make for them yokes of iron. 
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14 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; I have put 
a yoke of iron upon the neck of all 
these nations, that they may serve 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon; 
and they shall serve him: and I 
have given him the beasts of the 
field also. 

15 IT Then said the prophet Jere- 
miah unto Hananiah the prophet, 
Hear now, Hananiah; The Lord 
hath not sent thee; but thou mak- 
est this people to trust in a lie. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will cast thee from off the 
face of the earth: this year thou 
shalt die, because thou hast taught 
rebellion against the Lord. 

17 So Hananiah the prophet died 
the same year in the seventh month. 

CHAPTER 29. 

1 Jeremiah sendeth a letter to the captives in Baby- 
lon, to be quiet there , 8 and not to believe the 
dreams of their prophets , 10 and that they shall 
return with grace after seventy years. 15 He for e- 
telleth the destruction of the rest for their disobedi- 
mce . 20 He shewetk the fearful end of Ahab and 
Zedekiah , two lying prophets. 24 Skemaiah writ - 
eth a letter against Jeremiah. 30 Jeremiah read- 
eth his doom. 

N OW these are the words of the 
letter that Jeremiah the pro- 
phet sent from Jerusalem unto the 
residue of the elders which were 
carried away captives, and to the 
priests, and to the prophets, and to 
all the people whom Nebuchadnez- 
zar had carried away captive from 
Jerusalem to Babylon ; 

2 (After that Jeconiah the king, 
and the queen, and the eunuchs, the 
princes of Judah and Jerusalem, and 
the carpenters, and the smiths, were 
departed from Jerusalem;) 

3 By the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of 
Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Ju- 
dah sent unto Babylon to Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, unto all that are 
carried away captives, whom I have 
caused to be carried away from Je- 
rusalem unto Babylon ; 
o Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them ; and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them; 

6 Take ye wives, and beget sons 
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and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear sons 
and daughters; that ye may be in- 
creased there, and not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be car- 
ried away captives, and pray unto 
the Lord for it: for in the peace 
thereof shall ye have peace. 

8 IT For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Let not 
your prophets and your diviners, 
that be in the midst of you, deceive 
you, neither hearken to your dreams 
which ye cause to be dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto 
you in my name: I have not sent 
them, saith the Lord. 

10 IT For thus saith the Lord, That 
after seventy years be accomplished 
at Babylon I will visit you, and per- 
form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the Lord, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, 
to give you an expected end. 

12 Then shall ye call upon me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. 

14 And I will be found of you, saith 
the Lord: and I will turn away 
your captivity, and I will gather you 
from all the nations, and from all 
the places whither I have driven yon, 
saith the Lord; and I will bring 
you again into the place whence 
I caused you to be carried away 
captive. 

15 IF Because ye have said, The 
Lord hath raised ns up prophets in 
Babylon; 

16 Know that thus saith the Lord 
of the king that sitteth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the peo- 
ple that dwelleth in this city, and 
of your brethren that are not gone 
forth with you into captivity ; 

17 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Behold, I will send upon them the 
sword, the famine, and the pestilence, 
and will make them like vile figs, 
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that cannot be eaten, they are so 
evil. 

18 And I will persecute them with 
the sword, with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, and will deliver them 
to be removed to all the kingdoms 
of the earth, to be a curse, and an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and 
a reproach, among all the nations 
whither I have driven them: 

19 Because they have not heark- 
ened to my words, saith the Lord, 
which I sent unto them by my ser- 
vants the prophets, rising up early 
and sending them; but ye would not 
hear, saith the Lord. 

20 f Hear ye therefore the word 
of the Lord, all ye of the captivity, 
whom I have sent from Jerusalem to 
Babylon : 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, of Ahab the son 
of Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the son 
of Maaseiah, which prophesy a lie 
unto you in my name; Behold, I 
will deliver them into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon; 
and he shall slay them before your 
eyes; 

22 And of them shall be taken up 
a curse by all the captivity of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying. The 
Lord make thee like Zedekiah and 
like Ahab, whom the king of Babylon 
roasted in the fire ; 

23 Because they have committed 
villany in Israel, and have commit- 
ted adultery with their neighbours’ 
wives, and have spoken lying words 
in my name, which I have not com- 
manded them ; even I know, and am 
a witness, saith the Lord. 

24 1! Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shemaiah the Nehelamite, saying, 

25 Thus speaketh the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel, saying.

2 Then spake Azariah the son of 
Hoshaiah, and Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the proud men, say- 
ing unto Jeremiah, Thou speakest 
falsely: the Lord our God hath not 
sent thee to say. Go not into Egypt 
to sojourn there: 

3 But Baruch the son of Neriah 
setteth thee on against us, for to 
deliver us into the hand of the Chal- 
deans, that they might put us to 
death, and carry us away captives 
into Babylon. 

4 So Johanan the son of Kareah, 
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and all the captains of the forces, 
and all the people, obeyed not the 
voice of the Lord, to dwell in the 
land of Judah. 

5 But Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces, 
took all the remnant of Judah, that 
were returned from all nations, whi- 
ther they had been driven, to dwell 
in the land of Judah ; 

6 Even men, and women, and chil- 
dren, and the king’s daughters, and 
every person that Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard had left with 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Jeremiah the pro- 
phet, and Baruch the son of Neriah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
Egypt : for they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord: thus came they even 
to Tahpanhes. 

8 f Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, 
saying, 

9 Take great stones in thine hand, 
and hide them in the clay in the 
brickkiln, which is at the entry of 
Pharaoh’s house in Tahpanhes, in the 
sight of the men of Judah ; 

10 And say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; 
Behold, I will send and take Nebu- 
chadrezzar the king of Babylon, my 
servant, and will set his throne upon 
these stones that I have hid ; and he 
shall spread his royal pavilion over 
them. 

11 And when he cometh, he shall 

smite the land of Egypt, and deliver 
such as are for death to death ; and 
such as are for captivity to captivity ; 
and such as are for the sword to the 
sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the 
houses of the gods of Egypt ; and 
he shall burn them, and carry them 
away captives: and he shall array 
himself with the land of Egypt, as 
a shepherd putteth on his garment; 
and he shall go forth from thence in 
peace. 

13 He shall break also the images 
of Beth-shemesh, that is in the land 
of Egypt; and the houses of the 
gods of the Egyptians skill he bum 
with fire. 


CHAPTER 44. 

1 Jeremiah expresseth the desolation of Judah for 
their idolatry . 11 He prophesieth their destruc- 
tions who commit idolatry in Egypt. 15 The obsti- 
nacy of the Jews . 20 Jeremiah threatenetk them 
for the same , 29 and for a sign prophesieth the 
destruction of Egypt. 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the Jews which 
dwell in the land of Egypt, which 
dwell at Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, 
and at Noph, and in the country of 
Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Ye have seen all 
the evil that I have brought upon 
Jerusalem, and upon all the cities of 
Judah; and, behold, this day they 
are a desolation, and no man dwell- 
eth therein, 

3 Because of theirwickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me 
to anger, in that they went to burn 
incense, and to serve other gods, 
whom they knew not, 'neither they, 
ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising early 
and sending them, saying, Oh, do 
not this abominable thing that I 
hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear to turn from their 
wickedness, to bum no incense unto 
other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah and in 
the streets of Jerusalem; and they 
are wasted and desolate, as at this 
day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
Lord, the God of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Wherefore commit ye this 
great evil against your souls, to cut 
off from you man and woman, child 
and suckling, out of Judah, to leave 
you none to remain ; 

| 8 In that ye provoke me unto wrath 
! with the works of your hands, bum- 
I ing incense unto other gods in the 
land of Egypt, whither ye be gone to 
dwell, that ye might cut yourselves 
off, and that ye might be a curse 
and a reproach among all the na- 
tions of the earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness 
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of your fathers, and the wickedness 
of the kings of Judah, and the wick- 
edness of their wives, and your own 
wickedness, and the wickedness of 
your wives, which they have com- 
mitted in the land of Judah, and in 
the streets of Jerusalem? 

10 They are not humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared 
nor walked in my law, nor in my 
statutes, that I set before you and 
before your fathers. 

11 f Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, 
I will set my face against you for 
evil, and to cut off ail Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to 
go into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
there, and they shall all be con- 
sumed, and kill in the land of Egypt ; 
they shall even be consumed by the 
sword and by the famine : they shall 
die, from the least even unto the 
greatest, by the sword and by the 
famine: and they shall be an exe- 
cration, and an astonishment, and a 
curse, and a reproach. 

13 For I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt, as I have 
punished Jerusalem, by the sword, 
by the famine, and by the pestilence : 

14 So that none of the remnant 
of Judah, which are gone into the 
land of Egypt to sojourn there, shall 
escape or remain, that they should 
return into the land of Judah, to the 
which they have a desire to return 
to dwell there : for none shall return 
but such as shall escape. 

15 f Then all the men which knew 
that their wives had burned incense 
unto other gods, and all the women 
that stood by, a great multitude, 
even all the people that dwelt in the 
land of Egypt, in Pathros, answered 
Jeremiah, saying, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
Lord, we will not hearken unto 
thee. 

1 7 But we will certainly do what- 
soever thing goeth forth out of our 
own mouth, to bum incense unto 
the queen of heaven, and to pour 
out drink offerings unto her, as we 


have done, we, and our fathers, our 
kings, and our princes, in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Je- 
rusalem: for then had we plenty of 
victuals, and were well, and saw no 
evil. 

18 But since we left off to burn in- 
cense to the queen of heaven, and 
to pour out drink offerings unto her, 
we have wanted all things, and have 
been consumed by the sword and by 
the famine. 

19 And when we burned incense 
to the queen of heaven, and poured 
out drink offerings unto her, did we 
make her cakes to worship her, and 
pour out drink offerings unto her, 
without our men? 

20 IT Then Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, to the men, and to the 
women, and to all the people which 
had given him that answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ve burned in 
the cities of Judah, and in the streets 
of Jerusalem, ye, and your fathers, 
your kings, and your princes, and 
the people of the land, did not the 
Lord remember them, and came it 
not into his mind? 

22 So that the Lord could no 
longer bear, because of the evil of 
your doings, and because of the 
abominations which ye have com- 
mitted,* therefore is your land a 
desolation, and an astonishment, and 
a curse, without an inhabitant, as at 
this day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, 
and because ye have sinned against 
the Lord, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord, nor walked in his 
law, nor in his statutes, nor in his 
testimonies; therefore this evil is 
happened unto you, as at this day. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, and to all the women, 
Hear the word of the Lord, all Ju- 
dah that are in the land of Egypt: 

25 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying; Ye and 
your wives have both spoken with 
your mouths, and fulfilled with your 
hand, saying. We will surely per- 
form our vows that we have vowed, 
to bum incense to the queen of hea- 
ven, and to pour out drink offerings 
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unto her: ye will surely accomplish 
your vows, and surely perform your 
vows. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of 
the Lord, all Judah that dwell in the 
land of Egypt ; Behold, I have sworn 
by my great name, saith the Lord, 
that my name shall no more be 
named in the mouth of any man of 
Judah in all the land of Egypt, say- 
ing, The Lord God liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watch over them 
for evil, and not for good: and all 
the men of Judah that we in the 
land of Egypt shall be consumed by 
the sword and by the famine, until 
there be an end of them. 

28 Yet a small number that escape 
the sword shall return out of the 
land of Egypt into the land of Ju- 
dah, and all the remnant of Judah, 
that are gone into the land of Egypt 
to sojourn there, shall know whose 
words shall stand, mine, or theirs. 

29 f And this shall he a sign unto 
you, saith the Lord, that I will pu- 
nish you in this place, that ye may 
know that my words shall surely 
stand against you for evil:

5 And seekest thou great things for 
thyself? seek them not: for, behold, 
I will bring evil upon all flesh, saith 
the Lord: but thy life will I give 
unto thee for a prey in all places 
whither thou goest. 

CHAPTER 46. 

1 Jeremiah prophesieth ike overthrow of Pharaoh's 
army at Euphrates , 13 and the conquest of Egypt 
by Nebuchadrezzar. 27 He comforteth Jacob i/n 
their chastisement. 

T HE word of the Lord which 
came to Jeremiah the prophet 
against the Gentiles ; 

2 Against Egypt, against the army 
of Pharaoh-necho king of Egypt, 
which was by the river Euphrates in 
Carchemish, which Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon smote in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah. 

3 Order ye the buckler and shield, 
and draw near to battle. 

4 Harness the horses ; and get up, 
ye horsemen, and stand forth with 
your helmets; furbish the spears, 
and put on the brigandines. 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dis- 
mayed and turned away back? and 
their mighty ones are beaten down, 
and are fled apace, and look not 
back: for fear was round about, 
saith the Lord. 

6 Let not the swift flee away, nor 
the mighty man escape; they shall 
stumble, and fall toward the north 
by tlie river Euphrates. 

7 Who is this that cometh up as 
a flood, whose waters are moved as 
the rivers? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and 
his waters are moved like the rivers; 
and he saith, I will go up, and will 
cover the earth ; I will destroy the 
I city and the inhabitants thereof 
9 Come up, ye horses; and rage, 
I ye chariots ; and let the mighty men 
come forth; the Ethiopians and the 
Libyans, that handle the shield; mid 
the Lydians, that handle and bend 
the bow. 

10 For this is the day of the Lord 
God of hosts, a day of vengeance, 
that he may avenge him of his ad- 
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versaries: and the sword shall de- 
your, and it shall be satiate and 
made drunk with their blood: for 
the Lord God of hosts hath a sacrifice 
in the north country by the river 
Euphrates. 

11 Go up into Gilead, and take balm, 
O virgin, the daughter of Egypt : in 
vain shalt thou use many medicines ; 
for thou shalt not be cured. 

12 The nations have heard of thy 
shame, and thy cry hath filled the 
land : for the mighty man hath stum- 
bled against the mighty, and they 
are fallen both together. 

13 1 The word that the Lord spake 
to Jeremiah the prophet, how Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon should 
come and smite the land of Egypt. 

14 Declare ye in Egypt, and pub- 
lish in Migdol, and publish in Noph 
and in Tahpanhes : say ye, Stand fast, 
and prepare thee ; for the sword shall 
devour round about thee. 

15 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away? they stood not, because the 
Lord did drive them. 

16 He made many to fall, yea, one 
fell upon another: and they said, 
Arise, and let us go again to our 
own people, and to the land of our 
nativity, from the oppressing sword. 

17 They did cry there, Pharaoh 
king of Egypt is but a noise; he 
hath passed the time appointed. 

18 As I live, saith the King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts, Surely 
as Tabor is among the mountains, 
and as Carmel by the sea, so shall 
he come. 

19 0 thou daughter dwelling in 
Egypt, furnish thyself to go into 
captivity: for Noph shall be waste 
and desolate without an inhabitant. 

20 Egypt is like a very fair heifer, 
but destruction cometh; it cometh 
out of the north. 

21 Also her hired men are in the 
midst of her like fatted bullocks; 
for they also are turned back, and 
are fied away together: they did 
not stand, because the day of their 
calamity was come upon them, and 
the time of their visitation. 

22 The voice thereof shall go like 
a serpent; for they shall march with

axes, as hewers of wood. 

23 They shall cut down her forest, 
saith the Lord, though it cannot be 
searched; because they are more 
than the grasshoppers, and are in- 
numerable. 

24 The daughter of Egypt shall 
be confounded; she shall be deli- 
vered into the hand of the people of 
the north. 

25 The Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, saith; Behold, I will punish 
the multitude of No, and Pharaoh, 
and Egypt, with their gods, and their 
kings ; even Pharaoh, and all them 
that trust in him: 

26 And I will deliver them into the 
hand of those that seek their lives, 
and into the hand of Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon, and into the 
hand of his servants : and afterward 
it shall be inhabited, as in the days 
of old, saith the Lord. 

27 IT But fear not thou, O my ser- 
vant Jacob, and be not dismayed, 0 
Israel: for, behold, I will save thee 
from afar off, and thy seed from the 
land of their captivity; and Jacob 
shall return, and be in rest and 
at ease, and none shall make Mm 
afraid. 

28 Fear thou not, 0 Jacob my ser- 
vant, saith the Lord: for I am with 
thee; for I will make a full end of 
all the nations whither I have driven 
thee: but I will not make a full end 
of thee, but correct thee in measure;

book, of this prophesy to Seraiah, to be cast into 
Euphrates^ m token of the perpetual sinking of 
Babylon. g 'U ' ; 

T HUS saith the Lord; Behold, I 
will raise up against Babylon, 
and against them that dwell in the 
midst of them that rise up against 
me, a destroying wind; 

2 And will send unto Babylon 
fanners, that shall fan her, and shall 
empty her land: for in the day of 
trouble they shall be against her 
round about. 

3 Against him that bendeth let the 
archer bend his bow, and against him 
that lifteth himself up in his brigan- 
dine: and spare ye not her young 
men ; destroy ye utterly all her host 
4 Thus the slain shall fall in the 
land of the Chaldeans, and they that 
are thrust through in her streets. 

5 For Israel hath not been for- 
saken, nor Judah of his God, of the 
Lord of hosts; though their land 
was filled with sin against the Holy 
One of IsraeL 

6 Flee out of the midst of Babylon, 
and deliver every man his soul: be 
not cut off in her iniquity ; for this 
is the time of the Lord’s vengeance ; 
he will render unto her a recompence. 
7 Babylon hath been a golden cup 
in the Lord’s hand, that made all 
the earth drunken : the nations have 
drunken of her wine ; therefore the 
nations are mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly Mien and 
destroyed: howl for her; take balm 
for her pain, if so be she may be 
healed. 

9 We would have healed Babylon, 
but she is not healed: forsake her, 
and let us go every one into his own 
country: for her judgment reacheth 
unto heaven, and is lifted up even to 
the skies. 

10 The Lord hath brought forth 
our righteousness : come, and let us 
declare in Zion the work of the Lord 
our God. 

11 Make bright the arrows ; gather 
the shields: the Lord hath raised 
up the spirit of the kings of the 
Medes: for his device is against 


Babylon, to destroy it ; because it is 
the vengeance of the Lord, the ven- 
geance of his temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the 
walls of Babylon, make the watch 
strong, set up the watchmen, pre- 
pare the ambushes : for the Lord 
hath both devised and done that 
which he spake against the inhabit- 
ants of Babylon. 

13 O thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine 
end is come, and the measure of thy 
covetousness. 

14 The Lord of hosts hath sworn by 
himself, say ing, Surely I will fill thee 
with men, as with caterpillers ; and 
they shall lift up a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath established the world 
by his wisdom, and hath stretched 
out the heaven by his understanding. 

16 When he uttereth his voice, there 
is a multitude of waters in the hea- 
vens ; and he eauseth the vapours to 
ascend from the ends of the earth: 
he maketh lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 
treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by his 
knowledge; every founder is con- 
founded by the graven image: for 
his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

18 They are vanity, the work of 
errors : in the time of their visita- 
tion they shall perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them; for he is the former of all 
tilings : and Israel is the rod of his 
inheritance: the Lord of hosts is his 
name. 

20 Thou art my battle axe and 
weapons of war: for with thee will 
I break in pieces the nations, and 
with thee will I destroy kingdoms ; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horse and his rider ; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thee will I break in pieces old and 
young ; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the young man and the maid ; 

23 I will also break in pieces with 
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thee the shepherd and his flock ; 
and -with thee will I break in pieces 
the husbandman and his yoke of 
oxen; and with thee will I break in 
pieces captains and rulers. 

24 And I will render unto Babylon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they have done in 
Zion in your sight, saith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, 0 de- 
stroying mountain, saith the Lord, 
which destroyest all the earth : and I 
will stretch out mine hand upon thee, 
and roll thee down from the rocks, 
and will make thee a burnt mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of thee 
a stone for a comer, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be de- 
solate for ever, saith the Lord. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the nations, 
prepare the nations against her, call 
together against her the kingdoms 
of Ararat, Minni, and Ashchenaz; 
appoint a captain against her; cause 
the horses to come up as the rough 
Caterpillers. 

28 Prepare against her the nations 
with the kings of the Medes, the cap- 
tains thereof, and all the rulers there- 
of, and all the land of his dominion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow: for every purpose of the 
Lord shall be performed against Ba- 
bylon, to make the land of Babylon 
a desolation without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon 
have forbom to fight, they have re- 
mained in their holds : their might 
hath failed ; they became as women : 
they have burned her dwelling- 
places ; her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet an- 
other, and one messenger to meet 
another, to shew the king of Baby- 
lon that his city is taken at one end, 

32 And that the passages are stop- 
ped, and the reeds they have burned 
with fire, and the men of war are 
affrighted. 

33 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; The daughter of 
Babylon is like a threshingfloor, it 
is time to thresh her: yet a little 
while, and the time of her harvest 
shall come. 
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34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of Ba- 
bylon hath devoured me, he hath 
crashed me, he hath made me an 
empty vessel, he hath swallowed me 
up like a dragon, he hath filled his 
belly with my delicates, he hath cast 
me out. 

35 The violence done to me and 
to my flesh be upon Babylon, shall 
the inhabitant of Zion say ; and my 
blood upon the inhabitants of Chal- 
dea, shall Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee ; and I will 
dry up her sea, and make her springs 
dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, 
a dwellingplace for dragons, an as- 
tonishment, and an hissing, without 
an inhabitant. 

38 They shall roar together like 
lions : they shall yell as lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunk- 
en, that they may rejoice, and sleep 
a perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
the Lord. 

40 I will bring them down like 
lambs to the slaughter, like rams 
with he goats. 

41 How is Sheshach taken! and 
how is the praise of the whole earth 
surprised ! bow is Babylon become 
an astonishment among the nations 1 

42 The sea is come up upon Baby- 
lon: she is covered with the multi- 
tude of the waves thereof. 

43 Her cities are a desolation, a 
dry land, and a wilderness, a land 
wherein no man dwelleth, neither 
doth any son of man pass thereby. 

44 And I will punish Bel in Baby- 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallow- 
ed up: and the nations shall not 
flow together any more unto him: 
yea, the wall of Babylon shall ML 

45 My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fierce anger 
of the Lord. 

46 And lest your heart feint, and 
ye fear for the rumour that shall be 
heard in the land; a rumour shall 
both come one year, and after that in 
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ZedeMah rehelleth. 


another year shall come a rumour, 
and violence in the land, ruler a- 
gainst ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
that I will do judgment upon the 
graven images of Babylon : and her 
whole land shall be confounded, and 
all her slain shall fall in the midst 
of her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that is therein, shall sing for 
Babylon: for the spoilers shall come 
unto her from the north, saith the 
Lord. 

49 As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall 
fall the slain of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember 
the Lord afar off, and let Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach: shame hath 
covered our faces : for strangers are 
come into the sanctuaries of the 
Lord’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will do 
judgment upon her graven images : 
and through all her land the wound- 
ed shall groan. 

53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, 
get from me shall spoilers come unto 
her, saith the Lord. 

54 A sound of a cry eometh from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans: 

55 Because the Lord hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her 
the great voice; when her waves 
do roar like great waters, a noise of 
their voice is uttered: 

56 Because the spoiler is come 
upon her, even upon Babylon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every one 
of their bows is broken: for the 
Lord God of recompences shall sure- 
ly requite. 

57 And I will make drunk her 
princes, and her wise men, her cap- 
tains, and her rulers, and her mighty 
men: and they shall sleep a perpetual 
sleep, and not wake, saith the King, 
whose name is the Lord of hosts. 


58 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The broad walls of Babylon shall be 
utterly broken, and her high gates 
shall be burned with fire; and the 
people shall labour in vain, and the 
folk in the fire, and they shall be 
weary. 

59 IT The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the son 
of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when 
he went with Zedekiah the king of 
Judah into Babylon in the fourth 
year of his reign. And this Seraiah 
was a quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon Ba- 
bylon, even all these words that are 
written against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shait read all these 
words ; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lord, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that none shall remain 
in it, neither man nor beast, but that 
it shall be desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, 
that thou shalt bind a stone to it, and 
cast it into the midst of Euphrates : 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her: 
and they shall be weary. Thus far 
are the words of Jeremiah. 

CHAPTER 52. 

I Zedekiah rehelleth . 4 Jerusalem is besieged and 
taken.

f^EDEKIAH was one and twenty 
jfj years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Hamutal the daughter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the eyes of the Lord, according 
to all that Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, till he had cast them out 
from his presence, that Zedekiah re- 
belled against the king of Babylon. 

4 If And it came to pass in the

ninth year of Ms reign, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the month, 
that Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon came, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it, 
and built forts against it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there was 
no bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled, and went 
forth out of the city by night by the 
way of the gate between the two 
walls, wMch was by the king’s gar- 
den; (now the Chaldeans were by 
the city round about:) and they 
went by the way of the plain. 

8 IF But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; 
and all his army was scattered from 
Mm. 

9 Then they took the king, and car- 
ried Mm up unto the king of Baby- 
lon to Riblah in the land of Hamath ; 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes : 
he slew also all the princes of Judah 
in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Ze- 
dekiah; and the king of Babylon 
bound him in chains, and carried 
Mm to Babylon, and put him in 
prison till the day of his death. 

12 f Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
the nineteenth year of Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon, came Nebuzar- 
adan, captain of the guard, which 
served the king of Babylon, into Je- 
rusalem, 

13 And burned the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house; and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and all the 
houses of the great men, burned he 
with fire: 

14 And all the army of the Chal- 
deans, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down all the walls 
of Jerusalem round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard carried away captive 


certain of the poor of the people, 
and the residue of the people that 
remained in the city, and those that 
fell away, that fell to the king of Ba- 
bylon, and the rest of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor 
of the land for vinedressers and for 
husbandmen. 

17 Also the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that 
was in the house of the Lord, the 
Chaldeans brake, and carried all the 
brass of them to Babylon. 

18 The caldrons also, and the 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
bowls, and the spoons, and all the 
vessels of brass wherewith they mi- 
nistered, took they away. 

19 And the basons, and the fire- 
pans, and the bowls, and the cal- 
drons, and the candlesticks, and the 
spoons, and the cups; that which 
was of gold in gold, and that which 
was of silver in silver, took the cap- 
tain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brasen bulls that were under 
the bases, which king Solomon had 
made in the house of the Lord: the 
brass of all these vessels was without 
weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cu- 
bits ; and a fillet of twelve cubits did 
compass it; and the thickness there- 
of was four fingers : it was hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was 
upon it; and the height of one char 
piter was five cubits, with network 
and pomegranates upon the chapi- 
ters round about, all of brass. The 
second pillar also and the pomegra- 
nates were like unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side ; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were 
an hundred round about. 

24 IF And the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and 
Zephaniah the second priest^ and the 
three keepers of the door: 

25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of the 
men of war ; and seven men of them

31 If And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the capti- 
vity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in 
the twelfth month, in the five and 
twentieth day of the month, that 
Evil-merodach king of Babylon in 
the first year of his reign lifted up 
the head of Jehoiachin king of Judah, 
and brought him forth out of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him,

33 And changed his prison gar- 
ments: and he did continually eat 
bread before him all the days of 
his life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a 
continual diet given him of the king 
of Babylon, every day a portion un- 
til the day of his death, all the days 
of his life.

8 Then the nations set against him 
on every side from the provinces, 
and spread their net over him : he 
was taken in their pit. 

9 And they put him in ward in 


the princes of Israel , 
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chains, and brought him to the king 
of Babylon: they brought him into 
holds, that his voice should no more 
be heard upon the mountains of Is- 
rael. 

10 IT Thy mother is like a vine in 
thy blood, planted by the waters : she 
was fruitful and full of branches by 
reason of many waters.

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint 
thee two ways, that the sword of the 
king of Babylon may come : both 
twain shall come forth out of one 
land: and choose thou a place, choose 
it at the head of the way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword 
may come to Rabbath of the Am- 
monites, and to Judah in Jerusalem 
the defenced. 

21 For the king of Babylon stood 
at the parting of the way, at the head 
of the two ways, to use divination : he 
made his arrows bright, he consulted 
with images, he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the di- 
vination for Jerusalem, to appoint 
captains, to open the mouth in the 


slaughter, to lift up the voice with 
shouting, to appoint battering rams 
against the gates, to cast a mount, 
and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as 
a false divination in their sight, to 
them that have sworn oaths: but 
he will call to remembrance the ini- 
quity, that they may be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye have made your 
iniquity to be remembered, in that 
your transgressions are discovered, 
so that in all your doings your sins 
do appear ; because, I say, that ye 
are come to remembrance, ye shall 
be taken with the hand. 

25 IF And thou, profane wicked 
prince of Israel, whose day is come, 
when iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord God; Re- 
move the diadem, and take off the 
crown: this shall not be the same: 
exalt him that is low, and abase him 
that is high. 

27 I will overturn, overturn, over- 
turn, it: and it shall be no more, 
until he come whose right it is; and 
I will give it him. 

28 IF And thou, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith the Lord God 
concerning the Ammonites, and con- 
cerning theirreproach : even say thou. 
The sword, the sword is drawn : for 
the slaughter it is furbished, to con- 
sume because of the glittering: 

29 Whiles they see vanity unto 
thee, whiles they divine a lie unto 
thee, to bring thee upon the necks 
of them that are slain, of the wick- 
ed, whose day is come, when their 
iniquity shall have an end. 

30 Shall I cause it to return into 
his sheath? I will judge thee in the 
place where thou wast created, in 
the land of thy nativity. 

31 And I will pour out mine indig- 
nation upon thee, I will blow against 
thee in the fire of my wrath, and de- 
liver thee into the hand of brutish 
men, and skilful to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to the 
fire ; thy blood shall be in the midst 
of the land ; thou shalt be no more 
remembered: for I the Lord have 
spoken iL

3 Then say thou, Thus saith the 
Lord God, The city sheddeth blood 
in the midst of it, that her time may 
come, and maketh idols against her- 
self to defile herself. 

4 Thou art become guilty in thy 
blood that thou hast shed; and hast 
defiled thyself in thine idols which 
thou hast made ; and thou hast caus- 
ed thy days to draw near, and art 
come even unto thy years : therefore 
have I made thee a reproach unto 
the heathen, and a mocking to all 
countries. 

5 Those that he near, and those that 
he far from thee, shall mock thee, 
which art infamous and much vexed. 
6 Behold, the princes of Israel, every 
one were in thee to their power to 
shed blood. 

7 In thee have they set light by 
father and mother: in the midst of 
thee have they dealt by oppression 
with the stranger: in thee have they 
vexed the fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast profaned my sab- 
baths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales 
to shed blood: and in thee they eat 
upon the mountains: in the midst 
of thee they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered 
their fathers’ nakedness: in thee 
have they humbled her that was set 
apart for pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abo- 
mination with his neighbour’s wife ; 
and another hath lewdly defiled his 
daughter in law; and another in 
thee hath humbled his sister, his fa- 
ther’s daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood ; thou hast taken usury 
and increase, and thou hast greedily 
gained of thy neighbours by extor- 


sms in Jerusalem. 

tion, and hast forgotten me, saith 
the Lord God. 

13 IT Behold, therefore I have smit- 
ten mine hand at thy dishonest gain 
which thou hast made, and at thy 
blood which hath been in the midst 
of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days 
that I shall deal with thee? I the 
Lord have spoken it, and will do it. 

15 And I will scatter thee among 
the heathen, and disperse thee in 
the countries, and will consume thy 
filthiness out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt take thine in- 
heritance in thyself in the sight of 
the heathen, and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

17 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the house of Israel 
is to me become dross : all they are 
brass, and tin, and iron, and lead, 
in the midst of the furnace; they 
are even the dross of silver. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye are all become 
dross, behold, therefore I will gather 
you into the midst of Jerusalem. 

20 As they gather silver, and brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tin, into the 
midst of the furnace, to blow the fire 
upon it, to melt it; so will I gather 
you in mine anger and in my furv, 
and I will leave you there, ana melt 
you. 

21 Yea, I will gather you, and blow 
upon you in the fire of my wrath, 
and ye shall be melted in the midst 
thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in the midst 
of the furnace, so shall ye be melted 
in the midst thereof; and ye shall 
know that I the Lord have poured 
out my fury upon you. 

23 If And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her, Thou 
art the land that is not cleansed, nor 
rained upon in the day of indignation. 

25 There is a conspiracy of her 
projjhets in the midst thereof, like a 
roaring lion ravening the prey ; they 
havedevoured souls ; they have taken 
the treasure and precious things; 
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they have made her many "widows 
in the midst thereof. 

26 Her priests have violated my 
law, and have profaned mine holy 
things: they have put no difference 
bet ween the holy and profane, neither 
have they shewed difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and have 
hid their eyes from my sabbaths, and 
I am profaned among them. 

27 Her princes in the midst thereof 
are like wolves ravening the prey, to 
shed blood, and to destroy souls, to 
get dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered morter, seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord God, 
when the Lord hath not spoken. 

29 The people of the land have 
used oppression, and exercised rob- 
bery, and have vexed the poor and 
needy : yea, they have oppressed the 
Btranger wrongfully. 

30 And I sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap before me for 
the land, that I should not destroy 
it: but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out 
mine indignation upon them ; I have 
consumed them with the fire of my 
wrath: their own way have I recom- 
pensed upon their heads, saith the 
Lord God. 

CHAPTER 23. 

1 The whoredoms of Aholah and Aholibah. 22 Ako- 
libah is to be plagued by her lovers. 36 The pro- 
phet reproveth the adulteries of them both , 45 and 
sheweth their judgments . 

T HE word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two wo- 
men, the daughters of one mother: 

3 And they committed whoredoms 
in Egypt; they committed whore- 
doms in their youth: there were 
their breasts pressed, and there they 
bruised the teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were Aho- 
lah the elder, and Aholibah her sister : 
and they were mine, and they bare 
sons and daughters. Thus were their 
names; Samaria is Aholah, and Je- 
rusalem Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot 
when she was mine; and she doted 


on her lovers, on the Assyrians her 
neighbours, 

6 Which were clothed with blue, 
captains and rulers, all of them de- 
sirable young men, horsemen riding 
upon horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whore- 
doms with them, with all them that 
were the chosen men of Assyria, and 
with all on whom she doted: with all 
their idols she defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt : for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, and pour- 
ed their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness ; 
they took her sons and her daugh- 
ters, and slew her with the sword: 
and she became famous among wo- 
men; for they had executed judg- 
ment upon her. 

11 And when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in 
her inordinate love than she, and in 
her whoredoms more than her sister 
in her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them de- 
sirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her 
whoredoms : for when she saw men 
pourtrayed upon the wall, the im- 
ages of the Chaldeans pourtrayed 
with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to 
look to, after the manner of the Ba- 
bylonians of Chaldea, the land of 
their nativity: 

16 And as soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them into 
Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she 
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was polluted -with them, and her 
mi n d was alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whore- 
doms, and discovered her nakedness : 
then my mind was alienated from her, 
like as my mind was alienated from 
her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore- 
doms, in calling to remembrance the 
days of her youth, wherein she had 
played the harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 Eor she doted upon their pa- 
ramours, whose flesh ts as the flesh 
of asses, and whose issue is like the 
issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remem- 
brance the lewdness of thy youth, in 
bruising thy teats by the Egyptians 
for the paps of thy youth. 

22 IT Therefore, O Aholibah, thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I will 
raise up thy lovers against thee, from 
whom thy rnindis alienated, and I will 
bring themagainsttheeon every side ; 

23 The Babylonians, and all theChal- 
deans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, and 
all the Assyrians with them: all of 
them desirable young men, captains 
and rulers, great lords and renown- 
ed, all of them riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, 
and with an assembly of people, which 
shall set against thee buckler and 
shield and helmet round about: and 
I will set judgment before them, and 
they shall judge thee according to 
their judgments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shall deal 
furiously with thee: they shall take 
away thy nose and thine ears ; and 
thy remnant shall fall by the sword: 
they shall take thy sons and thy 
daughters; and thy residue shall be 
devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out 
of thy clothes, and take away thy 
fair jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness 
to cease from thee, and thy whore- 
dom hrotight from the land of Egypt : 
so that thou shalt not lift up thine 
eyes unto them, nor remember E- 
gypt any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord God; 


Behold, I will deliver thee into the 
hand of them whom thou hatest, into 
the hand of them from whom thy 
mind is alienated: 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all thy 
labour, and shall leave thee naked 
and bare : and the nakedness of thy 
whoredoms shall be discovered, both 
thy lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou hast gone a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister; therefore will I give her 
cup into thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord God; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep 
and large : thou shalt be laughed to 
scorn and had in derision; it con- 
taineth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunk- 
enness and sorrow, with the cup of 
astonishment and desolation, with 
the cup of thy sister Samaria. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and 
suck it out, and thou shalt break the 
sherds thereof, and pluck off thine 
own breasts: for I have spoken it, 
saith the Lord God. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because thou hast forgotten 
me, and cast me behind thy back, 
therefoi'e bear thou also thy lewd- 
ness and thy whoredoms. 

36 If The Lord said moreover unto 
me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
Aholah and Aholibah? yea, declare 
unto them their abominations ; 

37 That they have committed adul- 
tery, and blood is in their hands, and 
with their idols have they committed 
adultery, and have also caused their 
sons, whom they bare unto me, to 
pass for them through the fire, to 
devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done 
unto me: they have defiled my sanc- 
tuary in the same day, and have 
profaned my sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their 
children to their idols, then they came 
the same day into my sanctuary to 

S rofane it; and, lo, thus have they 
one in the midst of mine house. 
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40 And furthermore, that ye have 
sent for men to come from far, unto 
whom a messenger was sent; and, 
lo, they came: for whom thou didst 
wash thyself, paintedst thy eyes, and 
deekedst thyself with ornaments, 

41 And satestupon a stately bed, and 
a table prepared before it, where- 
upon thou hast set mine incense and 
mine oil. 

42 And a voice of a multitude being 
at ease was with her: and with the 
men of the common sort were brought 
Sabeans from the wilderness, which 
put bracelets upon their hands, and 
beautiful crowns upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was old 
in adulteries, Will they now commit 
whoredoms with her, and she with 
them ? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as they 
go in unto a woman that playeth the 
Harlot: so went they in unto Aholah 
and unto Aholibah, the lewd women. 

45 IT And the righteous men, they 
shall judge them after the manner of 
adulteresses, and after the manner 
of women that shed blood ; because 
they are adulteresses, and blood is 
in their hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord God; I 
will bring up a company upon them, 
and will give them to be removed 
and spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone 
them with stones, and dispatch them 
with their swords; they shall slay 
their sons and their daughters, and 
bum up their houses with fire. 

48 Thus will I cause lewdness to 
cease out of the land, that all wo- 
men may be taught not to do after 
your lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall bear 
the sins of your idols : and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 24. 

1 Under the parable of a boiling pot f 6 is shewed 
the irrevocable destruction of Jerusalem . 15 By 
the sign of Ezekiel not mourning for the death of 
his wife, 19 is shewed the calamity of the Jews to 
be beyond all sorrow, 

A GAIN in the ninth year, in the 
_Ol tenth month, in the tenth day 
of the month, the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 


2 Son of man, write thee the name 
of the day, even of this same day : the 
king of Babylon set himself against 
Jerusalem this same day. 

3 And utter a parableunto the rebel- 
lious house, and say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God ; Set on a pot, set 
it on, and also pour water into it :

6 IF Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the bloody city, to the 
pot whose scum is therein, and whose 
scum is not gone out of it! bring it 
out piece by piece; let no lot fall 
upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the midst of 
her; she set it upon the top of a 
rock; she poured it not upon the 
ground, to cover it with dust ; 

8 That it might cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance ; I have set her 
blood upon the top of a rock, that it 
should not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Woe to the bloody city ! I will 
even make the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, 
consume the fiesh, and spice it well, 
and let the bones be burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be 
hot, and may bum, and that the filthi- 
ness of it may be molten in it, that 
the scum of it may be consumed. 

12 She hath wearied herself with 
lies, and her great scum went not 
forth out of her : her scum shall be 
in the fire. 

13 In thy filthiness is lewdness: be- 
cause I have purged thee, and thou 
wast not purged, thou shalt not be 
purged from thy filthiness any more, 
till I have caused my firry to rest 
upon thee. 

14 I the Lord have spoken it: it 
shall come to pass, and I will do it; 
I will not go back, neither will I 
spare, neither will I repent; accord-

3 Therefore thus saith the Lord

4 And they shall destroy the walls 


of Tyrus, and break down her towers: 
I will also scrape her dust from her, 
and make her like the top of a rock.

God : and it shall become a spoil to 
the nations.

12 And they shall make a spoil of 
thy riches, and make a prey of thy 
merchandise: and they shall break 
down thy walls, and destroy thy plea- 
sant houses: and they shall lay thy 
stones and thy timber and thy dust 
in the midst of the water. 

13 And I will cause the noise of 
thy songs to cease ; and the sound of 
thy harps shall be no more heard. 

14 And I will make thee like the 
top of a rock : thou shalt be a place 
to spread nets upon; thou shalt be 
built no more: for I the Lord have 
spoken it, saith the Lord God.

I N the third year of the reign of 
Jehoialdm king of Judah came 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
unto Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with 
part of the vessels of the house of 
God : which he carried into the land 
of Shinar to the house of his god ; 
and he brought the vessels into the 
treasure house of his god.

5 And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank:

at the end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah : 

7 Unto whom the prince of the 
eunuchs gave names : for he gave 
unto Daniel the name of Belteshaz- 
zar ; and to Hananiah, of Shadrach ; 
and to Mishael, ofMeshach; and to 
Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

8 IF But Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile him- 
self with the portion of the king’s 
meat, nor with the wine which he 
drank : therefore he requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he 
might not defile himself. 

9 Now God had brought Daniel 


into favour and tender love with the 
prince of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink : for why should he 
see your faces worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort? 
then shall ye make me endanger my 
head to the king.

CHAPTER 4.

15 Judah is exhorted to take warning by Israel's 
calamity. 

H EAR the word of the Lord, 
ye children of Israel: for the 
Lord hath a controversy with the 
inhabitants of the land, because 
there is no truth, nor mercy, nor 
knowledge of God in the land. 

2 By swearing, and lying, and kill- 
ing, and stealing, and committing 
adultery, they break out, and blood 
toncbeth blood. 

3 Therefore shall the land mourn, 
and every one that dwelleth therein 
shall languish, with the beasts of the 
field, and with the fowls of heaven ; 
yea, the fishes of the sea also shall 
be taken away. 

4 Yet let no man strive, nor re- 
prove another: for thy people are 
as they that strive with the priest. 

5 Therefore shalt thou fall in the 
day, and the prophet also shall fall 
with thee in the night, and I will 
destroy thy mother. 

6 IT My people are destroyed for 
lack of knowledge: because thou 
hast rejected knowledge, I will also 
reject thee, that thou shalt be no 
priest to me : seeing thou hast for- 
gotten the law of thy God, I will 
also forget thy children. 

7 As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my peo- 
ple, and they set their heart on 
their iniquity.

TT7HEN- I would have healed

6 For they have made ready their 
heart like an oven, -whiles they lie 
in wait : their baker sleepeth afl the 
night ; in the morning it burnetii as 
a flaming fire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, 
and have devoured their judges ; all 
their kings are fallen : there is none 
among them that ealleth unto me. 

8 Ephraim, he hath mixed him- 
self among the people; Ephraim is 
a cake not turned. 

9 Strangers have devoured Ms 
strength, and he knoweth it not: 
yea, gray hairs are here and there 
upon Mm, yet he knoweth not. 

10 And the pride of Israel testi- 
fieth to his face: and they do not 
return to the Lord their God, nor 
seek him for all this. 

11 If Ephraim also is like a silly 
dove without heart: they call to 
Egypt, they go to Assyria. 

12 When they shall go, I will 
spread my net upon them; I will 
bring them down as the fowls of 
the heaven ; I will chastise them, as 
their congregation hath heard. 

13 Woe unto them! for they have 
fled from me: destruction unto them!

4 And ye shall know that I have 
sent this commandment unto you, 
that my covenant might be with 
Levi, saith the Lord of hosts. 

5 My covenant was with him of 
life and peace ; and I gave them to 
him for the fear wherewith he feared 
me, and was afraid before my name. 

6 The law of truth was in his mouth, 
and iniquity was not found in his 
lips: he walked with me in peace 
and equity, and did turn many away 
from iniquity. 

7 For the priest’s lips should keep 
knowledge, and they should seek the 
law at his mouth : for he is the mes- 
senger of the Lord of hosts. 

8 But ye are departed out of the 
way ; ye have caused many to stum- 
ble at the law; ye have corrupted 
the covenant of Levi, saith the Lord 
of hosts. 

9 Therefore have I also made you 
contemptible and base before all 
the people, according as ye have not 
kept my ways, but have been partial 
in the law. 

10 Have we not all one father? 
hath not one God created us? why 
do we deal treacherously every man 
against his brother, by profaning the 
covenant of our fathers? 

11 f Judah hath dealt treacher- 
ously, and an abomination is com- 
mitted in Israel and in Jerusalem; 
for Judah hath profaned the holi- 
ness of the Lord which he loved, 
and hath married the daughter of 
a strange god. 

12 The Lord will cut off the man 
that doeth this, the master and the 
scholar, out of the tabernacles of 
Jacob, and him that offereth an of- 
fering unto the Lord of hosts. 

13 And this have ye done again, 
covering the altar of the Lord with 
tears, with weeping, and with crying 
out, insomuch that he regardeth not 
the offering any more, or receiveth 
it with good will at your hand. 

14 f Yet ye say, Wherefore? Be- 
cause the Lord hath been witness 
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I 


between thee and the wife of thy 
youth, against whom thou hast dealt 
treacherously: yet is she thy com- 
panion, and the wife of thy cove- 
nant. 

15 And did not he make one? Yet 
had he the residue of the spirit. And 
wherefore one? That he might seek 
a godly seed. Therefore take heed 
to your spirit, and let none deal 
treacherously against the wife of his 
youth. 

16 For the Loud, the God of Israel, 
saith that he hateth putting away: 
for one covereth violence with his 
garment, saith the Lord of hosts: 
therefore take heed to your spirit, 
that ye deal not treacherously. 

17 T Ye have wearied the Lord 
with your words.

When ye 
say, Every one that doeth evil is 
good in the sight of the Lord, and 
he delighteth in them; or, Where 
is the God of judgment?

God: and what profit is it that we 
have kept his ordinance, and that 
we have walked mournfully before 
the Lord of hosts? 

15 And now we call the proud 
happy; yea, they that work wicked- 
i ness are set up ; yea, they that tempt 
God are even delivered.

5 And they said unto him, In Beth- 
lehem of Judaea : for thus it is writ-

7 Then Herod, when he had pri- 
vily called the wise men, inquired 
of them diligently what time the star 
appeared.

of your Father which is in heaven. 

2 Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet be- 
fore thee, as the hypocrites do in 
the synagogues and in the streets, 
that they may have glory of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have 
their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right 
handdoeth: 

4 That thine alms may be in secret: 
and thy Father which seeth in secret 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 1 And when thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites are: 
for they love to pray standing in the 
synagogues and in the corners of 
the streets, that they may be seen 
of men. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, en- 
ter into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy Fa- 
ther which is in secret; and thy 


Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do : for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them; 
for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye: Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from evil: For 
thine is the kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory, for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will 
also forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 IT Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad counte- 
nance : for they disfigure their faces, 
that, they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, an- 
oint thine head, and wash thy face; 

18 That thou appear not unto men 
to fast, but unto thy Father which is 
in secret: and thy Father, which seeth 
in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 IT Lay not up for yourselves trea- 
sures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal : 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea- 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal : 

21 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye; 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of dark- 
ness. If therefore the light that is 
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in thee be darkness, how great is 
that darkness ! 

24 IF No man can serve two mas- 
ters : for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor 
yet for your body, what ye shall put 
on. Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns ; yet your hea- 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they? . 

27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow ; they toil not, 
neither do they spin : 

29 And yet I say unto you. That 
even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to day is, 
and to morrow is cast into the oven, 
shall he not much more clothe you, 

0 ye of little faith? 

31 Therefore take no thought, say- 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be clothed? 

32 (For after all these things do 
the Gentiles seek:) for your hea- 
venly Father knoweth that ye have 
need of all these things. 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness ; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thoughtfor the 
morrow : for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Suffi- 
cient unto the day is the evil thereof

5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye ; and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother’s eye. 

6 IF Give not that which is holy 
unto the dogs, neither cast ye your 
pearls before swine, lest they tram- 
ple them under their feet, and turn 
again and rend you. 

7 IF Ask, and it shall be given you ; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and 
it shall be opened unto you: 

8 For every one that asketh receiv- 
etli; and he that seeketh findeth; 
and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, 
whom if his son ask bread, will he 
give him a stone? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give 
him a serpent? 

11 If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? 

12 Therefore all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them: for this is 
the law and the prophets. 

13 IF finter ye in at the strait gate : 
for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which go in 
thereat: 

14 Because strait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth un- 
to life, and few there be that find it. 

1 5 IF Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep’s clothing, but 
inwardly they are ravening wolves.

34 And, behold, the whole city came 
out to meet Jesus: and when they 
saw him, they besought him that he 
would depart out of their coasts. 

CHAPTER 9. 

2 Christ curing one sick of the palsy , 9 calleth 
Matthew from, the receipt of custom, 10 eateth 
with' publicans and sinners, 14 defendeth his 
disciples for not fasting , 20 curetk the bloody 
issue, 23 raisetk from death Jairus y daughter, 
27 giveth sight to two blind men, 32 healeth a 
dumb man possessed of a devil , 3 & and hath 
compassion of the multitude. 

J ND he entered into a ship, and 
. passed over, and came into his 
own city. 

2 And, behold, they brought to him 
a man sick of the palsy, lying on a 
bed: and Jesus seeing their faith 
said unto the sick of the palsy ; Son, 
be of good cheer; thy sins be for- 
given thee. 

3 And, behold, certain of the scribes 
said within themselves, This man 
blasphemeth. 

4 And Jesus knowing their thoughts 
said, Wherefore think ye evil in your 
i hearts? 

5 For whether is easier, to say. 
Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to 
say, Arise, and walk ? 

6 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, (then saith he to the 
sick of the palsy,) Arise, take up thy 
bed, and go unto thine house. 

7 And he arose, and departed to 
his hot&e. 

8 But when the multitudes saw it, 
they marvelled, and glorified God, 
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which had given such power unto 
men.' ; - _ 

9 f And as Jesus passed forth from 
thence, he saw a man, named Mat- 
thew, sitting at the receipt of cus- 
tom: and he saith unto him, Follow 
me. And he arose, and followed him. 

10 If And it came to pass, as Jesus 
sat at meat in the house, behold, 
many publicans and sinners came 
and sat down with him and his 
disciples. 

11 And when the Pharisees saw it, 
they said unto his disciples, Wliy 
eateth your Master with publicans 
and sinners? 

12 But when Jesus heard that, he 
said unto them, They that be whole 
need not a physician, but they that 
are sick. 

13 But go ye and learn what that 
xneaneth, I will have mercy, and 
not sacrifice: for I am not come 
to call the righteous, but sinners to 
repentance. 

14 IT Then came to him the disci- 
ples of John, saying, Why do we 
and the Pharisees fast oft, but thy 
disciples fast not? 

15 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the children of the brideehamber 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom 
is with them? but the days will 
come, when the bridegroom shall 
be taken from them, and then shall 
they fast. 

16 No man putteth a piece of new 
cloth unto an old garment, for that 
which is put in to fill it up taketh 
from the garment, and the rent is 
made worse. 

17 Neither do men put new wine 
into old bottles: else the bottles 
break, and the wine runneth out, 
and the bottles perish : but they put 
new wine into new bottles, and both 
are preserved. 

18 If While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came a 
certain ruler, and worshipped him, 
saying, My daughter is even now 
dead: but come and lay thy hand 
upon her, and she shall live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and followed 
him, and so did his disciples. 

20 If And ? behold, a woman, which 


was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him , and 
touched the hem of his garment : 

21 For she said within herself, II 
I may but touch his garment, I shall 
be whole. 

22 But Jesus turned him about, and 
when he saw her, he said, Daughter, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole from that hour. 

23 And when Jesus came into the 
ruler’s house, and saw the minstrels 
and the people making a noise, 

24 He said unto them, Give place: 
for the maid is not dead, but sleep- 
eth. And they laughed him to scorn. 

25 But when the people were put 
forth, he went in, and took her by 
the hand, and the maid arose. 

26 And the fame hereof went abroad 
into all that land. 

27 If And when Jesus departed 
thence, two blind men followed him, 
crying, and saying, Thou Son of Da- 
vid, have mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come into the 
house, the blind men came to him : 
and Jesus saith unto them, Believe 
ye that I am able to do this ? They 
said unto him, Yea, Lord. 

29 Then touched he their eyes, say- 
ing, According to your faith be it 
unto you. 

30 And their eyes were opened; 
and Jesus straitly charged them, say- 
ing, See that no man know it 

31 But they, when they were de- 
parted, spread abroad his fame in 
all that country. 

32 IT As they went out, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb man 
possessed with a devil 

33 And when the devil was cast 
out, the dumb spake : and the multi- 
tudes marvelled, saying, It was never 
so seen in Israel. 

34 But the Pharisees said, He cast- 
eth out devils through the prince of 
the devils. 

35 And Jesus went about all the 
cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the go- 
spel of the kingdom, and healing 
every sickness and every disease 
among the people. 
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36 f But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compas- 
sion on them, because they fainted, 
and were scattered abroad, as sheep 
having no shepherd. 

37 Then saith he unto his disciples, 
The harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the labourers are few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest. 

CHAPTER 10, 

1 Christ sendeth out his twelve apostles, enabling 
them with power to do miracles, 5 giveth them 
their charge, teacheth them, 16 comforteth them 
against persecutions : 40 and promiseth a blessing 
to those that receive them * 

A ND when he had called unto 
. him his twelve disciples, he 
gave them power against unclean 
spirits, to cast them out, and to heal 
all manner of sickness and all man- 
ner of disease. 

2 Now the names of the twelve 
apostles are these ; The first, Simon, 
who is called Peter, and Andrew his 
brother ; James the son of Zebedee, 
and John his brother; 

3 Philip, and Bartholomew; Tho- 
mas, and Matthew the publican; 
James the son of Alphseus, and Leb- 
bseus, whose surname was Thad- 
dseus; 

4 Simon the Canaanite, and Judas 
Iscariot, who also betrayed him. 

5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, 
and commanded them, saying, Go 
not into the way of the Gentiles, 
and into any city of the Samaritans 
enter ye not: 

6 But go rather to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel. 

7 And as ye go, preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils : freely 
ye have received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses, 

10 Nor scrip for your journey, nei- 
ther two coats, neither shoes, nor 
yet staves : for the workman is wor- 
thy of his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or 
town ye shall enter, inquire who in 
it is worthy ; and there abide till ye 
go thence. 


12 And when ye come into an I 

house, salute it. I 

13 And if the house be worthy, let I 

your peace come upon it: but if it I 
be not worthy, let your peace return 1 
to you. _ I 

14 And whosoever shall not receive I 

you, nor hear your words, when, ye I 

depart out of that house or city, 
shake off the dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for the land of 
Sodom and Gomorrha in the day of 
judgment, than for that city. 

16 IT Behold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves : be 
ye therefore wise as serpents, and 
harmless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they 
will deliver you up to the councils, 
and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues ; 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them and the 
Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 
speak: for it shall be given you in 
that same hour what ye shall speak. 

20 For it is not ye that speak, 
but the Spirit of your Father which 
speaketh in you. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child : and the children shall rise 
up against their parents, and cause 
them to be put to death. 

22 And ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake : but he that en- 
dureth to the end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute you 
in this city, flee ye into another: for 
verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, 
till the Son of man be come. 

24 The disciple is not above his 
master, nor the servant above his 
lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that 
he be as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall they call them of 
his household? 

26 Fear them not therefore : for 
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there k nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed ; and hid, that shall 
not be known. 

27 What I tell you in darkness, 
that speak ye tat light: and what ye 
hear in the ear, that preach ye upon 
the housetops. 

28 And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is 
able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for 
a farthing? and one of them shall 
not fell on the ground without your 
Father. 

3® But the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will 1 con- 
fess also before my Father which is 
in heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny me 
before men, him will I also deny be- 
fore my Father which is in heaven. 

34- Think not that I am come to 
send peace on earth: I came not to 
send peace, but a sword. 

35 For I am come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter in law against her mother 
in law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall he they j 
ef his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me : 
and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that taketh not his cross, 
and followeth after me, is not worthy 
of me. 

39 He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his life 
for mv sake shall' find it. 

40 $ He that reeeiveth you re- 
ceiveth me, and he that reeeiveth- me 
reeeiveth him that sent me. 

41 He that reeeiveth a prophet, in 

the name of a prophet shall receive 
a prophet’s reward; and he that re- 
eeiveth a righteous man in thd name 
of a righteous man shall receive a 
righteous man’s reward. j 
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42 And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones 
a cup of cold water only in the name 
of a disciple, verily I say unto you, 
he shall in no wise lose his reward.

CHAPTER 11. 

2 John sendeth his disciples to Christ, t Ohrisfs 
testimony concerning John. 18 The opinion of 
the people, hath concerning John mid Christ. 
20 Christ upbraidetk the unthankfulness and 
unrepentance of Ckorazm, JBetksaida , and Ca- 
pernaum: ' 25 ' and praising his Father's mis-", 
dom in revealing the gospel to the simple, 28 
he calleth to him all such as feel the burden of 
their sins. 

HD it came to pass, when Je- 
sus had made an end of com- 
manding his twelve disciples, he 
departed thence to teach and to 
preach in their cities. 

2 How when John had heard in 
the prison the works of Christ, he 
sent two of his disciples, 

3 And said unto him, Art thou he 
that should come, or do we look for 
another ? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see: 

5 The blind receive their sight, and 
the lame walk, the lepers are cleans- 
ed, and the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised up, and the poor have the 
gospel preached to them. 

6 And blessed is he, whosoever shall 
not be offended in me. 

7 f And as they departed, Jesus 
began to say unto the multitudes 
concerning John, What went ye out 
into the wilderness- to see? A reed 
shaken with the wind? 

8 But what went ye out for to see? 
A man clothed in soft raiment? be- 
hold, they that wear soft clothing are 
in kings’ houses. 

9 Bat what went ye out for to see? 
A prophet? yea, I say unto you, and 
more than- a prophet. 

10 For this is he, of whom it is 
written, Behold, I send my messenger 
before thy fece, which snail prepare 
thy way before thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you, Among 
them that are bom of women there 
hath not risen a- greater than John 
the Baptist: notwithstanding he that 
is least in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than he. 


concerning John. 
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12 And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now the kingdom of 
heaven suffereth violence, and the 
violent take it by force. 

13 For all the prophets and the 
law prophesied until John. 

14 And if ye will receive it, this is 
Elias, which was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

16 1 But whereunto shall I liken 

this generation ? It is like unto 
children sitting in the markets, and 
calling unto their fellows, j 

17 And saying, We have piped unto \ 
you, and ye have not danced ; we 
have mourned unto you, and ye have ! 
not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eating 
nor drinking, and they say, He hath 
a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eating 
and drinking, and they say, Behold a 
man gluttonous, and a winebibber, a 
friend of publicans and sinners. But 
wisdom is justified of her children. 

20 IF Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty 
works were done, because they re- 
pented not : 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida ! for if the 
mighty works, which were done in 
you, had been done in Tyre and Si- 
don, they would have repented long 
ago in sackcloth and ashes. 

22 But I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Capernaum, which 
art exalted unto heaven, shait be 
brought down to hell: for if the 
mighty works, which have been 
done in thee, had been done in So- 
dom, it would have remained until 
this day. 

24 But I say unto you. That it shall 
be more tolerable for the land of 
Sodom in the day of judgment, than 
for thee. 

25 IF At that time Jesus answered 
and said, I thank thee, 0 Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, because 
thou hast hid these things from the 
wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes. 


26 Even so. Father: for so it seem- 
ed good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered unto me 
of my Father: and no man know- 
eth the Son, but the Father ; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and he to whomsoever the 
Son will reveal him. 

28 If Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart : and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls. 

30 For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light. 

CHAPTER 12. 

1 Christ reproveth the blindness of the Pharisees 
concerning the breach of the sabbath, 3 by scrip* 
tures, 9 by reason, 1% and by a miracle, 22 He 
healeth the man possessed that was blind and 
dumb. 31 Blasphemy against the Holy 0ko$t 
shall never be forgiven. 36 Account Shall be 
made of idle words . 38 He rebulceth the unfaith- 
ful, who seek after a sign : 49 and sheweth who 
is his brother, sister, and mother, 

AT that time Jesus went on the 
XJl sabbath day through the com ; 
and his disciples were an hungred, 
and began to pluck the ears of com, 
and to eat. 

2 But when the Pharisees saw it, 
they said unto him, Behold, thy dis- 
ciples do that which is not lawful to 
do upon the sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have ye 
not read what David did, when he 
was an hungred, and they that were 
with him; » 

4 How he entered into the house 
of God, and did eat the shewbread, 
which was not lawful for Mm to eat, 
neither for them which were with 
Mm, but only for the priests? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the sabbath days the 
priests in the temple profane the 
sabbath, and are blameless? 

6 But I say unto you, That in tMs 
place is one greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have con- 
demned the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the sabbath day.

9 And when he was departed thence, 
he went into their synagogue: 

10 f And, behold, there was a man 
which had his hand withered. And 
they asked him, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the sabbath days? that 
they might accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them, What 
man shall there be among you, that 
Bhall have one sheep, and if it fall 
into a pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift it out? 

12 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep? Wherefore it is law- 
ful to do well on the sabbath days. 

13 Then saith he to the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he stretched 
it forth; and it was restored whole, 
like as the other. 

14 f Then the Pharisees went out, 
and held a council against him, how 
they might destroy him. 

15 But when Jesus knew it, he 
withdrew himself from thence : and 
great multitudes followed him, and 
he healed them all ; 

16 And charged them that they 
should not make him known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen; my beloved, in whom my 
soul is well pleased: I will put my 
spirit upon him, and he shall shew 
judgment to the Gentiles. 

19 He shall not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his voice 
in the streets. . 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking flax shall he 
not quench, till he send forth judg- 
ment unto victory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gen- 
tiles trust. 

22 IT Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, 
and dumb : and he healed him, inso- 
much that the blind and dumb both 
spake and saw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, 
and said, Is not this the son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard 
it, they said, This fellow doth not 
cast out devils, but by Beelzebub 
the prince of the devils. 


HEW, 12. Of blasphemy. 

25 And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation ; and every city or house 
divided against itself shall not stand : 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he 
is divided against himself; how shall 
then his kingdom stand? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children 
cast them out? therefore they shall 
be your judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you. 

29 Or else how can one enter into 
a strong man’s house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the 
strong man? and then he will spoil 
his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 
me ; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad. 

31 f Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven unto men : but the blas- 
phemy against the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him : but whosoever speak- 
eth against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the world to come. 

33 Either make the tree good, and 
his fruit good ; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: for 
the tree is known by his fruit. 

34 0 generation of vipers, how can 
ye, being evil, speak good things? 
for out of the abundance of the 
heart the mouth speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good 
treasure of the heart bringeth forth 
good things : and an evil man out of 
the evil treasure bringeth forth evil 
things. 

36 But I say unto you, That every 
idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment. 

37 For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shaft 
be condemned. 

38 IT Then certain of the scribes

who slew such as were sent unto them, 

AND when they drew nigh unto 
xjl Jerusalem, and were come to 
Bethphage, unto the mount of Olives, 
then sent Jesus two disciples, 

2 Saying unto them, Go into the 
village over against you, and straight- 
way ye shall find an ass tied, and a 
colt with her: loose them, and bring 
them unto me. 

3 And if any man say ought unto 
you, ye shall say, The Lord hath 
need of them; and straightway he 
will send them. 

4 All this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, saying, 

5 Tell ye the daughter of Sion, 
Behold, thy King cometh unto thee, 
meek, and sitting upon an ass, and 
a colt the foal of an ass. 

6 And the disciples went, and did 
as Jesus commanded them, 

7 And brought the ass, and the 
colt, and put on them their clothes, 
and they set him thereon. 

8 And a very great multitude spread 
their garments in the way; others 
cut down branches from the trees, 
and strawed them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that went 
before, and that followed, cried, say- 
ing, Hosanna to the Son of David: 
Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord; Hosanna in the 
highest. 

10 And when he T was come into 
Jerusalem, all the city was moved, 
saying, Who is this? 


11 And the multitude said, This is 
Jesus the prophet of Nazareth of 
Galilee. 

12 IF And Jesus went into the tem- 
ple of God, and cast out all them 
that sold aud bought in the temple, 
and overthrew the tables of the mo- 
neychangers, and the seats of them 
that sold doves, 

13 And said unto them, It is writ- 
ten, My house shall be called the 
house of prayer; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves. 

14 And the blind and the lame 
came to him in the temple ; and he 
healed them. 

15 And when the cMef priests and 
scribes saw the wonderful things that 
he did, and the children crying in 
the temple, and saying, Hosanna to 
the Son of David; they were sore 
displeased, 

16 And said unto him, Hearest thou 
what these say? And Jesus saith unto 
them, Yea ; have ye never read, Out 
of the mouth of babes and sucklings 
thou hast perfected praise? 

17 IF And he left them, and went 
out of the city into Bethany; and 
he lodged there. 

18 Now in the morning as he re- 
turned into the city, he hungered. 

19 And when he saw a fig tree in 
the way, he came to it, and found 
nothing thereon, but leaves only, 
and said unto it, Let no fruit grow 
on thee henceforward for ever. And 
presently the fig tree withered a- 
way. 

20 And when the disciples saw it, 
they marvelled, saying, How soon is 
the fig tree withered away ! 

21 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, If ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall 
not only do this which is done to 
the fig tree, but also if ye shall say 
unto this mountain, Be thou remov- 
ed, and be thou cast into the sea ; it 
shall be done. 

22 And all things, whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer, believing, ye 
shall receive.

25 The baptism of John, whence 
was it? from heaven, or of men? 
And they reasoned with themselves, 
saying, If we shall say, From hea- 
ven; he will say unto us, Why did 
ye not then believe him? 

26 But if we shall say, Of men; 
we fear the people; for all hold 
John as a prophet. 

27 And they answered Jesus, and 
said. We cannot tell. And he said 
unto them, Neither tell I you by 
what authority I do these things. 

28 IT But what think ye? A certain 
man had two sons ; and he came to 
the first, and said, Son, go work to 
day in my vineyard. 

29 He answered and said, I will 
not: but afterward he repented, and 
went. 

30 And he came to the second, and 
said likewise. And he answered and 
said, I go, sir: and went not. 

31 Whether of them twain did the 
will of his father? They say unto 
him, The first. Jesus saith unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, That 
the publicans and the harlots go in- 
to the kingdom of God before you. 

32 For John came unto you in 
the way of righteousness, and ye be- 
lieved him not: but the publicans 
and the harlots believed him: and 
ye, when ye had seen it, repented 
not afterward, that ye might believe 
him. 

33 IT Hear another parable: There 
was a certain householder, which 
planted a vineyard, and hedged it 
round about, and digged a wine- 
press in it, and built a tower, and 
let it out to husbandmen, and went 
into a far country: 

34 And when the time of the fruit 
drew near, he sent his servants to 
the husbandnjen, that they might 
receive the fruits of it. 

35 And the husbandmen took his 


servants, and beat one, and killed 
another, and stoned another. 

36 Again, he sent other servants 
more than the first : and, they did 
unto them likewise. 

37 But last of all he sent unto them 
his son, saying, They will reverence 
my son. 

38 But when the husbandmen saw 
the son, they said among themselves, 
This is the heir; come, let us kill 
him, and let us seize on his inherit- 
ance. 

39 And they caught him, and cast 
him out of the vineyard, and slew 
him. 

40 When the lord therefore of the 
vineyard eometh, what will he do 
unto those husbandmen? 

41 They say unto him, He will 
miserably destroy those wicked men, 
and will let out his vineyard unto 
other husbandmen, which shall ren- 
der him the fruits in their seasons. 

42 Jesus saith unto them, Did ye 
never read in the scriptures, The 
stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of the 
corner: this is the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes? 

43 Therefore say I unto you, The 
kingdom of God shall be taken from 
you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof. 

44 And whosoever shall fall on tills 
stone shall be broken : but on whom- 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him 
to powder. 

45 And when the chief priests 
and Pharisees had heard his para- 
bles, they perceived that he spake 
of them. 

46 But when they sought to lay 
hands on him, they feared the mul- 
titude, because they took him for a 
prophet. 

CHAPTER 22 . 

1 The parable of the marriage of the king's son. 
9 The vocation of the Gentiles. 12 The punish- 
ment of him that wanted the wedding garment , 
15 Tribute ought to be paid to Caesar. 23 Christ 
confuteth the Sadducees for the resurrection ; 
34 answereth the lawyer , which is the first and 
great commandment : 41 and poseth the Phari- 
sees about the Messias. 

AND, Jesus answered and spake 
-Ol unto them again by parables, 
and said, 
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Of paying tribute. 

2 The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a certain king, which made a 
marriage for his son, 

3 And sent forth his servants to 
call them that were bidden to the 
wedding: and they would not come. 

4 Again, he sent forth other ser- 
vants, saying, Tell them which are 
bidden, Behold, I have prepared my 
dinner: my oxen and my failings 
are killed, and all things are ready: 
come unto the marriage,' 

5 But they made light of it, and 
went their ways, one to his farm, 
another to Ms merchandise: 

6 And the remnant took his ser- 
vants, and entreated them spitefully, 
and slew them. 

7 But when the king heard thereof, 
be was wroth : and he sent forth his 
armies, and destroyed those murder- 
ers, and burned up their city. 

8 Then saith he to his servants, 
The wedding is ready, but they which 
were bidden were not worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore into the high- 
ways, and as many as ye shall find, 
bid to the marriage. 

10 So those servants went out into 
the Mghways, and gathered together 
all as many as they found, both bad 
and good: and the wedding was fur- 
nished with guests. 

Ilf And when the king came in 
to see the guests, he saw there a 
man which had not on a wedding 
garment: 

12 And he saith unto him, Friend, 
how earnest thou in hither not hav- 
ing a wedding garment? And he 
was speechless. 

13 Then said the king to the ser- 
vants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
take him away, and cast him into 
outer darkness ; there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are called, but few 
are chosen. 

15 f Then went the Pharisees, and 
took counsel how they might en- 
tangle him in his talk. 

16 And they sent out unto him 
their disciples with the Herodians, 
saying, Master, we know that thou 
art true, and teachest the way of 
God in truth, neither carest thou for 
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any man: for thou regardest not the 
person of men. 

17 Tell us therefore, What think- 
est thou? Is it lawful to give tribute 
unto Caesar, or not? 

18 But Jesus perceived their wick- 
edness, and said, Why tempt ye me, 
ye hypocrites? 

19 Shew me the tribute money. 
And they brought unto him a 
penny. 

20 And he saith unto them, Whose 
is this image and superscription? 

21 They say unto him, Caesar’s. 
Then saith he unto them, Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things 
which are Caesar’s; and unto God 
the things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard these 
words, they marvelled, and left him, 
and went their way. 

23 f The same day came to him the 
Sadducees, which say that there is 
no resurrection, and asked him, 

24 Saying, Master, Moses said, If 
a man die, having no children, his 
brother shall many his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

25 Now there were with us seven 
brethren: and the first, when he 
had married a wife, deceased, and, 
having no issue, left Ms wife unto 
his brother: 

26 Likewise the second also, and 
the third, unto the seventh. 

27 And last of all the woman died 
also. 

28 Therefore in the resurrection 
whose wife shall she be of the seven? 
for they all had her, 

29 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures, nor the power of God. 

30 For in the resurrection they 
neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage, but are as the angels of God 
in heaven. 

31 But as toucMng the resurrection 
of the dead, have ye not read that 
which was spoken unto you by God, 
saying, 

32 I am the God of Abraham, and 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob? God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living. 

33 And when the multitude heard 
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this , they were astonished at Ms 
doctrine. 

34 1 But when the Pharisees had 
heard that he had put the Saddu- 
cees to silence, they were gathered 
together. 

35 Then one of them, which teas a 
lawyer, asked him a question, tempt- 
ing him, and saying, 

36 Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law? 

37 Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. 

38 This is the first and great com- 
mandment. 

39 And the second is like unto it, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

40 On these two commandments 
hang all the law and the prophets. 

41 IT While the Pharisees were ga- 
thered together, Jesus asked them, 

42 Saying, What think ye of Christ? 
whose son is he? They say unto Mm, 
The Son of David. 

43 H© saith unto them, How then 
doth David in spirit call him Lord, 
saying, 

44 The Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, till I 
make thine enemies thy footstool? 

45 If David then call Mm Lord, 
how is he his son? 

46 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, neither durst any man 
from that day forth ask him any more 
questions . 

CHAPTER 23. 

1 Christ admonisheth the people to follow the good 
doctrine, not the evil examples, of the scribes 
mid Pharisees » 5 His disciples must beware of 
their ambition. 13 He denouncetk eight woes 
against their hypocrisy and blindness: 34 and 
prophesieth of the destruction of Jerusalem* 

T HEN spake Jesus to the multi- 
tude, and to Ms disciples, 

2 Saying, The scribes and the Pha- 
risees sit in Moses’ seat : 

3 AH therefore whatsoever they bid 
you observe, that observe and do; 
but do not ye after their works: for 
they say, and do not. 

4 For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them 
on men’s shoulders ; but they them- 


j selves will not move them with on© 

| of their fingers. 

| 5 But all their works they' do for 
to be seen of men : they n^&ke broad 
their phylacteries, and enlarge the 
! borders of their garments, 

6 And love the uppermost rooms 
at feasts, and the chief seats in' the 
synagogues, 

7 And greetings in the markets, and 
to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 But be not ye called Rabbi : for 
one is your Master, even Christ ; and 
all ye are brethren. 

9 And call no man your father upon 
the earth: for one is your Father, 
which is in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called masters: 
for one is your Master, even Christ. 

11 But he that is greatest among 
you shall be your servant. 

12 And whosoever shall exalt him- 
self shall be abased ; and he that shall 
humble himself shall be exalted. 

13 IT But woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shnt 
up the kingdom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in yourselves , 
neither suffer ye them that are en- 
tering to go in. 

14 Woe unto you, scribes and Pha- 
risees, hypocrites ! for ye devour 
widows’ houses, and for a pretence 
make long prayer : therefore ye shall 
receive the greater damnation. 

15 Woe unto you, scribes and Pha- 
risees, hypocrites! for ye compass 
sea and land to make one proselyte, 
and when he is made, ye make him 
twofold more the child of hell than 
yourselves. 

16 Woe unto yon, ye blind guides, 
which say, Whosoever shall swear 
by the temple, it is nothing; but 
whosoever shall swear by the gold 
of the temple, he is a debtor! 

17 Ye fools and blind : for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple 
that sanctifieth the gold? 

18 And, Whosoever shall swear by 
the altar, it is nothing; but who- 
soever sweareth by the gift that is 
upon it, he is guilty. 

19 Ye fools and blind : for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that 
sanctifieth the gift?

20 "Whoso therefore shall swear by 
the altar, sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. 

21 And iwhoso shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
that dwelleth therein. 

22 And he that shall swear by hea- 
ven, sweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him that sitteth thereon. 

23 Woe unto you, scribes and Pha- 
risees, hypocrites 1 for ye pay tithe 
of mint and anise and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier matters 
of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain at 
a gnat, and swallow a camel. 

25 Woe unto you, scribes and Pha- 
risees, hypocrites ! for ye make clean 
the outside of the cup and of the 
platter, but within they are full of 
extortion and excess.

28 And immediately his fame spread 
abroad throughout all the region 
round about Galilee.

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay 
sick of a fever, and anon they tell 
him of her. 

31 And he came and took her by 
the hand, and lifted her up; and 
immediately the fever left her, and 
she ministered unto them.

CHAPTER 7. 

i The Pharisees find fault at the disciples for eating 
with unwashen hands. 8 They break the corn* 
mandment of God by the traditions of men. 
14 Meat defileth not the man. 24 He healeth 
the Syrophenician woman's daughter of an un- 
clean spirit , 31 and one that was deaf, and stam- 
mered in his speech. 

T HEN came together unto him 
the Pharisees, and certain of the 
scribes, which came from Jerusalem. 
2 And when they saw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled, that 
is to say, with unwashen, hands, they 
found fault. 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash their hands 
oft, eat not, holding the tradition of 
the elders. 

4 And when they come from the 
market, except they wash, they eat 
not. And many other things there 
be, which they have received to hold, 
as the washing of cups, and pots, 
brasen vessels, and of tables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of 
the elders, but eat bread with un- 
washen hands? 

6 He answered and said unto them. 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written. This peo- 
ple honoureth me with their lips, but 
their heart is far from me. 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition 
of men, as the washing of pots and 
cups: and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Full well 
ye reject the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradition. 
10 For Moses said, Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and, Whoso 
curseth father or mother, let him 
die the death: 

11 But ye say, If a man shall say to 
his father or mother, It is Corban, 
that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me: 
he shall be free. 

12 And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother; 
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daughter healed. 


13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such 
like things do ye. 

14 IT Aid when he had called all 
the people unto him, he said unto 
them, Hearken unto me every one 
of you, and understand : 

15 There is nothing from without 
a man, that entering into him can 
defile him: but the things which 
come out of him, those are they 
that defile the man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into 
the house from the people, his dis- 
ciples asked him concerning the pa- 
rable. 

18 And he saith unto them, Are 
ye so without understanding also? 
Do ye not perceive, that whatsoever 
thing from without entereth into the 
man, it cannot defile him ; 

19 Because it entereth not into Ms 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, purging all 
meats? 

20 And he said, That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the 
man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart ! 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adul- 
teries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, eovetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from 
witMn, and defile the man. 

24 IT And from thence he arose, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into an house, 
and would have no man know it: 
but he could not be Md. 

25 For a certain woman, whose 
young daughter had an unclean 
spirit, heard of Mm, and came and 
fell at Ms feet: 

26 The woman was a Greek, a 
Syrophenician by nation; and she 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

27 But Jesus said unto her, Let the 
children first be filled: for it is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast it unto the dogs. 


28 Aud she answered and said 

unto him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs 
under the table eat of the children’s 
crumbs. ? 

29 And he said unto her, For tMs 
saying go thy way ; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

30 And when she was come to 
her house, she found the devil gone 
out, and her daughter laid upon the 
bed. 

31 1 And again, departing from the 
coasts ’of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the sea of Galilee, through the 
midst of the coasts of Decapods. 

32 And they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech; and they be- 
seech him to put his hand upon 
him. 

33 And he took him aside from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit, and touched 
Ms tongue; < 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and saith unto Mm, Ephpha- 
tha, that is, Be opened. 

35 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed, and he spake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more 
he charged them, so much the more 
a great deal they published it; 

37 And were beyond measure as- 
tonished, saying, He hath done aU 
things well : he maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak. 

CHAPTER 8. 

1 Christ feedeth the people miraculously: 10 re~ 
fuseth to give a sign to the Pharisees ; 14 ad- 
monisheth his disciples to beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisee. is % and of the leaven of Herod : 
22 giveth a blind man his sight; 27 acJcnow- 
ledgeth that he is the Christ , who should suffer 
and rise again : 34 and exhorteth to patience in 
persecution for the profession of the gospel . 

TU those days the multitude being 
1 very great, and having notMng to 
eat, Jesus called his disciples v/nto 
him, and saith unto them, 

2 I have compassion on the multi- 
tude, because they have now been 
with me three days, and have no- 
thing„to eat ? 

3 And if I send them away fasting 
to their own houses, they will feint 
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by the way : for divers of them came 
from far. 

4 And his disciples answered him, 
From whence can a man satisfy 

/ these men »with bread here in the 
wilderness? 

5 And he asked them, How many 
loaves have ye? And they said, Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people 
to sit down on the ground; and 
he took the seven loaves, and gave 
thanks, and brake, and gave to his 
disciples to set before them ; and 
they did set them before the people. 

7 And they had a few small fishes ; 
and he blessed, and commanded to 
set them also before them. 

8 So they did eat, and were filled; 
and they took up of the broken meat 
that was left seven baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten were 
about four thousand; and he sent 
them away. 

10 f And straightway he entered 
into a ship with his disciples, and 
came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, 
and began to question with him, 
seeking of Mm a sign from heaven, 
tempting him. 

12 And he sighed deeply in Ms 
spirit, and saith, Why doth this ge- 
neration seek after a sign? verily I 
say unto you. There shall no sign 
be given unto this generation. 

13 And he left them, and entering 
into the ship again departed to the 
other side. 

14 V Now the disciples had forgotten 
to take bread, neither bad they in the 
ship with them more than one loaf. 

15 And he charged them, saying, 
Take heed, beware of the leaven of 
the Pharisees, and of the leaven of 
Herod. 

16 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, It is because we have 
no bread. 

17 And when Jesus knew it, he 
saith unto them, Why reason ye, 
because ye have no bread? perceive 
ye not yet, neither understand? hare 
ye your heart yet hardened? 

18 Having eyes, see "ye not? and 
having ears, hear ye not? and do 
ye not remember? 
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19 When I brake the five loaves 
among five thousand, how many bas- 
kets full of fragments took ye up? 
They say unto him, Twelve. 

20 And when the seven among four 
thousand, how many baskets rail of 
fragments took ye up? And they 
said, Seven. 

21 And he said unto them, How 
is it that ye do not understand? 

22 IF And he cometh to Bethsaida; 
and they bring a blind man unto him, 
and besought Mm to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind man 
by the hand, and led Mm out of the 
town ; and when he had spit on his 
eyes, and put his hands upon him, 
he asked him if he saw ought. 

24 And he looked up, and said, I 
see men as trees, walking. 

25 After that he put his hands 
again upon his eyes, and made him 
look up; and he was restored, and 
saw every man clearly. 

26 And he sent him away to Ms 
house, saying, Neither go into the 
town, nor tell it to any in the town. 

27 IF And Jesus went out, and Ms 
disciples, into the towns of Csesarea 
Philippi: and by the way he ask- 
ed his disciples, saying unto them, 
Whom do men say that I am? 

28 And they answered, John the 
Baptist: but some sap, Elias; and 
others, One of the prophets. 

29 And he saith unto them, But 
whom say ye that I am? And Peter 
answereth and saith unto him, Thou 
art the Christ. 

30 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

31 And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected of the 
elders, and of the cMef priests, and 
scribes, and be killed, and after three 
days rise again. 

32 And he spake that saying openly. 
And Peter took him, and began to 
rebuke him. 

33 But when he had turned about 
and looked on his disciples, he re- 
buked Peter, saying, Get thee be- 
liind me, Satan: for- thou savourest 
not the things that be of God, but 
the things that be of men. 
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34 f And when he had called the 
people unto him with his disciples 
also, he said unto them, Whosoever 
will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. 

35 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it; but whosoever shall 
lose his life for my sake and the 
gospel’s, the same shall save it, 

36 For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul? 

37 Or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul? 

38 Whosoever therefore shall be 
ashamed of me and of my words in 
this adulterous and sinral genera- 
tion; of him also shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he cometh 
in the glory of his Father with the 
holy angels. 

CHAPTER 9. 

2 Jesus is transfigured. 11 He mstmcteth his dis- 
ciples concerning ike coming of Mias; 14 casteth 
fortft) a dumb cmd deaf spirit ; 30 foretelleth his 
death and resurrection : 33 exhorteth his disciples 
to humility ; 38 bidding them not to prohibit such 
as be not against them t nor to give offence to any 
of the faithful. 

AND he said unto them, Verily 
XJl. I say nnto you, That there be 
some of them that stand here, which 
shall not taste of death, till they 
have seen the kingdom of God come 
with power. 

2 f And after six days Jesus tak- 
eth with him Peter, and James, 
and John, and leadeth them np into 
an high mountain apart by them- 
selves; and he was transfigured be- 
fore them. 

3 And his raiment became shining, 
exceeding white as snow; so as no 
fuller on earth can white them. 

4 And there appeared unto them 
Elias with Moses: and they were 
talking with Jesus, 

5 And Peter answered and said to 
Jesus, Master, it is good for us to 
be here: and let us make three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and one 
for Moses, and one for Elias. 

6 For he wist not what to say; for 
they were am# afraid. 

7 And there was a cloud that over- 
shadowed them: and a voice came 


out of the cloud, saying, This is my 
beloved Son : hear him. 

8 And suddenly, when they had 
looked round about, they saw no 
man any more, save Jesus only with 
themselves, 

9 And as they came down from 
the mountain, he charged them that 
they should tell no man what things 
they had seen, till the Son of man 
were risen from the dead. 

10 And they kept that saying with 
themselves, questioning one with an- 
other what the rising from the dead 
should mean. 

11 f And they asked him, saying, 
Why say the scribes that Elias must 
first come? 

12 And he answered and told 
them, Elias verily cometh first, and 
restoreth all things; and how it is 
written of the Son of man, that he 
must suffer many things, and be set 
at nought. 

13 But I say unto you. That EKas 
is indeed come, and they have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed, as 
it is written of him. 

14 IT And when he came to his 
disciples, he saw a great multitude 
about them, and the scribes ques- 
tioning with them. 

15 And straightway all the people, 
when they beheld him, were greatly 
amazed, and running to Mm saluted 
him. 

16 And he asked the scribes. What 
question ye with them? 

17 And one of the multitude an- 
swered and said, Master, I have 
brought unto thee my son, which 
hath a dumb spirit; 

18 And wheresoever he taketh him, 
he teareth him : and he foameth, and 
gnasheth with his teeth, and pineth 
away: and I spake to thy disciples 
that they should cast him out; and 
they could not. 

19 He answereth him, and saith, O 
faithless generation, how long shall I 
be with yon? how long shall I suffer 
you? bring him unto me. 

20 And they brought him unto him: 
and when he»saw him, straightway 
the spirit tare him; and he fell on 
the ground, and wallowed foaming. 




A dumb spirit cast out. 

21 And he asked his father, How 
long is it ago since this came unto 
him? And he said, Of a child. 

22 And^ofttimes it hath cast him 
into the fire, and into the waters, to 
destroy him: hut if thou canst do 
any thing, have compassion on us, 
and help us. 

23 Jesus said unto him, If thou 
canst believe, all things are possible 
to him that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of 
the child cried out, and said with 
tears, Lord, I believe; help thou 
mine unbelief. 

25 When Jesus saw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked 
the foul spirit, saying unto him, 
Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I charge 
thee, come out of him, and enter no 
more into him. 

26 And the spirit cried, and rent 
him sore, and came out of him : and 
he was as one dead; insomuch that 
many said, He is dead. 

27 But Jesus took him by the hand, 
and lifted him up; and he arose. 

28 And when he was come into 
the house, his disciples asked him 
privately, Why could not we cast 
him out? 

29 And he said unto them, This 
kind can come forth by nothing, but 
by prayer and fasting. 

30 IT And they departed thence, 
and passed through Galilee; and 
he would not that any man should 
know it. 

31 For he taught his disciples, and 
said unto them, The Son of man is 
delivered into the hands of men, 
and they shall kill him; and after 
that he is killed, he shall rise the 
third day. 

32 But they understood not that 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

33 IT And he came to Capernaum: 
and being in the house he asked 
them, What was it that ye disputed 
among yourselves by the way? 

34 But they held their peace : for 

by the way they had disputed a- 
mong themselves, who should be the 
greatest. * 

35 And he sat down, and called the 
twelve, and saith unto them, If any

man desire to be first, the smne shall 
be last of all, and servant of all 

36 And he took a child, and set 
Mm in the midst of them: and 
when he had taken him in Ms arms, 
he said unto them, 

37 Whosoever shall receive one of 
such children in my name, receiveth 
me : and whosoever shall receive me, 
receiveth not me, but him that sent 
me. 

38 IT And John answered him, say^ 
ing, Master, we saw one casting out 
devils in thy name, and he followeth 
not us: and we forbad him, because 
he followeth not us. 

39 But Jesus said. Forbid Mm not: 
for there is no man which shall do a 
miracle in my name, that can lightly 
speak evil of me. 

40 For he that is not against us is 
on our part. 

41 For whosoever shall give you a 
cup of water to drink in my name, 
because ye belong to Christ, verily 
I say unto you, he shall not lose Ms 
reward. 

42 And whosoever shall offend one 
of these little ones that believe in 
me, it is better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about Ms neck, 
and he were cast into the sea. 

_ 43 And if thy hand offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed, than having two 
hands to go into hell, into the fire 
that never shall be quenched: 

44 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

45 And if thy foot offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter 
halt into life, than having two feet 
to be cast into hell, into the fire that 
never shall be quenched: 

46 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

47 And if thine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out: it is better for thee to 
enter into the kingdom of God with 
one eye, than having two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire: 

48 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

49 For every one shall be salted 
with fire, and every sacrifice shall 
be salted with salt. 
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St. MARK, 10. The danger of riches. 


50 Salt is good : but if the salt have 
lost Ms saltness, "wherewith will ye 
season it? Have salt in yourselves, 
and have peace one with another. 

CHAPTER 10.

AND he arose from thence, and 
jLX. eometh into the coasts of Judaea 
by the farther side of Jordan : and the 
people resort unto him again ; and, as 
he was wont, he taught them again. 

2 T And the Pharisees came to him, 
and asked him, Is it lawful for a man 
to put away his wife? tempting him. 

3 And he answered and said unto 
them, What did Moses command you? 

4 And they said, Moses suffered to 
write a bill of divorcement, and to 
put her away. 

5 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, For the hardness of your 
heart he wrote yon this precept. 

6 But from the beginning of the 
creation God made them male and 
female. 

7 For this cause shall a man leave ' 

his father and mother, and cleave to 
his wife ; 1 

8 And they twain shall be one 
flesh: so then they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. 

9 What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder. 

10 And in the house his disciples 
asked him again of the same matter. 

11 And he saith unto them, Who- 
soever shall put away Ms wife, and 
marry another, committeth adultery 
against her. 

12 And if a woman shall put away 
her husband, and be married to an- 
other, she committeth adultery. 

13 IT And they brought young chil- 
dren to him, that he should touch 
them: and his disciples rebuked 
those that brought them. 

14 But when Jesus saw it, he 
was much displeased, and said unto 
them, Suffer the little children to 


come unto me, and forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of God. 

15 Verily I say unto yon, Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a little child, be shall not 
enter therein. 

16 And he took them up in his 
arms, put his hands upon them, and 
blessed them. 

17 f And when he was gone forth 
into the way, there came one run- 
ning, and kneeled to him, and asked 
him, Good Master, what shall I do 
that I may inherit eternal life? 

18 And Jesu3 said unto him, Why 
callest thou me good? there is none 
good but one, that is, God. 

19 Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery. 
Do not kill, Do not steal, Do not 
bear false witness, Defraud not. 
Honour thy father and mother. 

20 And he answered and said unto 
him, Master, all these have I ob- 
served from my youth. 

21 Then Jesus beholding him loved 
him, and said unto him. One thing 
thou lackest : go thy way, sell what- 
soever thou hast, and give to the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come, take up the 
cross, and follow me. 

22 And he was sad at that saying, 
and went away grieved: for he had 
great possessions. 

23 1 And Jesus looked round about, 
and saith unto his disciples, How 
hardly shall they that have riches 
enter into the kingdom of God ! 

24 And the disciples were astonish- 
ed at Ms words. But Jesus answer- 
eth again, and saith unto them, 
Children, how hard is it for them 
that trust in riches to enter into the 
kingdom of God! 

25 It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than 
for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of God. 

26 And they were astonished out 
of measure, saying among them- 
selves, Who then can be saved? 

27 And Jesus looking upon them 
saith,. With Anen it is impossible, 
but not with God: for with God 
all things are possible.

28 f Then Peter began to say unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have 
followed thee. 

29 And Jesus answered and said, 
Verily I sdy unto you, There is no 
man that hath left house, or bre- 
thren, or sisters, or father, or mo- 
ther, or wife, or children, or lands, 
for my sake, and the gospel’s, 

30 But he shall receive an hun- 
dredfold now in this time, houses, 
and brethren, and sisters, and mo- 
thers, and children, and lands, with 
persecutions; and in the world to 
come eternal life. 

31 But many that are first shall be 
last; and the last first. 

32 f And they were in the way 
going up to Jerusalem; and Jesus 
went before them: and they were 
amazed; and as they followed, they 
were afraid. And he took again the 
twelve, and began to tell them what 
things should happen unto him, 

33 Saying, Behold, we go up to Je- 
rusalem; and the Son of man shall 
be delivered unto the chief priests, 
and unto the scribes ; and they shall 
condemn him to death, and shall 
deliver him to the Gentiles : 

34 And they shall mock him, and 
shall scourge him, and shall spit 
upon him, and shall kill him: and 
the third day he shall rise again. 

35 f And James and John, the sons 
of Zebedee, come unto Mm, saying, 
Master, we would that thou shouldest 
do for us whatsoever we shall desire. 

36 And he said unto them, What 
would ye that I should do for you? 

37 They said unto him, Grant un- 
to us that we may sit, one on thy 
right hand, and the other on thy left 
hand, in thy glory. 

38 But Jesus said unto them, Te 
know not what ye ask: can ye drink 
of the cup that I drink of? and be 
baptized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with? 

39 And they said unto him, We can. 
And Jesus said unto them, Ye shall 
indeed drink of the cup that I drink 
of; and with the baptism that I am 
baptized withal shall y% be baptized :

45 For even the Son of man came 
not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ran- 
som for many. 

46 f And they came to Jericho : 
and as he went out of Jericho with 
his disciples and a great number 
of people, blind Bartimmus, the son 
of Timaeus, sat by the Mghway side 
begging. 

47 And when he heard that it was 
Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry 
out, and say, Jesus, thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 

48 And many charged him that he 
should hold his peace: but he cried 
the more a great deal, Thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 

49 And Jesus stood still, and com- 
manded him to be called. And they 
call the blind man, saying unto him, 
Be of good comfort, rise ; he calleth 
thee. 

50 And he, casting away his gar- 
ment, rose, and came to Jesus. 

51 And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, What wilt thou that I 
should do unto thee?

52 And Jesus said unto him. Go thy 
way ; thy faith hath made thee whole.

CHAPTER 12. 

I In a 'parable of the vineyard let out to unthankful 
husbandmen, Christ foretelleth the reprobation of 
the Jews , and the calling of the Gentiles. 13 He 
avoideth the snare of the Pharisees and Herodians 
about paying tribute to Caesar: 18 convmceth the 
error of the Sadducees , who denied the resurrection: 
28 resolveth the scribe, who questioned of the first 
commandment.: 35 refuteth the opinion that the 
scribes held of Christ: 38 bidding the people to be- 
ware of their ambition and hypocrisy : 41 and 
commendeth the poor widoiv for her t\ 
above all. 

AND he began to speak unto 
jLJL them by parables. A certain 
man planted a vineyard, and set an 
hedge about it, and digged a place 
for the winefat, and built a tower, 
and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country. 

2 And at the season he sent to the 
husbandmen a servant, that he might 
receive from the husbandmen of the 
fruit of the vineyard. 

3 And they caught him, and beat 
him, and sent him away empty. 

4 And again he sent unto them 
another servant; and at him they 
cast stones, and wounded him in the 
head, and sent him away shamefully 
handled. 

5 And again he sent another; and 
him they killed, and' many others; 
beating some, and killing some. 

6 Having yet therefore one son, 


MARK, 12. wicked husbandmen. 

his wellbeloved, he sent him also 
last unto them, saying, They will 
reverence my son. 

7 But those husbandmen said a- 
mong themselves, This is the heir; 
come, let us kill him, and the inhe- 
ritance shall be ours. 

8 And they took him, and killed/iim, 
and cast him out of the vineyard. 

9 What shall therefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? he will come and 
destroy the husbandmen, and will 
give the vineyard unto others. 

10 And have ye not read this scrip- 
ture ; The stone which the builders 
rejected is become the head of the 
comer: 

11 This was the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes? 

12 And they sought to lay hold 
on him, but feared the people: for 
they knew that he had spoken the 
parable against them : and they left 
him, and went their way. 

13 f And they send unto him cer- 
tain of the Pharisees and of the He- 
rodians, to catch him in Ms words. 

14 And when they were come, they 
say unto him, Master, we know that 
thou art true, and carest for no 
man : for thou regardest not the per- 
son of men, but teachest the way of 
God in truth: Is it lawful to give 
tribute to Cfeesar, or not? 

15 Shall we give, or shall we not 
give? But he, knowing their hypo- 
crisy, said unto them. Why tempt 
ye me? bring me a penny, that I 
may see it. 

16 And they brought it And he 
saith unto them, Whose is this im- 
age and superscription? And they 
said unto him, Csesar’s. 

1 7 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Render to Csesar the things 
that are Csesar’s, and to God the 
things that are God’s. And they 
marvelled at him. 

18 f Then come unto him the 
Sadducees, which say there is no 
resurrection; and they asked him, 
saying, 

19 Master, Moses wrote unto us, 
If a man’s brother die, and leave 
his wife behind him, and leave no 
children, that his brother should 
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take liis wife, and raise up seed unto 
his brother. 

20 Now there were seven brethren: 
and the first took a wife, and dying 
left no seed. 

21 And the second took her, and 
died, neither left he any seed: and 
the third likewise. 

22 And the seven had her, and left 
no seed : last of all the woman died 
also. 

23 In the resurrection therefore, 
when they shall rise, whose wife 
shall she be of them? for the seven 
had her to wife. 

24 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Do ye not therefore err, be- 
cause ye know not the scriptures, 
neither the power of God? 

25 For when they shall rise from 
the dead, they neither marry, nor 
are given in marriage; but are as 
the angels which are in heaven. 

26 And as touching the dead, that 
they rise: have ye not read in the 
book of Moses, how in the bush God 
spake unto him, saying, I am the 
God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob? 

27 He is not the God of the dead, 
but the God of the living: ye there- 
fore do greatly err. 

28 IF And one of the scribes came, 
and having heard them reasoning 
together, and perceiving that he had 
answered them well, asked him, 
Which is the first commandment of 
all? 

29 And Jesus answered him, The 
first of all the commandments is, 
Hear, O Israel; The Lord our God 
is one Lord : 

30 And thou shaft love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy mind, 
and with all thy strength : this is the 
first commandment. 

31 And the second is like, namely 
this, Thou shaft love thy neighbour 
as thyself. There is none other com- 
mandment greater than these. 

32 And the scribe said unto him, 
Well, Master, thou hast said the 
truth: for there is one God; and 
there is none other but he: 

33 And to love him with all the 


heart, and with all the understand- 
ing, and with all the soul, and with 
all the strength, and to love his neigh- 
bour as himself, is more than all 
whole burnt offerings and' sacrifices. 

34 And when Jesus saw that he an- 
swered discreetly, he said unto him, 
Thou art not far from the kingdom 
of God. And no man after that durst 
ask him any question. 

35 IF And Jesus answered and said, 
while he taught in the temple, How 
say the scribes that Christ is the 
Son of David? 

36 For David himself said by the 
Holy Ghost, The Lord said to my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, till 
I make thine enemies thy footstool. 

37 David therefore himself calleth 
him Lord; and whence is he then x 
his son? And the common people 
heard him gladly. 

38 IT And he said unto them in his 
doctrine, Beware of the scribes, which 
love to go in long clothing, and love 
salutations in the marketplaces, 

39 And the chief seats in the syna- 
gogues, and the uppermost rooms 
at feasts: 

40 Which devour wido ws’ houses, and 
for a pretence make long prayers: 
these shall receive greater damnation. 

41 IF And Jesus sat over against the 
treasury, and beheld how the people 
cast money into the treasury: and 
many that were rich cast in much. 

42 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she threw in two mites, 
which make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his dis- 
ciples, and saith unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, That this poor widow 
hath cast more in, than all they which 
have cast into the treasury: 

44 For all they did cast in of their 
abundance ; but she of her want did 
cast in all that she had, even all her 
living. 

CHAPTER 13. 

1 Christ foretelleth the destruction of the temple : 

9 the persecutions for the gospel ; 10 that the gospel 
must be preached to all nations : 14 that great 
calamities shall happen to the Jews : 24 and the 
manner of his cording to judgment: 32 the horn 
whereof tiheing known to none , every man is to 
watch and pray , that we be not found unpro- 
vided, when he cometh to each • one particularly 
by death* 
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second coming. 


AND as he went out of the temple, 
Xjl one of his disciples saith unto 
hiin, Master, see what manner of 
stones and, what buildings are here! 

2 And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Seest thou these great build- 
ings? there shall not be left one 
stone upon another, that shall not 
be thrown down. 

3 And as he sat upon the mount 
of Olives over against the temple, 
Peter and James and John and An- 
drew asked Mm privately, 

4 Tell us, when shall these tMngs 
be? and what shall he the sign when 
all these things shall be fulfilled? 

5 And Jesus answering them be- 

f an to say, Take heed lest any man 
eceiveyou: 

* 6 For many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ; and shall 
deceive many. 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars 
and rumours of wars, be ye not trou- 
bled : for such things must needs be : 
but the end shall not he yet. 

8 For nation shall rise against na 
tion, and Mngdom against kingdom 
and there shall be earthquakes in 
diverse places, and there shall be 
famines and troubles: these are the 
beginnings of sorrows. 

9 If But take heed to yourselves: 
for they shall deliver you up to conn 
cils; and in the synagogues ye shall 
be beaten: and ye shall be brought 
before rulers and kings for my sake, 
for a testimony against them. 

10 And the gospels must first be 
published among all nations. 

11 But when they shall lead you, 
and deliver you up, take no thought 
beforehand what ye shall speak, nei- 
ther do ye premeditate : but whatso- 
ever shall be given you in that hour, 
that speak ye: for it is not ye that 
speak, but the Holy Ghost. 

12 Now the brother shall betray 
the brother to death, and the father 
the son; and children shall rise up 
against their parents, and shall cause 
them to be put to death. 

13 And ye shall bp hated of all 
men for my name’s sake : '’but he 
that shall endure unto the end, the 
same shall be saved. 
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14 IF But when ye shall see the abo- 
mination of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet, standing where 
it ought not, (let him that readeth 
understand,) then let them that be 
in Judsea flee to the mountains : 

1 5 And let him that is on the house- 
top not go down into the house, nei- 
ther enter therein, to take any thing 
out of his house: 

16 And let him that is in the field 
not turn back again for to take up 
his garment. 

17 But woe to them that are with 
child, and to them that give suck in 
those days I 

18 And pray ye that your flight be 
not in the winter. 

19 Form those days shall be afflic- 
tion, such as was not from the be- 
ginning of the creation which God 
created unto this time, neither shall 
be.

AND straightway in the morning 
jl\. the chief priests held a con- 
sultation with the elders and scribes 
and the whole council, and bound 
Jesus, and carried him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate. 

2 And Pilate asked him, Art thou 
theKingoftheJews? And he answer- 
ing said unto him, Thou sayest it. 

3 And the chief priests accused him 
of many things: but he answered 
nothing. 

4 And Pilate asked him again, say- 
ing, Answerest thou nothing? be- 
hold how many things they witness 
against thee. 

5 But Jesus yet answered nothing; 

so that Pilate marvelled. / 

6 Now at that feast he released 
unto them one prisoner, whomsoever 
they desired. 

7 And there was one named Bar- 
abbas, which lay bound with them 
that had made Insurrection with him, 
who had committed murder in the 
insurrection. 
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The cntcifiooion and 

8 And the multitude crying aloud 
began to desire him to do as he had 
ever done,, unto them. 

9 But Pilate answered them, say- 
ing, Will ye that I release unto you 
the King of the Jews? 

10 For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered Mm for envy. 

11 But the cMef priests moved the 
people, that he should rather release 
Barabbas unto them. 

12 And Pilate answered and said 
again unto them, What will ye then 
that I shall do unto him whom ye 
call the King of the Jews? 

13 And they cried out again, Cru- 
cify him. 

14 Then Pilate said unto them, 
Why, what evil hath he done? _ And 
they cried out the more exceedingly, 
Crucify him. 

15 f And so Pilate, willing to con- 
tent the people, released Barabbas 
unto them, and delivered Jesus, 
when he had scourged him, to be 
crucified, 

16 And the soldiers led Mm away 
into the hall, called PrEetorium ; and 
they call together the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with pur- 
ple, and platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it about Ms head, 

18 And began to salute him, Hail, 
King of the Jews! 

19 And they smote him on the 
head with a reed, and did spit upon 
him, and bowing their knees wor- 
shipped Mm. 

20 And when they had mocked 
him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, 
and led him out to crucify h i m. 

21 And they compel one Simon a 
Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out 
of the country, the father of Alex- 
ander and Rufus, to bear Ms cross. 

22 And they bring Mm unto the 
place Golgotha, wMch is, being in- 
terpreted, The place of a skull. 

23 And they gave Mm to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh: but he 
received it not. 

24 And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, cast- 
ing lots upon them, what every man 
should take.

25 And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified h im . 

26 And the superscription of Ms 
accusation was written over, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

27 And with Mm they crucify two 
thieves; the one on Ms right hand, 
and the other on Ms left. 

28 And the scripture was fulfilled, 
wMch saith, And he was numbered 
with the transgressors. 

29 And they that passed by railed 
on him, wagging their heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the 
temple, and bulkiest it in three days, 

30 Save thyself, and come down 
from the cross. 

31 likewise also the cMef priests 
mocking said among themselves with 
the scribes, He saved others; him- 
self he cannot save. 

32 Let Christ the Bang of Israel 
descend now from the cross, that we 
may see and believe. And they that 
were crucified with him reviled him. 

33 And when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness over the 
whole land until the Mnth hour. 

34 And at the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eloi, 
ELOI, LAMA SABACHTHA3T ? which IS, 
being interpreted, My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me? 

35 And some of them that stood 
by, when they heard it, said, Behold, 
he calleth Elias. 

36 And one ran and filled a spunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave Mm to drink, saying, Let 
alone ; let us see whether Elias will 
come to take him down. 

37 And Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the ghost. 

38 And the veil of the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom. 

39 f And when the centurion, which 
stood over against him, saw that he 
so cried out, and gave up the ghost, 
he said, Truly this man was the Son 
of God. 

40 There were also women look- 
ing on afar off: among whom was 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mo- 
ther of James the less and of Joses, 
and Salome;

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he 
sent unto him the elders of the Jews, 
beseeching him that he would come 
and heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, 
they besought him instantly, say- 
ing, That he was worthy for whom 
lie should do this : 

5 For he loveth our nation, and he 
hath built us a synagogue. 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the 
house, the centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyself : for I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof: 
7 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee: but 
say in a word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one, Go, and he go- 
eth ; and to another, Come, and he 
cometh ; and to my servant, Do this, 
and he doeth it. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people that 
followed him, I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel.

I N the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God.

I Christ, preparing Ms apostles to the beholding of 
his ascension , gather eth them together into the 
mount Olivet , commanded them to expect in Jeru- 
salem the sending down of the Holy Ghost , pro- 
mised after few days to send it ; by virtuewhereof 
they should be witnesses unto him , even to the ut- 
most parts of the earth . 9 After his ascension they 
are warned by two angels to depart » and to set 
their minds upon his second coming. 12 They ac- 
cordingly return , and, giving themselves to prayer , 
choose Matth ias apost le in the place of Judas. 

T HE former treatise have I made, 
0 Theophilus, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through the 
Holy Ghost had given command- 
ments unto the apostles whom he 
had chosen: 

3 To whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion by many infal- 
lible proofs, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things per- 
taining to the kingdom of God: 

4 And, being assembled together 
with them, , commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he , ye have 
heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with 
water ; but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 
6 When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying, 
Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel? 

7 And he said unto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
J udcoa, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up ; and a cloud received him 
out of their si|ht. 

10 And while they looked stedfastly 


toward heaven as he w&nt up, be- 
hold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel ; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Ga- 
lilee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have 
seen Mm go into heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jeru- 
salem from the mount called Olivet, 
which is from Jerusalem a sabbath 
day’s journey. 

13 And when^ they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, ancl^James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, 
James the son of Alphseus, and Si- 
mon Zelotes, and Judas the brother 
of James. 

14 These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the mo- 
ther of Jesus, and with his brethren. 

15 % And in those days Peter stood 
up in the midst of the disciples, and 
said, (the number of names together 
were about an hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this scrip- 
ture must needs have been fulfilled, 
which the Holy Ghost by the mouth 
of David spake before concerning 
Judas, which was guide to them that 
took Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with us, 
and had obtained part of this mi- 
nistry. 

18 Now this man purchased a field 
with the reward of iniquity ; and fall- 
ing headlong, he burst asunder in the 
midst, and all his bowels gushed out

20 For it is written in the book of 
Psalms, ^ Let hie habitation be deso- 
late, anil let no man dwell therein:

21 Wherefore of these men which 
have eontpanied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out 
among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of 
John, unto that same day that he 
was taken up from us, must one be 
ordained to be a witness with us of 
his resurrection. 

23 And they appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was sumamed 
Justus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of 
all men, shew whether of these two 
thou hast chosen, 

. 25 That he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship, from 'Which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to his own place. 

26 And they gave forth their lots ; 
and the lot fell upon Matthias ; and 
he was numbered with the eleven 
apostles. 

CHAPTER 2. 

3 . The apostles , Jilted with the Holy Ghost, and 
speaking divers languages , are admired by some , 
and derided by others . 14 Whom JPeter disproving , 
and shewing that the apostles spake by the power 
of the Boly Ghost, that Jesus was risen from the 
dead , ascended into heaven , had poured down the 
same Boly Ghost , and was the Memas, a man 
known to them to be approved of God by his mira- 
cles, wonders, and signs, and not crucified without 
his determinate counsel and foreknowledge : 37 he 
baptizeth a great number that were converted. 
41 Who afterwards devoutly and charitably con- 
vene together: the apostles working many miracles, 
and God daily increasing his church. 

ANT) when the day of Pentecost 
_Ol was fully come, they were all 
with one aecord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire, and it 
sat upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance. 

5 And there were dwelling at Je- 
rusalem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven. 

6 Now when this was noisec^abroad, 
the multitude came together, and 
were confounded, because that every 


man heard them speak in his own 
language. 

7 And they were all amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, 
Behold, are not all these which speak 
Galilseans? 

8 And how hear we every man in 
our own tongue, wherein we were 
born? 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elam- 
ites, and the dwellers in Mesopo- 
tamia, and in Judaea, and Cappado- 
cia, in Pontus, and Asia, 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in E- 
gypt, and in the parts of Libya about 
Gyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews 
and proselytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear 
them speak in our tongues the won- 
derful works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and 
were in doubt, saying one to another, 
What meaneth this? 

13 Others mocking said, These men 
are full of new wine. 

14 If But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judaea, 
and all ye that dwell at Jerusalem, 
be this known unto you, and hearken 
to my words : 

15 For these are not drunken, as 
ye suppose, seeing it is but the third 
hour of the day. 

16 But this is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all flesh : and your 
sons and your daughters shall pro- 
phesy, and your young men shall 
see visions, and your old men shall 
dream dreams : 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy: 

19 And I will shew wonders in hea- 
ven above, and signs in the earth 
beneath ; blood, and fire, and vapour 
of smoke : 

20 The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, 
before that great apd notable day 
of the Lord come : 

21 And it shall come to pass, that

I 29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
j speak unto you of the patriarch Da- 
vid, that he is both dead and buried, 
and his sepulchre is with us unto 
this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of 
his loins, according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne ; 

31 He seeing this before spake of 
the resurrection of Christ, that his 
soul was not left in hell, neither his

40 And with many other words did 
he testify and exhort, saying, Save 
yourselves from this untoward gene- 
ration. 

41 IT Then they that gladly receiv- 
ed his word were baptized : and the 
same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls. 

42 And they continued stedfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship, and in breaking of bread, and 
in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul: 
and many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things common; 

45 And sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. 

46 And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and break- 
ing bread from house to house, did 
eat their meat with gladness and 
singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, attd having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord 
added to the church daily such as 
should be saved. 

CHAPTER 3.

12 If And when Gallio was the de- 
puty of Achaia, the Jews made insur- 
rection with one accord against Paul, 
andbroughthimtothejudgmentseat, 
,13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God contrary to the 
law. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open Ms mouth, Gallio said unto 
the Jews, If it were a matter of 
wrong or wicked lewdness, O ye 
Jews, reason would that I should 
bear with you : 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to it; for I will be no judge of such 

matters. 

16 And he.drave them from the 
judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sos- 
thenes, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and beat him before the 
judgment seat c And Gallio cared for 
none of those things. 

18 f And Paul after this tarried 

there yet a good while, and then took 
his leave of the brethren, and sail- 
ed thence into Syria, and with him 
Priscilla and Aquila; having shorn 
his head in Cenchrea: for he had

19 And he came to Ephesus, and 
left them there: but he himself

24 If And a certain Jew named Apol- 
los, bom at Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the scriptures, 
came to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed in the 
way of the Lord; and being fervent 
in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in 
the synagogue: whom when Aquila 
and Priscilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto 
him the way of God more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to 
pass into Achaia, the brethren wrote, 
exhorting the disciples to receive 
him: who, when he was come, help- 
ed them much which had believed 
through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the

8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and spake boldly for the space of 
three months, disputing and per- 
suading the things concerning the 
kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he 
departed from them, and separated 
the disciples, disputing daily in the 
school of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by the space 
of two years; so that all they which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special mira- 
cles by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the sick handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases departed 
from them, and the evil spirits went 
out of them. 

13 IT Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, 
We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of 
one Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the 
priests, which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered 
and said, Jesus I know, and Paul I 
know ; but why are ye? . 

16 And the man in wljpm the evil 
Bpirit was leaped on them, and over- 


19 Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books to- 
gether, and burned them before all 
men: and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 
God and prevailed. 

21 IF After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he 
had passed through Macedonia and 
Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying, 
After I have been there, I must also 
see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two 
of them that ministered unto him, 
Timotheus and Erastus ; but he him- 
self stayed in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose 
no small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named De- 
metrius, a silversmith, which made 
silver shrines for Diana, brought no 
small gain unto the craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the. workmen of like occupation, and 
said, Sirs, ye know that by this craft 
we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; but 
also that the temple of the great 
goddess Diana should be despised, 
and her magnificence should be de- 
stroyed, whom all Asia and the world 
worshippeth. 

.28 And when they heard these say- 
ings, tljey were full of wrath, and 
cried out, saying, Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians. 
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Th& -uproar is appeased. THE ACTS, 20, 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confusion: and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one accord into 
the theatrb. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the disci- 
ples suffered him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto 
him, desiring Mm that he would not 
adventure himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another : for the assembly 
was confused; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jews putting him 
forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, 

Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk had 
appeased the people, he said, Ye 
men of Ephesus, what man is there 
that knoweth not how that the city 
of the Ephesians is a worshipper 
of the great goddess Diana, and of 
the image which fell down from 
Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither 
these men, which are neither rob- 
bers of churches, nor yet blasphe- 
mers of your goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have 
a matter against any man, the law is 
open, and there are deputies: let 
them implead one another. 

39 But if ye inquire any thing con- 
cerning other matters, it shall be 
determined in a lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to be call- 
ed in question for this day’s uproar, 
there being no cause whereby we may 
give an account of this concgurse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly.

3 We accept it always, and in all 
places, most noble Felix, with aU 
thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray 
thee that thou wouldest hear us of 
thy clemency a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
pestUent fellow, and a mover of sedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we took, 
and would have judged according to 
our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding Ms accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom 
thyself mayest take knowledge of aU 
these things, whereof we accuse him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gover- 
nor had beckoned unto him to speak, 
answered, Forasmuch as I know that 
thou hast been of many years a judge 
unto this nation, I do the more cheer- 
fully answer for myself : 

11 Because that thou mayest under- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve 
days since I went up to Jerusalem 
for to worsMp. 

12 And they neither found me in 
the temple disputing with any man, 
neither raising up the people, neither 
in the synagogues, nor in the city : 

13 Neither can they prove the 
tMngs whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But tMs I confess unto thee, 
that after the way which they call 
heresy, so worship I the God of my 
fathers, believing all things wMch 
are written in the law and in the 
prophets :

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to minister 
or come unto him. 

24 And after certain- days, when 
Felix came with his wife Drusilla, 
which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith 
in Christ. 

26 And as he reasoned of righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgment to 
come, Felix trembled, and answer- 
ed, Go thy way for this time ; when 
I have a convenient season, I will 
call for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money 
should have been given him of Paul, 
that he might loose him: where- 
fore he sent for him the offcener, 
and communed with him. 

27 But after two years Porcius 
Festus came, into Felix’ rpom: and 
Felix, willing to shew the Jews a 
pleasure, left Paul bound.

N OW when Festus was come into 
the province, after three days he 
ascended from Caesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief 
of the Jews informed him against 
Paul, and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, 
that he would send for him to Jerusa- 
lem, laying wait in the way to kill him. 

4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Caesarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly 
thither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with 
me, and accuse this man, if*there be 
any wickedness in him. 

6 A n d when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Caesarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat 
commanded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Caesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews 
a pleasure, answered Paul, and said, 
Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and 
there be judged of these things be- 
fore me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Cae- 
sar's judgment seat, where I ought 
to be judged: to the Jews have I 
done no wrong, as thou very well 
knowest. 

11 For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuse not to die : but if there be 
none of these things whereof these 
accuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them.

15 About whom, when I was at Je- 
rusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, de- 
siring to have judgment against him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he which 
is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have licence to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against Mm. 

17 Therefore, when they were come 
Mther, without any delay on the mor- 
row I sat on the judgment seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought 
forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusa- 
tion of such things as I supposed: 

19 But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and 
Of one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed 
to be reserved unto the hearing of 
Augustus, I commanded him to be 
kept till I might send Mm to Csesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself. 
To morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 
him. 

23 And on the. morrow, when A- 
grippa was come, and Bernice, with 
great pomp, and was entered into 
the place of hearing, with the chief 
captains, and principal men of the 
city, at Festus^ commandment Paul 
was brought forth. 

24 And Festus. said, King Agrippa, 
and all men which are!" here present 
with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 


dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he Mmself hath appealed 
to Augustus, I have determined to 
send him.

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THE EPISTLE OP PAUL THE APOSTLE 


ROMANS. 


CHAPTER 1. 

X Haul commendetk his calling to the Homans, 

and Ms desire to come to them, 16 What his 

gospel is, and the righteousness which it sheweth. 

18 is angry with all manner of sin . 21 

What were the sins of the Gentiles. 

T)AUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
JL called to be an apostle, separated 
unto the gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised afore by 
his prophets in the holy scriptures,) 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ 
our Lord, which was made of the 
seed of David according to the flesh; 

4 And declared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness, by the resurrection 
from the dead ; 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, for obedience to the 
faith among all nations, for his name : 

6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of Jesus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved 
of God, called to be saints: Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel 
of his Son, that without ceasing I 
make mention of you always in my 
prayers ; 

10 Making request, if by any 
means now at length I might have 
a prosperous journey by the will of 
God to come unto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
to the end ye may be established ; 

12 That is, that I may be comfort- 
ed together with you by the mutual 
faith both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes 
I purposed to come unto* you, (but 
was let hitherto,) that® I might have 


some fruit among you also, even as 
among other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians ; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
| ready to preach the gospel to you 

that are at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ : for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth ; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteous- 
ness of God revealed frorfii faith to 
faith: as it is written, The just shall 
live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is reveal- 
ed from heaven against all ungod- 
liness and unrighteousness of men, 
who hold the truth in unrighteous- 
ness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them ; 
for God hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly^ seen, being understood by 
the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead; so that 
they are without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified Mm not as God, 
neither were thankful ; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and 
to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and 
creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 

up to uncleanness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour 
their own bodies between them- 
selves: ' 

25 Who changed the truth of God

into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. Amen* 

' 26 For this cause God gave them 
up unto vile affections : for even their 
women did*change the natural use 
into that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leav- 
ing the natural use of the woman, 
burned in their lust one toward an- 
other; men with men working that 
which is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompence of their 
error which was meet 

28 And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind, to do those things which are ! 
not convenient; 

29 Being filled with all unright- 
eousness^ fornication, wickedness, 
covetousness, maliciousness; full of 
envy, murder, debate, deceit, malig- 
nity; whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nantbreakers, without natural affec- 
tion, implacable, unmerciful : 

32 Who knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in 
them that do them. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 They that sin though they condemn it in 
others , cannot excuse themselves > 6 and much 
less escape the judgment of God , 9 whether they 
be Jews or Gentiles, 14 The Gentiles cannot 
escape, 17 nor yet the Jews , 25 whom their 
circumcision shall not profit, if they keep not 
the law . 

T HEREFORE thou art inex- 
cusable, 0 man, whosoever thou 
art that judgest: for wherein thou 
judgest another, thou condemnest 
thyself ; for thoufthat judgest doest 
the same things. 

2 But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth 
against them which commit such 
things. 

3 And thinkest thou this, 0 man, 
that judgest them whjch do such 
things, and doest the same, thafthou 
shalt escape the judgment of God? 


God’s impartial judgment. 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of 
his goodness and forbearance and 
longsuffering; not knowing that the 
goodness of God leadeth thee to 
repentance? 

5 But after thy hardness and im- 
penitent heart treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of 
wrath and revelation of the right- 
eous judgment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man 
according to his deeds : 

7 To them who by patient conti- 
nuance in well doing seek for glory 
and honour and immortality, eternal 

8 But unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the truth, 
but obey unrighteousness, indigna- 
tion and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, 
of the Jew first, and also of the 
Gentile; 

10 But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gentile : 

11 For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shall also perish without 
law : and as many as have sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the law ; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers 
of the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves : 

15 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their con- 
science also bearing witness, and 
their thoughts the mean while ac- 
cusing or else excusing one another ;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy boast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and ap- 
provest tjie things th^t are more 
excellent, being instructed out of 
the law; * 
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The Jews' prerogative , 


ROMANS, 3. which they have not lost. 


19 And art confident that thou thy- 
self art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them which are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, 
a teacher of babes, which hast the 
form of knowledge and of the truth 
in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man should 
not steal, dost thou steal ? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou com- 
mit adultery? thou that abhorrest 
idols, dost thou commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of 
the law, through breaking the law 
dishonourest thou God ? 

24 For the name of God is blas- 
phemed among the Gentiles through 
you, as it is written. 

25 For circumcision verily profiteth, 
if thou keep the law: but if thou 
be a breaker of the law, thy circum- 
cision is made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore if the uncircumci- 
sion keep the righteousness of the 
law, shall not his uncircumcision be 
counted for circumcision? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the law, 
judge thee, who by the letter and 
circumcision dost transgress the law? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which is 
one outwardly; neither is that cir- 
cumcision, which is outward in the 
flesh: 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one 
inwardly; and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not 
in the letter ; whose praise is not of 
men, but of God. 

CHAPTER 3. 

1 The Jews’ prerogative: 3 which they have not 
lost: 9 howbeit the law convinceth them also of 
sin : 20 therefore no Jlesh is justified by the law, 
28 but all, without difference, by faith only: 
31 and yet the law is not abolished. 

W HAT advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what profit is there 
of circumcision ? 

2 Much every way: chiefly, because 
that unto them were committed the 
oracles of God. 

3 For what if some did not believe? 
shall then’ unbelief make the faith 
of God without effect? 


4 God forbid : yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar ; aS it is writ- 
ten, That thou mightest be justified 
in thy sayings, and mightest over- 
come when thou art judged. 

5 But if our unrighteousness com- 
mend the righteousness of God, what 
shall we say? Is God unrighteous 
who taketh vengeance ? (I speak as 
a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall 
God judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie. unto his 
glory ; why yet am I also judged as 
a sinner ? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slander- 
ously reported, and as some affirm 
that we say,) Let us do evil, that good 
may come? whose damnation is just. 

9 What then? are we better than 
they? No, in no wise: f&r we have 
before proved both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, that they are all under sin ; 

10 As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one : 

11 There is none that understand- 
eth, there is none that seeketh after 
God. 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become un- 
profitable ; there is none that doeth 
good, no, not one. 

13 Their throat is an open sepul- 
chre ; with their tongues they have 
used deceit ; the poison of asps is 
under their lips : 

14 Whose mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness : 

15 Their feet are swift to shed 
blood : 

16 Destruction and misery are in 
their ways : 

17 And the way of peace have they 
not known : 

18 There is no fear of God before 
their eyes. » 

19 Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith,it saith to them 
who are under the law : that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified 
in»his sight : for by the law is the 
knowledge of sin. 


; ( 
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21 But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and the 
prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto 
all and upon all them that believe: 
for there is no difference : 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God ; 

24 Being justified freely by Ms grace 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth to 
he a propitiation through faith in 
Ms blood, to declare his righteous- 
ness for the remission of sins that 
are past, through the forbearance of 
God; 

26 To declare, I say, at this time 
his righteousness: that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which 
believeth in Jesus. 

27 Where is boasting then ? It is 
excluded. By what law ? of works ? 
Nay: but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by iaith without the 
deeds of the law. 

20 Is he the God of the Jews only? 
is he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also: 

30 Seeing it is one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law. 

CHAPTER 4.

9 Cometh this blessedness then up- 
on the circumcision only, or upon 
the uncircumcision also? for we say 
that faith was reckoned to Abraham 
for righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncir- 
cumcision ? Not in circumcision, but 
in uncircumcision. 

11 And he received the sign of cir- 
cumcision, a seal of the righteous- 
ness of the faith which he had yet 
being uncircumcised: that he might 
be the father of ali them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised ; that; 
righteousness might be imputed un- 
to them also: 

12 And the father of circumcision 
to them who are not of the circum- 
cision only, but who also walk in 
the steps of that faith of our father 
Abraham, which he had being yet 
uneircumcised.

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the 
law, but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, be- 
cause we are not under the law, but 
under grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, 
his servants ye are to whom ye 
obey ; whether of sin unto death, or 
of obedience unto righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that y© 
were the servants of sin, but ye have 
obeyed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from sin, 
ye became the servants of righteous- 
ness. 

19 I speak after the manner of 
men because of the infirmity of your 
flesh: for as ye have yielded your 
members servants to uncleanness 
and to iniquity unto iniquity; even 
so now yield your members servants 
to righteousness unto holiness. 

20 For when ye were the servants 
of sin, ye were free from righteous- 
ness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed? 
for the end of those things is death. 

22 But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, ye 
have your fruit unto holiness, and 
the end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.

3 So then if, while her husband 
liveth, she be married to another 
man, she shall be called an adul- 
teress : but if her husband be dead, 
she is free from that law ; so that 
she is no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also 
are become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be 
married to another, even to him who 
is raised from the dead, that we 
should bring forth fruit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins, which were by 
the law, did work in our members 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein we 
were held; that we should serve in 
newness of spirit, and not in the 
oldness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Is the 
law sin? God forbid. Nay, I had 
not known sin, but by the law : for I 
had not known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence. For with- 
out the law sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law 
once: but when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which 
was ordained to life, I found to be 
unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, deceived me, and by 
it slew me. 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, and 
the co m mandment holy, and just, 
and good. 

13 Was then that which is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin, 
working death in me by that which is 
good ; that sin by the commandment 
might become exceeding sinful.

11 But now I have written unto 
you not to keep company, if any 
man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idol- 
ater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or 
an extortioner; with such an one 
no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
ye judge them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgetlu Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked per- 
son.

29 Are all apostles? are all pro- 
phets? are all teachers? are all work- 
ers of miracles? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? 
do ail speak with tongues? do all 
interpret? 

31 But^covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and yet shew I unto you a 
more excellent way. 

CHAPTER 13. 

I All gifts, 2, 3 how excellent soever , are nothing 

worth without charity. 4 The praises thereof \ and 

13 prelation before hope and faith. 

T HOUGHIspeakwith the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have 
not charity, I am become as sound- 
ing brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all myste- 
ries, and all knowledge ; and though 
I have all faith, so that I could re- 
move mountains, and have not cha- 
rity, I am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my 

f oods to feed the poor , and though 
give my body to be burned, and 
have not charity, it profiteth me no- 
thing. 

4 Charity suffereth long, and is 
kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil ; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but 
rejoiceth in the truth ; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, faopeth all things, endureth 
all things,, * 

8 Charity never faiieth : but whe- 
ther there he prophecies, they shall 


fail ; whether there he tongues, they 
shall cease; whether there he know- 
ledge, it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as 
a child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child : but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly ; but then face to face: now 
I know in part; but then shall I 
know even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the great- 
est of these is charity. 

CHAPTER 14. 

1 Prophecy is commended, 2, 3, 4 and preferred be- 
fore speaking with tongues, 6 by a comparison 
drawn from musical instrummts. 12 Both must 
be referred to edification , 22 as to their true and 
proper end. 26 The true use of each is taught , 27 
and the abuse taxed.

3 "By Christ's resurrection, 12 he proveth the ne- 
cessity of our resurrection, against all such as 
deny the resurrection of the body. 21 The fruit , 
35 and manner thereof 51 and of the changing 
of them, that shall be found alive at the last 

Tl/YOREOVER, brethren, I de- 
1VX clare unto you the gospel 
which I preached unto yon, which 
also ye have received, and wherein 
ye stand ; 

• 2 By which also ye are saved, if 
ye keep in memory what I preached 
/ uutoyou, unless ye have believed in 
vain. 

3 For I delivered unto yon first of 
all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures ; 

4 And that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day accord- 
ing to the scriptures : 

5 And that he was seen of Cephas, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above 

five hundred brethren at once ; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen 
asleep. * 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of 
me also, as of one bom out of due 
time. 

9 For I am the least of the apo- 
stles, that am not meet to be calted 
an apostle, because I pei%ecuted # the 
ohurch of God. 


El I A NS, 15* Of the resurrection, 

10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am: and his grace which 
was bestowed upon me was not in 
vain; but I laboured more abun- 
dantly than they all : yet not I, but 
the grace of God which was with 
me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I or 
they, so we' preach, and so ye be- 
lieved. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that 
he rose from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resur- 
rection of the dead? 

13 But if there be no resurrection 
of the dead, then is Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false 
witnesses of God; because we have 
testified of God that he raised up 
Christ: whom he raised not up, if 
so be that the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then 
is not Christ raised: 

17 And if Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in 
your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the firstfraits 
of them that slept. 

21 For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order : 
Christ the firstfraits ; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he 
shall have delivered up the kingdom 
to God, even the Father; when he 
shall have put down all rale and all 
authority and power. 

25 For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death. 

27 For bfi hath put alF things un- 
der his feet. But when lie saith, all 
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tilings are put under him, it is mani- 
fest that he is excepted, which did 
put all things under him. 

28 And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the 
Son also himself be subject unto him 
that put all things under him, that 
God may be all in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which 
are baptized for the dead, if the 
dead rise not at all? why are they 
then baptized for the dead? 

30 And why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour? 

31 1 protest by your rejoicing which 
I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I 
die daily. 

32 If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not? let us eat and drink ; for 
to morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil commu- 
nications corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not the know- 
ledge of God: I speak this to your 
shame. 

35 But some man will say, How 
are the dead raised up? and with 
what body do they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est is not quickened, except it die : 

37 And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but there is one hind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial : but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars : for one 
star differeth from another star in 
glory. 

42 So algo is the resurrection of 
the dead. It is sown in corruption ; 
it is raised in incorruption :

CHAPTER 16. 

1 Be exhorteth them to relieve the want of the bre- 
thren at Jerusalem. 10 Commendetk Timothy, 13 
and after frimdly admonitions, 16 shutteth up 
his epistle with divers salutations . 

'Vf OW concerning the collection 
JL N for the saints, as I have given 
order to the churches of Galatia, 
even so do ye. 

2 Upon the first day of the week 
let every one of you lay by him in 
store, as God hath prospered him, 
that there be no gatherings when 
I come. 

3 And when I come, whomsoever 
ye shall approve by your letters, 
them will I send to bring your libe- 
rality unto Jerusalem. 

4 And if it be meet that I go also, 
they shalFgo with me, 

5 Now I will come unto you, when 
I shall pass through Macedonia: for 
I do pass through Macedonia. 

6 And it may be that I will abide, 
yea, and winter with you, that ye 
may bring me on my journey whi- 
thersoever I go. 

7 For I will not see you now by 
the way ; but I trust to tarry a while 
with you, if the Lord permit, 

8 But I will tarry at Ephesus until 
Pentecost, 

9 For a great door and effectual 
is opened unto me, and there are 
many adversaries. 

10 Now if Timotheus come, see 
that he may be with you without 
fear: for he worketh the work of 
the Lord, as I also do. 

11 Let no man therefore despise 
him : but conduct him forth in peace, 
that he may come unto me: for I 
look for him with the brethren. 


12 As touching our brother Apollos, 
I greatly desired him to come unto 
you with the brethren: but his will 
was not at all to come at this time ; 
but he will come when he shall have 
convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong, 

14 Let all your things be done with 
charity. 

15 I beseech you, brethren, (ye 
know the house of Stephanas, that 
it is the firstfruits of Achaia, and 
that they have addicted themselves 
to the ministry of the saints,) 

16 That ye submit yourselves unto 
such, and to every one that helpeth 
with us, and laboureth. 

17 I am glad of the coming of 
Stephanas and Fortunatus and A- 
chaicus: for that which was lacking 
on your part they have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed my 
spirit and yours : therefore acknow- 
ledge ye them that are such. 

19 The churches of Asia salute 
you. Aquila and Priscilla salute you 
much in the Lord, with the church 
that is in their house. 

20 All the brethren greet you. 
Greet ye one another with an holy 
kiss. 

21 The salutation of me Paul with 
mine own hand. 

22 If any man love not the Lord 
Jesus Christ, let him be Anathema 
Maran-atha. 

23 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. 

24 My love be with you all in Christ 
Jesus. Amen. 

IT The first epistle to the Corinthians 
was written from Philippi by Ste- 
phanas, and Fortunatus, and Achai- 
cus, and Timotheus. 



THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. ' 


CHAPTER 1. 

3 The apostle encourageth them against troubles, by 
the comforts and deliverances which God had given 
him , as in all his afflictions, 8 so particularly in 
his late danger in Asia. 12 And calling both his 
own conscience and theirs to witness of his sincere 
manner of preaching the immutable truth of the 
gospel , 15 he excuseth Ms not coming to them, as 
proceeding not of lightness, but of his lenity to- 
wards them. 

P MIL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of 
God which is at Corinth, with all 
the saints which are in all Achaia: 

2 Grace be to you and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercies, and the God of all com- 
fort; 

4 Who comforteth us in all our tri- 
bulation, that we may be able to com- 
fort them which are in any trouble, 
by the comfort wherewith we our- 
selves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation 
also aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is 
for^ your consolation and salvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring of 
the same sufferings which we also 
suffer: or whether we be comforted, 
it is for your consolation and salva- 
tion. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings, so shall ye be also of 
the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were press- 
ed out of measure, above strength, 
insomuch that we despaired even of 
life ; 

, 9 But we Uhd the sentence of death 
m ourselves, that we should not trust 


in ourselves, but in God which rais- 
eth the dead: 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver: in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver us; 

I 11 Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift be- 
j stowed upon us by the means of 
many persons thanks may be given 
by many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
with fleshly wisdom, but by the grace, 
of God, we have had our conversa- 
tion in the world, and more abun- 
dantly to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other things 
unto you, than what ye read or ac- 
knowledge ; and I trust ye shall ac- 
knowledge even to the end ; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged 
us in part, that we are your rejoicing, 
even as y© also are ours in the day 
of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, 
that ye might have a second be- 
nefit; 

16 ^ And to pass by you into Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of 
Macedonia unto you, and of you 
to be brought on my way toward 
Judaea, 

17 When I therefore was thus 
minded, did I use lightness? or the 
things that I purpose, do I purpose 
according to the flesh, that with me 
there should be yea yea, and nay 
nay? 

18 But as God is true, our word 
toward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
who was preached among you by us, 
even by me gnd Silvanus and Timo- 
theus, was not yea and nay, but jn 
Mm was yea. 


The excommunicated II. CORINTHIANS, 2, 3. person forgiven. 


20 For ail the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him Amen, unto 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Now he which stablisheth. us 
with you in Christ, and hath anoint- 
ed us, is God ; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit in our 
hearts. 

23 Moreover I call God for a record 
upon my soul, that to spare you I 
came not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of 
your joy: for by faith ye stand. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 Having skewed the reason why he came not to 
them , 6 he requireth them to forgive and to comfort 
that excommunicated person , 10 even as himself 
also upon his true repentance had forgiven him, 
12 declaring withal why he departed from Troas 
to Macedonia, 14 and the happy success which 
(hd gave to his preaching in all places . 

B UT I determined this with my- 
self, that I would not come 
again to you iu heaviness. 

2 For if I make you sorry, Who 
is he then that maketh me glad, 
but the same which is made sorry 
by me? 

3 And I wrote this same unto you, 
lest, when I came, I should have sor- 
row from them of whom I ought to 
rejoice; having confidence in you 
all, that my joy is the joy of you all. 
4 For out of much affliction and 
anguish of heart I wrote unto you 
with many tears ; not that ye should 
be grieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abun- 
dantly unto you. 

5 But if any have caused grief, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part: 
that I may not overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man is this 
punishment, which teas inflicted of 
many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought 
rather to forgive him, and comfort 
him, lest perhaps such a one should 
be swallowed up with overmuch sor- 
row. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that 
ye would confirm your love toward 
him. » , 

9 For to this end also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of 


you, whether ye be obedient in all 
things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, 
I forgive also:' for if I forgave any 
thing, to whom I forgave it, for your 
sakes forgave I it in the person of 
Christ; 

1 1 Lest Satan should get an advan- 
tage of us : for we are not ignorant 
of his devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I came to 
Troas to preach Christ’s gospel, and 
a door was opened unto me of the 
Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, be- 
cause I found not Titus my brother : 
i but taking my leave of them, I went 
from thence into Macedonia. 

14 Now thanks he unto God, which 
always eauseth us to triumph in 
Christ, and maketh manifest the 
savour of his knowledge by us in 
every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet 
savour of Christ, in them that are 
saved, and in them that perish : 

16 To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death ; and to the other 
the savour of life unto life. And who 
is sufficient for these things ? 

17 For we are not as many, which 

I corrupt the word of God: but as of 
sincerity, but as of Godwin the sight 
of God speak we in Christ. 

CHAPTER 3. 

1 Lest their false teachers should charge him with 
vainglory, he shewetk the faith and graces of 
the Corinthians to be a sujfrcient commendation of 
Hs ministry. 6 Whereupon entering a comparison 
between the ministers of the law and of the gospel, 
12 he prpvetk that his ministry is so far the more 
excellent , as the gospel of life and liberty is more 
glorious than the law of condemnation. 

TAO we begin again to commend 
JLs ourselves? or need we, as some 
others, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of commendation 
from you? 

2 Ye are our epistle written in 
our hearts, known and read of all 
men: 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by us, written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit pf the living 
God; not in fables of stone,, but in 
fleshy tables of the heart.

4 And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think any thing as of 
ourselves ; but our' sufficiency is of 
God; 

0 Who also hath made us able 
ministers of the new testament; 
not of the letter, but of the spirit: 
for the letter killeth, but the spirit 
giveth life. 

7. But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, 
was glorious, so that the children 
of Israel could not stedfastly behold 
the face of Moses for the glory of 
his countenance; which glory was 
to be done away; 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con- 
demnation he glory, much more 
doth the ministration of righteous- 
ness exceed in glory. 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this re- 
spect, by reason of the glory that 
excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done away 
was glorious, much more that which 
remaineth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech: 

13 And not as Moses, which put 
a vail over his face, that the chil- 
dren of Israel could not stedfastly 
look to the end of that which Is 
abolished : 

14 But their minds were blinded : 
for until this day remaineth the same 
vail untaken away in the reading 
of the old testament; which mil is 
done away in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Moses is read, the vail is upon their 
heart. 

10 Nevertheless when it shall turn 
to the Lord, the vail shall be taken 
away. 

17 Now the Lord Is that Spirit: 
and where the Spirit of the Lord is, 

* there is liberty. 

18 But wej, all, with opm face be- 
holding as In a glasp the glory of 
the Lord, are changed into the same 
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image from glory to gloty, even as 
by the Spirit of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 4. 

1 Be declareth how he hath used all , sincerity, 
and faithful diligence in preaching the gospel, 
7 and how the troubles and persecutions which 
he daily endured for the same did redound to 
the praise of Gods power* 12 to the benefit of 
the church , 16 and to the apostle's own eternal 
glory. 

T HEREFORE seeing we have 
this ministry, as we have re- 
ceived mercy, we faint not ; 

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully ; but by manifesta- 
tion of the truth commending our- 
selves to every man’s conscience in 
the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost ; 

4 In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of then* 
which believe not, lest the light of 
the glorious gospel of Christ, who 
is the image of God, should shine 
unto them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. 

6 For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ.

N OW I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentle- 
ness of Christ, who in presence am 
base among you, but being absent 
am bold toward you : 

2 But I beseech you , that I may 
not be bold when I am present with 
that confidence, wherewith I think 
to be bold against some, which think 
of us as if we walked according to 
the flesh, 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
fire not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong 
holds ;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth it- 
self against the knowledge of God, 
and bringing into captivity every 
thought to the obejjience of Christ ; 

6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge all disobedience, when your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance ? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ’s, 
let him of himself think this again, 
that, as he is Christ’s, even m*are 
we* Christ’s.

what more of our authority, which 
the Lord hath given us for edifica- 
tion, and not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed : ■ 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters, 

10 For Ms letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful ; but Ms bo- 
dily presence is weak, and Ms speech 
contemptible, 

11 Let such an one think this, 
that, such as we are in word by 
letters when we are absent, such 
will we be also in deed when we are 
present. 

12 For we dare not make our- 
selves of the number, or compare 
ourselves with some that commend 
themselves: but they measuring 
themselves by themselves, and com- 
paring themselves among them- 
selves, are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a mea- 
sure to reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves 
beyond our measure , as though w© 
reached not unto you: for we are 
come as far as to you also in preach- 
ing the gospel of Christ : 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is , of other men’s 
labours ; but having hope, when your 
faith is increased, that we shaft be 
enlarged by you according to our 
rule abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the 
regions beyond yon, and not to boast 
in another man's line of things made 
ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord.

19 And what is the exceeding great- 
ness of his power to us-ward who

works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remember, that ye 
being in time past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncircumcision 
by that which is called the Circum- 
cision in the flesh made by hands ; 

12 That at that time ye were with- 
out Christ, being aliens from the 
commonwealth of Israel, and stran- 
gers from the covenants of promise, 
having no hope, and without God in 
the world: 

13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who 
sometimes were far off are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ 

14 For he is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition 
between us; 

15 Having abolished in his flesh the 
enmity, even the law of command- 
ments contained in ordinances ; for 
to make in himself of twain one new 
man, so making peace ; 

16 And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain the enmity thereby: 

17 And came and preached peace 
to you which were afar off, and to 
them that were nigh. 

18 For through him we both have 
access by one Spirit unto the Father. 

19 Now therefore ye are no. more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God; 

20 And are built upon the foun- 
dation of the apostles and prophets, 
Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner stone; 

21 In whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth unto an 
holy temple in the Lord: 

22 In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

CHAPTER 3. 

5 The hidden mystery , 6 that the Gentiles should 
he saved, 3 was made known to Paul by reve- 
lation : 8 and to him was that grace given , that 
9 he should preach it. 13 Me desireth them not 
to faint for his tribulation, 14 and prayeth 19 
that they may perceive the great love of Christ 
toward them. 

F OR tjbiis cause I Paul, the pri- 
soner of Jesus Christ for you 
Gentiles, 


believe, according to the working of 
his mighty power, 

20 Which he ’brought in Christ, 
when he raised him from the dead, 
and set him at his own right hand 
in the heavenly places, 

21 Far above ail principality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, 
and every name that is named, not 
only in this world, but also in that 
which is to come: 

22 And hath put all things under 
his feet, and gave him to he the head 
over all things to the church, 

23 Which is his body, the fulness 
of him that filleth all in all. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 By comparing what we were by 3 nature * with 
:what' we are 5 by grace : 10 he declareth, that 
we are made for good works; and 13 being 
brought near by Christ , should not live as 11 
Gentiles * affd 12 foreigners in time past, but as 
19 citizens with the saints , and the family of God. 

, VND you hath he quickened, who 
A were dead in trespasses and 
sins; 

2 Wherein in time past ye walked 
according to the course of this world, 
according to the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now work- 
eth in the children of disobedience : 

3 Among whom also we all had 
our conversation in times past in 
the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the 
desires of the flesh and of the mind ; 
and were by nature the children of 
wrath, even as others. 

4 But God, who is rich in mer- 
cy, for his great love wherewith he 
loved us, 

5 Even when we were dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together with 
Christ, (by grace ye are saved;) 

6 And hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in hea- 
venly places in Christ Jesus: 

7 That in the ages to come he 
might shew the exceeding riches of 
his grace in his kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved through 
faith ; and that not of yourselves : it 
is the gift of God: 

9 Not of works, lest any man should 

boast. c 

JO For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
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2 If ye have heard of the dispen- 
sation of the grace of God which is 
given me to you-ward: 

3 How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; (as I 
wrote afore in few words, 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye may 
understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ) 

5 Which in other ages was not 
made known unto the sons of men, 
as it is now revealed unto his holy 
apostles and prophets by the Spirit ; 

6 That the Gentiles should be fel- 
lowheirs, and of the same body, and 
partaker^ of his promise in Christ 
by the gospel: 

7 Whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the gift of the grace of 
G6d given onto me by the effectual 
working of his power. 

8 Unto me, who am less than the 
least of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the 
Gentiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ ; 

9 And to make all men see what is 
the fellowship of the mystery, which 
from the beginning of the world 
hath been hid in God, who created 
all things by Jesus Christ: 

10 To the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal pur- 
pose which he purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord : 

12 In whom we have boldness and 
access with confidence by the faith 
of him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint 
not at my tribulations for you, which 
is your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, ac- 
cording to the riches of his glory, to 
be strengthened with might by his 
Spirit in the inner man ; 

17 That Clyist may dwell in your 
hearts by faith ; that ye, being root- 
ed and grounded in lov^ 


18 May be able to comprehend with 
all saints what is^the breadth, and 
length, and depth" and height ; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with att the fulness 
of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think, according to 
the power that worketh in us, 

21 Unto him he glory in the church 
by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end. Amen. 

CHAPTER 4. 

1 He exhorteth to unity , 7 and declaretk that God 
therefore givetk divers 11 gifts unto men , that 
his church might be 13 edified , and 16 grown 
wp in Christ 18 He calleth them from ike im- 
purity of the Gentiles , 24 to put on the new m<m t 
25 to cast off lying , and 29 corrupt communion * 

"therefore, the prisoner of 

the Lord, beseech you that ye- 
walk worthy of the vocation where- 
with ye are called, 

2 With all lowliness and meekness, 
with longsuffering, forbearing one 
another in love ; 

3 Endeavouring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace, 

4 There is one body, and one Spi- 
rit, even as ye are called in one hope 
of your calling ; 

5 One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 

6 One God and Father of all, who 
is above all, and through all, and in 
you all. 

7 But unto every one of us is given 
grace according to the measure of 
the gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, When he as- 
cended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. 

9 (Now that he ascended, what is 
it but that be also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth ? 

10 He that descended is the same 
also that ascended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill all things.) 

11 And he gave some, apostles; 
and some, prophets ; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work'of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ:

13 Tfll we all come in the unity of 
the feitli, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ : 

14 That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and car- 
ried about with every wind of doc- 
trine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning’ craftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive ; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, 
may grow up into him in all filings, 
which is the head, even Christ: 

16 Prom whom the whole body 
fitly joined together and compacted 
by that which every joint supplieth, 
according to the effectual working in 
file measure of every part, maketh 
increase of the body unto the edify- 
ing of itself in love. 

1 7 This 1 say therefore, and testify 
rin the Lord, that ye henceforth walk 

not as other Gentiles walk, in the 
vanity of their mind, 

18 Having the understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated from the life 
of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blindness 
of their heart: 

19 ¥1110 being past feeling have 
given themselves over unto lascivi- 
ousness, to work all uncleanness with 
greediness. 

20 But ye have not so learned 
Christ; 

21 If so be that ye have heard him, 
and have been taught by him, as the 
truth is in Jesus : 

22 That ye put off concerning the 
former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the 
deceitful lusts; 

23 And be renewed in the spirit of 
your mind; 

24 And that ye put on the new 
man, which after "God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. 

25 Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbour: for we are members one 
of another. 

26 Be ye angry, and sin not : letgiot 
the sun go down upon your wrath : 

27 Neither give place to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole steal no more : 


but rather let him labour, working 
with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of edify- 
ing, that it may minister grace unto 
the hearers. 

30 And grieve not the holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you, with 
all malice: ■ 

32 And be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you. 

CHAPTER 5. 

2 After general exhortations* to love* B to fly forni- 
cation, & and all uncleanness* 7 not to converse 
with ike wicked* 15 to walk warily* and to he 
IB filled with the Spirit, 22 he descmdeth to the 
particular duties * how wives ought to obey their 
husbands * 25 and husbands ought to love their 
wives* 32 even as Christ doth his church. 

B E ye therefore followers of God, 
as dear children ; 

2 And wait In love, as Christ also 
hath loved ns, and hath given him- 
self for ns an offering and a sacrifice 
to God for a sweetsmelling savour* 

3 Bnt fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, as becometh 
saints ; 

4 Neither filthiness, nor foolish 
talking, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient: but rather giving of 
thanks. 

5 For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor co- 
vetous man, who is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you with vain 
words: for because of these things 
cometh the wrath of God upon the 
children of disobedience. 

7 Be not ye therefore partakers 
with them. 

8 For ye were sometimes darkness, 
bnt now are ye light pi the Lord: 
walk as children of light : 

9 (For the fruit of the Spirit is in 


The duties of wives, 

all goodness and righteousness and 
truth ;) 

10 Proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. 

11 And have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. 

12 For it is a shame even to speak 
of those things which are done of 
them in secret. 

13 But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light : for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light. 

14 Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest,and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light. 

15 See then that ye walk circum- 
spectly, not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, because, 
the days are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, but 
understanding what the will of the 
Lord is. 

18 And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess ; but be filled with 
the Spirit; 

19 Speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and making melody in your heart 

to the Lord ; 

20 Giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to 
another in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church : and he is the saviour 
of the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in every 
thing. 

25 Husbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water 
by the word, 

27 That heunight present it to him- 
self a "glorious churah, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; 
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husbands, children, &c. 

but that it should be holy and with- 
out blemish. a 

28 So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth 
his wife loveth himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated his 
j own flesh ; but nourisheth and che- 

risheth it, even as the Lord the 
church: 

30 For we are members of his body, 
of his flesh, and of his bones. 

31 For this cause shall a man leave 
his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two 
shall be one flesh. 

32 This is a great mystery: but 
I speak concerning Christ and the 
church. 

33 Nevertheless let every one of 
you in particular so love his wife 
even as himself; and the wife see 
that she reverence her husband. 

CHAPTER 6. 

1 The duty of children towards their parents , 5 of 
servants towards their masters. 10 Our life is a 
warfare, 12 not only against flesh and Mood , but 
also spiritual enemies. 13 The complete armour 
of a Christian , 18 andhow it ought to be used. 21 
Tychicus is commended. 

/CHILDREN, obey your parents 
V_y in the Lord : for this is right. 

2 Honour thy father and mother; 
(which is the first commandmentwith 
promise ;) 

3 That it may be well with thee, 
and thou mayest live long on the 
earth. 

4 And, ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring them 
np in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. 

5 Servants, be obedient to them 
that are your masters according to 
the flesh, with fear and trembling, 
in singleness of your heart, as unto 
Christ; 

6 Not with eyeservice, as men- 
pleasers ; but as the servants of 
Christ, doing the will of God from 
the heart ; 

7 With good will doing service, as 
to the Lord, and not to men: 

8 Knowing that whatsoever good 
thipg any man doeth, the same shall 
he receive erf the Lord, whether he 
be bond or free. 

9 And, ye masters, do the same 
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things unto them, forbearing threat- 
ening: knowing that your Master 
also is in heaven’ neither is there 
respect of persons with him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord/and in the power of his 
might 

11 Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil 

12 For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 

13 Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil day, 
and having done all, to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt* about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of right- 
eousness ; 

15 And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace ; 

16 Above all, taking the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able 
to quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salva- 


tion, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God: 

18 Praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watchingthereunto with all persever- 
ance and supplication for all saints ; 

19 And for me, that utterance may 
be given unto me, that I may open 
my mouth boldly, to make known the 
mystery of the gospel, 

20 For which I am an ambassador 
in bonds: that therein I may speak 
boldly, as I ought to speak. 

21 But that ye also may know my 
affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, a 
beloved brother and faithful minis- 
ter in the Lord, shall make known 
to you all things : 

22 Whom I have sent unto you for 
the same purpose, that ye might know 
our affairs, and that he might com- 
fort your hearts. 

23 Peace be to the brethren, and 
love with faith, from God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, 

24 Grace be with all them that love 
our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. 
Amen.

TO THE 

PHILIPPIANS. 


‘CHAPTER, 1. 

S Me testifieth his thankfulness to God, and his love 
toward then, for the fruits of their faith, and fel- 
lowship in his sufferings, 9 daily praying to him, 
for their increase in grace : 12 he sheweth what 
good the faith of Christ had received by his trou- 
bles at Borne, 21 and how ready he is to glorify 
Christ either by his life or death, 27 exhorting 
them to unity, 28 and to fortitude in persecution . 

T) AUL and Timotheus, the servants 
Jl of Jesus Christ, to all the saints 
in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the bishops and deacons: 

2 Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from r the 
Lord Jesus Christ. r ^ 

3 I thank my God upon every re- 
membrance of you, 


4 Always in every prayer of mine 
for you all making request with joy, 

5 For your fellowship in the gospel 
from the first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of this very tiling, 
that he which hath begun a good 
work in you will perform it until the 
day of Jesus Christ: 

7 Even as it is meet for me to think 
this of you all, because I have you in 
my heart; inasmuch as both in my 
bonds, and in the defence and con- 
firmation of the gospel, ye all are 
partakers of my grace. 

8 For Gofi is my record^ how greatly 
I long after yqu all in the bowels of 
Jesus Christ. 
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9 And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and in all judgment; 

10 That ye may approve things 
that are excellent; that ye may be 
sincere and without offence till the 
day of Christ ; 

11 Being filled with the fruits of 
righteousness, which are by Jesus 
Christ, unto the glory and praise of 
God. 

12 But I would ye should under- | 
stand, brethren, that the things which 
happened unto me have fallen out 
rather unto the furtherance of the 
gospel; ^ 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and in all 
other places; 

14 And many of the brethren in 
the Lord, waxing confident by my 
bonds, are much more bold to speak 
the word without fear. 

15 Some indeed preach Christ even 
of envy and strife; and some also 
of good will: 

16 The one preach Christ of con- 
tention, not sincerely, supposing to 
add affliction to my bonds : 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that I am set for the defence of the 
gospel. 

18 What then? notwithstanding, 
every way, whether in pretence, or in 
truth, Christ is preached ; and Ithere- 
in do rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall turn 
to my salvation through your prayer, 
and the supply of the Spirit of Je- 
sus Christ, 

20 According to my earnest expec- 
tation and my hope, that in nothing 
I shall be ashamed, but that with 
all boldness, as always, so now also 
Christ shall be magnified in my body, 
whether it be by life, or by death. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain. 

22 But if I live in the flesh, this 
is the fruit of my labour: yet what 
I shall choose I wot not. 

23 For I am in a strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart, and to be 
with Christ: which is far better: 

24 nevertheless to abide in the 
flesh is more needful Tor you. 


25 And having this confidence, I 
know that I shall abide and con- 
tinue with you alb for your further- 
ance and joy of faith ; 

26 That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jesus Christ for me by 
my coming to you again. 

27 Only let your conversation be 
as it becometh the gospel of Christ: 
that whether I come and see you, or 
else be absent, I may hear of your 
affairs, that ye stand fast in one spi- 
rit, with one mind striving together 
for the faith of the gospel ; 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries: which is to them an 
evident token of perdition, but to 
you of salvation, and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in the 
behalf of Christ, not only to believe 
on him, but also to suffer for his 
sake ; 

30 Having the same conflict which, 
ye saw in me, and now hear to be 
in me. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 He exhorteth them to witty, and to all him* 
Ueness of mind, hy the example of Christ's humi- 
lity and exaltation; 12 to a careful proceeding 
in the way of salvation, that they he as lights 
to the wicked world, 16 and comforts to him 
their apostle, who is now ready to he offered up 
to God. 19 He hopeth to send Timothy to them, 
whom he greatly commendeth , 25 as Epaphro- 
ditus also, whom he presently sendeth to them. 

I F there be therefore any consola- 
tion in Christ, if any comfort of 
iove, if any fellowship of the Spirit, 
if any bowels and mercies, 

2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye be like- 
minded, having the same love, being 
of one accord, of one mind. 

3 Let nothing be done through 
strife or vainglory; but in lowliness 
of mind let each esteem other bet- 
ter than themselves. 

4 Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the 
things of others. « 

5 Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus : 

6 Who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God: 

7 But made himself of no reputa- 
tiofl, and took upon him the form of 
a servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men: 



Exhortation to humility. 

8 And Wring found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be- 
came obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted hup, and given him a name 
which is above every name: 

10 That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in hea- 
ven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth j fsfM. 

11 And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye 
have always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more 
in my absence, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling. 

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both ,to will and to do of his 
good pleasure. 

„ 14 Do all things without murmur- 
ings and disputings : 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, without 
rebuke, in the midst of a crooked 
and perverse nation, among whom 
ye shine as lights in the worid; 

16 Holding forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of 
Christ, that I have not run in vain, 
neither laboured in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be offered upon the 
sacrifice and service of your faith, I 
joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the same cause also do ye 
joy, and rejoice with me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jesus 
to send Timotheus shortly unto you, 
that I also may be of good comfort, 
when I know your state. 

20 For I have no man likeminded, 
who will naturally care for your state. 

21 For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesus Christ's. 

22 But ye knowfthe proof of him, 
that, as a son with the father, he hath 
served with me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send 
presently, so soon as I shall see how' 
it will go with me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that I 
also myself shall come ghortly. * 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to 
send to you Epaphroditus, my bro-

ther, and companion in labour, and 
feilowsoldier, but your messenger, 
and he that ministered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after you all, and 
was full of heaviness, because that 
ye had heard that he had been 
sick. 

27 For indeed he was sick nigh 
unto death : but God had mercy on 
him ; and not on him only, but on 
me also, lest I should have sorrow 
upon sorrow. 

28 I sent him therefore the more 
carefully, that, when ye see him again, 
ye may" rejoice, and that I may be 
the less sorrowful. 

29 Receive him therefore in the 
Lord with all gladness; and hold 
such in reputation: 

30 Because for the work of Christ 
he was nigh unto death, not regard- 
ing his life, to supply your lack of 
service toward me. 

CHAPTER 3. 

1 Me warmth them to beware of the false teachers 
of the circumcision, 4 shewing that himself hath 
greater cause than they to trust in the righteous- 
ness of the law: 7 which notwithstanding he 
cownteth as dung and loss, to gain Christ and Ms 
righteousness, 12 therein acknowledging his own 
imperfection . 15 Me exhorteth them to be thus 
minded, 17 and to imitate him., 18 and to decline 
the ways of carnal Christians, 

P EST ALLY, my brethren, rejoice 
in the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to me indeed is not 
grievous, but for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of dogs, beware of evil 
; workers, beware of the concision. 

3 For we are the circumcision, 
which worship God in the spirit, and 
rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have no 
confidence in the flesh. 

4 Though I might also have con- 
fidence in the flesh. If any other 
man thinketh that he hath whereof 
he might trust in the flesh, I more: 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, of the 
stock of Israel, of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, an Hebrew of the Hebrews;

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER 1. 

1 Timothy is put in mind of the charge which was 
given unto him by Paul at his going to Mace- 
donia. 5 Of the right* use and end of the law. 
11 Of Saint PauV s calling to he an apostle , 20 and 
of Symenceus and Alexander . 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the commandment of God 
our_ Saviour, and Lord Jesus Christ, 
which is our hope ; 

2 Unto Timothy, my own son in 
the feith : Grace, mercy, and peace, 
from God our Father and Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

3 As I besought thee to abide still 
at Ephesus, when I went into Ma- 
cedonia, that thou mightest charge 
some that they teach no other doc- 
trine, 

4 Neither give heed to fables and 
endless genealogies, which minister 
questions, rather than godly edify- 
ing which is in faith: so do. 

5 Now the end of the command- 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned: 

6 From which some having swerv- 
ed have Jatmed aside, unto vain 
jangMng; * 

7 Desiring to be teachers of the 


law ; understanding neither what 
they say, nor whereof they affirm. 

8 But we know that the law is 
good, if a man use it lawfully; 

9 Knowing this, that the law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for 
the lawless and disobedient, for the 
ungodly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers of fa- 
thers and murderers of mothers, for 
manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for 
menstealers, for liars, for perjuredper- 
sons, and if there be any other thing 
that is contrary to sound doctrine; 

11 According to the glorious gospel 
of the blessed God, which was com- 
mitted to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath ^enabled me, for that 
he counted me faithful, putting me 
into the ministry ; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious : but 
I obtained mercy, because I did it 
ignorantly in unbelief. 

And $ie grace of our Lord was 
exceeding abundant with faith^and 
love which is in Christ Jesus. 


The duty of premier* 

15 This h a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus came into fee world to save 
sinners ; of whom I am chief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause I ob- 
tained mercy* that in me first Jesus 
Christ might shew forth all longsuf- 
fering, for' a pattern to them which 
should hereafter believe on him. to 
life everlasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, 
immortal, invisible, the only wise 
God, be honour and glory for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, 
son Timothy, according to the pro- 
phecies which went before on thee, 
that thou by them mightest war a 
good warfare ; 

19 Holding faith, and a good con- 
science; which some having put 
away concerning faith have made 
shipwreck: 

20 Of whom is Hymenseus and 
Alexander; whom I have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may leam not 
to blaspheme. 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 That it is meet to pray and give thanks for all 
men, wnd the reason why. 9 £ tow women should 
he aM&ed, 12 They are not permitted to teaeh. 
15 They shall he saved, notwithstanding the tes- 
timonies of Gods wrath , in childbirth, if they 
continue in faith. 

T EXHORT therefore, that, first

8 I will therefore that men pray 
every where, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting.

CHAPTER 3. 

2 Sow bishops, and deacons, and their wives should 
be qualified, 14 and to what end Saint Paul wrote 
to Timothy of these things . 15 Of the church, 
and the blessed truth therein taught cmd pro- 
fessed. 

rPHIS is a true saying, If a man 
JL desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work. 

2 A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, 
sober, of good behaviour, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach ; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, 
not a brawler, not covetous ; 

4 One that ruleth well his own 
house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the church of God?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condem- 
nation of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without ; 
lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise must the deacons be 
grave, not deubletongued^ not given 
to much wine, *ot greedy of filthy 
lucre;

7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather 
unto godliness.

T HEREFORE leaving the prin- 
ciples of the doctrine of Christ, 
let ns go on onto perfection; not 
laying again the foundation of re- 
pentance from dead works, and of 
faith toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 

* 3 And this will we do, if God permit. 
4 For it is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and have

5 And have tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world 
to come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; see- 
ing they crucify to themselves the 
Son of God afresh, and put Mm to 
an open shame. 

7 For the earth which drinketh in 
the rain that cometh oft upon it, 
and bringeth forth herbs meet for 
them by whom it is dressed, receiv- 
eth blessing from God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers is rejected, and is nigh unto 
cursing; whose end is to be burned.

F OR this Melchisedec, king of 
Salem, priest of the most high 
God, who met Abraham returning 
from the slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by in- 
terpretation King of righteousness, 
and after that also King of Salem, 
whichis, King of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither be- 
ginning of days, nor end of life; 
but made like unto the Son of God ; 
abideth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this 
man tvas, unto whom even the pa- 
triarch Abraham gave the tenth of 
the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the 
sons of Levi, who receive the office 
of the priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the people 
according to the law, that is, of their 
brethren, though they come out of 
the loins of Abraham : 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted frqjn them received tithes 
of Abraham, and blessed him that 
had the promises* 
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7 And without all contradiction the 
less is blessed of the better. 

8 And here meiTthat die receive 
tithes; but there he receiveth them , of 
whom it is witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so saw, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchisedec met him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical priesthood, (for under 
it the people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 
priest should rise after the order of 
Melchisedec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron? 

12 For the priesthood being chang- 
ed, there is made of necessity a 
change also of the law. 

13 For he of whom tlyzse things 
are spoken pertaineth to another 
tribe, of which no man gave attend-,, 
ance at the altar. 

14 For it is evident that our 
Lord sprang out of Juda; of which 
tribe Moses spake nothing concern- 
ing priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chisedec there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannulling 
of the commandment going before 
for the weakness and unprofitable- 
ness thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better 
hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without 
an oath he was nfade priest:

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always in- 
to the first tabernacle, accomplishing 
the service of God, 

7 But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, not with- 
out blood, which he offered for him- 
self, and/or the errors of the people : 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all 
Was not yet made manifest, while as 
the first tabernacle was yet standing : 

9 Which was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him thatdidtheservice per- 
fect, as f>ertaining to the conscience ; 

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation, 

H But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by a 
greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not made with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building ; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh : 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new testament, that 
by. means of death, for the redemp- 
tion of the transgressions that were 
under the first testament, they which 
are called might receive the promise 
of eternal inheritance.

17 For a testament is of force after

24 For Christ is not entered into 
the. holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true? 
but into heaven itself, now to appear 
in the presence of God for us : 

25 Nor yet that he should offer 
himself often, as the high priest 
entereth into the holy place every 
year with blood of others ; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world : but now once in the end of 
the world hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself, 

27 And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sin^ of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second time without sin 
unto salvation.

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses : 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought wor- 
thy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, where- 
with he was sanctified, an unholy 
thing, and hath done despite unto 
the Spirit of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath said, 
Yengeance belong eth unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And a- 
gain, The Lord shall judge his people. 

31 It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye were 
illuminated, ye endured a great fight 
of afflictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches and 
afflictions ; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 
so used. 

. 34 For ye had compassion of me 
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An exhortation to

3 But in those -sacrifices there is 
a remembrance again made of sins 
every year. 

4 For it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins.

6 And the tongue is a fire, a world 
of iniquity : so is the tongue among 
our members, that it defileth the 
whole body, and setteth^ on fire the 
course of nature; and it is set on 
fire of hell 

7 For every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of serpents, and of things 
in the sea, is tamed, and hath been 
tamed of mankind : 

8 But the tongue can no man 
tame; it is an unruly evil, full of 
deadly poison.

He that speaketh evil of 
Ms brother, and judgeth his bro- 
ther, speaketh evil of the law, and 
judgeth the law: but if thou judge 
the law, thou art not a doer of the 
law, but a judge. 

12 There is one lawgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy : who art 
thou that judgest another ? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To day 
or to morrow we will go into such a 
city, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain : 

14 Whereas ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow. For what is your 
fife? It is even a vapour, that ap- 
peareth for a little time, and then 
vanisheth away. 

15 For that ye ought to say, If the 
Lord will, we shall live, and do this, 
or that. 

16 But now ye rejoice in your 
boastings : all such rejoicing is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to him 
it is sin. 


CHAPTER 5. 

T Wicked rich men are to fear Gods vengemtce, 
7 We ought to be patient in afflictions, after the 
example of the prophets, and Job : 12 to forbear 
swearing, 13 to pray in adversity, to sing in 
prosperity ; 16 to acknowledge mutually our seve- 
ral faults , to pray one for another, 19 and to 
reduce a straying brother to the truth.

of slaughter. 

6 Ye have condemned and killed 
the just; and he r doth not resist 
you. 

7 Re patient therefore, brethren, 
unto the coning of the Lord. Be- 
hold, the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient; stablish your 
hearts ; for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

9 Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned: be- 
hold, the judge standeth before the 
door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the pro- 
phets, who have spoken in the name 
of the Lord, for an example of suf- 
fering affliction, and of patience. 

11 Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of the 
patience of Job, and have seen the 
©nd of the Lord ; that the Lord is 
very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

12 But above all tilings, my bre- 
thren, swear not, neither by heaven, 
neither by the earth, neither by any 
other oath: hut let your yea be yea; 
and your nay, nay; lest ye fall into 
condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted ? let 


him pray. Is any merry? let him 
sing psahns. 

14 Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the church ; 
and let them pray over him, anoint- 
ing him with oil in the name of the 
Lord : 

15 And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up ; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. 

16 Confess your faults one to an- 

other, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. * 

17 Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: 
and it rained not on the earth by 
the space of three years and six 
months. 

18 And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert 
him; 

20 Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error 
of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude of 
sins. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF

CHAPTER 1. 

1 Be blesseth God for his manifold spiritual

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you, 

5 Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto, salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time. 
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6 Wherein je greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are 
in heaviness through manifold temp- 
tations : 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth, though it be tried 
with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honour and glory at the 
appearing of Jesus Christ : 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love ; 
in whom, though now ye see him 
not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory : 

9 Receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the pro- 
phets have inquired and search- 

• ed diligently, who prophesied of 
the grace that should come unto 
you: 

11 Searching what, or what manner 
of time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when it 
testified beforehand the sufferings 
of Christ, and the glory that should 
follow. 

12 Unto whom it was revealed, 
that not unto themselves, but unto 
us they did minister the things, which 
are now reported unto you by them 
that have preached the gospel unto 
you with the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven; which things the an- 
gels desire to look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to 
the end for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ;

S IMON Peter, a servant and an 
apostle of Jesus Christ, to them 
.that have obtained like precious 
faith with us through the righteous- 
ness of God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ: 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied 
unto you through the knowledge of 
God, and of Jesus our Lord, 

3 According as his divine power 
hath given unto us all things that 
pertain unto life and godliness, 
through the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and virtue : 

4 Whereby are given unto us 
exceeding great and precious pro- 
mises : that by these ye might be 
partakers of the divine nature, hav- 
ing escaped the corruption that is 
in the woiM through lust. 

5 And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith virtue; and 
to virtue knowledge ; 

6 And to knowledge temperance; 
and to temperance patience ; and 
to patience godliness ; 

7 And to godliness brotherly kind- 
-Jiess ; and to brotherly kindness 
charity. 

8 For if these things be in you, 
and abound, they make you that ye 
shall neither be barren nor unfruit- 
ful in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

^ 9 But he that lacketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to nmke your calling 


and election sure : for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall: 

11 ^ For so an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abundantly in- 
to the everlasting kingdom of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I will not be negli- 
gent to put you always in remem- 
brance of these things, though ye 
know them, and be established in 
the present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as 
I am in this tabernacle, to stir you 
up by putting you in remembrance ; 

14 Knowing that shortly I must 
put off this my tabernacle, even as 
our Lord Jesus Christ hath shewed 
me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
ye may be able after my decease to 
have these things always in remem- 
brance. 

16 For we have not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto yon the power and com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eyewitnesses of his majesty. 

17 For he received from God 
the Father honour and glory, when 

[ there came such a voice to him 
from the excellent glory, This is 
my beloved Son, in whom" I am well 
pleased. 

18 And thif voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, ahd the day star arise 
in your hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no 
prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but 
ho4y men &f God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. . 




'False teachers and II. PEI 

CHAPTER 2. 

1 He foretetteih them, of false teachers, shewing 
the impiety and pvnislmwt both of them and 
their followers: 7 from which the godly shall 
be delivered^ as Lot ^tcas out of Sodom : 10 
and more fully descriheth the manners of those 
profane and blasphemous seducers , whereby they 
may he the better known , and avoided. 

B UT there were false prophets 
also amtrng the people, even as 
there shall be false teachers among 
yon, who privily shall bring in 
damnable heresies, even denying the 
Lord that bought them, and bring 
upon themselves swift destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their per- 
nicious ways; by reason of whom 
the way of truth shall be evil spo- 
ken of. 

3 And through covetousness shall 
they with feigned words make mer- 
chandise of you; whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, and 
their damnation slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment; 

5 And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person , 
a preacher of righteousness, bring- 
ing in the flood upon the world of 
the ungodly; 

6 And turning the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrha into ashes condemn- 
ed them with an overthrow, making 
them an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly ; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the 
wicked: 

8 (For that righteous" man dwell- 
ing among them, iu seeing and 
hearing, vexed his righteous soul 
from day to day with their unlawful 
deeds ;) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptations, and 
to reserve the unjust unto the day 
of judgment to be punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, 
and despise government. Presump- 
tuous are tjiey , selfwilied, they are 
not afraid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, bring

not railing accusation against them 
before the Lord, 

12 But these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and de- 
stroyed, speak evil of the things 
that they understand not ; and shall 
utterly perish in their own corrup- 
tion;

14 Having eyes fall of adultery, 
and that cannot cease from sin ; 
beguiling unstable souls: m heart 
they have exercised with covetous 
practices ; cursed children : 

15 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are gone astray, following 
the way of Balaam the son of Bosor, 
who loved the wages of unrighte- 
ousness ; 

16 But was rebuked for bis ini- 
quity: the dumb ass speaking with 
man’s voice forbad the madness of 
the prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tern- 
pest ; to whom the mist of darkness 
is reserved for ever. 

18 For when they speak great 
swelling words of vanity, they al- 
lure through the lusts of the flesh, 
through much wantonness, those that 
were clean escaped from them who 
live in error. 

19 While they promise them li- 
berty, they themselves are the ser- 
vants of corruption : for of whom a 
man is overcome, of the same is he 
brought in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and Sa- 
viour Jesus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, the 
latter end is worse with them than 
the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them 
not to have known the way of righte- 
ousness, than, after they have known 
it, to turn from the holy command- 
ment delivered unto them. 

22 But it is b&ppened unto ‘them

T HIS second epistle, beloved, I 
now write unto yon; in both 
which I stir up your pure minds by 
way of remembrance : 

2 That ye may be mindful of the 
• words which were spoken before by 
the holy prophets, and of the com- 
mandment of ns the apostles of the 
Lord and Saviour: 

3 Knowing this first, that there 
shall come in the last days scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts, 

4 And saying, Where is the pro- 
mise of his coming? for since the 
. fathers fell asleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were from the begin- 
ning of the creation. 

5 For this they willingly are igno- 
rant of, that by the word of God 
the heavens were of old, and the 
earth standing out of the water and 
in the water: 

6 Whereby the world that then 
was, being overflowed with Water, 
perished : 

7 But the heavens and the earth, 
which are now, by the same word 
are kept in store, reserved unto fire 
against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodly men. 

8 But, beloved, be not ignorant of 
this one thing, that one day is with 
the Lord as a thousand years, and 
a thousand years as one day. 

9 Tiie Lord is not slack concern- 
ing his promise, as some men count 


slackness ; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to - 
repentance. 

10 But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night ; in the 
which the heavens shall #pass away 
with a great noise, and me elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the 
earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up. 

11 Seeing then that all these things 
shall be dissolved, what manner of 
persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness, 

12 Looking for and hasting unto 
the coming of the day of God, where- 
in the heavens being on fire shall 
be dissolved, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to 

his promise, look for new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dwelleth 
righteousness. » 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such things, be diligent 
that ye may be found of Mm in 
peace, without spot, and blameless. 

15 And account that the long- 
suffering of our Lord is salvation; 
even as our beloved brother Paul 
also according to the wisdom given 
unto him hath written unto you ; 

16 As also in all his epistles, 
speaking in them of these things; 
in which are some things hard to 
be understood, which they that are 
unlearned and unstable wrest, as 
they do also the other scriptures, 
unto their own destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing 
ye know these things before, beware 
lest ye also, being led away with the 
error of the wicked, fall from your 
own stedfastness. 

18 But grow in grace, and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, *To Mm be glory both 
now and for ever. Amen, 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

JOHN. 


CHAPTER 1. 

I He descriheth the person of Christ , in whom wc 
have eternal lift y by a communion with God : 
5 to which we ' must adjoin holiness of life, to 
testify the truth of that our communion and 
profession of faith , as also to assure us of the 
forgiveness of our sins by Christ's death. 

T HAT which was from the be- 
ginning, which we have heard, 
which we have seen with our eyes, 
which we have looked upon, and 
our hands have handled, of the Word 
of life ; 

2 (For the life was manifested, and 
we have seen it, and bear witness, 
and shew unto you that eternal life, 
which was with the Father, and was 
manifested unto us ;) 

3 That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that ye 
a&o may have fellowship with us: 
and truly our fellowship is with the 
Father, and with his Son Jesus Christ. 
4 And these things write we unto 
you, that your joy may be full. 

5 This then is the message which 
we have heard of him, and declare 
unto you, that God is light, and in 
him is no darkness at all. 

6 If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth : 

7 But if we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellow- 
ship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin. 

8 If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the truth 
is not in us. 

9 If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unrighte- 
ousness. 

10 If we say that c we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, and his 
word is not in us. 

CHAPTER 2. 

2 He comforteth them against the sins of infir- 
mity. 3 Rightly to know God is to keep his 
commandments , 9 to love our brethren , 15 and 
not to love the world. 18 We must beware of 
seducers : 20 from whose deceits the godly care 
safe , preserved by perseverance in faith , and 
holiifess of life. 


I fY little children, these things 
JLVJL write I unto you, that ye sin 
not. Anddf any man sin, we have 
an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: 

2 And he is the propitiation for 
our sins : and not for ours only, but 
also for the sins of the whole world* 

3 And hereby we do know that 
we know him, if we keep his com- 
mandments. 

4 He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not Ms commandments, is 
a liar, and the truth is not in him. # 

5 But whoso keepeth his word, in * 
him verily is the love of God per- 
fected : hereby know we that we are 
in him. 

6 He that saith he abideth in him 
ought himself also so to walk, even 
as he walked. 

7 Brethren, I write no new com- 
mandment unto you, but an old com- 
mandment which ye had from the 
beginning. The old commandment 
is the word which ye have heard 
from the beginning. 

8 Again, a new commandment I 
write unto you, which thing is true in 
him and in you : because the darkness 
is past, and the true light now sliineth. 

9 He that saith he is in the light, 
and hatetli his brother, is in dark- 
ness even until now. 

10 He that loveth his brother a- 
bideth in the light, and there is none 
occasion of stumbling in him. 

11 But he that hateth his brother 
is in darkness, and walketh in dark- 
ness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth, because that darkness hath 
blinded his eyes. 

12 I write unto you, little children, 
because your sins are forgiven you 
for Ms name’s sake. 

13 I write unto you, fathers, be- 
cause ye have known him that is 
from the beginning. I write unto 
you, young men, because ye have 
overcome the wicked one. I write 
unto you, little children, because ye 
have known the Father*

21 I have not written unto you 
because ye know not the truth, but 
because ye know it, and that no lie 
is of the truth. 

22 Who is a liar but he that de- 
nieth that Jesus is the Christ? He is 
antichrist, that denieth the Father 
and the Son. 

23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father: [but] he 
that acknowledged the Son hath the 
Father also . 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, 
which ye have heard from the be- 
ginning. If that which ye have heard 
from the beginning shall remain in 
you, ye also shall continue in the 
Son, and in the Father. 

25 And this is the promise that he 
hath promised us, even eternal life. 

26 These things have I written un- 

to you concerning them .that seduce 
you. * * 


27 But the anointing which ye have 
received of him abideth in *you, and 
ye need not that any man teach you : 
but as the same amunting teacheth

11 Woe unto them! for they have 
gone in the way of Cain, and ran 
greedily after the error of Balaam 
for reward, and perished in the gain- 
saying of Core. 

12 These are spots in your feasts 
of charity, when they feast with you, 
feeding themselves without fear : 
clouds they are without water, car- 
ried about of winds; trees whose 
fruit withereth, without fruit, twice 
dead, plucked up by the roots ; 

13 Raging waves of the sea, foam- 
ing out their own shame; wander- 
ing stars, to whom is reserved the 
blackness of darkness for ever. 

14 And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of these, 
spying, Behold, the Lord cometh with 
ten thousands of his saints, 

15 To execute judgment upon^all* 


John wnteth 

and to convince all that are ungodly 
among them of all their ungodly 
deeds which tliey # have ungodly com- 
mitted, and of all their hard speeches 
which ungodly sinners have spoken 
against him. 

16 Thesetene murmurers, complain- 
ers, walking after their own lusts; 
aM theirmouth speaketh great swell- 
ing words, having men’s persons in 
admiration because of advantage. 

17 But, beloved, remember ye the 
words which were spoken before of 
the apostlesof our Lord Jesus Christ ; 

18 How that they told you there 
should be mockers in the last time, 
who should walk after their own Un- 
godly lusts. 

19 These be they whoseparate them- 
selves, sensual, having not the Spirit. 


Ms revelation 

20 But ye, beloved, building up 
yourselves on your most holy faith, 
praying in the Holy Ghost, 

21 Keep yourselves in the love of 
God, looking for the mercy of our 
Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life. 

22 And of some have compassion, 
making a difference : 

23 And Others save with fear, pull- 
ing them out of the fire; hating 
even the garment spotted by the 
flesh. 

24 Now unto him that is able to 
keep you from falling, and to pre- 
sent you faultless before the presence 
of his glory with exceeding joy, 

25 To the only wise God bur Sa- 
viour, he glory and majesty, domi- 
nion and power, both now and ever.'

THE REVELATION 

OF 

St. JOHN THE DIVINE. 


CHAPTER 1. 

4 John wnteth his revelation to ike seven churches 
Of Asia, signified by the seven golden candle - 
mdJcs. 7 The doming of Christ. 14 His glorious 
power and majesty. 

rjHHE Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
JL which God gave unto him, to 
shew unto his servants things which 
must shortly come to pass ; and he 
sent and signified it by his angel 
unto his servant John: 

2 Who bare record of the word of 
God, and of the testimony of Jesus 
Christ, and of all things that he saw. 

3 Blessed is he that readeth, and 
they that hear the words of this 
prophecy, and beep those things 
which are written therein: for the 
time is at hand. 

4 TOHJsT to the seven churches 
0 which are in Asia; Grace be 

unto you, and peace, from him which 
is, and which was, and which is to 
come; and from the seven Spirits 
which are before his throne; 

5 And from Jesus Christ, who is 
the faithful witness, antb the fi^t 
begotten of the dead, and the prince 


of the kings of the earth. Unto him 
that loved us, and washed us from 
otir sins in his own blood, 

6 And hath made us kings and 
priests ulito God and his Father; to 
him be glory and dominion for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

7 Behold, he cometh with clouds; 
and every eye shall see him, and 
they also which pierced him: and 
all kindreds of the earth shall wail 
because of him* Even so, Amen. 

8 I am Alpha and Omega, the be- 
ginning and the- ending, saiih the 
Lord, which is, and which was, and 
which is to come, the Almighty. 

9 I John, who also am your brother, 
and companion in tribulation, and in 
the kingdom and patience of Jesus 
Christ, Was in the isle that is called 
Patmos, for the word of God, and 
for the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

10 I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day, and heard behind me a great 
voice, as of a trumpet, 

11 Saying, I am Alpha and Omega, 
the first and the last : and, What ihou 
seesb write in a bdbk, and send it unto

the seveuehurches which are in Asia ; 
unto Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, and 
unto Pergamos, and unto Thyatira, 
and unto Sardis, and unto Philadel- 
phia, and unto Laodicea. 

12 Aud i turned to see the voice that 
spake with me. And being turned, I 
saw seven golden candlesticks; 

13 And in the midst of the seven 
candlesticks one like unto the Son 
of man, clothed with a garment 
down to the foot, and girt about the 
paps with a* golden girdle. 

14 His head and his hairs were 
white like wool, as white as snow; 
and his eyes were as a flame of fire ; 

15 And*his feet like unto fine brass, 
as if they burned in a furnace ; and 
his voice as the sound of many waters. 

16 And he had in his right hand 
seven stars: and out of his mouth 
went a sharp twoedged sword: and 
his countenance was as the sun 
shineth in his strength. 

17 And when I saw him, I fell at his 
feet as dead. And he laid his right 
hand upon me, saying unto me, Pear 
not ; I am the first and the last: 

18 I am he that liveth, and was 
dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore, Amen ; and have the keys 
of hell and of death. 

19 Write the things which thou hast 
seen, and the things which are, and 
the things which shall be hereafter ; 

20 The mystery of the seven stars 
which thou sawest in my right hand, 
and the seven golden candlesticks. 
The seven stars are the angels of 
the seven churches: and the seven 
candlesticks which thou sawest are 
the seven churches. 

CHAPTER 2. 

What is commanded to be written to the angels, 
that is, the ministers of the churches of 1 Ephe- 
sus, 8 Smyrna , 12 Pergamos , 18 Thyatira: 
and what is commended , or found wanting in 
them . 

TTNTO the angel of the church of 
SJ Ephesus write ; These things 
saith he that holdeth the seven stars 
in his right hand, who walketh in 
the midst of the seven golden cam 
dlestieks ; 

2 I know thy works, and thy labour, 
and thy patience, and hcfW thou canst 
not bear them whfch are evil: and

thou hast tried them which say they 
are apostles, and are not, and hast 
found them liars : 

3 And hast bornS, and hast par 
tience, and for my name’s sake hast 
laboured, and hast not fainted. 

4 Nevertheless I have spmewhat 
against thee, because th5u hast left 
thy first love. 

5 Remember therefore from whence 
thou art fallen, and repent, and do 
the first works ; or else I will come 
unto thee quickly, and will remove 
thy candlestick out of his place, ex- 
cept thou repent. 

6 But this thou hast, that thou 
hatest the deeds of the Nicolaitanes, 
which I also hate. 

7 He that hath an ear, let him 

hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches; To him that overcometh 
will I give to eat of the tree of life, 
which is in the midst of the para- 
dise of God. . 

8 And unto the angel of the church 
in Smyrna write ; These things saith 
the first and the last, which was 
dead, and is alive ; 

9 I know thy works, and tribular 
tion, and poverty, (but thou art rich) 
and I know the blasphemy of them 
which say they are Jews, and are 
not, but are the synagogue of Satan, 

10 Fear none of those things which 
thou shaft suffer: behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison, 
that ye may be tried ; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days; be thou 
faithful unto death, and I will give 
thee a crown of life. 

11 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto -the 
churches ; He that overcometh shall 
not be hurt of the second death. 

12 And to the angel of the church 
in Pergamos write; These things 
saith he which hath the sharp sword 
with two edges* 

13 I know thy works, and where 
thou dwellest,«w» where Satan’s seat 
is; and thou holdest fast my name, 
and hast not denied my faith, even in 
those days wherein Antipas was my 
faithful martyr, who was slain among 
you,, where Satan dwelleth. 

14 But I have a few things against 
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thee, because thou hast there them 
that hold the doctrine of Balaam, 
who taught Bal^c to cast a stum- 
bliugblock before the children of 
Israel, to eat things sacrificed unto 
idols, and to commit fornication. 

15 Bo hast thou also them that 
hold the doctrine of the Nicolai- 
tanes, which thing I hate. 

16 Repent ; or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and will fight against 
them with the sword of my mouth. 

17 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches ; To him that overcometh 
will I give to eat of the hidden 
manna, and will give him a white 
stone, and in the stone a new name 
written, which no man knoweth sav- 
ing he that receiveth it. 

18 And unto the angel of the 
church in f Thyatira write; These 
things saith the Son of God, who 
Math his eyes like unto a flame of 
fire, and his feet are like fine brass ; 

19 I know thy works, and charity, 
and service, and faith, and thy pa- 
tience, and thy works ; and the last 
to he more than the first. 

20 Notwithstanding I have a few 
tilings against thee, because thou 
sufferest that woman Jezebel, which 
calleth herself a prophetess, to teach 
and to seduce my servants to com- 
mit fornication, and to eat things 
sacrificed unto idols. 

21 And I gave her space to repent of 
her fornication ; and she repented not. 

22 Behold, I will cast her into a 
bed, and them that commit adul- 
tery with her into great tribulation, 
except they repent of their deeds. 

23 And I will kill her children 
with death; and all the churches 
shall know that I am he which ; 
searcheth the reins and hearts : and 
I will give unto every one of you 
according to your works. 

24 But unto you I say, and unto 

the rest in Thyatira, as many as 
have not this doctrine, and which 
have not known the depths of Satan, 
as they speak ; I will put upon you 
none other burden. » 

25 But that which ye have already 
hold fast till I come. 


commanded to write 

26 And he that overcometh, and 
keepeth my works unto the end, 
to him will I give power over the 
nations : 

27 And he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron ; as the vessels of a potter 
shall they be broken to shivers : even 
as I received of my Father. 

28 And I will give him the morn- 
ing star. 

29 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

. CHAPTER 3. 

2 The angel of the church of Sardis is reproved , 
% exhorted to repent, and threatened if he do 
not repent . 8 The angel of the church of Phi- 
ladelphia 10 is approved for his diligence and 
patience. 15 The angel of Laodicea rebuked, 
for being neither hot nor cold, 19 and cwlmo^ 
nished to be more zealous. 20 Christ standeth at 
the door and knocketh, 

AND unto the angel of the church 
XJL in Sardis write; These things 
saith he that hath the seven Spirits 
of God, and the seven stars ; I know 
thy works, that thou hast a name 
that thou livest, and art dead. 

2 Be watchful, and strengthen the 
things which remain, that are ready 
to die: for I have not found thy 
works perfect before God. 

3 Remember therefore how thou 
hast received and heard, and hold 
fast, and repent. If therefore thou 
shalt not watch, I will come on thee 
as a thief, and thou shalt not know 
what horn- 1 will come upon thee. 

4 Thou hast a few names even in 
Sardis which have not defiled their 
garments ; and they shall walk with 

! me in white: for they are worthy. 

5 He that overcometh, the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment ; 
and I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before my Father, and be- 
fore his angels. 

6 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

7 And to the angel of the church 
in Philadelphia write ; These things 
saith he that is holy, he that is true, 
he that hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man shutteth; 
and shuttetl!, and no man 'openeth; 

8 I know thy wGrks : behold, I have 
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set before thee an open door, and 
no man can shut it: for thou hast 
a little strength, and hast kept my 
word, and hast not denied my name. 

9 Behold, I will make them of the 
synagogue of Satan, which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but do lie"; 
behold, I will make them to come 
and worship before thy feet, and to 
know that I have loved thee. 

10 Because thou hast kept the word 
of my patience, I also will keep thee 
from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to 
try them that dwell upon the earth, 

11 Behold, I come quickly: hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no 
man take thy crown. 

* 12 Him that overcometh will I 
make a pillar in the temple of my 
God, and he shall go no more out: 
and I will write upon him the name 
of my God, and the name of the city 
of my God, which is new Jerusalem, 
which cometh down out of heaven 
from my God : and I will write upon 
him my new name. 

13 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

14 And unto the angel of the church 
of the Laodiceans write ; These 
things saith the Amen, the faithful 
and true witness, the beginning of 
the creation of God ; 

15 I know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot ; I would thou 
wert cold or hot. 

16 So then because thou art luke- 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I 
will spue thee out of my mouth. 

17 Because thou sayest, I am rich, 
and increased with goods, and have 
need of nothing; and knowest not 
that thou art wretched, and misera- 
ble, and poor, and blind, and naked : 

18 I counsel thee to buy of me gold 
tried in the fire, that thou mayest 
be rich; and white raiment, that 
thou mayest be clothed, and that 
the shame of thy nakedness do not 
appear; and anoint thine eyes with 
eyesalve, that thou mayest see. 

19 As many as I love, I rebuke and 

chasten: be zealous tBerefore, and 
repent. * 


20 Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock : if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I wp come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me. 

21 To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame, 4nd am set 
down with my Father in his throne. 

22 He that hath an ear, let him* 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

CHAPTER 4. 

2 John seeth the throne of God in heaven. 4 The 
four and twenty elders. 6 The four beasts full 
of eyes before and behind. 10 The elders lay 
down their crowns , and tvorskip him that sat 
on the throne. 

AFTER this I looked, and, be- 
11 hold, a door was opened in 
heaven: and the first voice which 
I heard was as it were of a trumpet 
talking with me; which said, Come 
up hither, and I will she^ thee tilings 
which must be hereafter. 

2^ And immediately I was in the 
spirit: and, behold, a throne was 
set in heaven, and one sat on the 
throne. 

3 And he that sat was to look upon 
like a jasper and a sardine stone : and 
there was a rainbow round about the 
throne, in sight like unto an emerald. 

4 And round about the throne were 
four and twenty seats: and upon 
the seats I saw four and twenty 
elders sitting, clothed in white rai- 
ment ; and they had on their heads 
crowns of gold. 

5 And out of the throne proceed- 
ed lightnings and thunderings and 
voices: smother e were seven lamps 
of fire burning before the throne, 
which are the seven Spirits of God. 

6 And before the throne there was 
a sea of glass like unto crystal : and 
in the midst of the throne, and round 
about the throne, were four beasts 
full of eyes befpre and behind. 

7 And the first beast was like a 
lion, and the second beast like a 
calf, and the third beast had a face 
as a man, and the fourth beast was 
like a flying eagle. 

8 And the four beasts had each of 
them six wings about him; and they 
vSere full*of eyes within: and they 
rest not day and night, saying, Holy, 
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holy, holy, .Lord God Almighty, which 
was, and is, and is to come. 

9 And when those beasts give glory 
and honour and thanks to him that 
sat on the throne, who liveth for 
ever and ever, 

10 The four and twenty elders fall 
down before him that sat on the 
.throne, and worship him that liveth 
for ever and ever, and cast their 
crowns before the throne, saying, 

11 Thou art worthy, 0 Lord, to re- 
ceive glory and honour and power: 
for thou hast created all things, and 
for thy pleasure they are and were 
created. 

CHAPTER 5. 

, 1 The book sealed with seven seals : 9 which only 
the Lamfb that was slain is worthy to open, 

12 Therefore the elders praise him , 9 and con - 
fess that he redeemed them with his blood. 

t UD I saw in the right hand of 
_ him that sat on the throne a 
book written within and on the back- 
sMe, sealed with seven seals. 

2 And I saw a strong angel pro- 
claiming with a loud voice, Who is 
worthy to open the book, and to 
loose the seals thereof ? 

3 And no man in heaven, nor in 
earth, neither under the earth, was 
able to open the book, neither to 
look thereon. 

4 And I wept much, because no 
man was found worthy to open and 
to read the book, neither to look 
thereon. 

5 And one of the elders saith unto 
me, Weep not: behold, the Lion 
of the tribe of Juda, the Root of 
David, hath prevailed Jo open the 
book, and to loose the seven seals 
thereof. 

0 And I beheld, and, lo, in the 
midst of the throne and of the four 
beasts, and in the midst of the elders, 
stood a Lamb as it had been slain, 
having seven horns §nd seven eyes, 
which are the seven Spirits of God 
sent forth into all the earth. 

7 And he came and took the book 
out of the right hand of him that 
sat upon the throne. 

8 And when he had taken the book, 
the four beasts and four and twenty 
elders fell down before tfie Lamb, 
having every one of them harps, and 


golden vials full of odours, which are 
the prayers of saints. 

9 And they sung a new song, saying, 
Thou art worthy to take the book, and 
to open the seals thereof: for thou 
wast slain, and hast redeemed us to 
God by thy blood out of every kindred, 
and tongue, and. people, and nation ; 

10 And hast made us unto our God 
kings and priests and we shall reign 
on the earth. 

11 And I beheld, and I heard the 
voice of many angels round about 
the throne and the beasts and the 
elders : and the number of them was 
ten thousand times ten thousand, 
and thousands of thousands f 

12 Saying with a loud voice, Wor- 
thy is the Lamb that was slain to ' 
receive power, and riches, and wis- 
dom, and strength, and honour, and 
glory, and blessing. 

13 And every creature which is in 
heaven, and on the earth, and under 
the earth, and such as are in the 
sea, and all that are in them, heard 

1 saying, Blessing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, be unto him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb for ever and ever. 

14 And the four beasts said, Amen. 
And the four and twenty elders fell 
down and worshipped him that liveth 
for ever and ever. 

CHAPTER 6. 

1 The opening of the seals in order , and what 
followed thereupon , containing a prophecy to 
ike end of the world. 

AND I saw when the Lamb opened 
XX one of the seals, and I heard, as 
it were the noise of thunder, one of 
the four beasts saying, Come and see. 

2 And I saw, and behold a white 
horse: and he that sat on him had 
a bow; and a crown was given unto 
him: and he went forth conquering, 
and to conquer. 

3 And when he bad opened the 
second seal, I heard the second beast 
say, Come and see. 

4 And there went out another horse 
that was red : and power was given 
to him that sat thereon to take peace 
from the earth, and that they should 
kill one another : and there 1 was given 
unto him a greatfWord. 
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5 And when he had opened the 
third seal, I heard the third beast 
say, Come and see. And I beheld, 
and lo a black horse; and he that 
sat on him had a pair of balances 
in his hand, 

6 And I heard a voice in the midst 
of the four beasts say, A measure of 
wheat for a penny, and three mea- 
sures of barley for a penny ; and see 
thou hurt not the oil and the wine. 

7 And when he had opened the 
fourth seal, I heard the voice of the 
fourth beast say, Come and see. 

8 And I looked, and behold a pale 
horse: and his name that sat on 
him was Death, and Hell followed 
with him. And power was given un- 
*to them over the fourth part of the 
earth, to kill with sword, and with 
hunger, and With death, and with the 
beasts of the earth. 

9 And when he had opened the 
fifth seal, I saw under the altar the 
souls of them that were slain for the 
word of God, and for the testimony 
which they held: 

10 And they cried with a loud 
voice, saying, How long, O Lord, 
holy and true, dost thou not judge 
and avenge oui blood on them that 
dwell on the earth? 

11 And white robes were given 
unto every one of them; and it was 
said unto them, that they should rest 
yet for a little season, until their 
fellowservants also and their bre- 
thren, that should be killed as they 
were, should be fulfilled. 

12 And I beheld when he had open- 
ed the sixth seal, and, lo, there was 
a great earthquake; and the sun 
became black as sackcloth of hair, 
and the moon became as blood ; 

13 And the stars of heaven fell unto 
the earth, even as a fig tree casfceth 
her untimely figs, when she is shaken 
of a mighty wind. 

14 And the heaven departed as a 
scroll when it is rolled together; 
and every mountain and island were 
moved out of their places. 

15 And the kings of the earth, and 
the great men, and the rich men, and 
the chief captains, and* the mighty 
men, and every boddman, and every 


free man, hid themselves ip the dens 
and in the rocks of the mountains ; 

16 And said to the mountains and 
rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the 
face of him that sitteth on the throne, 
and from the wrath of the Lamb : 

_ 17 For the great day of Jus wrath 
is come; and who shall be able to 
stand? 

CHAPTER 7. 

3 An angel sealeth the servants of God in theit 
foreheads. 4 The number of them that were 
sealed ; of the tribes of Israel a certain number. 
9 Of all other nations an innumerable multi* 
tvde, which stand before the throne, clad im, 
white robes, arid 'palms in their hands. 14 Their 
robes were washed in the blood of the Lamb. 

AND after these things I sawfour 
xjL angels standing on the four cor- 
ners of the earth, holding the four 
winds of the earth, that the wind 
should not blow on the earth, nor on 
the sea, nor on any tree. 

2 And I saw another angel ascend- 
ing from the east, having the seal of 
the living God: and he cried wit£ 
a loud voice to the four angels, to 
whom it was given to hurt the earth 
and the sea, 

3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, nei- 
ther the sea, nor the trees, till we 
have sealed the servants of our God 
in their foreheads. 

4 And I heard the number of them 
which were sealed : and there were 
sealed au hundred and forty and 
four thousand of all the tribes of the 
children of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Juda were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Reuben were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Gad were seal- 
ed twelve thousand. 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Nepthalim were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Manasses were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe ^.of Simeon were seal- 
ed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Levi were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Issachar were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were scal- 
ed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Joseph were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Benjamin w&re sealed 
twelve thousand. 
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9 After .this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people,' and' tongues, stood be- 
fore the throne, and before the 
Lamb, clothed with white robes, and 
palms in ftheir hands ; 

10 And cxied with a loud voice, 
saying, Salvation to our God which 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb. 

11 And all the angels stood round 
about the throne, and about the 
elders and the four beasts, and fell 
before the throne on their faces, and 
worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, and 
glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and honour, and power, and might, 
be unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answer- 
ed, saying unto me, What are these 
winch are arrayed in white robes? 
and whence came they? 

14 And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me, These 
axe they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 

16 Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day 
and night in his temple: and he 
that sitteth on the throne shall dwell 
among them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, nei- 
ther thirst any more; neither shall 
the sun light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shaB feed them, 
and shall lead them unto living foun- 
tains of waters : and God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes. 

CHAPTER 8. 

1 At the opening of the seventh seal , 2 seven angels 
had seven trumpets given them. 6 Four of them 
sound their trumpets , and qreat plagues follow. 

3 Another angel putteth incense to the prayers 
of the saints on the golden altar . 

ANT) when he had opened the 
jljL seventh seal, there was silence 
in heaven about the space of half 
an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels whicji 
stood before God ; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. 


3 And another angel came and 
stood at the altar, having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto 
Mm much incense, that he should 
offer it with the prayers of all saints 
upon the golden altar which was be-* 
fore the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, 
which came with the prayers of the 
saints, ascended up before God out 
of the angel’s hand. 

5 And the angel took the censer, 
and filled it with fire of the altar, 
and cast it into the earth : and there 
were voices, and thunderings, and 
lightnings, and an earthquake. 

6 And the seven angels wllich had 
the seven trumpets prepared them- 
selves to sound. 

7 The first angel sounded, and 
there followed hail and fire mingled 
with blood* and they were cast up- 
on the earth : and the third part of 
trees was burnt up, and all green 
grass was burnt up. 

8 And the second angel sounded, 
and as it were a great mountain 
burning with fire was cast into the 
sea: and the third part of the sea 
became blood ; 

9 And the third part of the crea- 
tures which were in the sea, and 
had life, died; and the third part of 
the ships were destroyed. 

10 And the third angel sounded, 
and there fell a great star from hea- 
ven, burning as it were a lamp, and it 
fell upon the third part of the rivers, 
and upon the fountains of waters ; 

1 1 And the name of the star is call- 
ed Wormwood: and the third part 
of the waters became wormwood; 
and many men died of the waters, 
because they were made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, 
and the third partof the sun was smit- 
ten, and the third part of the moon, 
and the third part of the stars ; so as 
the third part of them was darken- 
ed, and the day shone not for a third 
part of it, and the night likewise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an angel 
flying through the midst of heaven, 
saying with a loud voice, Woe, woe, 
woe, to the tnhabiters of "the earth 
by reason of the - other voices of the 
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trumpet of the three angels, which 
are yet to sound! 

CHAPTER 9. 

1 At the sounding of the fifth angel , a star falleth 
from heaven , to whom is given the key of the hot - 
tomless pit 2 He openeth the pit and there come 
forth locusts like scorpions. 12 The first woe past 
13 . 1.4 Hour angels 

are let loose , that were hound. 

AND the fifth angel sounded, and 
XJL I saw a star fell from heaven 
unto the earth : and to him was given 
the key of the bottomless pit. 

2 And he opened the bottomless pit ; 
and there arose a smoke out of the 
pit, as the smoke of a great furnace ; 
and the sun and the air were darken- 
ed by reason of the smoke of the pit. 

3 And there came out of the smoke 
locusts upon the earth: and unto 
them was given power, as the scor- 
pions of the earth have power. 

4 And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt the grass of the 
earth, neither any green thing, nei- 
ther any tree; but only those men 
which have not the seal of God in 
their foreheads. 

5 And to them it was given that they 
should not kill them, but that they 
should be tormentedfivemonths: and 
their torment was as the torment of 
a scorpion, when he striketh a man. 

6 And in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it; and 
shall desire to die, and death shall 
flee from them. 

7 And the shapes of the locusts 
were like unto horses prepared unto 
battle; and on their heads were as 
it were crowns like gold, and their 
faces were as the feces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair 
of women, and their teeth were as 
the teeth of lions. 

9 And they had breastplates, as 
it were breastplates of iron; and 
the sound of their wings was as the 
sound of chariots of many horses 
running to battle. 

10 And they had tails like unto 
scorpions, and there were stings in 
their tails : and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 

11 And they had a Mijg over them, 
which is the ang^ of the bottom- 
less pit. Whose name in the Hebrew 
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tongue is Abaddon, but in the Greek 
tongue hath his name Apollyon. 

12 One woe is past; ,and, behold, 
there come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, 

and I heard a voice fro^a the four 
horns of the golden aMr which is 
before God, * 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which 
had the trumpet, Loose the four an- 
gels which are bound in the great 
river Euphrates. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, 
and a day, and a month, and a year, 
for to slay the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army 
of the horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand: and I heard the 
number of them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in the 
vision, and them that sat on them, 
having breastplates of fire, and of jar 
cinth, and brimstone: and the heafis 
of the horses were as the heads of 
lions; and out of their mouths is- 
sued fire and smoke and brimstone. 

18 By these three was the third part 
of men killed, by the fire, and by the 
smoke, and by the brimstone, which 
issued out of their mouths. 

19 For their power is in their mouth, 
and in their tails : for their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had heads, 
and with them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of the men which 
were not killed by these plagues yet 
repented not of the works of their 
hands, that they should not worship 
devils, and idols of gold, and silver, 
and brass, and stone, and of wood: 
which neither can see, nor hear, nor 
walk: 

21 Neither repented they of their 
murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of 
their fornication, nor of their thefts. 

CHAPTER 10. 

1 A mighty strong angel appeareth with a hook open 

in his hand. 6 He swear eth by him that liveth for 

ever , that there shall he no more time . 9 John is 

commanded to take and eat the hook. 

A STD 1 saw another mighty angel 
XJL come down from heaven, clothed 
^th a cloud: and a rainbow wosupon 
his head, tind his face was as It were 
the snn s and his feet as pillars of*fire; 
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The two 

2 And he had in his hand a little 
book open: and he set his right foot 
npon the sea, an<yiis left foot on the 
earth, 

3 And cried mth a loud voice, as 
when a lion roareth: and when he 
had cried}' seven thunders uttered 
their voices. 

4 And when the seven thunders had 
uttered their voices, I was about to 
write: and I heard a voice from hea- 
ven saying unto me, Seal up those 
things which the seven thunders ut- 
tered, and write them not. 

5 And the angel which I saw stand 
upon the sea and upon the earth 
lifted up his hand to heaven, 

6 And sware by him that liveth for 
ever and ever, who created heaven, 
and the things that therein are, and 
the earth, aijd the things that there- 
in are, and the sea, and the things 
which are therein, that there should 
b© time no longer : 

7 But in the days of the voice of 
the seventh angel, when he shall 
begin to sound, the mystery of God 
should be finished, as he hath de- 
clared to his servants the prophets. 

8 And the voice which I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and 
said, Go and take the little book 
which is open in the hand of the 
angel which standeth upon the sea 
and upon the earth. 

9 And I went unto the angel, and 
said unto him, Give me the little 
book. And he said unto me. Take 
it, and eat it up ; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, but it .shall be in 
thy mouth sweet as honey. 

10 And I took the little book out 
of the angel’s hand, and ate it up ; 
and it was in my mouth sweet as 
honey: and as soon as I had eaten 
it, my belly was bitter. 

11 And he said unto me, Thou 
must prophesy again before many 
peoples, and nations, and tongues, 
and kings. 

CHAPTER 11. 

3 The two witnesses prophesy. 6 They have power 
to shut heaven , that it rain not. 7 The beast shall 
fight against them , and kill them. 8 They lie u%- 
buried, 11 and after three days altd a half Ase 
ag<%n. 14 The second woe is past. 15 The seventh 
trumpet soundeth. 


witnesses prophesy. 

AND there was given me a reed 
IX like unto a rod: and the angel 
stood, saying, Rise, and measure the 
temple of God, and the altar, and 
them that worship therein. 

2 Rut the court which is without 
the temple leave out, and measure it 
not; for it is given unto the Gentiles : 
and the holy city shall they tread 
under foot forty and two months. 

3 And I will give power unto my two 
witnesses, and they shall prophesy 
a thousand two hundred and three- 
score days, clothed in sackcloth. 

4 These are the two olive trees, and 
the two candlesticks standing before 
the God of the earth, 

5 And if any man will hurt them, 
fire proceedeth out of their mouth, 
and devoureth their enemies ; and if 
any man will hurt them, he must in 
this manner be killed. 

6 These have power to shut heaven, 
that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy: and have power over wa- 
ters to turn them to blood, and to 
smite the earth with all plagues, as 
often as they will. 

7 And when they shall have finish- 
ed their testimony, the beast that 
ascendeth out of the bottomless pit 
shall make war against them, and 
shall overcome them, and kill them. 

8 And their dead bodies shall lie in 
the street of the great city, which spi- 
ritually is called Sodom and Egypt, 
where also our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of the people and kin- 
dreds and tongues and nations shall 
see their dead bodies three days and 
an half, and shall not suffer their 
dead bodies to be put in graves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice over them, and 
make merry, and shall send gifts 
one to another; because these two 
prophets tormented them that dwelt 
on the earth. 

11 And after three days and an half 
the Spirit of life from God entered 
into them, and they stood upon their 
feet; and great fear fell upon them 
which saw them. 


12 And they heard a great voice 
from heaven*saying unto them, Qome 
up hither. And* they aseended up 
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The dragon cast 

to heaven in a cloud; and their ene- 
mies beheld them. 

13 And the same hour was there a 
great earthquake, and the tenth part 

. of the city fell, and in the earthquake 
were slain of men seven thousand : 
and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven. 

14 The second woe is past ; and, be- 
hold, the third woe cometh quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; 
and there were great voices in hea- 
ven, saying, The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of 
our Lord, and of his Christ ; and he 
shall reign for ever and ever. 

16 And the four and twenty elders, 
which sat before God on their seats, 

* fell upon their feces, and worship- 
ped God, 

17 Saying, We give thee thanks, 

0 Lord God Almighty, which art, 
and wast, and art to come ; because 
thou hast taken to thee thy great 
power, and hast reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, 
and thy wrath is come, and the time 
of the dead, that they should be 
judged, and that thou shouldest give 
reward unto thy servants the pro- 
phets, and to the saints, and them 
that fear thy name, small and great; 
and shouldest destroy them which 
destroy the earth. 

19 And the temple of God was 
opened in heaven, and there was 
seen in his temple the ark of his 
testament: and there were light- 
nings, and voices, and thunderings, 
and an earthquake, and great hail. 

CHAPTER 12. 

1 "A' 'Woman clothed with the sun travaileth . 4 The 

great red dragon standeth before her » ready to 
devour her child : 6 when she was delivered she 
JUeih into ike wilderness.

AND there appeared a great won- 
xjl der in heaven ; a woman clothed 
with the sun, and the moon under 
her feet, and upon her head a crown 
of twelve stars: 

2 And she being with child cried, 

travailing in birth, and pained to be 
delivered*. , 

3 And there appeared another won- 
der in heaven; and behold a great

red dragon, having seven-heads and 
ten horns, and seven crowns upon 
his heads. 

4 And his tail drew the third part 
of the stars of heaven, and did cast 
them to the earth : and the dragon 
stood before the woman -Which was 
ready to be delivered, for to devour 
her child as soon as it was bom. 

5 And she brought forth a man 

child, who was to rule all nations 
with a rod of iron: and her child 
was caught up unto God, and to his 
throne. * 

6 And the woman fled into the 
wilderness, where she hath a place 
prepared of God, that they should 
feed her there a thousand two hun- 
dred and threescore days. 

7 And there was war in heaven: 
Michael and his angels fought a- 
gainst the dragon; and the dragon 
fought and his angels, 

8 And prevailed not; neither wsfe 
their place found any more in heaven. 

9 And the great dragon was cast 
out, that old serpent, called the 
Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth 
the whole world: he was cast out 
into the earth, and his angels were 
cast out with him. 

10 And I heard a loud voice saying 
in heaven, Now is come salvation, 
and strength, and the.kingdom of our 
God, and the power of his Christ: 
for the accuser of our brethren is 
cast down, which accused them be- 
fore our God day and night. 

11 And they overcame him by the 
blood of the* Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony ; and they loved 
not their lives unto the death. 

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, 
and ye that dwell in them. Woe to 
the inhabiters of the earth and of the 
sea! for the devil is come down unto 
you, having great wrath, because he 
| knoweththat he hathbnta shorttime. 

13 And when the dragon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he per- 
secuted the woman which brought 
forth the man child. 

14 And to the woman were given 
t^o wings of a great eagle, that she 
might fly* into the wilderness, into 
her place, where she is nourished 
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A beast riseth 
for a time; and times, and half a 
time, from the face of the serpent. 

15 And the -serpent cast out of his 
mouth water as a flood after the wo- 
man, that he might cause her to be 
carried away of the flood. 

16 And the farth helped the woman, 
and the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed up the flood which 
the dragon cast out of his mouth. 

17 And the dragon was wroth with 
the woman, and went to make war 
with the remnant of her seed, which 
keep the commandments of God, and 
have the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

CHAPTER 13. 

I A least riseth out of the sea with seven heads 
and ten horns, to whom the dragon giveth Ms 
power, 11 Another beast cometh up out of the 
earth: 14 causeth an image to be made of the 
former beast , 15 and that men should worship it, 

16 and receive his mark, 

AND I stood upon the sand of the 
jLjL sea, and saw a beast rise up 
ofit of the sea, having seven heads 
and ten horns, and upon his horns 
ten crowns, and upon his heads the 
name of blasphemy. 

2 And the beast which I saw was 
like unto a leopard, and his feet were 
as the feet of a bear, and his mouth 
as the mouth of a lion: and the 
dragon gave him his power, and his 
seat, and great authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads as 
it were wounded to death ; and his 
deadly wound was healed: and all 
the world wondered after the beast. 

4 And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the beast: 
and they worshipped th$ beast, say- 
ing, Who is like unto the beast? who 
is able to make war with him? 

5 And there was given unto him 

a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months. * 

6 And he opened his month in 
blasphemy against God, to blaspheme j 
his name, and his tabernacle, and 
them that dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them: and power wass 
given him over all kindfeds, and 
tongues, and nations. 
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out of the sea . 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are 
not written in the book of life of the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. 

9 If any manhavean ear,iethim hear. 

10 He that leadeth into captivity 
shall go into captivity : he that killeth 
with the sword must be killed with 
the sword. Here is the patience and 
the faith of the saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast 
coming up out of the earth; and he 
had two horns like a lamb, and he 
spake as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all th$ power 
of the first beast before him, and 
causeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein toworship the firs t beast, 
whose deadly wound was healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, 
so that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men, 

14 And deceiveth them that dwell 
on the earth by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do 
in the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a 
sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to give life 
unto the image of the beast, that 
the image of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of the 
beast should be Jailed. 

16 And he causeth all, both small 
and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads : 

17 And that no man might buy 
or sell, save he that had the mark, 
or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the num- 
ber of the beast : for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is Six 
hundred threescore and six.

A ND I looked, and, lo, a Lamb

with him an hundred forty and four 
thousand, having his Father’s name 
written in their foreheads. 

2 And I heard a voice from heaven, 
as the voice of many waters, and as 
the voice of a great thunder: and I 
heard the voice of harpers harping 
with their harps: 

3 And they sung as it were a new 
song before the throne, and before 
the four beasts, and the elders : and 
no man could learn that song but the 
hundred mid forty and four thousand, 
which were redeemed from the earth.

7 Saying with a loud voice, Fear 
God, and give glory to him ; for the 
hour of his judgment is come : and 
worship him that made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and the fountains 
of waters. 

8 And there followed another angel, 
saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, 
that great city, because she made 
all nations drink of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornication. 

9 And the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voice, If 
any man worship the beast and his 
image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which is 
poured out without mixture into the 
cup of his indignation; and he shall 
be tormented with fire and brimstone 
in the presence of the holy angels, 
and # ixi the presence of The Lamb: 

II And the smoke of their torment 


a&cendeth-up for ever and ever : and 
they have no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his image, 
and whosoever receiveth the mark 
of Ms name. ' * 

12 Here is the patience o£the saints: 
here are they that keep thefcommand- 
ments of God, and the iaith of Jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may restfrom their labours ; 
and their works do follow them. 

14 And I looked, and behold a 
white cloud, and npon the cloud one 
sat like unto the Son of man, having 
on his head a golden crown, and in 
his hand a sharp sickle. 

15 And another angel came out of 
the temple, crying with a loud voice 
to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust 
in thy sickle, and reap: for the time 
is come for thee to reap ; for the 
harvest of the earth is ripe. 

16 And he that sat on the cloud 
thrust in his sickle on the earth; 
and the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of 
the tempi© which is in heaven, he 
also having a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out 
from the altar, which had power over 
fire ; and cried with a loud cry to him 
that had the sharp sickle, saying, 
Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather 
the clusters of the vine of the earth; 
for her grapes are folly ripe. 

19 And the angel thrust in Ms sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine 
of the earth, and cast it into the 
great winepress of the wrath of God. 

20 And the winepress was trodden 
without the city, and blood came out 
of the winepress, even unto the horse 
bridles, by the space of a thousand 
and six hundred furlongs.

3 And the/ sing the song of Moses 
the servant of God, and the song of 
the Lamb, saying, Great and mar- 
vellous are thy works, Lord God Al- 
mighty ; just and true are thy ways, 
thou King of saints. 

4 Who shall not fear thee, 0 Lord, 
and glorify thy name? for thou only 
art holy: for all nations shall come 
and worship before thee; for thy 
judgments are made manifest. 

5 And after that I looked, and, be- 
hold, the temple of the tabernacle of 
the testimony in heaven was opened : 

6 And the seven angels came out 
of the temple, having the seven 
leagues, clothed in pure and white 
linen, and having their breasts gird- 
ed with golden girdles. 

7 And one of the four beasts gave 
unto the seven angels seven golden 
vials full of the wrath of God, who 
liveth for ever and ever. 

8 And the temple was filled with 
smoke from the gloiy of God, and 
from his power; and no man was 
able to enter into the temple, till 
the seven plagues of the seven an- 
gels were fulfilled.

5 And I heard the angel of the wa- 
ters say, Thou art righteous, 0 Lord, 
which art, and wast, and shaJt be, , 
because thou hast judged thus. 

6 For they have shed the blood of 
saints and prophets, and thou hast 
given them blood to drink; for they 
are worthy. 

7 And I heard another out of the 
altar say, Even so. Lord God Al- 
mighty, true and righteous are thy 
judgments. 

8 And the fourth angel poured out 
his vial upon the sun; and power 
was given unto him to scorch men 
with fire. 

9 And men were scorched with 
great heat, and blasphemed the name 
of God, which hath power over these 
plagues: and they repented not to 
give him glory. 

10 And the fifth angel poured out 
his vial upon the seat of the beast; 
and his kingdom was full of dark- 
ness ; and they gnawed their tongues 
for pain, 

11 And blasphemed the God of hea- 
ven because of their pains and their 
sores, and repented not of their deeds. 

12 And the sixth angel poured out 
his vial upon the great river Eu- 
phrates; and the water thereof was 
dried up, that the way of the kings 
of the east might be prepared. 

13 And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of 
the dragon, and out of the mouth 
of the beast, and out of the mouth 
of the false prophet. 

14 For they are the spirits of 
devils, working miracles, which go 
forth unto the kings of the earth 
and of the whole world, to gather 
them to the battle of that great day 
of God Almighty. 

15 Behold, I come as a thief. 
Blessed is he that watcheth, and 
keepeth his garments, lest he walk 
naked, and they see his shame. 

_ 16 And he gathered them together 
into a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue Armageddon. 

17 And the seventh angel popred 
out his vial into 'the air ; and there

came a great voice out of ttie temple 
of heaven, from the throne, saying, 
It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and 
thunders, and lightnings ; and there 
was a great earthquake, such as was 
not since men were upon the earth, so 
mighty an earthquake, and so great. 

19 And the great city was divided 
into three parts, and the cities of the 
nations fell : and great Babylon came 
in remembrance before God, to give 
unto her the cup of the wine of the 
fierceness of Ms wrath.

3 So he carried me away in the 
spirit into the wilderness : and I saw 
a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured 
beast, full of names of blasphemy, 
having seven heads and ten horns. 

4 And the woman was arrayed in 
purple and scarlet colour, and deck- 
ed with gold and precious stones 
and pearls, having a golden cup in 
her hand full of abominations and 
filthiness of her fornication: 

5 And upon her forehead was a 
name written, MYSTERY, BABY- 
LON THE GREAT, T0E MOTHER 
OF. HARLOTS AND ABOMINA- 
TIONS OF THE EARTH. 


REVELATION, 17. the great whore. 

6 And I saw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the saints, and 
with the blood of th$ martyrs of 
Jesus : and when I saw her, I won- 
dered with great admiration. 

7 And the angel said, unto me. 
Wherefore didst thou marvel? I will 
tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and of the beast that carrieth her, 
which hath the seven heads and ten 
horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, 
and is not ; and shall ascend out of 
the bottomless pit, and go into per- 
dition: and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, whose names 
were not written in the book of life 
from the foundation of the world, 
when they behold the beast that 
was, and is not, and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which hath 

wisdom. The seven heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman sit-- 
teth. (f 

10 And there are seven kings: five 
are fallen, and one is, and the other 
is not yet come ; and when he cometh, 
he must continue a short space. 

11 And the beast that was, and is 
not, even he is the eighth, and is of 
the seven, and goeth into perdition. 

12 And the ten horns which thou 
sawest are ten kings, which have 
received no kingdom as yet; but 
receive power as kings one hour with 
the beast. 

13 These have one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beast. 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them: for he is Lord of lords, and 
King of kings: and they that are 
with him are called, and chosen, and 
faithful 

15 And he saith unto me, The 
waters which thou sawest, where the 
whore sitteth, are peoples, and mul- 
titudes, and nations, and tongues. 

16 And the ten horns which thou 
sawest upon the beast, these shall 
hate the whore, and shall make her f 
desolate and naked, and shall ea^ 
ijer flesh, and bum her with fire. U 

17 For ofod hath put in their heaj^ 
tofnlfil his will, and to agree, andg atl( j 
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The fall of Babylon. 

their kingdom unto the beast, until 
the words of God shall be fulfilled. 

18 And the woman which thou saw- 
est is that great cfty, which reigneth 
over the kings of the earth. 

CHAPTER 18. 

2 Babylon is jjMcn . 4 The people of God com- 
manded to deprrt out of her, 9 The kings of 
the earth, 11 with the merchants and mariners , 
lament over her . 20 The saints rejoice for the 
judgments of God upon her. 

AND after these things I saw an- 
jLX. other angel come down from 
heaven, having great power ; and the 
earth was lightened with his glory. 

2 And he cried mightily with a 
strongvoice, saying, Babylonthegreat 
is fallen, is fallen, and is become the 
habitation of devils, and the hold of 
every foul spirit, and a cage of every 
unclean and hateful bird. 

3 For all nations have drunk of the 
wine of the vTratb of her fornication, 
and the kings of the earth have com- 
mitted fornication with her, and the 
merchants of the earth are waxed 
rich through the abundance of her 
delicacies. 

4 And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying. Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of 
her sins, and that ye receive not of 
her plagues. 

5 For her sins have reached unto 
heaven, and God hath remembered 
her iniquities. 

6 Reward her even as she rewarded 
you, and double unto her double ac- 
cordingto her works : in the cup which 
she hath filled fill to her double. 

7 How much she hath glorified her- 
self, and lived deliciously, so much 
torment and sorrow give her: for 
she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, 
and am no widow, and shall see no 
sorrow. 

8 Therefore shall her plagues come 
in one day, death, and mourning, 
and famine; and she "shall be utter- 
ly burned with fire : for strong is the 
Lord God who judgeth her. 

9 And the kings of the earth, who 
Ijave committed fornication and lived 
“deliciously with her, shall bewail her, 
^nd lament for her, when they shall 
iT ie the smoke of her burning,

of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, 
that great city Babylon, that mighty 
city! for in one hour is thy judg- 
ment come. 

11 And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her ; for 
no man buyeth their merchandise 
anymore: 

12 The merchandise of gold, and 
silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and purple, 
and silk, and scarlet, and all thyine 
wood, and all manner vessels of 
ivory, and all maimer vessels of 
most precious wood, and of brass, 
and iron, and marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odoufs, and 
ointments, and frankincense, and 
wine, and oil, and fine flour, and 
wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and 
horses, and chariots, and slaves, and 
souls of men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul 
lusted after are departed from thee, 
and all things which were dainty and 
goodly are departed from thee, and 
thou shalt find them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things, 
which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off for the fear of her 
torment, weeping and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, 
and purple, and scarlet, and decked 
with gold, and precious stones, and 
pearls! 

17 For in one hour so great riches 
is come to nought. And every ship- 
master, and all the company in ships, 
and sailors, and as many as trade by 
sea, stood afar off, 

18 And cried when they saw the 
smoke of her burning, saying. What 
city is like unto this great city ! 

19 And they cast dust on their heads, 
and cried, weeping and wailing, say- 
ing, Alas,aias, that great city, wherein 
were made rich all that had ships in 
the sea by reason of her costliness ! 
for in one hour is she made desolate, 

20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and ye holy apostles and prophets; 
for God hath avenged you on her. 

21 And a mighty angel took up a 
stone like a' great millstone, and

violence shall that great city Baby- 
lon be thrown down, and shall be 
found no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers, and 
musicians, and of pipers, and trum- 
peters, shall be heard no more at all 
in thee; and no craftsman, of what- 
soever craft he be, shall be found any 
more in thee; and the sound of a 
millstone shaE be heard no more at 
aE in thee; 

23 And the light of a candle shall 
shine no more at aU in thee ; and the 
voice of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shall be heard no more at aU 
in thee: for thy merchants were the 
great men of the earth; for by thy 
sorceries were aU nations deceived. 

24 And in her was found the blood 
of prophets, and of saints, and of all 
that were slain upon the earth. 

CHAPTER 19. 

1 God is praised in heaven for judging the great 
whore » and avenging the blood of his saints. 7 
The marriage of the Lamb. 10 The angel will 
not be worshipped . 17 The fowls called to the 
great slaughter. 

AND after these things I heard a 
juL great voice of much people in 
heaven, saying, Alleluia; Salvation, 
and glory, and honour, and power, 
unto the Lord our God: 

2 For true and righteous are his 
judgments: for he hath judged the 
great whore, which did corrupt the 
earth with her fornication, and hath 
avenged the blood of his servants 
at her hand. 

3 And again they said, Alleluia. 
And her smoke rose up for ever 
and ever. 

4 And the four and twenty elders 
and the four beasts fell down and 
worshipped God that sat on the 
throne, saying, Amen ; Alleluia. 

5 And a Voice came out of the 
throne, saying, Praise our God, all 

J e Ms servants, and ye that fear 
im, both small and great. 

6 And I heard as it were the voice 
of a great multitude, and as the 
voice of many waters, and as the 
voice of mighty thunderings, saying, 
Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipo- 
tent reigaetM 

7 «Let us be gla^ ani rejoice, and 
give honour to mm; for the mar- 


riage of the Lamb is come, and Ms 
wife hath made herself ready. 

8 And to her was granted that 
she should be arrayed m fine linen, 
clean and white : for the fine linen 
is the righteousness of samts. 

9 And lie saith unto lie, Write, 
Blessed are they which are called 
unto the marriage supper' of the 
Lamb, And he saith unto me, These 
are the true sayings of God. 

10 And I fell at his feet to worship 
him. And he said unto me, See thou 
do it not: I am thy fellowservant, 
and of thy brethren that have the 
testimony of Jesus: worship God: 
for the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophecy. 

11 And I saw heaven opened, and ' 

behold a white horse; and he that 
sat upon him was called Faithful 
and True, and in righteousness he 
doth judge and make war. - 

12 His eyes were as a flame of fii^ 
and on his head were many crowns ; 
and he had a name written, that no 
man knew, but he himself. 

13 And he was clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood: and his 
name is called The Word of God. 

14 And the armies ivhich were in 
heaven followed him upon wMte 
horses, clothed in fine linen, wMt© 
and clean. 

15 And out of his mouth goeth a 
sharp sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he shall rule 
them with a rodof iron : and lie tread- 
eth the winepress of the fierceness 
and wrath pf Almighty God. 

16 And he hath on Ms vesture 
and on his thigh a name written, 
KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS. 

17 And I saw an angel standing in 
the sun; and he cried with a loud 
voice, saying tp all the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven, Come and 
gather yourselves together unto the 
supper of the great God; 

18 That ye may eat the flesh of 
kings, and the flesh of captains, and 
the flesh of mighty men, and the flesj 
f>f horses, and of them that sit <jj 
them, aiM the flesh of all men, ** 
free and bond, both small and ;j 
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The first 

19 And I saw the beast, and the 
kings of the earth, and their armies, 
gathered together to make war a- 
gainst him that sat on the horse, and 
against his army. 

20 And tiie beast was taken, and 
with him*: the false prophet that 
wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had 
received the mark of the beast, and 
them that worshipped his image. 
These both were cast alive into a 
lake of fire burning with brimstone. 

21 And the remnant were slain with 
the sword of him that sat upon the 
horse, which sword proceeded out of 
his mouth: and all the fowls were 

„ filled with their flesh. 

CHAPTER 20, 

2 Satan bound for a thousand years. 6 The first 
resurrection: they blessed that have part there - 
in. 7 Satan lef loose again. % Gog and Magog. 

10 The devil cast into the lake of fire and brim- 
stone. 12 The last and general resurrection . 

I saw an angelcome down 
XlL from heaven, having the key 
of the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. 

2 And he laid hold on the dragon, 
that old serpent, which is the Devil, 
and Satan, and bound him a thou- 
sand years, 

3 And cast him into the bottom- 
less pit, and shut him up, and set 
a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled: 
and after that he must be loosed 
a little season. 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat 
upon them, and judgment was given 
unto them : and I saw the souls of 
them that were beheaded for the 
witness of Jesus, and for the word 
of ' God, and which had not wor- 
shipped the beast, neither his image, 
neither had received his mark upon 
their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with 
Christ a thousand years. 

5 But the rest of the dead lived 

not again until the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first re- 
surrection. ■ ; ' ■ 

$ Blessed and holy is he that hath 
*rt in the first resurrection^ on such 
Vsseond death hath no power, but 
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they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years. 

7 And when the thousand years 
are expired, Satan shall be loosed 
out of his prison, 

8 And shall go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four quar- 
ters of the earth, Gog and Magog, 
to gather them together to battle: 
the number of whom is as the sand 
of the sea. 

9 And they went up on the breadth 
of the earth, and compassed the 
camp of the saints about, and the 
beloved city: and fire came down 
from God out of heaven, and de- 
voured them. 

10 And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone, where the beast and 
the false prophet are, and shall be 
tormented day and night for ever 
and ever. 

11 And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place 
for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God; and the 
bookswere opened: andanotherbook 
was opened, which is the book of life: 
and the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written in 
the books, according to their works. 

13 And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell 
deliveredmp the dead which were in 
them: and they were judged every 
man according to their works. 

14 And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. 

15 And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire. 

CHAPTER 21. 

1 A new heaven and a new earth. 10 The 
heavenly Jerusalem, with a full description 
thereof. 23 She needeth no sun, the glory of 
God is her light. 24 The kings of the earth 
bring their riches unto her. 

AND I saw a new heaven and a 
xjL new earth: for the jjrst hea- 
ven and the first garth were passed 
away ; and there was no more sea. 
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2 And I John saw the holy city, 
new Jerusalem, coming down from 
God out of heaven, prepared as a 
bride adorned for her husband* 

3 And I heard a great voice out of 
'* heaven saying. Behold, the taber- 
nacle of God is with men, and he 
will dwell with them, and they shall 
be his people, and God himself shall 
be with them, and be their God. 

4 And God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither sor- 
row, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain: for the former 
things are passed away. 

5 And he that sat upon the throne 
said, Behold, I make all things new. 

0 And he said unto me, Write: for 
these words are true and faithful. 

6 And he said unto me, It is done. 
I am Alpha and Omega, the begin- 
ning and the end. I will give unto 
him that is athirst of the fountain 
of the water of life freely. 

7 He that overcometh shall inherit 
all things ; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son. 

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death. 

9 And there came unto me one 
of the seven angels which had the 
seven vials full of the seven last 
plagues, and talked with me, say- 
ing, Come hither, I will shew thee 
the bride, the Lamb’s wife. 

10 And he carried me away in the 
spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city, the 
holy Jerusalem, descending out of 
heaven from God, 

11 Having the glory of God; and 
her light was like unto a stone most 
precious, even like a jasper stone, 
dear as crystal; 

12 And had a wall great and high, 
and had twelve gates, and at thegates 
twelve angels, and names written 
thereon, which are the names of the 
tweive tribes of thechilaren of Israel : 

13 On the east tnree gates ; on the 


ndrth three gates ; on the south three 
gates ; and on the west three gates. 

14 And the wall of Jhe city had 

twelve foundations? and in them the 
names of the twelve apostles of the 
Lamb. * 

15 And he that talbej with me 
had a golden reed to tneasure the 
city, and the gates thereof, and the 
wall thereof. 

16 And the city lieth foursquare, 
and the length is as large as the 
breadth : and he measured the city 
with the reed, twelve thousand fur- 
longs. The length and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall there- 
of, an hundred and forty and four 
cubits, according to the measure of 
a man, that is, of the angeL 

18 And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper : and fee city was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass. m 

19 And the foundations of the wm 
of the city were garnished with all 
manner of precious stones. The first 
foundation was jasper; the second, 
sapphire ; the third, a chalcedony; 
the fourth, an emerald; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, 
sardius ; the seventh, chrysolyte ; the 
eighth, beryl; the ninth, a topaz; 
the tenth, a chrysoprasus ; the ele- 
venth, a jacinth; the twelfth, an 
amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were 
twelve pearls; every several gate 
was of one pearl: and the street of 
the city was pure gold, as it were 
transparentflglass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein: 
for the Lord God Almighty and the 
Lamb are the temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine in 
it: for the glory of God did lighten 
it, and the Laiqjb is the light thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which 
are saved shall walk in the light of 
it: and the kings of the earth do 
bring their glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not 
be shut at all by day : for there shall 
be no night there. 

26 And®they shall bring ti fe glory 
and honour of the nations into ft 
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l 27 And there shall in no wise eh- 
ter into it any thing that defileth, 
neither whqfsoever worketh abomi- 
nation, or maJceth a lie: but they 
which are written in the Lamb’s 
book of lifjp.

2 In the midst of the street of 
it, and on either side of the river, 
was there the tree of life, which 
bare twelve manner of fruits, and 
yielded her fruit every month: and 
the leaves of the tree were for the 
healing of tKe nations. 

>3 And there shall be no more 
c^rse : but the throne of God and 
of the Lamb shall be in it; and his 
servants shall serve him: 

4 And they shall see his face ; and 
his name shall he in their foreheads. 

5 And there shall be no night 
there; and they need no candle, 
neither light of the sun; for the 
Lord God giveth them light: and 
they shall reign for ever and ever. 

6 And he said unto me, These 
sayings are faithful and true: and 
the Lord God of the holy prophets 
sent his angel to shew unto his 
servants the things which must 
shortly be done. 

7 Behold, I come quicjdy: blessed 
is he that keepeth the sayings of 
the prophecy of this book. 

8 And I John saw these things, 
and heard them. And when I had 
heard and seen, I fell down to wor- 
ship before The feet of the angel 
which shewed me these things. 

9 Then saith he unfo me, See them 
do it not : for I am thy fellowservant, 
and of thy brethren the prophets, 
and of them which keep the sayings 
of this book : worship GodL 


10 And he saith unto me, Seal not 
the sayings of the prophecy of this 
book: for the time is at hand. 

11 He that is unjust, let him be 
unjust still : and he which is filthy, 
let him be filthy still: and he that 
is righteous, let him be righteous 
still: and he that is holy, let him 
be holy still. 

12 And, behold, I come quickly; 
and my reward is with me, to give 
every man according as his work 
shall be. 

13 I am Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the end, the first and 
the last. 

14 Blessed are they that* do his 
commandments, that they may have 
right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the 
city. 

15 For without are dogs, and sor- 
cerers, and whoremongers, and mur- 
derers, and idolaters, and whosoever 
loveth and maketh a lie. 

16 I Jesus have sent mine angel 
to testify unto you these things in 
the churches. I am the root and the 
offspring of David, and the bright 
and morning star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that heareth 
say, Come. And let him that is a- 
thirst come. And whosoever will, let 
him take the water of life freely. 

18 For I testify unto every man 
that heareth the words of the pro- 
phecy of this book, If any man 
shall add unto these things, God 
shall add unto him the plagues that 
are written in this book ; 

19 And if any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, mid from the things 
which are written in this book. 

20 He which testified* these things 
saith, Surely I come quickly. Amen. 
Even so, come, Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all Amen.
